No t o n ly is rabbit m eat n u tri­ 
tio u s an d d elicio u s, acco rd in g 
to Ph ilip L. Fritch ey o f Bo lin as, 
bu t it will co st th e am ateu r 
rabbit raiser o n ly abo u t 25 o r 35 
cen ts a p o u n d to gro w h is o wn . 


‘‘Rabbits are clean an d q u iet 
an d easy to raise becau se th ey 
req u ire a min imu m o f care,” 
said Fritch ey , a d irecto r o f th e 
So n o ma-Marin R abbit Asso cia­ 
tio n . “ My wife an d I sp en d 
abo u t 15 o r 20 m in u tes a d ay 
feed in g o u r 11 an im als, w ater­ 
in g th em an d clean in g th eir 
cages. It's v ery ligh t wo rk, 
to o .” 
No t o n ly th at, bu t in itial in ­ 
v estm en t fo r a wo u ld -be rabbit 
farm er is small — abo u t $5 5 — 
an d th e an imals can be su ccess­ 
fu lly raised an d bred in a v ery 
sm all area, less th an 30 sq u are 
feet. 
A trio o f go o d “ m eat bred " 
rabbits may be p u rch ased fo r 
as little as $15 , Fritch ey said , 
w h ile all w ire, self-clean in g 
h u tch es fo r u se in sid e garages 
o r sh ed s will co st between $20 
an d $30. 
He said feed is n o t terribly 
ex p en siv e an d th e en terp risin g 
gro w er can p ro d u ce h is o wn 
fro m a small backy ard gard en , 
sto ck beets fo r w in ter feed an d 
green leafy v egetables an d ro o t 
cro p s fo r su m m er feed . 
In ad d itio n , rabbits — wh ich 
are strictly v egetarian — will 
co n su me all kin d s o f gard en 
trim m in gs an d v egetable kitch ­ 
en scrap s. 
As an ad d ed bo n u s, a go o d 
breed in g rabbit can p ro d u ce 
m o re m eat p er y ear th an a 
co w, u p to 25 0 p o u n d s in accel­ 
erated breed in g p ro gram s. Th e 
a v e ra ge b ac ky ard b reeker, 
th o u gh , may ex p ect o n ly abo u t 
140 to 175 p o u n d s p er y ear. 
Rabbit m eat tastes so meth in g 
like ch icken , ex cep t th at th e 


m eat is d en ser an d h as a better 
flav o r an d th e an im al h as 
sm a lle r bo n es, acco rd in g to 
Jo h n O. Williams, an o th em Bo l­ 
in as 
resid e n t 
wh o 
sh a re s 
Fritch ey 's en th u siasm fo r th e 
activ ity , “ It's better th an ch ick­ 
en becau se it's all wh ite m eat,” 
h e said . 


Th e F ritc h e y s h av e th e ir 
h o me-gro wn m eat abo u t th ree 
tim es a week an d en jo y it 
immen sely . 
M arsh a Fritch ey h as been 
co llectin g rabbit recip es ev er 
sin ce th e family started raisin g 
th em abo u t a y ear ago . Sh e n o w 
h as abo u t 28 0 o f th em, in clu d in g 
o n es fo r su ch in trigu in g-so u n d ­ 
in g d ish es as rabbit p ap rika, 
rabbit an d so u r cream , rabbit 
an d d u mp lin gs, stu ffed rabbit 
w ith c ra n b e rry glaze, sw eet 
an d so u r ra b b it, ra b b it a la 
bo u rgu ign o n e an d arro z co n co - 
n ejo . 
“ Wre h av en 't tried th em all. 
Bu t sh e h asn ’t mad e o n e y et 
th at w asn 't great,” said Fritch ­ 
ey with a grin .

Th e Natio n al Earth q u ake In ­ 
fo rm atio n Cen ter in Bo u ld er, 
Co lo ., registered th e q u ake’s 
fo rce at 6 .7 o n th e o p en -en d ed 
Rich ter Scale, fractio n ally h igh ­ 
er th an th e killer q u ake th at 
d ev astated N icaragu a’s cap ital, 
M an au gu a, Dec. 23, 1972. 
Officials said th e ep icen ter 
wras lo cated at th e city o f Tilar- 
an , abo u t 75 miles n o rth west o f 
San Jo se, th e c a p ita l. Th e 
q u ake zo n e was lo cated abo u t 
120 miles so u th east o f M an a­ 
gu a. 


An d n o t o n ly is th e m eat 
go o d , bu t it’s go o d fo r y o u — 
ev en better th an beef — acco rd ­ 
in g to a D ep artm en t o f Agricu l­ 
tu re p am p h let. It h as mo re 
p ro tein th an mo re ex p en siv e 
beef (25 .5 p er cen t, co m p ared to 
18 .3 p er cen t p er p o rtio n ), ac­ 
co rd in g to th e bo o klet, an d few­ 
er calo ries — 627 as co m p ared 
to 1,130. 
Th e in ev itable q u estio n aris­ 
es: Ho w can an y o n e bear to kill 
an d eat th o se d eligh tfu l, gen tle, 
fu rry little creatu res? 


Fritch ey h as an an sw er fo r 
th e ten d er-h earted , alth o u gh h e 
lau gh in gly ad m its “ it m ay be a 
ratio n alizatio n .” 
“ I 
believ e 
th e 
gre a te st 
ach iev em en t o f an y creatu re is 
fu lfillin g its fu n ctio n o n th e 
earth ,” h e said . “ An an im al’s 
fu n ctio n is to p ro v id e fo o d an d 
we allo w it to d o th at, th en we 
are o n e step clo ser to u n d er­ 
stan d in g wh at life is all abo u t." 
Fritch ey , o n th e o th er h an d , 
is sh o cked th at p eo p le are co n ­ 
sid erin g tu rn in g to h o rsem eat 
to sav e mo n ey , “ I can 't see 
wh y an y bo d y w'h o is co n tem­ 
p latin g eatin g h o rses sh o u ld be 
sq u eam ish abo u t rabbits. Th e 
id ea o f th at tu rn s me o ff co m­ 
p letely ; I d o n ’t ev en feed h o rse­ 
m eat to my d o g.” 
As m eat p rices h av e risen , so 
h as in terest in rabbit breed in g 
an d eatin g. A So u th ern Califo r­ 
n ia ch ain o f restau ran ts, called 
“ Mr. Rabbit,” is beco min g p o p ­ 
u lar. 
Sin ce rabbit m eat is n o t th at 
great a bargain in th e sto res 
($1.20 to $1.5 9), Fritch ey is co n ­ 
v in ced th at raisin g o n e’s o wn is 
th e o n ly w ay to beat h igh 
p rices. “ Prices are n o t go in g to 
be lo w fo r an y th in g — in clu d in g 
h o rsem eat — if it’s left in th e 
h an d s o f th e co m m ercial p ro ­ 
d u cer.” 
No t ev ery o n e can fo llo w h is 
ad v ice, o f co u rse, becau se so me 
cities — like Sau salito — fro wn 
o n rabbit gro win g in th e city 
lim its. Bu t o th ers, like San Ra-

Arabia-Leban ese alli­ 
an ce.” 


Th e o fficial Palestin ian n ews 
age n c y 
W AFA, 
h o w e v e r, 
ch arged th e claim was circu lat­ 
ed 
“ by American agen ts to 
mislead th e p eo p le." WAFA d e­ 
n ied gu errillas were in v o lv ed 
an d said th e attack actu ally 
was carried o u t by Israeli co m­ 
man d o s. 


E arlier in th e week, th e P a­ 
lestin ian gu errillas tried to lin k 
U.S. Cen tral In telligen ce Agen ­ 
cy (CIA) agen ts an d th e U.S. 
Em bassy in Beiru t with th e 
Israeli co mman d o raid in to th e 
Leban ese cap ital in wh ich th ree 
to p gu errilla lead ers were as­ 
sassin ated . Th e Un ited States 
has deno unced the a lleg a tio n a s 
rem in iscien t o f th e “ big lie" 
tactics o f Ad o lf H itler’s Nazi 
Germ an y . 


A rm ed sa b o teu rs o v erp o w ­ 
ered fo u r gu ard s an d u sed time 
bo mbs to set fire to two o il 
sto rage tan ks in th e tan k farm 
o wn ed by th e Tran s-Arabian 
Pip elin e Co ., o r Tap lin e. A d o c­ 
to r wh o treated th e gu ard s said 
th ey id en tified th eir 11 assail­ 
an ts as Palestin ian s bu t an 
American o il o fficial said th e 
id en tity o f th e attackers re­ 
m ain ed a m y stery . 


Th e 1:00 a.m. attack o n th e 
h u ge o il facility at Zah ran i,

Th e se n tim e n t o f th e fu ll 
bo ard was ev id en t in d irecto r 
Dean N. M ey er’s warn in g th at 
th e righ ts-o f-way “ sh o u ld n ev er 
be lo st to p u blic u se.” 
Tran sit p lan s by th e d istrict 
an d co u n ty lo n g h av e ey ed th e 
righ ts-o f-way fo r fu tu re tran sit 
u se. Fo r alm o st as man y y ears, 
m aster p lan n in g by th e City o f 
Mill Valley h as lo o ked to ev en ­ 
tu al rem o v al o f th e lin e, wh ich 
ru n s th ro u gh a city recreatio n 
area an d n ex t to a n ew sch o o l. 
No n ew testim o n y was taken 
y esterd ay , bu t th e Mill Valley 
City Co u n cil v o ted o n ly Tu es­ 
d ay n igh t to o p p o se an y rap id 
tran sit u se o f th e righ t-o f-way 
th ro u gh th e city . 
A 1972 state law’ p u sh ed q u iet­ 
ly th ro u gh th e Legislatu re by 
th e brid ge d istrict emp o wered 
it to ign o re su ch o p p o sitio n . It 
w as u n clear, h o wev er, w h eth er 
th e city ’s o bjectio n s co u ld co n ­ 
v in ce th e fed eral go v ern men t to 
refu se th e lo an .

Before leaving with money 
kept in the office, the robbers 
herded the manager and other 
employees into a storage room 
and told them to wait 10 min­ 
utes. Three minutes after they 
left, the manager called police. 
No witnesses saw how the 
men left or spotted a getaway 
car. One robber was described 
as having a m ustache and 
wearing a dark leather jacket.

CHEAP, 
NUT 
Next Time Try Rabbit 
For That Main Course 
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By PAT ANGLE 
Marin residents looking for 
ways to stretch their meat dol­ 
lar might consider inviting the 
Easter bunny for dinner — as 
the main course. 


Not only is rabbit meat nutri­ 
tious and delicious, according 
to Philip L. Fritchey of Bolinas, 
but it will cost the amateur 
rabbit raiser only about 25 or 35 
cents a pound to grow his own. 


‘•Rabbits are clean and quiet 
and easy to raise because they 
require a minimum of care,” 
said Fritchey, a director of the 
Sonoma-Marin Rabbit Associa­ 
tion. “My wife and I spend 
about 15 or 20 minutes a day 
feeding our 11 animals, water­ 
ing them and cleaning their 
cages. It’s very light work, 
too.” 
Not only that, but initial in­ 
vestment for a would-be rabbit 
farm er is small — about $55 — 
and the animals can be success­ 
fully raised and bred in a very 
small area, less than 30 square 
feet. 
A trio of good “ meat bred” 
rabbits may be purchased for 
as little as $15, Fritchey said, 
while all wire, self-cleaning 
hutches for use inside garages 
or sheds will cost between $20 
and $30. 
He said feed is not terribly 
expensive and the enterprising 
grower can produce his own 
from a small backyard garden, 
stock beets for winter feed and 
green leafy vegetables and root 
crops for summer feed. 
In addition, rabbits — which 
are strictly vegetarian — will 
consume all kinds of garden 
trimmings and vegetable kitch­ 
en scraps. 
As an added bonus, a good 
breeding rabbit can produce 
more meat per year than a 
cow, up to 250 pounds in accel­ 
erated breeding programs. The 
average backyard breeker, 
though, may expect only about 
140 to 175 pounds per year. 
Rabbit meat tastes something 
like chicken, except that the 


meat is denser and has a better 
flavor and the anim al has 
sm aller bones, according to 
John O. Williams, anothem Bol­ 
inas 
resident 
who 
shares 
Fritchey’s enthusiasm for the 
activity, “It’s better than chick­ 
en because it’s all white meat,” 
he said. 


The Fritcheys have their 
home-grown meat about three 
times a week and enjoy it 
immensely. 
Marsha Fritchey has been 
collecting rabbit recipes ever 
since the family started raising 
them about a year ago. She now 
has about 280 of them, including 
ones for such intriguing-sound­ 
ing dishes as rabbit paprika, 
rabbit and sour cream, rabbit 
and dumplings, stuffed rabbit 
with cranberry glaze, sweet 
and sour rabbit, rab b it ala 
bourguignone and arroz con co­ 
nejo. 
“ Wre haven’t tried them all. 
But she hasn’t made one yet 
that wasn’t great,” said Fritch­ 
ey with a grin. 


A Sharp Quake 
In Costa Rica 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (UPI) 
— A major earthquake shook 
the border area between Costa 
Rica and N icaragua before 
dawn today, killing at least one 
person and causing heavy but 
localized dam age in rural 
areas. 
The National Earthquake In­ 
formation Center in Boulder, 
Colo., registered the quake’s 
force at 6.7 on the open-ended 
Richter Scale, fractionally high­ 
er than the killer quake that 
devastated Nicaragua’s capital, 
Manaugua, Dec. 23, 1972. 
Officials said the epicenter 
was located at the city of Tilar- 
an, about 75 miles northwest of 
San Jose, the capital. The 
quake zone was located about 
120 miles southeast of Mana­ 
gua. 


And not only is the meat 
good, but it’s good for you — 
even better than beef — accord­ 
ing to a Department of Agricul­ 
ture pamphlet. It has more 
protein than more expensive 
beef (25.5 per cent, compared to 
18.3 per cent per portion!, ac­ 
cording to the booklet, and few­ 
er calories — 627 as compared 
to 1,130. 
The inevitable question aris­ 
es: How can anyone bear to kill 
and eat those delightful, gentle, 
furry little creatures? 
Fritchey has an answer for 
the tender-hearted, although he 
laughingly admits, “it m ay be' a 
rationalization.” 
“ I 
believe 
the 
greatest 
achievement of any creature is 
fulfilling its function on the 
earth,” he said. “An animal's 
function is to provide food and 
wtc allow it to do that, then we 
are one step closer to under­ 
standing what life is all about.” 
Fritchey, on the other hand, 
is shocked that people are con­ 
sidering turning to horsemeat 
to save money, “I can’t see 
why anybody who is contem­ 
plating eating horses should be 
squeamish about rabbits. The 
idea of that turns me off com­ 
pletely; I don’t even feed horse­ 
meat to my dog.” 
As meat prices have risen, so 
has interest in rabbit breeding 
and eating. A Southern Califor­ 
nia chain of restaurants, called 
“ Mr. Rabbit,” is becoming pop-' 
ular. 
Since rabbit meat is not that 
great a bargain in the stores 
($1.20 to $1.59), Fritchey is con­ 
vinced that raising one’s own is 
the only way to beat high 
prices. “ Prices are not going to 
be low for anything — including 
horsemeat —■ if it’s left in the 
hands of the commercial pro­ 
ducer.” 
Not everyone can follow his 
advice, of course, because some 
cities — like Sausalito — frown 
on rabbit growing in the city 
limits. But others, like San Ra-

Activists1 
Claim Is 
Rejected

Despite claims that they held 
up a Corte Madera market only 
to bail out the financially trou­ 
bled Marin City Learning Cen­ 
ter, three radical activists were 
sentenced yesterday to one- 
year-to-life terms in state pris­ 
on 'before a crowd of spectators 
in Marin Superior Court. 


As more than 50 persons, 
including at least a dozen small 
children looked on. Judge E. 
Warren McGuire impassively 
handed out the terms to John 
Turner, 27, of Marin City, and 
Stephaie Catherine Kline and 
Candice Yockey, both 26-year- 
old San Franciscans. 
However, the judge granted a 
delay until Tuesday for the 
sentencing of a fourth defend­ 
ant, Claudia Vanetta Grayson, 
20, of Oakland, when her attor­ 
ney said he had not had time to 
review the probation report and 
wanted time to call in a psychi­ 
atrist to testify. 
Turner. Mrs. Kline and Miss 
Yockey invaded the Co-Op Mar­ 
ket at 8 a.m. Dec. 31, bran­ 
dished guns and forced assist­ 
ant manager William Fletcher 
to open the store safe after 
binding other employees with 
tape. 
However, opening the safe set 
off a silent alarm and Corte 
Madera police arrived before 
the armed bandits, disguised by 
stockings over their heads, 
could escape with $2,700. Miss 
Grayson, standing lookout out­ 
side, exchanged shots with 
Corte M adera officer Andre 
Horn before the four were cap­ 
tured. 
McGuire earlier had reduced 
the charge against the four 
from first degree robbery, 
which carries a sentence of five 
years to life, to second degree 
robbery when they agreed to 
plead guilty March 23. 
However, he said at the time 
he would send them to prison 
unless something extraordinary 
in their behalf appeared in the 
probation reports. The reports 
by probation officers Jesse W. 
Johnson and Virginia Di Cerbo 
recommended prison and 90 
minutes of arguments and testi­ 
mony by Turner and character 
witnesses for him failed to 
sway the judge. 
“I really have not heard any­ 
thing new,” the judge said. 
“The record shows a propensity 
to use force and violence to 
achieve justifiable social ends. 
Nobody is going to change their 
philosophy,” McGuire said. 
The judge felt they had joined 
the “ so-called antisocial anties- 
tablishment community.” 
All four had been involved in 
the Marin City Learning Center 
and the three sentenced yester­ 
day participated in radical, 
m ovem ents.

U.S. Oil Company Is 
Attacked In Lebanon 


Guerrillas 
Take Blame 
For Raid 


BEIRUT (UPI) — A 
self styled guerrilla or­ 
ganization calling itself 
the Lebanese Revolu­ 
tionary Guard today 
claimed credit for the 
early morning attack on 
an American-owned oil 
tank farm near the 
south Lebanon port of 
Sidon and said it was 
aimed at the “ dishonor­ 
able 
American-Saudi 
Arabia-Lebanese alli­ 
ance.” 


The official Palestinian news 
agency 
WAFA, 
how ever, 
charged the claim was circulat­ 
ed “ by American agents to 
mislead the people.’’ WAFA de­ 
nied guerrillas were involved 
and said the attack actually 
was carried out by Israeli com­ 
mandos. 


Earlier in the week, the Pa­ 
lestinian guerrillas tried to link 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy (CIA) agents and the U.S. 
Embassy in Beirut with the 
Israeli commando raid into the 
Lebanese capital in which three 
top guerrilla leaders were as­ 
sassinated. The United States 
has denounced the allegation as 
reminiscient of the “ big lie” 
tactics of Adolf Hitler’s Nazi 
Germany. 


Armed saboteurs overpow­ 
ered four guards and used time 
bombs to set fire to two oil 
storage tanks in the tank farm 
owned by the Trans-Arabian 
Pipeline Co., or Tapline. A doc­ 
tor who treated the guards said 
they identified their 11 assail­ 
ants as Palestinians but an 
American oil official said the 
identity of the attackers re­ 
mained a mystery. 


The 1:06' a.m. attack on the 
huge oil facility at Zahrani, 
about six miles south of Sidon 
and about 30 miles south of 
Beirut, followed repeated calls 
by Palestinian leaders for at­ 
tacks on American property in 
the Middle East as a reprisal 
for Tuesday’s Israeli raid on 
Beirut. 


WAFA emphatically denied 
any guerrilla responsibility and 
said the attack was the work of 
Israeli commandos who landed 
on the shore near the storage 
tank farm. The agency claimed 
it warned Lebanese police an 
hour before the attack that 
“ concentrations of Israeli land

At the site, a breeding ground for elephant 
seals Lisa at first seemed perplexed and 
hesitant with the surroundings but finally, 
with a slap on the behind from museum 
curator Lloyd Smalley, waddled into the 
ocean.

Loan To Be Sought 
For Railway Rights

Golden Gate Bridge District 
directors, rejecting objections 
from the City of Mill Valley, 
voted unanimously yesterday to 
seek a $1 milion federal loan to 
start purchase of abandoned 
railroad rights-of-way through 
Mill Valley, Córte Madera and 
Larkspur. (See another bridge 
story, page 3.) 
The sentim ent of the full 
board was evident in director 
Dean N. Meyer’s warning that 
the rights-of-way “ should never 
be lost to public use.” 
Transit plans by the district 
and county long have eyed the 
rights-of-way for future transit 
use. For almost as many years, 
master planning by the City of 
Mill Valley has looked to even­ 
tual removal of the line, which 
runs through a city recreation 
area and next to a new school. 
No new testimony was taken 
yesterday, but the Mill Valley 
City Council voted only Tues­ 
day night to oppose any rapid 
transit use of the right-of-way 
through the city. 
A 1972 state law pushed quiet­ 
ly through the Legislature by 
the bridge district empowered 
it to ignore such opposition. It 
was unclear, however, whether 
the city’s objections could con­ 
vince the federal government to 
refuse the loan. 


PETERZELL 
The district had delayed ac­ 
tion for months on seeking the 
federal loan, hoping it could 
win over the Mill Valley City 
Council. The district’s staff cau­ 
tioned further delay could mean 
some of the rights-of-way will 
be sold before they can be 
bought by the district. 
Robert E. Shields, the dis­ 
trict’s engineer, said no long- 
range transit system will work 
without the rights-of-way, espe­ 
cially the one east of Highway 
101 in Corte Madera. The dis­ 
trict hopes to use the Mill 
Valley line as a feeder to the 
main trunk. 


Even the present bus system 
could use the line east of the 
freew ay within two years, 
Shields estimated. 
The $1 million loan would be 
to start appraisals and pur­ 
chase of the rights-of-way, he 
said.. 
Shields said that running 
transit down the median strip 
of highways could not substitute 
for exclusive rights-of-way. The 
Division of Highways, he said, 
is far too slow to meet district 
needs, “ the loss of control of 
the district’s operations unde­ 
sirable, and the outcome far too 
uncertain.”

Post Card Vote Sparks 
A Filbuster In Senate 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) — For 
the past four days the Senate 
has been debating whether ev­ 
ery eligible voter in America 
ought to be able to register by a 
simple postcard. 
The idea of a national regis- 
ter-by-mail program for federal 
elections isn’t new. The Senate 
defeated such a bill last year, 
46-42. 
Fearful that this time there 
are enough votes to pass it, a 
bloc of Republicans and south­ 
ern Democrats have been car­ 
rying on a determined filibuster 
in an effort to kill the bill. 
Yesterday, Sen. Gale McGee, 


D-Wyo., the bill’s chief sponsor, 
said he would file a cloture 
petition to shut off debate if 
critics continued “ their dilatory 
tactics.” 


The bill would create a spe­ 
cial office in the Census Bureau 
to mail postcard-sized voter 
registration forms to each 
household every two years. 


Eligible voters could simply 
fill out the card and mail it to 
their local registrar who would 
be reimbursed for the process­ 
ing and tabulating costs by the 
federal treasury.

Red Abandon Major 
Highway In Cambodia 


PHNOM 
PENH (U PI) - 
Communist troops today aban­ 
doned their positions along a 17- 
mile stretch of vital Highway 1, 
field reports said, following 38 
consecutive days of pounding 
by U.S. warplanes. 
The field reports said the 
Communist withdrew to the 
east bank of the Mekong, leav­ 
ing the 32 miles of Highway 1 
between here and the important 
base of Neak Luong on the 
Mekong, plus long stretches of 
the river’s west bank, in gov­ 
ernment hands. The route is the 
main highway link between Sai­ 
gon and Phnom Penh, all but 
cut off from fuel, water and 
food 
supplies 
since 
early 
March. , 
“ It looks like the bombing 
has finally put a damper on 
their little offensive,” said one 
W estern 
m ilita ry 
man. 
“ They’ve lost their stride now 
and I think we’ve got this one 
licked.” 
Other m ilitary analysts 
agreed that the momentum, 
which had carried the Commu­ 
nists to within 15 miles of 
Phnom Penh during the past 74 
days, had been broken and that 
the Communists now would ei­ 
ther retreat into their sanc­ 
tuary areas to regroup or would 
concentrate their activities 
against remaining government 
strongholds in the outlying 
provinces. 
In Saigon, the Viet Cong 
warned that any South Viet­ 
namese troop movement into 
Cambodia to relieve pressure 
on besieged Phnom Penh would 
result in “ failure.”

He said, “ The United States 
has promised.us from now to 
the end of 1973 to give us 
everything we need to replace 
what has been destroyed in the 
war and to form the base for an 
economic takeoff.” 
Thieu said, “ In San Clem­ 
ente, President Nixon and I

The major cause of millions 
of citizens not registering is 
“ apathy,” he told the Senate. 
A Census Bureau survey of 
50,000 households after the 1968 
presidential election showed 
that more than half of those not 
registered—53.3 per cent —“ did 
not register because they were 
not interested, never got around 
to registering or disliked poli­ 
tics,” Fang said

Nixon Selects

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Interior Department has taken 
a step toward possible resump­ 
tion of large-scale oil produc­ 
tion in the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel off the California coast, 
where there was a major oil 
spill in 1969. 


Secretary of Interior Walter 
J. Hickel suspended drilling af­ 
ter the 1969 spill. Production 
has resumed on five platforms 
since then 


The Interior Department yes­ 
terday authorized oil companies 
holding federal leases in the 
channel to “ unitize” 34 tracts 
for purposes of exploratory and 
production drilling. This means 
one company would conduct 
joint drilling operations for the 
group. 


But a spokesman said that in 
most cases the companies 
would have to submit plans for 


approval before beginning even 
exploratory drilling. 


The department said public 
hearings would probably have 
to be held and environmental 
statements prepared and that 
exploratory drilling probably 
could not begin until late 1974 
or 1975. 


On March 31, the department 
authorized unitization of 20 oth­ 
er tracts by Gulf, Texaco and 
Standard Oil of California. 
Drilling on one tract has begun.

Japan Expected To 
Curb Lumber Buying 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Faced with mounting pressure 
for a ban on American lumber 
?xports, Japan was reported 
yesterday ready to voluntarily 
::urb its purchases. 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., 
said he had been informed by 
the State Department of Ja­ 
pan's move, but he had no other 
details. 
(Cranston made the disclosure 
at the start of a third day of 
hearings by a Senate Banking 
Subcommittee into legislation 
he and Sen. Bob Packwood, R- 
Ore., have proposed. It would 
bar the export of logs from 
public lands beginning Jan. I 
next year and from private 
lands by 1977. 
Jap an ’s purchase of logs, 
amounting to* 2.7 billion 'board 
feet in 1972 and running at a 
rate of 4 % billion board feet 
this year, have been blamed for 
skyrocketing prices of lumber. 
Washington State provides 82 
per cent of the log's for export 


and the remainder comes from 
other Pacific Coast States. 


Harry Bridges, president of 
the International Longshore­ 
men’s and Warehousemen’s m 
e n’s and Warehousemen’s Un­ 
ion, strongly opposed the pro­ 
posed ban. His union’s mem­ 
bers held one-day strikes in 
West Coast ports to coincide 
with the subcommittee hear­ 
ings. 


The ban, Bridges told the 
senators, would mean the loss 
of 16,000 jobs in Washington and 
a lesser number in California 
and Oregon. 
While longshoremen picketed 
outside the building where the 
hearing was held, Bridges said: 
“Entire communities might be 
wiped out if the log export ban 
passes. Others would obviously 
'be hard hit.” 
He said the ban would benefit 
only a handful of mill operators 
and homebuilders. The problem 
could be solved.

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Reagan Task Force 
Outlay Is Revealed 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — State 
welfare and disability insur­ 
ance funds were spent without 
legal authority on Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s tax limitation plan, a 
report of the state auditor gen- 
ral says. 
Although the report was de­ 
livered to six members of the 
Joint .Legislative Audit Commit­ 
tee April 6, it has not been 
released to the public or other 
legislators. 
A copy of the 60-page report 
obtained by The Associated 
Press confirms accusations 
made over the past three weeks 
by critics of the Republican 
governor that “proper account­ 
ing procedures” were not fol­ 
lowed when his administration 
signed two contracts for $52,000 
to develop the tax plan.. 
But the report raises no new’ 
issues and says that the auditor 
general can neither confirm nor 
disprove allegations that a total 
of more than $100,000 in state 
funds were spent improperly to 
develop the controversial plan. 
Democratic Assemblyman 


John Burton of San Francisco, 
who requested the audit, said 
he believes Republican mem­ 
bers of the audit committee' are 
attempting to suppress the re­ 
port to save Reagan embar­ 
rassment. 


“It’s my 'understanding that 
Republican members of the 
committee won’t authorize its 
release. It’s Coombs and Deuk- 
mejian,” Burton said. “There 
must be something pretty terri­ 
ble in it,” he added... 


Sen. William Coombs of Rial­ 
to was reported at home sick 
and Sen. George Deukmejian of 
Long Beach denied that there 
was any intent to suppress the 
auditor general’s report. 
"That’s not true at all. The 
report just reached me yester­ 
day, and I haven't had a chance 
to read, it,” Deukmejian said. 
The report supports allega­ 
tions that the Reagan adminis­ 
tration used welfare and disa­ 
bility insurance funds to pay for 
salaries and research of mem­ 
bers of the task, force.

O f Hongisto 


Is Attacked 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Sheriff Richard Hongisto’s new 
policies have done more harm 
than good and a special board 
should be established to help 
run the sheriff’s department, 
the grand jury’ said yesterday. 


"The overall administration 
of the sheriff’s departm ent 
leaves a great deal to be de­ 
sired,” the jury said in its 17- 
page report to the board of 
supervisors. “ The sheriff insti­ 
tuted policies that caused more 
problems than they solved.” 


But Hongisto replied,: “I am, 
not at all surprised at the re­ 
port. I deplore the inaccuracies 
and biased perspective of the 
report.” 


The sheriff said he filed suit 
Thursday “detailing the factors 
I believe lead to the bias of the 
grand jury, asking that the 
grand jury be disbanded.” 
The report charged that Hon­ 
gisto’s deputies “ believe he 
spends too little time admiras- 
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tering his office and too much 
time on political activity.” 


Poor administrative coordina­ 
tion between the sheriff and his 
staff was “one of the main 
contributory causes” to the 
Feb. 25 riot at the main jail in 
San Bruno, the jurors charged. 
The report said that prior to 
the riot there appeared to be “a 
complete breakdown of inmate 
discipline due to lack, of 'positive 
direction from responsible offi­ 
cials, 


"Lack of consistency on the 
part of some deputies, in the 
enforcement of the alleged 
rules and regulations, enforced 
the feeling among inmates that 


rule infractions would be overt 
looked,” it said. 


The grand jury criticized 
Hongisto’s educational rehabili­ 
tation program and urged that 
it be discontinued in its present 
form. 


In their report, the jurors 
charged that Hongisto had been 
informed of a, “demonstration” 
planned for Feb. 25 and noted 
“there is some indication that 
one or two deputies may have 
conducted them selves im pro­ 
perly during the riot.” 
The jury said it wants to 
make sure Hongisto prosecutes 
those responsible for the Feb. 
25 damage.

Inmate At 
Quentin Is 


Found Dead 


A San Quentin inm ate, who 
had suffered from term inal 
cancer, was found dead in his 
cell y esterday with a red ban­ 
dana wrapped tig htly around 
his neck. 
Prison officials said that a 
m edical officer m aking his 
rounds discovered the body of 
Harry M. Howser, 54, 
in a 
locked cell on the third floor of 
the adjustm ent center. Howser 
had refused an operation for a 
tumor of the left lung , and the 
coroner is try ing to determ ine 
whether the tumor or self-stran­ 
g ulation caused the death. 
Prison official William Drum­ 
mond said that Howser was 
moved from the Correctional 
Institute at Tehachapi earlier 
this y ear for an operation but 
refused surg ery . He was moved 
to the adjustm ent center in 
“ protective custody ” after he 
complained to g uards he had 
enemies in the prison and did 
not feel safe in the hospital, 
Drummond said. 
Howser, orig inally convicted 
in Los Ang eles for first deg ree 
robbery in 19 51, was convicted 
ag ain in 19 57 for robbery while 
on parole. He was sentenced to 
a term of from one y ear to life 
after an escape from Folsom 
Prison in 19 6 1.

movement from 1966 to 1970, 
also worked with the Black 
Panthers. 
Turner helped set up health 
and education programs for the 
panthers for a year and Miss 
Yockey was arrested twice dur­ 
ing Berkeley demonstrations 
and went to Cuba in 1970 to 
harvest sugar cane for Fidel 
Castro. 
The judge’s comments fol­ 
lowed arguments by defense 
attorneys, each of whom echoed 
Mrs. Kline’s attorney, Paul 
Harris. “I have a feeling no one 
is concerned with rehabilitation 
and deterrence here,” Harris 
said. "I have a feeling what the 
judicial system is concerned, 
with is retribution.“ 
Deputy Public Defender Bu­ 
ford L. Toney, representing 
Turner, urged the judge to 
“treat him as others have been 
treated” by giving him proba­ 
tion and nine months or a year 
in jail. 
However, Deputy Disf. A tty. 
Ernest C. Zurano said the four 
received a break when the 
judge reduced the charge over 
the district Attorney’s opposi­ 
tion. 
The reduction also did not sit 
well with the Citizens for Law 
and Order, a 1,500-member 
Oakland group, which issued a 
press release denouncing the 
reduction as “not in the best 
interest of justice.” 
The group’s president, Earl 
W. Huntting said his group is 
interested because Miss Kline 
was acquitted in Oakland last 
August in a celebrated bomb 
possession case filed after a 22- 
uear-old Black Panther was 
killed by an explosion in her 
car. 
Turner testified that they 
went to the market to take 
money “because of the frustra­

months with the school.” 
The Marin City Learning Cen­ 
ter, started by parents dissatis­ 
fied with education in the Sau-

Toney called four charcacter 
witnesses for Turner, who was 
married in jail Thursday to Lee 
Veil a Bland, a former Marin 
City Councilman . 'The four, 
including Berkeley City Coun­ 
cilman D’Army Bailey, praised 
Turner’s social work, oth with 
the Black Panthers and after he 
left the group last year. All 
agreed he is not a violent man. 
The probation officers, how­ 
ever, concluded the three sen­ 
tenced yesterday had set them­ 
selves up as judges of the 
community and were willing to 
do anything for goals they con­ 
sidered worthy. 
“ I feel the instant offense 
represents perhaps the pinnacle 
of her confrontation with socie­ 
ty,” Mrs. De Certo said of Miss 
Yockey. The probation officials 
believed that no program at the 
local level would alter their 
attitudes. 
McGuire noted all four were 
outstanding students from good 
families who had rejected what 
their parents believe in. “They 
have all become alienated,” he 
said.

Nearly 12 hours after the 
start of the spectacular blaze, 
which destroyed two 100,000- 
barrel-capacity tanks, typew'rit- 
ten leaflets were deposited in 
Beirut newspaper offices. They 
were signed by an organization 
styling itself the Lebanese Rev­ 
olutionary Guard and claimed 
responsibility for the attack. 
The leaflet attacked the Le­ 
banese government, currently 
in a state of crisis because of 
the resignation of Premier Saeb 
Salam in protest against army 
inaction in face of the Israeli 
strike last Tuesday. It said the 
Revolutionary Guard aimed at 
“destroying our national and 
class enemy with organized, and 
armed, violence.” 
The leaflet said the attack on 
the oil installations was aimed 
at the “dishonorable American- 
Saudi Arabia-Lebanese alliance 
which is directed against the 
freedom of our people and its 
independence.” It denounced 
the “hireling” Beirut govern­ 
ment which, it said had. opened 
“its borders, coasts and skies to 
the Israeli enemy” and turned 
Lebanon “into a focus of cor­ 
ruption and a playground for 
hirelings and sp ies.. . . ”

Plans For 
New Meat 
Price Fight 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
coalition of consumer groups is 
threatening to organize two 
more weeks of food toy coi ts in 
May if Congress does not. roll 
back prices to Jan. 1.0 levels by 
then. 
Leaders of a newly created 
National Consumer Congress, 
composed of groups which or­ 
ganized the nationwide meat 
boycott earlier this month, told 
a news conference yesterday 
another meat boycott is being 
planned for the first week in 
May and. another on fish and 
poultry for the following week. 
Meanwhile, Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Earl L. Butz said in 
Paris that American house­ 
wives had succeeded by the 
April boycott in pulling down 
beef prices. 
“But when I give the house­ 
wives credit for bringing down 
some meat prices, I give them 
credit for pushing them up,” 
Butz said. He explained that 
Americans will continue to eat 
meat and push the prices up 
again. 
Butz, attending a meeting of 
the 23-nation Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and De­ 
velopment (OECD), said Euro­ 
pean meat prices are higher 
than in this country. 
Mrs. Jan Alfaro, of Logan. 
Utah, temporary chairman of 
the consumer coalition, said the 
May boycotts were authorized 
at a meeting here Wednesday 
attended by representatives of 
50 boycott groups around the 
country. 
The House will act next week 
on a bill that would roll back 
food and other prices and inter­ 
est rates to March 16 levels. It 
would return rents to Jan. 10 
levels. 
Mrs. .Alfaro said reverting 
food prices only to March 16 
would not be enough. 
“ Passage of this bill wfould 
only encourage a rise in food 
prices,” she said. “Some of our 
key commodities are lower to­ 
day than they were March 16.”

THE BYRD MACHINE 
An Era Ends In 
Virginia Politics 


RICHMOND, Va. (UPI) - 
The Byrd Democratic machine 
is dead. 
For decades, the political ma­ 
chine built by the late Sen. 
Hanry Byrd dominated Virginia 
politics from the courthouse to 
the statehouse. 
Political pundits have been 
writing obituaries for the orga­ 
nization since a Republican, 
Gov. Linwood Holton, took con­ 
trol of the statehouse in 1969 
and when Sen. Harry F. Byrd 
Jr. was re-elected in 1970 as an 
independent rather than face a 
possible loss in the Democratic 
primary. 
Some observers believed the 
machine would make a come­ 
back. 
But now, in a state were the 
blessing of the Byrd machine 
once automatically meant elec­ 
tion, not a single candidate filed 
to run as governor in this 
year’s Democratic primary. 
Only two candidates filed for 
statewide posts as Democrats 
this year—neither for the gov­ 
ernorship. 
Virginia’s top-ranking Demo­ 
crat, Attorney General Andrew 
P. Miller, filed for re-election 
after turning down party efforts 
to get him to run for governor, 
and State Sen. J. Hairy Mi­ 
chael. of Charlottesville filed for 
lieutenant governor. Since both 
are unopposed, there will be no 
statewide primary. 
Holton is prohibited by Vir­ 
ginia’s constitution from suc­ 
ceeding himself as governor. 
This year’s governor’s race 
likely will be between two form­ 
er Democrats—Lt. Gov. Henry 
Howell and former Gov. Mills 
Godwin. 
Howell, made an unsuccessful, 
bid for the Democratic guber­ 
natorial nomination in 1969, 
campaigning on poeketbook is­ 
sues with a pledge to “Keep the 
Big Boys Honest.” He garnered 


support from both liberals and 
supporters of Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace. 
Howell dropped out of the 
Democratic party in 1971 when* 
party officials decided to aban­ 
don the primary and pick a 
candidate for lieutenant gover­ 
nor by convention. Running as 
an independent, he defeated 
both the Democratic and Re­ 
publican candidates in the race. 
Howell will run as an independ­ 
ent again this year. 
Godwin, once a lieutenant in 
the conservative Byrd organiza­ 
tion, was Virginia campaign 
manager for President Nixon in 
last year’s election. He le a 
conservative stampede out of 
the party when liberals grabbed 
control of the state organiza­ 
tion. 
Godwin has announced he 
would accept the Republican 
nomination for governor, but 
said he would run as an inde­ 
pendent if he does not get it. 
The Republicans choose their 
candidate by convention this 
summer—and Godwin is ex­ 
pected to get the nomination 
easily.

steadiness. During the past six 
months, she had had attacks of 
pain and stiffness of the neck 
with headaches. In addition, 
she developed dizziness on get­ 
ting out of bed and when bend­ 
ing down or hanging up the 
laundry. Several years ago, 
part of her stomach had been 
removed because of a stubborn 
peptic ulcer. Miss A, B, blamed 
her troubles on old age. 
The family doctor sent her to 
a geriatric hospital where a 
thorough examination revealed 
several abnormalities. Her 
brain was not getting enough 
blood because of hardening and 
kinking of the arteries in the 
neck. In addition, she had ar­ 
thritis of the neck vertebrae. 
Blood tests also showed that 
she had pernicious anemia 
which was treated with vitamin 
B12 and iron. He also pre­ 
scribed an orthopedic collar to 
prevent the vertebral arteries 
from kinking. Improvement 
was dramatic. 
Meanwhile, the local doctor 
found her sister, Mrs. Y.Z., in 
bed where she was determined 
to remain “ partly to keep 
warm and partly to dream of 
the dear dead days." Because 
of her depressed state, hospital­ 
ization in the geriatric unit was 
also advised. Her doctors found 
that her skin was dry, the pulse 
slow, and her voice croaky. 
Tests revealed a very sluggish 
thyroid gland. 
Following thyroxin, she felt 
better and was more alert. So­ 
cial workers took care of their 
financial mess and ~ should we 
say “ they lived happily ever 
after."

SLOW PULSE 
H. writes: My 16-year-oId 
son’s pulse is only 50. The 
doctor says the boy’s heart and 
health are good. Should we 
check further? 
REPLY 
Not if the heart and the elec­ 
trocardiogram are normal. A 
slow’ pulse is an asset because 
the heart works with less effort. 
In addition, it gets more rest 
between beats. It is abnromal 
only when the heart rate cannot 
speed up to meet the demands 
of the body during exertion and 
excitement. The victim faints 
whenever he tries to walk to 
run faster. This occurs when 
the nervous mechanism is dis- 
trubed (heart block), a condition 
detected with the electrocardi­ 
ogram.

E, G, writes: Can young chil­ 
dren develop migraine head­ 
aches? 
REPLY 
They can and do. Vomiting, 
lassitude, paleness, and a fami­ 
ly history of this type of head­ 
ache help in making the diagno­ 
sis in infants and young 
children. Older children are 
better able to describe the one­ 
sided headaches, spots before 
the eyes, dizziness, and other 
discomforts associated with 
migraine.

The family doctor sent her to 
a geriatric hospital where a. 
thorough examination revealed 
several abnormalities. Her 
brain was not .getting enough, 
blood, 'because of hardening and 
kinking of the arteries in the 
neck. In addition.,, she had ar­ 
thritis of the neck vertebrae. 
Blood tests also showed that 
she had pernicious anemia 
which was treated with vitamin 
B'1,2 and iron. He also pre­ 
scribed an orthopedic collar to 
prevent the vertebral arteries 
from kinking.

Bible Will Help Koreans Learn 
To Speak The English Language 


It is not unique for the gov­ 
ernment of an Asian country to 
want to give its people the 
opportunity to learn conversa­ 
tional English. But it was defi­ 
nitely unique when Korean edu­ 
cators, under governm ent 
approval, asked Dr. Joon Gon 
Kim, director in Korea for 
Campus Crusade for Christ In­ 
ternational, to provide English 
teachers for the country’s high 
schools, and invited them, to use 
as tools the Bible and Campus 
Crusade materials. 
Dr. Kim eagerly accepted 
and now “The Korean Project,” 
as it is called, is scheduled to 
begin in the summer of 1973. 
Initial plans call for tea m s- 
each with 100 teachers, 10 su­ 
pervisors and a director—to be 
based in Seoul and, as they 


become accustomed to Korean 
culture, to be transferred to 
other cities. A total staff of 
approximately 1,000' is antici­ 
pated. 
Korean Project staff mem­ 
bers will participate in the 
preparations for EXPLO *71, an 
International Student Congress 
on Evangelism to be held in 
Seoul in August, 1974, for an 
estimated 300,000. Staff will 
also be' available to follow up 
individuals who respond to the 
claims of Christ during the 1973 
Billy Graham Korea Crusade. 
The Korean Project is part of 
widespread evangelistic efforts 
by Campus Crusade and other 
Christian .groups and churches 
to help Korea become the first 
country in almost 2,000' years to 
be saturated with the gospel.

(17 million) of South Koreans 
live in rural areas, an evange­ 
listic Village Plan has also been 
initiated. One of those reached

Arrigoni Defends 
Schenck Property Action 


This is in reply to a letter to the editor 
that appeared in your newspaper on April 
5, signed by Mr. T. R. Smith of San 
Anselmo. Part of the letter referred to a 
recent board of supervisors action on a 
rezoning and master plan, commonly 
known as the Schenck property. I would 
like to clarify the facts and set the record 
straight. 
Unquestionably, it is common knowl­ 
edge that the land is currently zoned R-l 
single family residential, allowing one 
building site per 10,000 square feet. The 
owner has the legal right to submit a 
subdivision map complying with the State 
Map Act for a single family project for 
this 15-acre parcel that can legally ac­ 
commodate 44 units, according to the 
county planning staff. This would be in 
compliance with the state and county 
subdivision laws and would not be ap­ 
pealable to the Board of Supervisors. 
Only the environmental impact report 
would be appealable. 
In my opinion, the decision of the board 
of supervisors was far-reaching and pro­ 
tected the interest of the public and the 
integrity of the Sorieh Park neighbor­ 
hood. First of all, the original project, 
consisting of 44 units, rezoning from R-l 
to RMP residential was denied by the 
Board of Supervisors and referred back 
to the planning commission with the 
instructions that the 15-acre parcel not

WASHINGTON — There is some mis­ 
conception of what old King Canute was 
up to when he sat on the shore and 
ordered the tide to stay back. Under no 
illustion himself, he was demonstrating 
to his foolish sycophantic courtiers that 
he could not control the forces of nature. 
A parallel may exist here with President 
Nixon’s attempt to hold back prices 
against what many of his own courtiers 
believe are the inexorable laws of supply 
and demand. 
As the battle of the beefsteak rages on, 
grumbling can be heard in the White 
House directed at Secretary of the Trea­ 
sury (and general commander of domes­ 
tic affairs) George P. Shultz. The kindest 
thing said about him is that he is an 
ideologue with his feet stuck in concrete. 
Whether Shultz was personally respon­ 
sible for the incredible folly of abandon­ 
ing the Phase 2 controls, which were 
working fairly well, for the charade of 
Phase 3, no one will say. But the onus 
falls heavily on the commander who now 
confronts the rising tide of protests, 
boycotts and a demand in Congress for a 
rollback of prices to the level of early 
January. 


OBSERVERS with close contacts with 
consumers feel that neither the boycott 
nor the freeze on food prices will substan­ 
tially lower the total the housewife pays 
at the checkout counter. The latest 2.2 
per cent jump in wholesale prices makes 
the retail climb inevitable for several 
months ahead. And the most disturbing 
aspect of that jump was the way in which 
prices of industrial commodities nearly 
kept pace with the consumer rise. 
One of the ablest consumer advisers, 
Mrs. Esther Peterson, a former assistant 
secretary of labor, in talking to house­ 
wives finds an awareness that govern­ 
ment tinkering with prices is not enough. 
As one of her audience put it recently: 
“ I ’m a Republican and I don’t like to 
think that it’s Mr. Nixon’s fault that 
we’re paying $2 a pound for steak and 
$1.50 a pound for hamburger. Isn’t there 
something wrong with our food policy?” 
A great many people are asking wheth­ 
er the present food policy is not a 
completely outmoded carryover from the 
scarcity concept of the ’30s. That was 
w'hen, under the New Deal program to 
raise the level of farm income, millions 
of acres were taken out of production and

farmers — not a few in the large-scale 
agribusiness — were getting government 
checks to keep their land idle. 
After delaying for more than seven 
months, Sec. of Agriculture Earl Butz 
finally began to reverse this scarcity 
program. But far more must be done to 
put idle land back into production. At 
least 50 million acres can become produc­ 
tive again if government moves quickly. 
Given the great facilities of mechanized 
agriculture in this country, the problems 
of food at home and abroad could be 
manageable. 


THE BOYCOTT has served at least to 
bring into sharp perspective the urgent 
need for a new national food policy. Last 
year the chairman of the American Meat 
Institute, Clifton B. Cox, who is also 
president of Armour Food, in his annual 
report pointed to the “ feast or famine” 
character of livestock production and 
marketing resulting in inefficiency and 
start-and-stop operations contributing to 
unemployment and higher prices. 
“ We need a national policy to stabilize 
the production of an ample supply of 
meat for consumers,” Cox said. 
He laid down several prescriptions for 
a new policy. Most important was the 
stabilization of food drains with a govern­ 
ment-sponsored storage and insurance 
program to level off the peaks and 
valleys in the supply of what is the raw 
material of meat production. It takes 
eight pounds of grain to produce one 
pound of beef. 


AGRICULTURE is the most vital ele­ 
ment in the American economy. If the 
full force of productivity on the farms is 
unleashed, exports of wheat, feed grains 
and soy beans can go a long way to offset 
the deteriorating trade balance in the 
next decade. The red-ink side of the trade 
ledger will be augmented by 1980 with a 
deficit in the cost of imported oil of up to 
$17 billion a year. One estimate is that 
the abundance of the farms as geared to 
full production could offset at least half 
of this. 
The hard-working American farmer 
with the superior mechanization at his 
command can do a lot to pull us out of 
the trade slump. But government must 
be an active partner if this is to come 
about.

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All Must Assist 
To Curb Burglaries 


IT HAS BEEN more than two 
decades since that memorable 
day when an irate subscriber 
called in to complain that be­ 
cause of the I-J his home had 
been burglarized. 
“After my house was bur­ 
glarized, I found out that a 
good many of my neighbors for 
blocks around had been bur­ 
glarized in previous weeks. You 
never printed a thing in the 
paper about it, so I didn’t 
know. Had you done your duty 
and printed the facts, I would 
have been properly warned. I 
would have taken more care to 
see that all doors were locked 
and windows secured. I would 
have put valuables in safe 
places. It’s all your fault at the 
I-J,” said the caller rather 
heatedly. 
In a sense, he was right. One 
buys a newspaper to keep 
abreast of what goes on in 
one’s community. The I-J had 
not reported the rash of burgla­ 
ries in that subscriber’s neigh­ 
borhood. He had a right to feel 
cheated. 
Come to find out, San Ra­ 
fael's elected police chief had 
simply seen to it that I-J re­ 
porters did NOT1 see the burgla­ 
ry reports on file in his office. 
Election was right around the 
corner and news of a burglary 
wave in town would not help his 
campaign for reelection. 
An I-J reporter went to work 
on the task to find out who in 
that end of town had recently 
been burglarized. In a short 
time he gathered information 
of 17 previously unreported 
burglaries. 
Unquestionably, there were 
others besides the irate subscri­ 
ber who might have saved val­ 
uables if only they had known 
what was going on. 


SINCE THAT TIME the I-J 
has been especially sensitive to 
its responsibility to warn about 
the activities of burglars. 
Several years ago the incid­ 
ence of burglary began to 
climb sharply in Marin. Each 
was duly reported in the paper. 
They became so numerous as 
to become routine. 
They became so common­ 
place that they apparently 
were largely ignored, 
That’s when the I-J began 
collecting them and printing 
them in a weekly report, so as 
to present the full dimensions 
of the situation to our readers. 
Now anyone who looks at the 
paper even casually knows that 
in the area served by the I-J 


there are three to four dozen 
burglaries per week, on an 
average. 
A couple of years ago, a 
defendant in a burglary trial in 
Marin testified that picking tar­ 
gets was easy. If he and his 
accomplices wanted to pick up 
several new color TV sets, they 
had only to watch the I-J bur­ 
glary reports. They surmised 
that homes reported as having 
lost color TVs probably would 
have brand new replacements 
in a short time. 
The I-J responded by elimi­ 
nating lists of specific items 
taken. Now we refer only to the 
loss of “household goods” or 
“personal effects.” We also dis­ 
continued the use of specific 
street addresses, indicating in­ 
stead only the neighborhood 
where the burglary has taken 
place. 
An occasional burglary vic­ 
tim objects to the I-J reporting 
anything at all about his partic­ 
ular case. He wants to be just 
an anonymous statistic. 
Unfortunately, anonymous 
statistics don’t influence the 
rest of us to take precautions 
against burglars in the way 
that a burglary in our neighbor­ 
hood does — or even the bur­ 
glary of someone we know in a 
neighboring town. 


WHAT CAN ONE do toward 
burglary prevention? 
Police will usually tell you 
that your best protection is a 
suspicious neighbor who will 
report anything out of the ordi­ 
nary around your house or 
property. 
If we want to stamp out 
burglary, then, we need to be­ 
come suspicious neighbors so 
as to protect each other. 
A burglar alarm system can 
help, especially those which 
convey a silent alarm direct to 
a police station. But such are 
expensive. 
“Operation Identification” is 
effective in two ways. When 
you lose property with your 
social security number en­ 
graved on it, you have an 
infinitely better chance of re­ 
covering it. Also, a thief who 
knows articles are thus identi­ 
fied is less likely to steal them. 
Bringing burglary under con­ 
trol Is not a job we can expect 
someone else to do; it will take 
an effort on the part of each of 
us. 
The sooner we get on with it, 
the better.

Schenck Property Action 


This is in reply to a letter to the editor 
that appeared, in your newspaper on April 
5, signed, by Mr., T. R. Smith, of San. 
Anselmo. Part, of the letter referred, to a, 
recent 'board of supervisors action on a 
rezoning and master plan, co.mm.only 
known as the Schenck. property. I would 
like to clarify the facts and set, the record, 
straight,.. 
Unquestionably, it. is common knowl­ 
edge that the land is currently zoned. R-l 
single family residential, allowing one 
building site per 10,000 square feet. The 
owner has the legal, right to submit a 
suMi.vis.ion, map complying with the State 
Map Act for a, single family project for 
this 1,5-acre parcel, that can legally ac­ 
commodate 44: units, according to the 
county planning staff. This would he in. 
compliance with, the state and county 
subdivision laws and would not be ap­ 
pealable to the Board, of Supervisors. 
'Only the environmental impact .report 
would be appealable. 
In my opinion, the decision of the 'board 
of supervisors was far-reaching and pro­ 
tected, the interest of the public and the 
integrity of the Sorich Park neighbor­ 
hood. First of all, the original project, 
consisting of 44 units, rezoning from R-l 
to MM'P residential was denied, by the 
Board of Supervisors and referred back: 
to the planning commission, with, the 
instructions that the 15-acre parcel not

exceed ,20 units on a cluster basis... This 
works out to almost one unit per acre, 
with the units to 'be constructed, on the

I might add that one of the additional 
advantages of RMP zoning is that it 
provides for strict architectural control,, 
as well as detailed landscaping maps,

'The latest 2.2 
per cent jump in wholesale prices makes 
the retad climb inevitable for several 
months ahead... .And. the most 'disturbing 
aspect of that jump was the way in. which 
prices of industrial commodities nearly 
kept pace with the consumer rise. 
One of the ablest consumer advisers, 
Mrs. Esther Peterson, a. former assistant 
secretary of labor, in. talking to house­ 
wives finds an awareness that govern­ 
ment tinkering with prices is not enough. 
As one of her audience put it recently: 
'“I’m a. Republican, and I don’t like to 
think that it’s Mr. Nixon’s fault that 
we're paying $2 a. pound, for steak and 
$1.50 a pound for hamburger. Isn’t there 
something wrong with our food, .policy?’'* 
A. great many people are asking wheth­ 
er the present food, policy is not a. 
completely outmoded carryover from the 
scarcity concept of the ’30s. 'That was 
when, 'under the New Deal program, to 
raise the level of farm, income, millions 
of acres were taken out of production and

farmers — not a few in the large-scale 
agribusiness — were getting government 
checks; to keep their land idle. 
.After delaying for more than ^ seven 
months, Sec. of Agriculture Earl. Butz 
finally began to reverse this scarcity 
program.. But far more must 'be done to 
put .idle land back into production. At 
least 50' million acres can become produc­ 
tive again if gove.rnm.ent moves quickly. 
Given, the great facilities of mechanized 
agriculture in this country, the problems 
of food at home and abroad, could, be 
manageable, 


'THE' BOYCOTT has served at least to 
bring into sharp perspective the 'urgent 
need for a new national food policy. .Last 
year the cha.irm.an of the American Meat 
Insti.tu.te, Clifton B. Cox, who is also 
president, of Armour Food., in his annual 
report, pointed to the “feast or famine” 
character of livestock production and 
marketing resulting in inefficiency and. 
start-and-stop operations contributing to 
unemployment and higher prices. 
“We need, a. national policy to stabilize 
the production, of an ample supply of 
meat for consumers,” Cox. said. 
He laid down several prescriptions for 
a new policy. Most important was the 
stabilization of food drains 'with a govern­ 
ment-sponsored storage and. insurance 
program, to level, off the peaks and 
valleys in the supply of what: is the raw 
material of meat production. It takes 
eight, pounds of grain to produce one 
pound of beef. 


AGRICULTURE is the most vital ele­ 
ment, in the American economy. If the 
fui. force of productivity on. the farms is 
'unl.eas.hed, exports of wheat, feed grains 
and soy 'beans can go a. long way to offset 
the deteriorating trade balance in the 
next decade,. The red-ink side of the trade 
ledger will be augmented by 1980 'with. a. 
deficit in. the cost of imported oil of up to 
$17 billion a year. One estimate is that 
the abundance of the farms as geared to 
full production could offset at least half 
of this. 
The hard-working American, farmer 
with the superior mechanization at Ms 
command can do a. lot: to pul us out of 
the trade slump. But government must 
be an active partner if this is to come 
about.

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) — Mercury , 
Venus, Mars, J upiter and Saturn hav e 
o ne thing in co mmo n—they all will be 
v isited by American space pro bes to be 
launched within fiv e y ears in a stepped 
up effo rt to ex plo re the so lar sy stem. 


Only the three o utermo st planets will 
escape the scrutiny o f cameras and o ther 
reco nnaissance instruments abo ard ro bo t 
spacecraft no w o n the drawing bo ards o r 
in ex tra clean assembly buildings. Uran­ 
us, Neptune and Pluto will hav e to wait 
until NASA has mo re mo ney . 


J upiter, the almo st star-like co lo ssus 
480 millio n miles fro m the sun, is the first 
target o f the new series o f planetary 
ex plo rers. One little spacecraft is mo re 
than halfway there and a twin, Pio neer 
11, was launched last week. 
The jo b o f the two pio neers is to pav e 
the way to the fifth planet o ut fro m the 
sun and giv e man his first clo seup lo o k at 
its brilliantly striped atmo sphere and its 
deadly radiatio n belts. 
Pio neer 10, launched a y ear ago , is due 
to fly within 87,000 miles o f J upiter Dec. 
3 . Pio neer 11 sho uld reach the planet 
Dec. 5 , 1074. Bo th will take 10 pictures o f 
J upiter and ex amine its atmo sphere and 
env iro nment with a do zen o ther ex peri­ 
ments. 
J upiter stands at the gateway to the 
o uter planets and will serv e as a junctio n 
po int fo r future spacecraft enro ute to 
Saturn and the planets bey o nd. Pio neer 
10 impro v ed the o utlo o k fo r such flights 
when it passed safely thro ugh the debris- 
filled astero id belt last mo nth between 
Mars and J upiter. No ne had go ne that far 
befo re. 
“ I think we're firmly co nv inced no w 
that the astero id belt presents little 
hazard to future spacecraft go ing o ut to 
ex plo re the o uter planets,” said Dr. 
William l i Kinard, meteo ro id specialist 
fro m the Langley Research Center, 
Hampto n, Va. 


The key to the rapidly ex panding inter­ 
est in the planets is the questio n that has 
intrigued thinking men fo r centuries—is 
Earth the o nly place to harbo r life? 


Many scientists think there must be 
so me kind o f life so mewhere else and 
they say Mars is the best place to start 
lo o king. This idea was buo y ed recently 
when pho to graphs taken by the Mariner 9 
sho wed that Mars is a dy namic, ev o lv ing 
planet with what seems to be unmistaka­ 
ble ev idence it o nce had great v o lumes o f 
water flo wing acro ss its surface. 


There also has been speculatio n that 
life might ex ist in J upiter’s thick and 
co lo rful atmo sphere. And Co rnell Univ er­ 
sity astro no mers repo rted recently they 
hav e fo und that Titan, the largest o f the 
10 mo o ns o f Saturn, has an atmo sphere 
that might suppo rt life. 
“ Our research has sho wn that at the 
v ery least,” Dr. Carl Sagan said, “ Titan 
sho uld be littered with the kind o f o rganic 
mo lecule which, in the early histo ry o f 
the Earth, led to the o rigin o f life.” 
The inv estigatio ns no w planned will 
co ncentrate o n a direct search fo r bio lo g­ 
ical substances o n Mars. Two large 
unmanned Viking spacecraft will be 
launched to ward the Red Planet in 19 75 
and land in the warmest, dampest places 
av ailable there in J uly and August o f 
19 76 . 
Each Viking will scratch, dig and pro be 
the Martian surface, then swallo w and 
analy ze so il samples fo r signs o f bio lo gi­ 
cal activ ity . The landers also will carry 
telev isio n cameras, Marsquake detecto rs 
and weather o bserv ato ries. 
But befo re the 7 ,5 00-po und Vikings 
reach Mars, the United States will hav e 
co mpleted the two J upiter missio ns and 
will hav e sent a telev isio n sco ut past 
Venus and Mercury , the two inner plan­ 
ets between Earth and sun. Then, in 19 77, 
two Mariners will be sent o n a picture- 
taking v o y age to J upiter and Saturn. 
Russia, to o , is activ e in planetary 


ex plo ratio n and the So v iets acco mplished 
the first unmanned landings o n bo th 
Mars and Venus. The Martian lander, 
ho wev er, failed seco nds after to uchdo wn 
in a raging dust sto rm in late 19 71. 


Russian scientists are ex pected to take 
adv antage o f the nex t Mars launch o ppo r­ 
tunity nex t y ear and send two mo re 
spacecraft o n Martian landing missio ns. 
The United States and Russia agreed in 
February in Mo sco w to ex change info r­ 
matio n o n po tential Mars landing sites. 


The Mariner that will ex plo re Venus 
and Mercury is set fo r launch Oct. 10. It 
will be the first spacecraft to v isit two 
planets. 
The plan is to aim Mariner 10 so it 
passes abo ut 3 ,3 00 miles fro m Venus and 
then, with an assist fro m the Venusian 
grav ity , swings o ut to trav el to little 
Mercury , the planet nearest the sun. The 
pro be is ex pected to pass within 6 25 miles 
o f unex plo red Mercury and take pictures 
that sho uld be able to sho w surface 
o bjects as small as a fo o tball field. 
Mercury is so clo se to the sun that it is 
hard to see with Earth telesco pes and 
o nly general shading characteristics are 
kno wn. The satellite’s pictures are ex ­ 
pected to tell man as much abo ut Mercu­ 
ry as the first telesco pic o bserv atio ns 
to ld man abo ut the mo o n. 
Venus also has nev er been pho to ­ 
graphed fro m up clo se altho ugh it has 
been ex plo red by sev en American and 
Russian spacecraft o v er the past 10 
y ears. The Mariner will take sev eral 
tho usand pictures o f Venus’ dense blan­ 
ket o f clo uds and scientists ho pe the 
pro be will find so me o penings in the 
atmo spheric v eil so it can see thro ugh to 
the Venusian surface. 
Mariner 10 sho uld reach Venus in 
February , 19 74, and pass by Mercury in 
late March. It will circle the sun after 
passing Mercury and will return to the 
little planet in September, 19 75 . 
After the Viking Mars ex peditio ns o f 


19 75 and 19 76 , the space agency plans to 
dev o te mo re attentio n to J upiter and 
Saturn. 


Two 1,6 00-po und Mariners will be 
launched in August and September, 19 77, 
to sco ut J upiter first and then fly o n to 
Saturn using the co smic billiard ball 
technique that will be tried o ut by the 
Mariner Venus-Mercury flight. It will 
take the pro be mo re than 1 Vz y ears to 
reach J upiter and abo ut two mo re y ears 
to fly to Saturn, the huge ringed planet 
that is six th o ut fro m the sun. 


One o f the two Mariners’ o bjectiv es 


will be to lo o k at the my sterio us rings 
aro und Saturn. They are generally be­ 
liev ed to co nsist o f gas, ice and dust, 
altho ugh two astro no mers at the jet 
pro pulsio n labo rato ry , Pasadena, Calif., 
repo rted earlier this mo nth that radar 
ex aminatio n o f the planet sho wed its 
rings are made o f so lid chunks o f so me­ 
thing. 


Dr. Richard M. Go ldstein said Saturn's 
rings, girdling the planet fro m 5 7,000 to 
87.000 miles o ut. “ must be co nsidered an 
ex treme hazard to any spacecraft sent 
into o r near the rings.” 


Saturn itself is abo ut 72,000 miles in 
diameter, y et it is believ ed to be a 
gaseo us bo dy lacking a so lid surface and 
with a density less than water. 
NASA’s definite planetary ex plo ratio n 
plans end with the Mariner J upiter- 
Saturn missio n, but the agency ho pes to 
begin wo rk nex t y ear o n ano ther pro ­ 
gram to ex plo re Venus in 19 78 with small 
Pio neer spacecraft. 
Two Pio neers wo uld be wunched with 
o ne designed to o rbit Venus while the 
seco nd sho o ts small instrumented pro bes 
into its thick atmo sphere. (Adv ance—into 
its thick atmo sphere.

TRUNG LAP — The Vietnam peace 
agreement suppo sedly guarantees the 
civ ilian po pulatio n freedo m o f mo v ement. 
But in many v illages such as this o ne in 
So uth Vietnam where peo ple want to 
return to their o ld ho mes, the Saigo n 
go v ernment is do ing ev ery thing it can to 
sto p them. 
The pro blem, as the go v ernment sees it 
here, is that the peo ple’s fo rmer ho mes 
— o r what is left o f them — are lo cated 
in o ld battle zo nes no w under the influ­ 
ence o f the Viet Co ng. 
Sev eral y ears ago , the American Army 
fo rced many o f the po eple liv ing here to 
mo v e o ut o f their nativ e hamlets. No w 
that there is a peace agreement, these 
peo ple say that they sho uld be allo wed to 
go back to their fo rmer lands to farm and 
to rebuild ho mes that were destro y ed. 
At night, the Viet Co ng so metimes 
co me to the edges o f this v illage with 
lo udspeakers, urging the peo ple to return 
to their o ld ho mes. So me, o f co urse, hav e 
returned. But they co mplain that they 
are co nstantly being harassed by go v ern­ 
ment artillery fire. 
During this repo rter’s v isit to Trung 
Lap, 105 -mm, ho witzers at a go v ernment 
o utpo st fired regularly into the surro und­ 
ing co untry side. It was no t clear what the 
gunners’ targets were. But there was no 
ev idence o f any Viet Co ng military activ i­ 
ty - 
Villagers also co mplain that go v ern­ 
ment tro o ps hav e deliberately burned 
do wn ho uses in their o ld hamlets in o rder 
to disco urage them fro m settling there. 
Aio ther widespread co mplaint is that 
the go v ernment has co nfiscated identifi­ 
catio n papers as a means o f keeping a 
ho ld o n v illagers. Gro up pho to graphs o f 
each family in this v illage are being 
taken, apparently as ano ther means o f 
tightening co ntro l. 
One v illager sho wed a pho to graph o f 
himself with his wife and two children. 
They lo o ked rather unhappy as they 
sto o d stiffly under a banner which said: 
“ Do wn with the Co mmunists fo r v io lating 
the cease-fire.” A placard also sho wn in 
the picture said: “ This family do es no t 
accept the Co mmunists.” 
The man said that he did no t kno w why 
the picture had been taken. 
But he 
co mplained that he had been fo rced to 
pay 25 0 piasters (abo ut 5 0 U.S. cents) fo r 
it. 
One gets v ary ing ex planatio ns fo r all 
this fro m go v ernment o fficials. 
A hamlet chief said that he did no t 
want peo ple leav ing his hamlet and 
building permanent ho mes in areas o ut­ 
side the go v ernment’s co ntro l. 


He said that it was all right fo r them to 
build tempo rary shacks fo r farming pur­ 
po ses. But he said that permanent ho mes 
wo uld be burned do wn. 


The hamlet chief said that his superio rs 
had o rdered him to co nfiscate identifica­ 
tio n cards fo r “ security reaso ns” and in 
o rder “ to prepare fo r electio ns.” 


The po liceman in charge o f v illage 
security said that his task was “ to ho ld 
o n to o ur territo ry and to co ntro l the 
peo ple effectiv ely and no t let them go 
o v er to the o ther side.” 


When asked abo ut the freedo m o f 
mo v ement and residence suppo sedly 
guaranteed by Article 2 o f the peace 
agreement, go v ernment o fficials o ften 
replied that they had no t read the tex t o f 
the agreement. 


A y o ung Army lieutenant in charge o f 
“ psy cho lo gical warfare” fo r the go v ern­ 
ment said that he had read a “ summary ” 
o f the peace agreement as part o f o ne- 
week’s training he receiv ed fo r his mis­ 
sio n in this v illage, 3 5 miles no rthwest o f 
Saigo n. 
“ When peo ple ask us abo ut the peace 
agreement, we tell them that this is 
no thing mo re than a cease-fire in place,” 
the lieutenant said. “ And the peo ple are 
suppo sed to stay in place.” 
One middle-aged wo man tho ught at 
first that this repo rter was a member o f 
the Internatio nal Co mmissio n o f Co ntro l 
and Superv isio n (ICCSi. She co mplained 
lo udly abo ut being unable to return to her 
o ld fields. 
“ The so ldiers beat us up if we go to o ur 
fields,” she said. “ But if we do n't wo rk 
the fields, we wo n’t hav e eno ugh to eat.” 
When to ld that the repo rter was no t a 
member o f the ICCS, the disappo inted 
wo man said: “ We’d heard the interna­ 
tio nal inspecto rs were go ing to co me- 
here.” 
The y o ung lieutenant in charge o f the 
go v ernment’s po litical warfare here is up 
against so me to ugh co mpetito rs o n the 
Viet Co ng side. As best o ne can deter­ 
mine. they co nsist mo stly o f o ld wo men, 
who . thanks to their adv anced age. hav e 
no thing to fear any mo re fro m any o ne. 
One such wo man in her late 6 0’s, who 
was o bv io usly a Viet Co ng sy mpathizer, 
grabbed this repo rter by the hand. 
“ We like the Americans v ery much,” 
she said,, lo udly eno ugh so that so me o f 
the Vietnamese gathered aro und co uld 
hear. “ We like them because they are 
leav ing.”

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JUPITER IS FIRST 


American Cameras Will 
Explore The Universe

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) — Mercury, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter and Saturn have 
one thing in common—they all will be 
visited by American space probes to be 
launched within five years in a stepped 
up effort to explore the solar system. 


Only the three outermost planets will 
escape the scrutiny of cameras and other 
reconnaissance instruments aboard robot 
spacecraft now on the drawing boards or 
in extra, clean assembly buildings... Uran­ 
us, Neptune and Pluto will have to wait 
until NASA has more money. 


Jupiter, the almost star-like colossus 
480' million miles from the sun, is the first 
target of the new series of planetary 
explorers. One little spacecraft is more 
than halfway there and a twin, Pioneer 
11, was launched last week. 
The job of the two pioneers is to pave 
the way to the fifth planet out from the 
sun and give man his first closeup look at 
its brilliantly striped atmosphere and its 
deadly radiation belts. 
Pioneer 10, launched a year ago, is due 
to fly 'within 87,000 miles of Jupiter Dec.. 
3. Pioneer 11 should reach the planet 
Dec. 5, 1974. Both will take 10 pictures of 
Jupiter and examine its atmosphere and 
environment with, a dozen other experi­ 
ments. 
Jupiter stands at the gateway to the 
outer planets and will serve as a junction 
point, for future spacecraft enroute to 
Saturn and the planets beyond. Pioneer 
10 improved the outlook for such flights 
when it passed safely through the debris- 
filled asteroid belt last, month between 
Mars and Jupiter. None had gone that far 
before. 
“ I think we’re firmly convinced now 
that the asteroid 'belt, presents little 
hazard to future spacecraft going out to 
explore the outer planets,” said Dr. 
Wiliam H. Kinard, meteoroid specialist 
from, the Langley Research Center, 
Hampton, Va. 


The key to the rapidly expanding inter­ 
est in the planets is the question that has 
intrigued thinking men for centuries—is 
Earth the only place to harbor life? 


Many scientists think there must be 
some kind of life somewhere else and 
they say Mars is the best place to start 
loo.ki.ng. This idea 'was buoyed recently 
when photographs taken by the Mariner 9 
showed that Mars is a dynamic, evolving 
planet with what seems to be unmistaka­ 
ble evidence it once had great volumes of 
water flowing across its surface. 


There also has been speculation that 
life might exist, in, Jupiter’s thick and 
colorful atmosphere. And Cornell Univer­ 
sity astronomers reported recently they 
have found that Titan, the largest of the 
10 moons of Saturn, has an. atmosphere 
that might support life. 
“Our research has shown that at the 
very least,” Dr. Carl Sagan said, “Titan 
should be littered with the .kind of organic 
molecule which, in the early history of 
the Earth, led to the origin of life.” 
The investigations now planned will 
concentrate on a. direct search for biolog­ 
ical substances on Mars. Two large 
unmanned Viking spacecraft will be 
launched toward the Red Planet in 1975 
and land, in the warmest, dampest places 
available there in July and August of 
1976. 
Each Viking will scratch, dig and probe 
the Martian surface, then swallow and 
analyze soil samples for signs of biologi­ 
cal activity. The landers also will carry 
television cameras, Marsquake detectors 
and weather observatories. 
But before the 7,500-pound Vikings 
reach Mars, the United States will have 
completed the two Jupiter missions and 
will have sent, a television scout past 
Venus and Mercury, the two inner plan­ 
ets between Earth and sun. Then, in 1977, 
two Mariners will be sent on a picture- 
taking voyage to Jupiter and Satura. 
Russia, too, is active in planetary 


exploration and. the Soviets accomplished 
the first unmanned landings on both 
Mars and Venus. The Martian lander, 
however, failed seconds after touchdown 
in a raging dust storm in late 1971. 


Russian scientists are expected to take 
advantage of the next Mars launch oppor­ 
tunity next year and send two more 
spacecraft on Martian landing missions. 
The United States and Russia agreed in 
February in Moscow to exchange infor­ 
mation on potential Mars landing sites. 


The Mariner that will explore Venus 
and Mercury is set for launch Oct. 10. It 
will be the first spacecraft to visit two 
planets. 
The plan is to aim Mariner 10 so it 
passes about 3,300 miles from Venus and 
then, with an assist from, the 'Venusian 
gravity, swings out to travel to little 
Mercury, the planet nearest the sun. The 
probe is expected to pass within 625 miles 
of unexplored Mercury and take pictures 
that should be able to show surface 
objects as small as a football field. 
Mercury is so close to the sun that it is 
hard to see with Earth, telescopes and 
only general shading characteristics are 
known. The satellite’s pictures are ex­ 
pected to tell man as much about Mercu­ 
ry as the first telescopic observations 
told man about the moon. 
Venus also has never been photo­ 
graphed from up close although it has 
been, explored by seven. American, and. 
Russian spacecraft over the past 10 
years. The Mariner will take several 
thousand pictures of Venus’ dense blan­ 
ket of clouds and scientists hope the 
probe will find some openings in the 
atmospheric veil so it can see through to 
the Venusian surface. 
Mariner 10 should reach Venus in 
February, 1974, and pass by Mercury in 
late March. It will circle the sun after 
passing Mercury and will return to the 
little planet in September, 1975. 
After the Viking Mars expeditions of

1975 and 1976, the space agency plans to 
devote more attention to Jupiter and,' 
Saturn. 


Two 1,600-pound Mariners will be 
launched in August and September, 1977, 
to scout. Jupiter first and then fly on to 
Saturn using the cosmic billiard ball 
technique that will be tried out by the 
Mariner Venus-Mercury flight. It will 
take the probe more than 1 % years to 
reach Jupiter and about two more years 
to fly to Saturn, the huge ringed planet 
that is sixth out from the sun. 


December. Pioneer 11, launched last week, 
should reach the planet in early December of 
1974. And two unmanned spacecrafts will be 
launched toward Mars in 1975. 


One of the two Mariners’ objectives 


will be to look at the mysterious rings 
around Saturn. They are generally be­ 
lieved to consist of gas, ice and dust, 
although two astronomers at the jet 
propulsion laboratory, Pasadena, Calif., 
reported earlier this month that radar 
examination of the planet showed its 
rings are made of solid chunks of some­ 
thing. 


Dr. Richard M. Goldstein said Saturn’s 
rings, girdling the planet from 57,000 to 
87,000 miles out, “ must be considered an 
extreme hazard to any spacecraft sent 
into or near the rings.”

S. Vietnam Refugees 
Wanting To Go Home

THING LAP — The Vietnam, 'peace 
agreement supposedly guarantees the 
civilian population freedom of movement.

Enthusiasm Noted 
In Market Trading 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Prices 
moved higher in stepped-up 
trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange this week, buoyed to 
a great extent by investor en­ 
thusiasm over better-than ex­ 
pected first quarter earnings 
reports. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
blue-chip industrial stocks 
gained 28.29 to 959.36, including 
an advance of 16.40 Monday. 
This marked the biggest daily 
leap by the widely followed 
indicator since it picked up 
17.01 points on March 27. 
Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index, a more broadly based 
indicator than the Dow, gained 
2.80 to 112.08, while the NYSE 
index managed a 1.42 advance 
to 59.65. Advances far outnum­ 
bered declines, 1,155 to 604, 
among the 1,958 total issues on 
the tape. 
Turnover, which has been 
particularly meager for the 
past month, picked up this 
week. Analysts said the in­ 
creased trading was a good 
indication the market’s rally 
had real buying support. Vol­ 
ume came to 76,173,505 shares, 
compared with 62,073,806 last 
week and with 99,533,836 during 
the same week a year ago. 
Early in the week, before 


first quarter earnings reports 
began circulating Wall Street, 
the market got most of its 
mileage out of investor hopes 
for some form of wage and 
price controls. Inflation has 
been a chief market depressant 
ever since mid-January—when 
President Nixon announced 
Phase III. 
Investors’ worries focused on 
inflation’s effect on interest 
rates. When interest rates 
climb, so does the cost of bor­ 
rowing money. The primary 
damage, therefore, is inflation 
can bring on a tight money 
situation that threatens eco­ 
nomic expansion. 
Short-term interest rates 
started to decline Tuesday, the 
same day first quarter earnings 
results began rolling into Wall 
Street. Prices advanced and 
volume picked up. 
The market remained com­ 
fortably in the black until 
Thursday. Investors then ap­ 
parently decided to cash in 
some profits and do a turn on 
the sidelines. The marked de­ 
clined again Friday. 
Analysts and brokers general­ 
ly remained optimistic, howev­ 
er. They attributed the mar­ 
ket’s retreat to a typical pause

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WEEK IN BUSINESS 
Enthusiasm Noted 
In Market Trading 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Prices 
moved higher in stepped-up 
trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange this week, buoyed to 
a great extent by investor en­ 
thusiasm overbetter-than ex­ 
pected first quarter earnings 
reports;. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
blue-chip industrial stocks 
gained 28.29 to 959.36, including 
an advance of 16.40 Monday. 
This marked the biggest daily 
leap by the widely followed 
indicator since it picked up 
17.01 points on March 27. 
Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index, a more broadly based 
indicator than the Dow, gained 
2.80 to 112.08, while the NYSE 
index managed a 1.42 advance 
to 59.65. Advances far outnum­ 
bered declines, 1,155 to 604, 
among the 1,958 total issues on 
the tape. 
Turnover, which has been 
particularly meager for the 
past, month, picked up this 
week. Analysts said the in­ 
creased trading was a good 
indication the market’s rally 
had real buying support. Vol­ 
ume came to 76,173,505 shares, 
compared with 62,073,806 last 
week and with 99,533,836 during 
the same week a year ago. 
Early in the week, before 


first quarter earnings reports 
began circulating Wall Street, 
the market got most of its 
mileage out of investor hopes 
for some form of wage and 
price controls. Inflation has 
been a chief market depressant 
ever since mid-January—when 
President Nixon, announced 
Phase III. 
Investors’ worries focused on 
inflation’s effect on interest 
rates. When interest rates 
climb, so does the cost of bor­ 
rowing money. The primary 
damage, therefore, is inflation 
can bring on a tight money 
situation that threatens eco­ 
nomic expansion. 
Short-term interest rates 
started to decline Tuesday, the 
same day first quarter earnings 
results began rolling into Wall 
Street. Prices advanced and 
volume picked up. 
The market remained com­ 
fortably in the black until 
Thursday. Investors then ap­ 
parently decided to cash in 
some profits and do a turn on 
the sidelines... The marked, de­ 
clined again Friday. 
Analysts and brokers general­ 
ly remained optimistic, howev­ 
er. They attributed the mar­ 
ket’s retreat to a typical pause

Sometimes A Finesse Is Not 
Best Way To Develop Tricks 


A finesee is not always the 
best way to develop tricks in a 
suit. You may get better results 
by taking your high cards and 
giving up a trick or two. The 
principle is illustrated by a 
hand played some years ago in 
an intercollegiate contest.

A TEMPTATION 
When the ten of clubs is led 
you are tempted to win in 
dummy and finesse with the 
queen of spades. As the cards 
lie, this loses to the king, and 
you can’t get to dummy often 
enough to clear the spades and 
cash them. It’s unlucky that 
neither of the red queens will 
serve as an entry to dummy, 
but there’s no need to rely on 
luck in this hand. 


WIN IN HAND 
The best play is to win the 
first club trick in your own 
hand. Lead the ace of spades 
and give up the queen of spades 
to the king. 
You can reach dummy with 
the jack of clubs to give up 
another spade to the jack. And 
then you can get back to dum­ 
my with the king of clubs to 
cash the last two spades. 
When you’re working with 
such a weak suit, count the 
number of times you must lead 
it and see if you can get to the 
correct hand often enough to do 
so. 'This sort of planning takes 
you a few seconds longer at the 
beginning of the hand but saves 
you minutes of helpless scram­ 
bling later on. 


SOME TROUBLE 
Incidentally, if West has four 
spades headed by the Mng-jaek, 
he could give you some trouble 
by refusing to take his king 
when you lead the queen of 
spades. The effect would be 
much as though you had tried a 
spade finesse and succeeded, so

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FINAL MARINCELLO CHAPTER 
Wilderness Classroom Nears Reality

Bucking along a washboard 
road climbing a grassy hill 
behind Sausalito, 
a hawk 
wheels on an air current and a 
red fox scrambles in front of 
the car and disappears in a 
clump of brush. 


To the east, brown Sacramen­ 
to River currents mix with bay 
waters in Racoon Straights and 
beyond in Richmond, the sun 
glints on the metal shell of a 
moving BART train that van­ 
ishes eerily into a tunnel. Be­ 
hind the orange towers of the 
Golden Gate Bridge is a sweep­ 


ing view of San Francisco from 
the East Bay to Land’s End. 
From the top of the hill to the 
northwest is the Gerbode Pre­ 
serve, 2,138 acres of wind-swept 
Marin County headlands that 
are to become the wilderness 
classroom for county school 
children. 
“ You can really dream up 
here,” said Virgil Hollis, county 
superintendent of schools, 
whose dream it was that Marin- 
cello renamed the Gerbode Pre­ 
serve after the late conserva­ 
tionist Martha Gerbode when 
the Nature Conservancy bought 
it in 1972, be opened for use by 


the schools in a sweeping envi­ 
ronmental education plan. 
The Marin County Board of 
Education this month agreed to 
lease Marincello from the con­ 
servancy, a private conserva­ 
tion organization, capping one 
of the bitterest and longest con­ 
servation fights in Bay Area 
history. 
Nine years ago the land was 
destined to become a “ new 
town,” the brain child of the 
late Thomas Frouge, who was 
enchanted with the planned 
community concept that was 
the trend at the early 1960s. 
The land, Frouge said, would

The committee recommended 
during a public hearing Thurs­ 
day that the park and recrea­ 
tion commission include the 
item in its 1973-74 budget, ac­ 
cording to Edward Adams, 
park and recreation director. 
The recommendation came 
after a study of 6,000 acres on 
the mountain.

oThe commission delayed a 
decision on the proposal until a 
public hearing April 25, when 
information on cost of the land 
will be available from commis­ 
sion staff, Adams said.

The 34-page plan, describing 
the land and its history and 
outlining its many possibilities 
for educational 
use,

presented to the county board 
April 2, which budgeted $21,205 
for its first year of operation. 
“ Students will be able to see 
for miles from the hilltop,” 
Campbell said, “ but will be 
able to get the feeling of com­ 
plete wilderness and spacious­ 
ness down in the valley.” 
A unique feature, Hollis point­ 
ed out, is that the pristine 
headlands are close to a large 
metropolitan center which will 
make them easily accessible to 
schools throughout the Bay 
Area. 
(The preserve will be used by 
Marin County schools initially, 
but plans are to open it to other 
counties after the first year.) 


Interior Sec retary 
Is Leaving Stanford 


STANFORD, Calif. (UPI) - 
Interior Secretary Roges C. B. 
Morton responded “ very well” 
to seven weeks of radiation 
treatment for prostate cancer, 
according to Stanford Medical 
Center. 
The hospital said yesterday 
that “ there is every reason to 
be optimistic” about the condi­ 
tion of the 58-year-old cabinet 
member. Morton will return to 
Washington after a brief period 
of recuperation. 
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It eventually will be acquired

'Original Residents' 
Block Wounded Knee 


PINE RIDGE, S D (UPD — 
A group of Oglala Sioux Indi­ 
ans. who say they are “original 
residents of Wounded Knee,” 
blocked the m ain road to the 
village y e ste rd a y to p ro te st 
being ousted from their homes 
by other Indians occupying the 
hamlet. 
G overnm ent forces m a in ­ 
tained a perim eter around the 
village and governm ent nego­ 
tiators tried to get the Indians 
to remove the roadblock, estab­ 
lished outside the perim eter. 
But the Indians vowed not to 
let food or medical supplies 
pass into the hands of the Indi­ 
ans occupying the village until 
the confrontation is ended. 
Federal n eg o tiato r S tan ley 
Pottinger flew by helicopter to 
the roadblock Friday and m et 
with the group’s spokesmen, 
Woody R ich ard s 
and Jo h n 
Hussman, in an effort to per­ 
suade them to rem ove th e 
blockade 
Richards said the group was 
protesting the American Indian 
Movement (AIM) takeover that 
ousted them, from their homes 
46 days ago, and what they 
called the Justice D epartm ent’s 
inability to end the arm ed con­ 
frontation. 
They also said the govern­ 
ment should com pensate the 
original residents of the village 
for dam age to their property 
and the loss of their homes 
since the occupation began Feb. 


Most of the Indians at the 
roadblock. Pottinger said, are 
residents of Wounded Knee and 
“ some are concerned rela­ 
tives.” 
Pottinger. an assistant U.S. 
attorney general, told them the 
Justice Department wants to 
end the occupation of the vil­ 
lage “ without bloodshed or loss 
of life.” 
He said he was sympathetic 
to their reasons for establishing 
the roadblock, but warned, “ If 
you put yourself in the position 
of obstructing a federal officer, 
even if your intentions are the 
best, then you are violating a 
federal statute.” 
Richards said the roadblock 
would remain up until the 
armed occupation ended. Be­ 
fore the meeting with Pottinger 
was over, Richards and Huss­ 
man agreed to allow U.S. mar­ 
shals, FBI agents and Commu­ 
nity Relations Service (CRS) 
workers to pass through en 
route to the government's road­ 
block closer to the village. 
However, the two Indians 
said all CRS cars would be 
searched, and food and medical 
supplies would be prevented 
from going through. 
"If they want medical and 
food supplies,” Huaamsn said, 
“ they should come out and get 
it. They’re getting better medi­ 
cal aid down there than we are 
on the outside, and they’re get­ 
ting it free.”

An old proposal to erect a 
suicide barrier on the Golden 
Gate Bridge was revived yes 
terday, apparently with enough 
votes by bridge district direc­ 
tors to assure its construction 
this time.

The board’s action fell well 
short of agreeing to spend the 
$750,000 estimated for the ac­ 
tual construction, but it did ask 
the finance-auditing committee 
to review spending $67,500 to 
complete design and wind-tun­ 
nel testing of the barrier. The 
committee was given 30 days to 
report its recommendation 
back to the board. 
The project would replace the 
chest-high railings with an 
eight-foot barrier made of thin 
vertial tension rods six inches 
apart. It would be topped with 
an angled rail too difficult to 
grasp long enough to climb 
over.

'Original Residents' 
Block Wounded Knee 


PINE RIDGE, S D. (UPD — 
A group of Oglala. Sioux Indi­ 
ans, who say they are “original 
residents of Wounded Knee,” 
blocked the main road to the 
village yesterday to protest 
being ousted from their homes 
by other Indians occupying the 
hamlet. 
Government forces m ain­ 
tained a perimeter around the 
village and government nego­ 
tiators tried to get the Indians 
to remove the roadblock, estab­ 
lished outside the perimeter. 
But the Indians vowed not to 
let food, or medical supplies 
pass into the hands of the Indi­ 
ans occupying the village until 
the confrontation is ended. 
Federal negotiator Stanley 
Pottinger flew by helicopter to 
the roadblock Friday and met 
with the group’s spokesmen, 
Woody Richards and John 
Hussman, in an effort to per­ 
suade them to rem ove the 
blockade. 
Richards said the group was 
protesting the American Indian 
Movement (AIM) takeover that 
ousted them, from, their homes 
•16 days ago, and what they 
called the Justice Department’s 
inability to end the armed con­ 
frontation. 
They also said the govern­ 
ment should compensate the 
original residents of the village 
for damage to their property 
and the loss of their homes 
since the occupation began Feb. 
07 


Most of the Indians at the 
roadblock, Pottinger said, are 
residents of Wounded Knee and 
“ some are concerned rela­ 
tives.” 
Pottinger, an assistant U.S. 
attorney general, told them the 
Justice Department wants to 
end the occupation of the vil­ 
lage “without bloodshed or loss 
of life.” 
He said he was sympathetic 
to their reasons for establishing 
the roadblock, but warned, “If 
you put yourself in the position 
of obstructing a federal officer, 
even if your intentions are the 
test, then you are violating a 
federal statute.” 
Richards said the roadblock 
would rem ain up until the 
armed occupation ended. Be­ 
fore the meeting with Pottinger 
was over, Richards and Huss­ 
man agreed to allow U.S. mar­ 
shals, FBI agents and Commu­ 
nity Relations Service (CRS) 
workers to pass through en 
route to the government’s road­ 
block closer to the village. 
However, the two Indians 
said all CRS cars would, be 
searched, and food and medical 
supplies would be prevented 
from, going through. 
“ If they want medical and 
food supplies,” Huaamsn said, 
“ they should come out and get 
it. They’re getting better medi­ 
cal aid down there than we are 
on the outside, and they’re get­ 
ting it free.”

She said her biology text con­ 
tained one “tiny chapter” on 
sex education which the teacher 
“whizzed” right through. 
The physical education pro­ 
posal called for elimination of 
mandatory gym classes in the 
11th and 12th grades. It urged 
they be replaced by “more 
diversified and innovative 
courses.” 
The “Student Bill of Rights” 
called for bans on short, hair 
requirements for boys, corporal 
punishm ent and “ a rb itra ry 
searches and seizures.” 
It declared that students 
have, among others, the follow­ 
ing rights: 
To determine their own ap­ 
pearance, including the style of 
hair and clothing. 
To see their own school files 
and to be notified about adverse 
comments which are placed in 
them. 
To wear political buttons or 
symbols, form political organi­ 
zations and distribute political 
leaflets or newspapers. 
On the request for more sex 
ed u,ca!.ion, b oard m em b er 
David Hubbard said the 'board 
has done about all it can to 
im plem ent sex education in 
schools. 
He noted that a new, updated 
sex education textbook, “Hu­ 
man Sexuality,” is being pre­ 
pared by the board. 


A Suicide 
Barrier For 
Span Is Back 


An old proposal to erect a 
.suicide barrier on. the Golden. 
Gate Bridge was revived yes­ 
terday, apparently with enough, 
votes by bridge district direc­ 
tors to assure its construction 
this time. (See other bridge 
story, page I.) 
The proposal, booted about 
for 23 years got as far as a 
preliminary design two years 
ago, but was shelved indefinite­ 
ly. 
The issue was revived at an 
unannounced meeting on April 
4 of the board’s special suicide 
com m ittee, which urged the 
board to adopt a policy to 
proceed with the project ‘"‘as 
soon, as possible.” 
The recommendation,, backed 
by dozens of organizations and 
in d iv id u als a t y e s te rd a y ’s 
packed board meeting, was ap­ 
proved. 12-5. Two of Marin’s 
three representatives on the 
board split, with Supervisor Mi­ 
chael Womum voting with the 
majority and San Rafael Mayor 
C. Paul Bettini with the minori­ 
ty. Dean N. Meyer of Mill 
Valley was absent. 
The board’s action fell well 
short of agreeing to spend the 
$750,000 estimated for the ac­ 
tual construction, but it did ask 
the finance-auditing committee 
to review spending $67,500 to 
complete design and wind-tun­ 
nel testing of the barrier. The 
committee was given 30 days to 
report its recom m endation 
back to the board. 
The project would replace the 
chest-high railings with an 
eight-foot barrier made of thin 
vertial tension rods six inches 
apart. It would be topped with 
an angled rail too difficult to 
grasp long enough to climb 
over. 
According to bridge officials, 
477 persons are known, to have 
jumped to their deaths from, the 
span since it opened in 1937.

This Beauty Salon 
Reshapes The Body 


By VIVIAN 
NEW YORK (AP) — In spring 
when women shop for new 
clothes, Nicole Ronsard does a 
thriving business at her beauty 
salon in New York. But many 
women never hear of her, she 
says. 
, “My business is never word 
of mouth,” she observed, the 
other day. 1,1 Women do not dis­ 
cuss the beauty problem I 
treat. . .But they become more 
aware of it whenever they shop 
for a new wardrobe. . .” 
Mme. Ronsard is an expert in 
the treatment of cellulite — in 
France it is a well-known condi­ 
tion that affects the most sus­ 
ceptible area, the thighs, and 
other parts of the body includ­ 
ing back, upper arms and 
knees. But the condition usually 
is not singled out for treatment 
in the United States, “although 
a large percentage of women 
suffer from it” she explained. 
Cellulite — lumps, bumps, 
ridges and globs of matter un­ 
der the skin — is accepted as 
just another indication of fat 
that they cannot control. But it 
is treated by doctors, hospitals, 
clinics and 
beauticians 
in 
France. Mme. Ronsard com­ 
mented. 
IN HER SALON she uses the 
French treatment method that: 
includes automated massage, 
updating the treatment with 
two machines. 
But one need not go to a salon 
to have it done, she explained, 
one reason she wrote the book, 
“ c e llu lite —Those lu m p s, 
bumps and bulges you couldn’t 
lose before.” 
Hw do you recognize cellu­ 
lite? Mme. Ronsard suggests 
gripping the thighs between the 
thumb and index finger or be­ 
tween the palms of both hands. 
“If cellulite is present the 
skin Hill ripple and resemble 
an orange peel or cottage 
cheese.” she remarked “and 
there might be a little sensitivi­ 
ty.” 
At a more advanced, stage the 
ripples are noticed, just by look­ 
ing in. a full length mirror at an 
affected area, such as the 
thighs, and. women in that cate­ 
gory often, feel the most de­ 
spair. 
“They cannot wears pants or 
shorts and the condition embar­ 
rasses them. Some women 
must go to the water’s edge at 
the beach before they remove a 
long robe that covers their 
thighs.” 


IN FACT French women de­ 
scribe the condition as culottes 
de chaval (riding breeches) be­ 
cause one’s thighs fail into that 
shape with cellulite, but it was 
Swedish massage experts who 
first observed “the presence of 
the lumpy node-like form a­ 
tions” which they began treat­ 
ing by massage, she says. They

have referred to it as pannicu- 
lite, myoceflulite and cellulite, 
the name adopted by the 
French. 
She has been told by doctors 
that cellulite occurs when the 
waste removal process slows 
down in an area. Water and 
wastes thicken forming the bul­ 
gy bumps. One client, a. yoga 
teacher,, insists her condition 
was the result of having had a 
baby. But many of Mme. Ron­ 
sard’s clients are slim models 
who have never been married. 
In many respects the actual 
cause is a mystery and even 
after it is corrected a mainte­ 
nance program must be used to 
keep it off, she commented. 
“ Dieting doesn’t help unless 
it is combined with exercise, 
massage and drinking enough 
water to eliminate the cellulite 
that breaks down,” she ex­ 
plained. 
Although she stresses mas­ 
sage, she cautions against mas­ 
saging so hard one bruises the 
skin. Sitting in a tub is a good 
time to work on one’s legs and 
thighs. Hips and buttocks might 
be massaged when one is towel 
drying. In fact, she suggests, 
once the .knack is acquired, one 
can, m assage when, one is 
watching television or sitting in. 
a. car or any other time. 


KEEPING IN MIND that legs 
should always be massaged to­ 
wards the heart, she suggests 
five m assage m ovem ents to 
help break down cellulite — 
stroking (preparing the skin by 
using upward sliding m ove­ 
ments) kneading (grabbing “a 
hunk of flesh,” lifting it away 
from the underlying structure 
and squeezing it with the fin­ 
gers or whole hand) knuckling 
(a crushing movement done in 
circular direction with fingers 
curled so that the knuckles 
press the skin) “S” formation 
(using thumb and forefinger of 
both hands to lift up a portion 
of flesh running hands back and 
forth in. opposite directions to 
form an “S” fold) and wringing 
(an “5” formation done without 
picking' up the flesh, —a deep 
action, massage that involves 
twisting flesh back and forth 
with the hands.) Deep stroking 
ends every m assage (heavy 
pressure towards the heart 
which therapists believe re­ 
lieves congestion and speeds 
removal of waste matter from 
tissues). 
The hose air treatment she 
gives in her salon may be done 
at home with a garden hose and 
lots of water pressure, she ad­ 
vises. 
Before coming to the United 
States six years ago, Mme. 
Ronsard lived in Paris where 
she graduated from a school 
specializing in the science of 
body shaping. But before that 
she had often helped her moth­ 
er, a well-known skin, specialist.

DEAR MRS. H.H., 
With the wide v ariatio n in 
widths o f fabrics, dep ending o n 
whether they are do mestic o r 
imp o rted, wo v en ex p ressly fo r 
the m anu factu rers o r fo r the 
ho me sewer, it is ju st as diffi­ 
cu lt fo r the sales p erso n in y o u r 
fabric sho p as it is fo r y o u . One 
p o int m u st be rem em bered, 
knits abso lu tely mu st be cu t in 
o ne directio n. Therefo re, y o u 
can’t fit o ne p iece o f a p attern 
into the o ther as y o u can when 
there is no directio n to the 
fabric. 


In answer to y o u r q u estio n 
abo u t p iecing, y es, it can be 
do ne and wo n’t be no ticeable, 
esp ecially if the p iecing is o nly 
two o r three inches at the 
cro tch o f the inseam. 
I wo u ld adv ise p iecing y o u r 
fabric befo re y o u remo v e the 
p attern, then y o u will av o id 
cu tting it to o small becau se y o u 
might hav e o v erlo o ked adding 
two seam allo wances. Be su re 
y o u p iece y o u r fabric with the 
grain ru nning in the sam e di­ 
rectio n. 
DEAR EUNICE, 
Yo u hav e o ften su ggested we 
ex am ine the co nstru ctio n o n 
ex p ensiv e clo thes if we are in 
do u bt. A go o d friend o f mine 
has a beau tifu l knit dress and 
jacket that she p aid almo st $200 
fo r. The jacket has no lining o r 
interfacing. Ho wev er, the dress 
has a sep arate lining.

More Clothing 
Of Flameproof 
Fabric Needed 


Clothing manufacturers must 
voluntarily increase their ef­ 
forts to provide the public with 
flame retardant wearing appar­ 
el if the tragic num ber of 
deaths and injuries from cloth­ 
ing fires is to be significantly 
reduced, the National .Safety 
Council advised. 
Howard Pyle, president of the 
Safety Council, said, “ An esti­ 
mated 1,500 lives are lost and 
some 1.00,000 persons suffer dis­ 
abling injuries each year as a 
result of their clothes catching 
fire. Sadly, most of these vic­ 
tims are children or elderly and 
disabled, persons. 
Clothing is involved in more 
than 80 per cent of these mis­ 
haps, according to studies, and 
approximately 34 per cent of 
those injured in the 1,245 fabric 
ignition cases studied by re­ 
ports were children under the 
age of 15.

I am another of your readers 
who is confused with the 
amount of yardage needed for 
knit slacks. 1 have a pattern 
that will require an extra half 
yard of fabric because it lacks 
about two inches of being wide 
enough. Is it possible to piece 
the inseam of slacks to avoid 
buying extra fabric? 
MRS. H.H. 
DEAR MRS. H.H., 
With the wide variation in 
widths of fabrics, depending on 
whether they are domestic or 
imported, woven expressly for 
the manufacturers or for the 
home sewer, it is just as 'diffi­ 
cult for the sales person in your 
fabric shop as it is for you. One 
point must be rem em bered, 
knits absolutely must be cut, in 
one direction,.. Therefore, you 
can’t fit one piece of a pattern 
into the other as you can when 
there is no direction to the 
fabric. 


In answer to your question 
about, piecing, yes, it can be' 
done and won’t be noticeable, 
especially if the piecing is only 
two or three inches at the 
crotch of the inseam. 
I would advise piecing your 
fabric before you remove the 
pattern, then you will avoid 
cutting it too small because you 
might have overlooked adding 
two seam, allowances... Be sure 
you piece your fabric with the 
grain running in the same di­ 
rection. 
DE.AR EUNICE, 
You have often suggested we 
examine the construction on 
expensive clothes if we are in 
doubt. A good friend of mine 
has a beautiful knit dress and 
jacket that she paid almost $200' 
for. The jacket has no lining or 
interfacing. However, the dress 
has a separate lining. 
I’m afraid to do the same 
thing, because I’ve seen some 
pretty sad results when women 
don’t line their knits. What is 
your recommendation?

The quality of the knit fabric 
in these expensive suits is hard 
to find at any fabric shop. They 
are usually 100 per cent wool 
and made from a tight, twisted 
yarn that has very little .stretch, 
or give. This makes it possible 
to achieve a beautiful effect 
without lining or interfacing. If 
your fabric is of the same 
quality, why not try it?

DEAR SALLY H., 
You won’t have too much 
difficulty in the future if you 
will keep this column for future 
reference.. In “ button lan­ 
guage,” 40 lines equal one inch, 
20 lines equal one-half inch, 10 
lines equal one-fourth inch. A 
few lines make very little dif­ 
ference. 
I would suggest you purchase 
the buttons you like when plan­ 
ning your garment, then you 
can add a fraction or take away 
a fraction according to the but­ 
ton you select. There doesn’t 
seem to be any standardization 
in the sizes, and the imported 
buttons tend to use the full 
gamut of sizes. 
Hope this clears up the confu­ 
sion many of you have. You can

PENSACOLA, Fla. (UPI) - 
Homero B lancas’ golf game 
heats up with the weather.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS 
ARE UP FOR DECISION 


Eight proposed amendments to the San Rafael City Charter — 
ranging from a proposal to make the post of city treasurer 
appo'intive rather than elective to expanding the size of three city 
boards — will appear on the San Rafael ballot Tuesday. 
The proposed amendments are; 
PROPOSITION C would make the post of city treasurer appoin­ 
tive rather than elective. 
PROPOSITION D would rediice from three years to one year the 
residency requirement w'hich candidates for elective office must 
meet, bringing the city charter in conformity with a state Supreme 
Court ruling that residency requirements of more than one year are 
unconstitutional. 
PROPOSITION E would raise from .$2,500 to $3,500 the amount of 
money the city may spend 'before being required to call for bids. 
PROPOSITION F would increase the present $1,000 limit to a 
$15,000 maximum the amount of money the city can spend on 
municipal advertising and promotional purposes. 
PROPOSITION G would permit the San Rafael Board of 
Education to fill its own board vacancies. The bO'ard is now allowed 
to fill its owm vacancies only if the city council fails to do so within 
60 days. Proposition G also provides that the term of any 
appointment or election in a special election will expire at the next 
regular municipal election. This applies to all elective offices, 
including the council. 
PROPOSITION H would allow the city council to set by ordinance 
the size of the fire commission, now limited to five members. 
Proposition H would allow city fathers to expand, decrease or 
abolish the body at will. 
PROPOSITION J would allow the city council to set by ordinance 
the size of the park and recreation commission, now'' limited to five 
members. Proposition J would allow’ city fathers to e.xpand, 
decrease or abolish the body at will. 
PROPOSITION K would allow the city council to set by ordinance 
the size of the library board, now limited to five members. 
Proposition K 'would allow city fathers to expand, decrease or 
abolish the body at will.

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New Indian Valley Campus 
In Forefront In Election

This year’s trustee derlion 
comes at a historic time for the 
Marin 'Com,mu:ni:ty College Dis­ 
trict as it embarks on building 
a companion campus to the -17 
year old College of Marin. 
Construction of Indian Valley 
Colleges in a wooded valley in 
Ignacio is sched'uled to bc'gin 
this summer:. The cluster-style 
campus is «pected to eventual­ 
ly relieve the overcrowding that 
has plagued the College of Ma­ 
rin campus in Kentfield in re­ 
cent years. 
The Kentfield campus is de­ 
signed to house 5,WW :full-tinie 
day students — this :fall enroll­ 
ment 20om,ed to around 7,,00(1., 
The North Marin campus, when 
co:mplete, will serve 5,'(MM)' stu­ 
dents. 
In common with all 'Califor­ 
nia’s community colleges, the 
Marin dist:rict :faces increasing 
financing difficulties In the 
coming years as state funding 
is expected to decline. How^ever 
the state taX'-shift school-fi- 
nance law, Senate Bill 90, whicli 
has drastically affected, elemen­ 
tary a,nd'higli school district’s 
revenues., does not apply to 
com,m,unity colleges. 
There are six candidates for 
three seats on the board, as the 
lerm.s of office of Trustees 
Theodore C. Wellman, Robert 
E. Oliver and Donald K. Felt 
expire. Wc'llman a:nd 'Oliver 
have decided .not to seek reclec- 
iion. 
Originally eight candidates 
filed for election,,, but sir,ice fil­ 
ing Alvin B'UCkelew and A,n,ne 
B. Saltonstall have wilhdrawii 
from the race for 'personal rea­ 
sons. Their names will still 
appear on the ballot, ho'wever.

Altho ug h there are three 
seats v acant o n the Marin 
Co unty Bo ard o f Educatio n af­ 
ter June 30, there will be an 
electio n in o nly o ne trustee area 
o n Tuesday . 
Incumbent Glen B. Ro binso n 
was the o nly candidate to file 
fo r Trustee Area 6 (The Mill 
Valley and Sausalito scho o l dis­ 
tricts.) 
Two entirely new trustee 
areas were created this y ear 
under redistricting o f the co un­ 
ty bo ard’s co nstituencies, and 
o ne new area - 5 — the Lark­ 
spur and Reed scho o l districts 
plus the Strawberry area - at­ 
tracted o nly o ne candidate, 
Marily n C. Steinau.

The immediate pro blem fac­ 
ing all scho o l districts is that o f 
finance and the restrictio ns im­ 
po sed under Senate Bill 90, 
Mrs. Bro wn has stated, “ alo ng 
with militant teacher o rg aniza­ 
tio ns.” The finance leg islatio n, 
she said, is in the rig ht direc­ 
tio n. 
She co nsiders teachers’ sala­ 
ries to be “ quite adequate co m­ 
pared with o ther pro fessio ns 
and day s wo rked per y ear” and 
wo uld like to see the Califo rnia 
tenure law which she co nsiders 
g iv es teachers all the adv an­ 
tag es, treated realistically so 
the three-y ear pro batio nary pe­ 
rio d co uld be used to weed o ut 
weak teachers.” 
She wo uld also enco urag e 
g reater use by lo cal districts o f 
co unty scho o ls o ffice perso nnel 
and serv ices.

Of all the school districts in 
Marin County, the Tamalpais 
High School District has experi­ 
enced the most controversy 
during the last year, thus gen­ 
erating an exciting election, 
The district, operates three 
high schools. Sir Francis Drake 
in San Anselmo, Tamalpais in 
Mill Valley and Redwood in 
Larkspur, plus two “alterna­ 
tive” schools, San Andreas and 
Mewah Mountain. 
It has a budget of $10,902,863 
this year, and forecasts one of 
$11,468,864 for the 1973-74 fiscal 
year. Revenue limits imposed 
under Senate Bill 90 promise to 
be a source of concern for the 
district in future years as it 
already has the highest admin­ 
istrativ e and second highest 
student costs in the entire state. 
There are three seats on the 
board up for election, with the 
expiration of terms of incum­ 
bents Jerrold M. Ladar, Robert 
W. Corlett and David D. Ring. 
Ring resigned last month and 
will not seek reelection. The 
other two incumbents are run­ 
ning in a field of nine candi­ 
dates.

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In the Dixie School District, 
where seven candidates includ­ 
ing one incumbent are vying for 
three seats on the board of 
trustees, there is no dramatic 
issue dividing the community. 
Rather, each candidate has a 
slightly different educational 
outlook and a slightly different 
answer as to how to cope with 
decreasing enrollment and tight 
money. 
The district, which serves 
Terra Linda. Marinwood and 
Lucas Valley and adjoining 
lands, has a long history of high 
parental concern and equally 
high student performance on 
testing. 
Thomas Neal McNamara is 
the only incumbent running. 
Trustees Dorothy Brown, run­ 
ning for the Marin County

Here are the backgrounds 
and some of the views of the 
candidates: 
CORAL KAY BECKMAN. 46 
year-old housewife and free­ 
lance home economist, has 
lived in Marinwood 16 years 
with her husband, Bink, and 
three sons.

Mrs. Beckman has been in­ 
volved in 4-H activities. Cub 
Scouts and Little League and 
has been a teacher's aide for 
years.

Mrs. Beckman has a B.S.

WAYNE E. CLIFF, a 39--year- 
old resident of 425 Quietwood 
Drive in the Terra Linda sec­ 
tion of San Rafael, is vice 
president of BankAm erica 
Realty Services Inc. in San 
Francisco. 
He holds a Bachelor's Degree 
from Dartmouth College and a 
master's in business adminis­ 
tration from Amos Tuck School. 
He and his wife, Margot, and 
their three children moved to 
Marin County 10 years ago. 
Two of the children attend 
schools in the Dixie District and 
the third is at Terra Linda High 
School. 
“ The Dixie School District is 
the only reason we live where 
we do,” Cliff told the Independ- 
ent-Journal earlier this year.

Terra Linda, Marinwood and 
Lucas Valley and adjoining 
lands, has a long history of high 
parental concern and equally 
high student performance on 
testing. 
Thomas Neal McNamara is 
the only incumbent running. 
Trustees Dorothy Brown, run­ 
ning for the Marin County 
Board of Education, and John 
A. Starkweather, did not seek 
reelection. 
Here are the backgrounds 
and some of the view's of the 
candidates: 
CORAL KAY BECKMAN. 46- 
year-old housewife and free­ 
lance home economist, has 
lived in Marinwood 16 years 
with her husband. Bink, and 
three sons. 
Tw'o of the sons attend ele­ 
mentary schools in the district 
and the third is in high school. 
Mrs. Beckman has been in­ 
volved in 4-H activities. Cub 
Scouts and Little League and 
has been a teacher’s aide for 
years. She and her husband 
have served as Dixie District 
Coordinating Council represent­ 
atives for Mary Silveira School. 
• Mrs. Beckman has a B.S. 
Degree in institution manage­ 
ment from Washington State 
University and has held various 
positions in the home econom­ 
ics field. 
In addition to school and 
youth activities, Mrs. Beckman 
has worked many years on the 
Marin County Heart Fund cam­ 
paign, serving one year as co- 
chairman for Northern Marin 
County, and also has been a 
mem ber of the Marinwood 
Guild of Sunny Hills, American 
Association of University Wom­ 
en and League of Women Vot­ 
ers. She is a past president of 
Marin County Home Econo­ 
mists in Homemaking and Al­ 
pha Phi in Marin County. 
Mrs. Beckman believes that 
Dixie is “one of the outstanding 
school districts in the state,’’ 
but she also recognizes that 
school taxes have been very 
high in this district. 
“This has been partly be­ 
cause the homeowners them­ 
selves have carried the tax 
burden in the absence of much 
industry. .. .Senate Bill 90 will 
relieve them of some of the tax 
load. Another method of tax 
relief might be if a broader 
base were used for school 
taxation.. . . ” 
Mrs. Beckman told a candi­ 
dates’ night audience that she 


believes in “ teaching useful 
knowledge” and that she advo­ 
cates “as much utilization as 
possible of parents" in assisting 
teachers. 
WAYNE E. CLIFF, a 39-year- 
old resident of 425 Quiet wood 
Drive in the Terra Linda sec­ 
tion of San Rafael, is vice 
p re sid e n t of B ankA m erica 
Realty Services Inc. in San 
Francisco. 
He holds a Bachelor’s Degree 
from Dartmouth College and a 
m aster’s in business adminis­ 
tration from Amos Tuck School. 
He and his wife, Margot, and 
their three children moved to 
Marin County 10 years ago. 
Two of the children attend 
schools in the Dixie District and 
the third is at Terra Linda High 
School. 
“The Dixie School District is 
the only reason we live where 
we do," Cliff told the Independ- 
ent-Journal earlier this year. 
He said he thinks the Dixie 
District has made efficient use 
of the “taxpayer’s dollar" dur­ 
ing past years, and “while hav­ 
ing far from the highest ex­ 
penditure per pupil, the district 
is considered one of the best in 
the state.” 
Cliff has consistently linked 
the quality of the school district 
with the continued high value of 
homes in the area. 
“One need only look at the 
classified ads for houses for 
sale which stress the location 
within the Dixie District to see 
evidence of this value," Cliff 
said. 
He added that “any tax relief 
that would jeopardize this qual­ 
ity would be false economy 
which could well reduce the 
value of all homes within the 
district.” 
JOSEPH DOYLE, 41, has 
lived with his wife Sada, and 
two children in the Dixie School 
District for the past five years. 
The family home is at 552 
Apple berry Drive in Lucas Val­ 
ley. 
Doyle, a statistician for the 
U.S. Department of Health, Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare in San 
Francisco, has been a member 
of the Dixie District's citizens 
advisory committee and Boy 
Scout Troop 64 committee. 
Doyle has said he has no 
pbjection to innovation in edu­ 
cation but believes that chil­ 
dren are sometimes used as 
guinea pigs in experim ents 
which exploit them for “psuedo 
science,” 
He cited a recent reading 
study in the district which he 
said involved 90 children for 
three months “ for nothing” 
since “the study was done so 
badly no conclusion could be 
reached from it.” 
Doyle is a strong believer in 
evaluating school programs and 
believes in a “literal interpreta­ 
tion” of the Stull Act, which 
sets standards for teaching per­ 
formance.

Doyle has also said that, even 
with declining enrollment, qual­ 
ity can be maintained in the 
district but advocates “fiscal 
responsibility to the taxpayer." 
Doyle holds a Bachelor’s De­ 
gree in business and economics 
from Oklahoma State Universi­ 
ty in his home state. 
DONAL A. McENHlLL, 43- 
year-old dentist who practices 
in San Francisco, lives at 22 
Mount Foraker Drive in Lucas 
Valley, with his wife Mildred, 
and four children. 
He ran unsuccessfully for the 
Dixie .board in 1971, finishing 
third in a field of seven candi­ 
dates. He has served on the 
Marin County Committee on 
School D istrict Organization, 
Dixie Parents Club and Dixie 
Finance Advisory Committee 
and is a member of conserva­ 
tion groups and denial societies 
as well as the California Acade­ 
my of Science. 
He is a graduate of the Uni­ 
versity of San Francisco and 
the University of the Pacific 
Dental School. 
He has said that if he is 
elected he will encourage “a 
joint effort by parents, teachers 
and administrators to translate 
district goals into laym en's 
language. . 
McEnhill has said he thinks it 
is possible to continue current 
school programs even under 
state financing restrictions and 
that he believes in local control 
of education. 
He has cited his regular at­ 
tendance at district board 
meetings for the past three 
years as valuable experience.

McNAMARA, 42, a lawyer with 
Pillsbury, Madison and Sufro in 
San Francisco, has served on 
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the Dixie board since 1965. 
He and his wife, Mary Eliza­ 
beth, and their three children 
live at 2200 Lucas Valley Road. 
He is a graduate of Duke 
University and received his law 
degree at George Washington 
University. 
In addition to two terms on 
the school board, he has been 
legal adviser to the Marin 
Foundation and the Lucas Val­ 
ley Homeowners Association. 
McNamara has said he sees a 
“ great challenge” to the dis­ 
trict in maintaining quality edu­ 
cation for the present 4,000 pu­ 
pils in the Dixie District (down 
from a high of 5,000) under new 
legislation w'hich limits taxa­ 
tion. 
He said while Dixie school 
taxes are the highest in Marin, 
there has been a “desire of the 
parents in Dixie to maintain a 
quality educational program re­ 
gardless of the cost to them­ 
selves.” 
“It would appear that SB '90 
will alleviate the problem for 
Dixie in part by increasing the 
state’s share of the cost of 
education. This is the only sig­ 
nificant way in which local 
property taxes can be re ­ 
duced,” according to McNam­ 
ara.

board contest. 
Trustee Shirley A. Walker is 
the lone board holdover as the 
terms of Leon Persson, John W. 
Boyd and Howard C. Harvey 
are expiring and colleague Cur­ 
tis P. Kamai has decided to 
step down after a long .board 
service. 
Persson, Boyd and Harvey 
are running, joined by challeng­ 
ers Jam es A. LaviJetta, W. Don 
Pack and James P. McDon­ 
ough. Anthony J. Moreno and 
Charles E. Newman seek to fill 
Kamai’s unexpired term. 
Oliver B. Larson Jr. of Corte 
Madera also was in the race for 
Kamai’s seat, but dropped out 
last month because of business 
commitments. 


A total of 7,533 voters is 
eligible to go to the polls. 
A rundown on the candidates 
in alphabetical order: 


JOHN W. BOYD, 78. general 
agent for the Franklin Life 
Insurance Co., has been a dis­ 
trict trustee for 20 years. A 
resident of Larkspur, he was 
voted that community’s out­ 
standing citizen in 1971 by the 
chamber of commerce. .Last 
year the new multimedia li­ 
brary at Larkspur-Corte Made­ 
ra School was named in his 
honor. 
Boyd, answering an Inde- 
pendent-Journal questionnaire, 
said in response to one query 
that he is opposed to teacher 
tenure laws. “Good teachers do 
not need it and poor teachers 
hide behind, it,” he said. 


He also criticized the state’s 
new tax shift, school finance 
legislation: 
“SB 90 does not 
help our district in any way and 
the Legislature has not met its 
obligation to finance education 
in the State of California.” 


HOWARD C. HARVEY, a 51- 
year-old officer with the Home- 
stakc 
Mining Co., first was 
elected to the 'board in 1965. A 
Corte Madera resident, he is 
president of the Mariner Cove 
Improvement A ssociation, a 
member of the Corte Madera 
General Plan Study Committee 
and chairman of the group’s 
subcommittee on housing. 


In his response to I-J ques­ 
tions, Harvey generally agreed 
with Boyd's position on teacher 
tenure laws and said he did n’t 
endorse SB 90 either because 
“it will tend to weaken the 
financial stability of the dis­ 
trict.

With five hopefuls vying' for 
three seats,, the Kentfield 
School District board race fo­ 
cuses on one issue: money. 
The district, which has 7,057' 
registered voters and an enroll­ 
ment of 1,282, is faced with a 
financial squeeze because of SB 
M, the state’s new tax-shift, 
school-finance law, and declin­ 
ing student population which 
affects state assistance. 
Most of the discussion during 
the campaign, which will end at 
the polls Tuesday, has dealt 
with. wiping out a projected 
1973-74 budget deficit of $80,000 
brought about by the financial 
squeeze. 
THE CANDIDATES are in­ 
cumbent Gloria Riccardi and 
challengers Bruce Koppe, an 
attorney and bank official; Win­ 
ifred Setrakian. active in school 
affairs; Neil M. Park, an attor­ 
ney, and Joan Brown stein, 
president of the Wolfe Grade 
Parent-Teacher Association. .All 
the challengers either serve or 
have served on the citizens 
advisory council to the district 
board. 
Besides Mrs., Riccardi*s posi­ 
tion, seats being contested are 
those of J. Richard Ellis and 
DeWitt K. MacDonald Jr., 'both, 
of whom are leaving the board 
after long service. 
The district’s dilemma is 
this: trustees last year dipped 
Into budget reserves to keep the

tax rate down to $2.96' per $1.00 
of assessed, valuation, a proce­ 
dure called deficit spending. 
Then along came SB 90, which 
not only halted deficit spending' 
but clamped a lid on spending 
per pupil by all school districts 
and required school 'boards to 
ask voter approval of certain 
overrides. 
Thus, com.bin.ed with an an­ 
nual average drop of 45 in 
student population the past four 
years, the district is confronted 
next fiscal year with the pros­ 
pect that expenses will exceed 
revenues by $80,000' and with no 
way of wiping out the deficit 
except, by budget cuts. 
'Views on. what and how much 
to cut vary among the candi­ 
dates, with aft expressing a 
desire at the same time to 
maintain the best educational 
program possible. 
The situation, in the words of 
candidate Winifred Setrakian, 
has forced a “hard look at 
reality.** 
Meanwhile, district officials 
are hoping legislation in Sacra­ 
mento will point a way out of 
the dilemma for .Kentfield. 
GLORIA RICCARDI, the in­ 
cumbent trustee, has taken part 
in some cost-cutting already 
undertaken by the board in 
preparation for next fiscal 
year. Trustees have notified

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specter of personnel cuts, not­ 
ing that 85 per cent of the 
budget goes toward staff sala­ 
ries and benefits.

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AN UNEASY PEACE

A rift between two camps in 
the Reed School Distirct — 
bridged for the last two years 
but not eliminated — looms 
large in the minds of four 
candidates for three board 
seats. 
Although the district has been 
relatively quiet since the last 
board election in 1971, with no 
newr outbreaks of the controver­ 
sies which regularly rocked 
Reed during previous years, the 
potential for new hostilities still 
exists. 
All four candidates — incum­ 
bents John J. Osborn and 
Charles V. Patterson and new­ 
comers Robert K. Ockner and 
Donald Furlong — mentioned 
reconciliation of splinter groups 
as high on his list of priorities if 
elected. 
The third of the three seats 
vacant is held by Kenneth G. 
Wells, who decided not to run 
for another term. The district 
has 7,619 registered voters. 


THE DISAGREEMENT in 
Reed goes back several years 
before 1969. During the late 
1960s, Reed began experiment­ 
ing with new types and methods 
of education and began deem­ 
phasizing the traditional skills 
taught in school in favor of a 
more loosely structured pro­ 
gram — too untraditional, some 
argued. 
As costs skyrocketed — from 
$469 per pupil in 1960 to $1,019 
in 1969 — some parents began 
to complain the experimental 
programs were not producing 
enough results for the money 
'‘spent. 
In 1969, three trustees were 
elected on platforms pledging 
opposition to a scheduled 50- 
cent tax rate increase. They 
also promised to fight "innova­ 
tion for innovation’s sake" and 
experimental programs which 
they said were not working. 
The three — Gordon C. 
Wright, James B. Richwagen 
and Wells — formed the board 
majority for a time, but Wright 
eventually was recalled in a 
bitter election in 1971 and Rich­ 
wagen resigned when he moved 
out of the district. 
The 1971 election — which not 
only involved Wright’s recall 
but also two other board seats 
— saw the candidates many 
considered the educational lib­ 
erals regain control of the 
board. Osborn replaced Wright 
and joined Leo Souza, who won 
reelection, and Margaret E. 
Jones to tip the balance away 
from the conservatives. 
Things have been calmer in 
th district since th.n, but it is 
safe to say the parents and 
others who elected Wright, 
Richwagen and Wells and who 
voted against Wright’s recall 
haven’t gone away. 
It is these parents and their 
views on education that most 
concern the four candidates 
running for the board April 17. 
Other controversies which 
could crop up again include a 
dispute over graded report 
cards versus ungraded ones; 
votes of “ no confidence" in the 
board bv district teachers, and 


squabbles over educational 
goals and achievements, spend­ 
ing of foundation grants and 
charges that teacher morale 
and effectiveness suffered from 
board actions. 
The candidates, their back­ 
grounds and their views on 
issues in the election are: 


DR. JOHN J. OSBORN is one 
of two incumbents running for 
reelection. A San Francisco re­ 
search physician, Osborn was 
elected to the board in 1971 and 
was its president during his 
first year in office. 
He and his wife, Anne Mary, 
live at 2960 Paradise Drive, 
Tiburon, with the last of their 
seven children. Osborn, 55, is a 
native of Detroit who has lived 
in the district 20 years. He is a 
graduate of Princeton Universi­ 
ty and Johns Hopkins Medical 
School. 
The major problem facing 
Reed, he said, “ is to let the 
district settle down and get 
some work done after the up­ 
heavals of two years ago.’’ 
“ The whole debate of then 
was very useful and both sides 
have contributed constructive 
components” to the district, he 
said.

“ a group of parents, sometimes 
labeled the conservatives, 
wanted more accountability 
and evaluation of programs. 
The other parents, called by 
some the liberals, wanted inno­ 
vative and flexible education.’’ 
Both groups, he said, “ had 
very important and construc­ 
tive things to say and both 
should be listened to.” 
One goal of the board, he 
said, should be to return much 
of the detailed day-to-day work 
in the district to the administra­ 
tion. “ The board took over too 
much work two years ago. I’m 
convinced administration is the 
job of administrators, not of the 
board.” 
With “ all sorts of different 
ways of teaching,” Osborn said 
it is “ important to keep enough 
flexibility and variety in teach­ 
ing to match the child to the 
teaching method.” Parents, he 
said, should have voice in 
which type of program their 
children enter. “ Educators tend 
to forget it, but often parents 
have pretty good idea which 
whqch type of education is right 
for their children.” 


CHARLES V. PATTERSON, 
41, is the other incumbent in the 
race. A native of California, 
Patterson was elected to the 
board in a special election in 
June to fill the unexpired term 
of James R. Richwagen, who 
moved out of the district. 
Patterson, an attorney with 
offices in Tiburon, was a mem­ 
ber of the Reed board in 1969. 
when he was appointed to fill 
an unexpired term, but failed in 
his bid for election to the post, 
running fourth in a field of six 


candidates and losing out to 
Richwagen by 41 votes. 
Patterson is a graduate of the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles and of Hastings College 
of Law. He and his wife and 
three children live at 20 Penin­ 
sula Road, Belvedere. 
“ The two most important 
things a board members must 
address himself to are econom­ 
ics and curricula,” he said. It is 
the duty of the board to “ make 
sure the taxpayer is getting a 
fair break. The board has the 
obligation to see that district 
programs are in line with the 
money available.” 
The district “ should be will­ 
ing to explore new approaches 
in methodology in education,” 
he said. “ In a small district 
such as ours it's vital to evalu­ 
ate the potential of any pro­ 
gram before it is implemented, 
and to constantly evaluate and 
follow up programs after they 
begin.” 
If they are unsuccessful, 
there should be “ willingness to 
admit it.” 
While board members are 
“ not professional educators and 
must rely on the professionals 
to supply information,” that is 
no reason for trustees to agree 
with everything the administra­ 
tion suggests, Patterson said. 
In Reed are “ a great number 
of varying opinions,” he said, 
"and we must try to understand 
them all. Each opinion proba­ 
bly has merit and there’s no 
reason we can’t exchange ideas 
and opinions as long as we 
don’t become emotional about 
them.” 
Patterson stated his philoso­ 
phy on board intervention in 
day-to-day district operations: 
• The board is not an adminis­ 
trative body but a policy-mak­ 
ing body. There’s no way a 
board can administer a district 
when it is meeting twice a 
month.” 
As an attorney, Patterson 
said he could help the district 
by exploring the implications of 
various pieces of legislation 
that affect schools in California.

Four candidates are contest­ 
ing for three seats on the Ross 
School District Board of Trust­ 
ees in Tuesday’s election.

Way, Thomas A. Guerin and 
David A. Dixon. 
The district has one school, 
Ross School, with 510 students 
in kindergarten through eighth 
grade. There are 1,835 regis­ 
tered voters in the district. 
The district faces implemen- 


tation of the new state tax-shift 
school financing law, Senate 
Bill 90, which could restrict its 
tax rate. Voters, however, ap­ 
proved a higher tax ceiling in 
June, 1970, the unused portion 
of which could be added to the 
amount mandated by the new 
state law. 
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Known for quality education 
and high scores on statewide 
tests, the district also must deal 
with decisions regarding open 
classroom and other innovative 
educational programs being im­ 
plemented in other districts. 


THOMAS A. G U ERIN , 45, a 
partner in a certified public 
accountant firm in San Francis­ 
co, is running for the Ross 
School District Board for the 
first time. 
He said that implementation 
of Senate Bill 90 is the most 
important task facing the dis­ 
trict. 
“ This comprehensive bill con­ 
tains new procedures concern­ 
ing taxation and school financ­ 
ing that will make careful 
budgeting of even greater con­ 
sequence in years to come,” he 
said. “ I feel that my business 
experience will be helpful to the 
school board in this area.”

He also said he would seek 
through liaison representatives 
closer association with other 
organizations in the communi­ 
ty, including the PTA, Recrea­ 
tion Committee and Town Coun­ 
cil. 
Guerin said he does not en­ 
dorse the open classroom con­ 
cept, “ although I understand it 
has been tried and found effec­ 
tive in many areas.”

Guerin, of 11 Ames Avenue, 
Ross, and his wife, Janice, have 
five children, aged 8 to 18, all of 
whom have attended or are 
attending Ross School.

An­ 
selm's Church. 


D A V ID A. DIXON, 42, is a 
corporation officer and director 
of several companies allied 


with trucking, race horses, 
fresh food and vegetable export 
and insurance. He is seeking 
his first term as a Ross School 
District trustee. 


“ I think that curriculum (edu­ 
cational) decisions should be 
made through the joint effort of 
board members, school admin­ 
istrators 
and 
the certified 
staff,” he said. “ This requires 
very good communication be­ 
tween the three groups, with 
neither the board nor the school 
management allowing a feeling 
of fear or intimidation to exist 
in the minds of the teaching 
staff regarding what they are 
teaching, what changes they 
would like to see, or even what 
salaries are fair.”

Dixon said he does not at this 
time endorse the open class­ 
room concept. 
*T think that changes and 
improvements in classroom 
teaching are certainly possible 
and desirable, but only after 
they have proven successful in 
other similar teaching situa­ 
tions in other schools. At the 
elementary level, we have no 
need for alternative schools, 
nor do we have much need for 
career education.”

Four Bid

Three Openings 
On The Board 


Four candidates are contest­ 
ing for three seats on the Ross 
School District Board of Trust­ 
ees in Tuesday's election. 
They are incumbents Sally 
Ann Rakow and Elizabeth F. 
Way, Thomas A. Guerin and 
David A. Dixon. 
The district has one school, 
Ross School, with 510 students 
in kindergarten through eighth 
grade. There are 1,835 regis­ 
tered voters in the district. 
The district faces implemen- 
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tation of the new state tax-shift 
school financing law, Senate 
Bill 90, which could restrict its 
tax rate. Voters, however, ap­ 
proved a higher tax ceiling in 
June, 1970, the unused portion 
of which could be added to the 
amount mandated by the new 
state law. 
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Known for quality education 
and high scores on statewide 
tests, the district also must deal 
with decisions regarding open 
classroom and other innovative 
educational program s being im­ 
plemented in other districts. 
THOMAS A. GUERIN, 45, a 
partner in a certified public 
accountant firm in San Francis­ 
co, is running for the Ross 
School District Board for the 
first time. 
He said that implementation 
of Senate Bill 90 is the most 
important task facing the dis­ 
trict. 
“ This comprehensive bill con­ 
tains new procedures concern­ 
ing taxation and school financ­ 
ing that will m ake careful 
budgeting of even greater con­ 
sequence in years to come,” he 
said. “ I fed that my business 
experience will be helpful to the 
school board in this area.” 
One of his particular goals 
would be to increase student 
awareness of career opportuni­ 
ties. 
“ I would like to call upon the 
men and women of our commu­ 
nity to explain the interesting 
aspects of their work to seventh 
and eighth grade students at 
five or 10 meetings during the 
school year. This would encour­ 
age youngsters to think about 
careers at an early age and 
broaden their knowledge of the 
opportunities open to them .” 
Guerin said he favors select

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open board sessions where par­ 
ents and students could pass 
along their views on education­ 
al needs directly to principals 
and board members. 
He also said he would seek 
through liaison representatives 
closer association with other 
organizations in the communi­ 
ty, including the PTA, Recrea­ 
tion Committee and Town Coun­ 
cil. 
Guerin said he does not en­ 
dorse the open classroom con­ 
cept, “although I understand it 
has been tried and found effec­ 
tive in many areas.” He said he 
does not believe that alterna­ 
tive school ideas apply to the 
Ross District. 
Guerin, of 11 Ames Avenue, 
Ross, and his wife, Janice, have 
five children, aged 8 to 18, all of 
whom have attended or are 
attending Ross School. 
He received a degree in busi­ 
ness administration from the 
University of Santa Clara and 
served in the Army in Korea 
from 1946 to 1947 and from 1951 
to 1952. 
Guerin, a resident of Marin 
County for 18 years, the past 
seven in Ross, has coached 
Little League baseball and girls 
soccer at Ross School as well as 
C atholic Youth O rganization 
basketball team s at St. An­ 
selm’s Church. 


DAVID A. DIXON, 42, is a 
corporation officer and director 
of sev eral com panies allied 
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w ith trucking, ra c e horses, 
fresh food and vegetable export 
and insurance. He is seeking 
his first term as a Ross School 
District trustee. 
"I think that curriculum (edu­ 
cational) decisions should be 
made through the joint effort of 
board members, school admin­ 
istra to rs and 
the certified 
staff,” he said. “ This requires 
very good communication be­ 
tween the three groups, with 
neither the board nor the school 
management allowing a feeling 
of fear or intimidation to exist 
in the minds of the teaching 
staff regarding what they are 
teaching, what changes they 
would like to see, or even what 
salaries are fair.” 


Dixon said he endorses the 
new concept of school finance 
as required by last year's Sen­ 
ate Bill 90. 


“ Something like this was long 
overdue,” he said, “ in spite of 
the U.S. Supreme Court saying 
that the right to an equal edu­ 
cation is not a right guaranteed 
by the U.S. Constitution. 
“ It ju st m eans that our 
wealthy districts are going to 
have to be more critical of how 
they spend their money. And, of 
course, there rem ains the over­ 
ride provision whereby district 
residents can vote more money 
for their schools in the future.” 
Dixon said he does not at this 
time endorse the open class­ 
room concept. 
"I think that changes and 
im provem ents in classroom 
teaching are certainly possible 
and desirable, but only after 
they have proven successful in 
other similar teaching situa­ 
tions in other schools. At the 
elementary level, we have no 
need for alternative schools, 
nor do we have much need for 
career education.” 
Dixon, and his wife,- Edith 
Ann, live at 1 Arroyo Drive in 
the Del Mesa section of Kent- 
field. which is part of the Ross 
School D istrict. They have

Six candidates vying for two 
seats on the San Rafael Board 
of Education have discussed a 
number of subjects during their 
campaigns, but have offered 
the widest spectrum of views on 
two issues: proposals to cut 
school costs, and alternative 
schools. 
Candidates for the board are 
Suzanne L. Beittel, co-president 
of the Terra Linda Parent- 
Teacher Association: Gale B. 
Fisher, a member of the San 
Pedro Parent-Teacher Associa­ 
tion board: incumbent Paul K. 
McMullen, a public relations 
director for Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Co.; Lewis S. 
Pollock, a sales engineer for an 
air conditioning firm; Marie J. 
Sessi, legislative chairman of 
the Terra Linda and San Rafael 
Parent-Teacher 
Association 
councils, and Jeff D. Yar­ 
brough, a senior at San Rafael 
High School. 
McMullen, appointed to the 
board last year, is making his 
first bid for a full term. Board 
president Lawrence I. Kramer 
is not running for reelection. 
The names of Joan Lisetor 
and Clarence W. Koop will also 


appear on the ballot, since they 
did not drop out of the race 
early enough to eliminate their 
names from the ballot listing. 


MOST CANDIDATES gener­ 
ally agree that selection of a 
new superintendent is the ma­ 
jor task facing the school sys­ 
tem, and there has been little 
debate 
that 
the 
selection 
process should involve commu­ 
nity input. 
(Supt. John F. Plank will 
resign his post as of June 30 to 
accept a similar position with 
the Singapore-American School 
in Singapore.) 
The San Rafael School Sys­ 
tem, which has 29,926 regis­ 
tered voters and an enrollment 
of about 8,500, embraces 12 
elementary schools, two middle 
schools and two high schools. 
Like other school districts, 
the San Rafael School System is 
faced with a financial squeeze 
in the wake of declining enroll­ 
ment - especially in the elemen­ 
tary district where a current 
enrollment of 4,300 pupils is 
expected to dip by about 200 
next year. Most candidates

financing law, and have offered 
a wide range of proposals for 
belt-tightening. 
Candidates have also provid­ 
ed a wide spectrum of opinion 
on the issue of alternative 
school programs and the quali­ 
ty of education in the San Ra­ 
fael School System. 
Most candidates have agreed 
the lottery system is unfair, 
and that state tenure law needs 
revision. All oppose automatic 
promotion of students. 


SUZANNE L. BEITTEL, of 
675 Barberry Lane, is a mem­ 
ber of the education committee 
of the Marin Association for 
Mental Health, the conservation 
committee of the Marin Audu­ 
bon Society, Marin Conserva­ 
tion League, Marin Alternative 
and the San Rafael Citizens 
Advisory Committee on the 
General Plan. 
Mrs. Beittel, 45, a volunteer 
in outdoor education at Santa 
Margarita School, is past presi­ 
dent of the Dixie Coordinating 
Council and holds a Bachelor’s 
Degree in chemistry from Anti­ 
och College. Her three children 
are enrolled in Terra Linda 
High School. 
Throughout her campaign she 
has stressed her various activi­ 
ties in the Dixie School District, 
saying the San Rafael school 
board needs a Dixie representa­ 
tive since local children gradu­ 
ate into the San Rafael School 
System. “ I feel that I bring 
representation and input from 
the Dixie District where I have 
lived 12 years and have been 
active in schools and the com­ 
munity.” 
She has urged a “ close look 
at the budget” and considera­ 
tion of the possibility of closing 
one or two of the elementary 
district’s small neighborhood 
schools in an effort to cut costs. 
Mrs. Beittel has said she has 
“ positive feelings” about the 
San Rafael School System and 
endorses “ a variety of educa­ 
tional techniques,” including 
traditional and alternative pro­ 
grams. 
“ I would do almost anything” 
to spark student motivation, 
she said, adding students need 
a wide variety of educational 
programs. “ I am pleased with 
the alternative schools in San 
Rafael.” 
School boards should be con­ 
tinually “ tuned in” to the kinds 
of things going on in all district 
classrooms, she said. 


GALE B. FISHER, of 7 I)un

California and the Peacock Gap 
Garden Club. She has been a 
stewardess, a union representa­ 
tive for a national airline, and a 
fashion representative for a 
number of women’s publica­ 
tions. She has acted as an “ in 
class” volunteer in the San 
Rafael School System. 
She holds an agricultural de­ 
gree from the University of 
Illinois and has lived in the 
district for 9 years. Her four 
sons are enrolled in San Pedro 
School. 
Mrs. Fisher, 42, is also a 
member of the Children’s Home 
Society and a den leader for 
Cub Scout Pack 55. She is an 
area chairman for the Republi­ 
can Party and is on the board 
of the U.S. Resin and Onyx 
Corp. 
Mrs. Fisher has stressed the 
need for a “ yardstick of judg­ 
ment,” or an “ outline in writing 
as to the learning in a particu­ 
lar year or class. Parents will 
then be able to better judge if a 
child is getting the proper in­ 
struction to enable him to go to 
the next school level.” She has 
also proposed that all students 
be given an aptitude test in 
their sophomore year and that 
the school system “ follow up on 
what happens to students after 
they leave school.” 
She has urged improvement 
of the quality of education in 
the district high schools, saying 
that many students flunk en­ 
trance English exams at the 
College of Marin. 
Mrs. Fisher said the district’s 
spending program can be cut 
by using Golden Gate Bridge 
District buses for transporting 
students, assigning one princi­ 
pal to two schools and by 
“ being thrifty.” 
She has declared that there 
would be less call for alterna­ 
tive schools if good teachers 
were placed in the “ main­ 
stream schools.” She advocates 
grade penalties for tardiness 
and absenteeism and more vo­ 
cational alternative programs. 


PAUL K. McMULLEN, of 248 
Knight Drive, has served on the 
board since last April when he 
was appointed to fill the vacan­ 
cy created by the resignation of 
Paul L. Jones. He is chairman 
of the San Rafael High School 
Human Relations Committee, 
former chairman of the school 
board’s citizen advisory com­ 
mittee, past president of the 
Glenwood Parent-Teacher Asso­ 
ciation and a past member of 
the San Rafael High School 
Parent-Teacher Association. 
McMullen, 41, holds a bache­ 
lors Degree from Whitman Col-

He has lived in the district for 
eight years and has two chil­ 
dren, one enrolled in Davidson 
School and the other enrolled in 
San Rafael High School, 
McMullen has stressed the 
teaching of basic skills, equip­ 
ping students for the responsi­ 
bilities of citizenship and offer­ 
ing them a wide spectrum of 
career opportunities. He has 
suggested that “ career explora­ 
tion opportunities” be offered to 
students at the elementary lev­ 
el and that local professional 
people be made available to 
show students what careers are 
like. 
McMullen has proposed in­ 
structional aid cutbacks and an 
end to duplication in elementa­ 
ry and high school busing serv­ 
ices and consideration of the 
possibility of closing one or two 
of the elementary district’s 
small neighborhood schools in 
an effort to cut costs. 
McMullen supports alterna­ 
tive schools “ as long as they 
have clear-cut educational 
goals” and has proposed an 
alternative program based on 
career education. “ But alterna­ 
tives should not be permitted 
where the goals are poorly de­ 
fined. or not consistent with the 
broad objectives laid down by 
the district.”

Six On School 
Board Ballots 
In San Rafaei 


The Quality Of Education, 
Alternative School Debated 


Six. candidates vying for two 
seats on the San Rafael Board 
of Education have discussed a 
number of subjects during their 
campaigns, but have offered 
the widest spectrum of views on 
two issues: proposals to cut 
school costs, and alternative 
schools. 
Candidates for the board are 
Suzanne L. Beittel, co-president 
of the Terra Linda Parent- 
Teacher Association; Gale B. 
Fisher, a member of the San 
Pedro Parent-Teaeher Associa­ 
tion board; incumbent Paul K. 
McMullen, a public relations 
director for Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Co.; Lewis S. 
Pollock, a sales engineer for an 
air conditioning firm; Marie J. 
Sessi, legislative chairman of 
the Terra Linda and San Rafael 
Parent-Teacher Association 
councils, and Jeff D. Yar­ 
brough, a senior at San Rafael 
High School. 
McMullen, appointed to the 
board last year, is making his 
first bid for a full term. Board 
president Lawrence I. Kramer 
is not running for reelection. 
The names of Joan Lisetor 
and Clarence W. Koop will also 


appear on the ballot, since they 
did not drop out 'of the race 
early enough to eliminate their 
names from the ballot listing. 
MOST CANDIDATES gener­ 
ally agree that selection of a 
new superintendent is the ma­ 
jor task facing the school sys­ 
tem, and there has been little 
debate that the selection 
process should involve commu­ 
nity input. 
(Supt. John F. Plank will 
resign his post as of June 30 to 
accept a similar position with 
the Singapore-American School 
in Singapore.) 
The San Rafael School Sys­ 
tem, which has 29,920 regis­ 
tered voters and an enrollment 
of about 8,500, embraces 12 
elementary schools, two middle 
schools and two high schools. 
Like other school districts, 
the San Rafael School System is 
faced with a financial squeeze 
in the wake of declining enroll­ 
ment - especially in the elemen­ 
tary district where a current 
enrollment of 4,300 pupils is 
expected to dip by about 200 
next year. Most candidates 
have endorsed cautiously SB 90, 
the state’s new tax shift school

financing law, and have offered 
a wide range of proposals for 
belt-tightening. 
Candidates have also provid­ 
ed a wide spectrum of opinion 
on the issue of alternative 
school programs and the quali­ 
ty of education in the San Ra­ 
fael School System. 
Most candidates have agreed 
the lottery system is unfair, 
and that state tenure law' needs 
revision. All oppose automatic 
promotion of students. 
SUZANNE L. BEITTEL, of 
675 Barberry Lane, is a mem­ 
ber of the education committee 
of the Marin Association for 
Mental Health, the conservation 
committee of the Marin Audu­ 
bon Society, Marin Conserva­ 
tion League, Marin Alternative 
and the San Rafael Citizens 
Advisory Committee on the 
General Plan. 
Mrs. Beittel, 45, a volunteer 
in outdoor education at Santa 
Margarita School, is past presi­ 
dent of the Dixie Coordinating 
Council and holds a Bachelor’s 
Degree in chemistry from Anti­ 
och College. Her three children 
are enrolled in Terra Linda 
High School. 
Throughout her campaign she 
has stressed her various activi­ 
ties in the Dixie School District, 
saying the San Rafael school 
board needs a Dixie representa­ 
tive since local children gradu­ 
ate into the San Rafael School 
System. “I feel that I bring 
representation and input from, 
the Dixie District where I have 
lived 12 years and have been 
active in schools and the com­ 
munity.” 
She has urged á “close look 
at the budget” and considera­ 
tion of the possibility of closing 
one or two of the elementary 
district’s small nci g tibor hood 
schools in an effort to cut costs. 
Mrs. Beittel has said she has 
“positive feelings” about the 
San Rafael School System and 
endorses “a variety of educa­ 
tional techniques,” including 
traditional and alternative pro­ 
grams. 
“I would do almost anything” 
to spark student motivation, 
she said, adding students need 
a wide variety of educational 
programs. “I am pleased with 
the alternative schools in San 
Rafael.” 
School boards should be con­ 
tinually “tuned in” to the kinds 
of things going on in all district 
classrooms, she said. 
GALE B. FISHER, of 7 Dun- 
fries Terrace, has held board 
positions with the Womens Ag­ 
ricultural League of Northern

California and the Peacock Gap 
Garden Club. She has been a 
stewardess, a union representa­ 
tive for a national airline, and a 
fashion representative for a 
number of women’s publica­ 
tions. She has acted as an “in 
class” volunteer in the San 
Rafael School System. 
She holds an agricultural de­ 
gree from the University of 
Illinois and has lived in the 
district for 9 years. Her four 
sons are enrolled in San Pedro 
School. 
Mrs. Fisher, 42:, is also a 
member of the Children’s Home 
Society and a den leader for 
Cub Scout Pack 55. She is an 
area chairman for the Republi­ 
can Party and is on the board 
of the U.S. Resin and Onyx 
Corp. 
Mrs. Fisher has stressed the 
need for a “yardstick of judg­ 
ment,'” or an “outline in writing 
as to the learning in a particu­ 
lar year or class. Parents will 
then be able to better judge if a 
child is getting the proper in­ 
struction to enable him to go to 
the next school level.” She has 
also proposed that all students 
be given an aptitude test in 
their sophomore year and that 
the school system “follow' up on 
what happens to students after 
they leave school.” 
She has urged improvement 
of the quality of education in 
the district high schools, saying 
that many students flunk en­ 
trance English exams at the 
College of Marin. 
Mrs. Fisher said the district’s 
spending program can be cut 
by using Golden Gate Bridge 
District buses for transporting 
students, assigning one princi­ 
pal to two schools and by 
“being thrifty.” 
She has declared that there 
would be less call for alterna­ 
tive schools if good teachers 
were placed in the “ main­ 
stream schools.” She advocates 
grade penalties for tardiness 
and absenteeism and more vo­ 
cational alternative programs. 
PAUL K. McMULLEN, of 248 
Knight Drive, has served on the 
board since last April when he 
was appointed to fill the vacan­ 
cy created by the resignation of 
Paul L. Jones. He is chairman 
of the San Rafael High School 
Human Relations Committee, 
former chairman of the school 
board’s citizen advisory com­ 
mittee, past president of the 
Glenwood Parent-Teacher Asso­ 
ciation and a past member of 
the San Rafael High School 
Parent-Teacher Association. 
McMullen, 41, holds a bache­

of Oregon. He is a member of 
the board of the Golden Gate 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross. 
He has lived in the district for 
eight years and has' two chil­ 
dren, one enrolled in Davidson 
School and the other enrolled in 
San Rafael High School. 
McMullen has stressed the 
teaching of basic skills, equip­ 
ping students for the responsi­ 
bilities of citizenship and offer­ 
ing them a wide spectrum, of 
career opportunities. He has 
suggested that “career explora­ 
tion opportunities” be offered to 
students at the elementary lev­ 
el and that local professional 
people be made available to 
show students what careers are 
like.McMullen has proposed in­ 
structional aid cutbacks and an 
end to duplication in elementa­ 
ry and high school busing serv­ 
ices and consideration of the 
possibility of closing one or two 
of the elementary district’s 
small neighborhood schools in 
an effort to cut costs. 
McMullen supports alterna­ 
tive schools “as long as they 
have clear-cut educational 
goals” and has proposed an 
alternative program based on 
career education. “But alterna­ 
tives should not be permitted 
where the goals are poorly de­ 
fined, or not consistent with the 
broad objectives laid down by 
the district.” 
LEWIS S. POLLOCK, of 9 
Knoll Way, is a member of the 
San Rafael School System's ci­ 
tizen’s advisory committee and 
was the committee’s first chair­ 
man. He is a member of the 
Santa Venetia School and Terra 
Linda High School, parent- 
teachers association and presi­ 
dent of the American Society of 
Heating, Refrigeration and Air 
Conditioning Engineers. 
Pollock, 43, holds a Bache­ 
lor’s Degree in mechanical en­ 
gineering from the University 
of Pittsburgh and is past presi­ 
dent of the Nova Albion Parent- 
Teacher Association and the 
Ix>s Ranchitos Home Improve­ 
ment Association. 
He has two daughters en­ 
rolled in Terra Linda High 
School and three sons enrolled 
in Santa Venetia School. He has 
lived in the district 10 years. 
Pollock has expressed con­ 
cern that the San Rafael school 
board is “gradually loosing the 
depth of experience” needed to 
evaluate school matters.

said tie can provide such expe­ 
rience since he has attended 85 
per cent of all school board 
meetings over the past five 
years. 
Pollock has urged better pub­ 
lic relations between the school 
system, and community, saying 
big flaps in the press some­ 
times overshadow the good 
things being done in the 
schools. 
Pollock has proposed consid­ 
eration of the possibility of clos­ 
ing one or two of the elementa­ 
ry district’s small neighborhood 
schools as a means of belt- 
tightening, but feels that major 
budget cuts are not needed 
because the “situation is man­ 
ageable.’' 
He has expressed support of 
the alternative school concept, 
saying “we have to make sure 
our district is able to provide a 
flexible environment for the 
kids to learn in.” He has called 
for “improved ways to evaluate 
the end product” of 'both, tradi­ 
tional and alternative pro­ 
grams. 
MARIE, J, SESSI, of 195 Cir­ 
cle Road, is co-chairman of 
Girls State for the American 
Legion Auxiliary, vice presi­ 
dent of the Blessed Sacrament 
Womens Guild, treasurer of the 
Las Gallinas Valley Master 
Plan Committee, a, member of 
the Los Ranchi tos Improve­ 
ment Association and a room 
mother at Hartzell School. 
Mrs. Sessi, 45, is part presi­ 
dent of the Santa Venetia Par- 
ent-Teacher Association and 
has served in various capacities 
with the Red Cross, Gallinas 
Valley Little League and Chil­ 
drens Home Society. 
She is a ‘graduate of Hadley 
Technical High School and has 
attended a number of night 
school courses. She has six 
children, enrolled in the College 
of Marin, Terra Linda High 
School, and Santa Venetia and 
Hartzell, schools. She has lived 
in the district 20 years. 
Mrs. Sessi has urged that 
students be tested at the begin­ 
ning and end of each school 
year using national examina­ 
tions. She has suggested that 
teachers "weed out” colleagues 
not doing their jobs and pro­ 
posed that students grade 


teachers as a means of relevant 
feedback. 
She has proposed that various 
administrative departments 
within the school system - such 
as custodial and grounds serv­ 
ices - be merged to help cut 
costs. 
Some alternative programs 
appear inadequate, according 
to Mrs. Sessi, because of loose 
scheduling and lack of discip­ 
line. She has urged that regular 
high school sites, and not off- 
campus locations, be used for 
alternative schools and has pro­ 
posed that more vocational edu- 
cation aimed at “saleable 
skills” be established. 
“What I endorse is education 
results. We are continually 
trying various innovations. I 
could only endorse these when 
it is shown to me that results 
have been equal or better than 
previous methods.” 
JEFF D. YARBROUGH, of 11 
El Cerrito Avenue, helped 
found and is an active member 
of San Rafael High School’s 
“new voter” program. He is an 
assistant manager of McDo­ 
nald's restaurant in San Rafael. 
Yarbrough, 18, has attended 
schools in Sacramento, is a 
graduate of Davidson School, 
and plans to attend college and 
law school after graduation 
from San Rafael High School. 
He is a member of the 
school’s marching band. 
Yarbrough was forced to ob­ 
tain a court order to place his 
name on the ballot since he had 
been ruled ineligible under the 
city charter to run for the 
board because he has lived In 
the city for only two years. The 
charter requires that candi­ 
dates for elective office meet a 
three year residency require­ 
ment, though a proposal to 
amend the requirement to a 
one-year stipulation, as re­ 
quired by the courts, will ap­ 
pear on the April 17 ballot. 
Yarbrough has stressed the 
need for student representation 
on the board during his cam­ 
paign. “We need more young 
people in politics,” he said, 
adding he can relate to fellow 
students and businessmen. 
Yarbrough has proposed a 
program whereby high schools 
would become three-year facili­ 
ties, including grades 10,11 and

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“ of being a very healthy dis­ 
trict,” she said, “ but there are 
a few weak spots to be recog­ 
nized and improved.” 
She cited what she said was a 
“ yearly increase of students 
entering Tamalpais High who 
are poorly prepared in read­ 
ing.” These students come from 
the Mill Valley district and 
others, she said. 
Not only that, she said, but 
“ children entering the middle 
school are poorly prepared in 
the technical aspects of writing, 
spelling and grammar as well 
as in math skills. When middle 
school teachers have to concen­ 
trate on teaching these skills 
that should have been learned 
in the previous five years, then 
something is wrong.” 
Mrs. Bach-y-R ita said she 
does not believe, “ as is being 
more and more frequently im­ 
plied, that there is ‘something 
wrong’ with these children.” 
Instead, she suggested there 
may be “ something wrong” 
with the administration of the 
teaching program. 
“ One of the big problems is 
that often the responsibility of 
teaching has been shifted from 
the teacher's shoulders to the 
child’s,” she said. “ Many chil­ 
dren neither are ready or will­ 
ing or trained to take on such a 
responsibility. Furthermore, 
they need to be guided, moti­ 
vated, inspired and challenged 
to do their best by competent, 
well-trained adults.”

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Four O f The Five Bolinas-Stinson Trusteeships Up For Crabs

Four of five seats on the 
Bolinas-Stinson School District 
board will be up for grabs 
Tuesday when district voters go 
to the polls to choose new trust­ 
ees from a field of 10 candi­ 
dates. 
Two incumbents — Jessie 
Reasoner and John W. Harris 
— have announced they will not 
run for reelection and one trust­ 
ee, John G. Barrow, has re­ 
signed. Incumbent Michael E. 
Aitken is seeking a second 
term.. 
The only board position not 
up for election is that of Presi­ 
dent Charles E. Hancock. 
Seven persons are competing 
for the seats now held by Ait­ 
ken, Reasoner and Harris. The 
candidates are: Aitken. Carol 
A. Flynn, Paul Mann; O'Brien 
Young, Carolyn Brown, Michael 
D. Sanford and Diana L. Farn­ 
sworth. All are trying for a full- 
term on the board. 
Seeking to replace Barrow 
and complete the remainder of 
his term which expires in June 
30, 1975, are: Susan F. Wash­ 
ington, Peter B. Weston and 
Russell Riviere. 
The only concrete issue which 
has surfaced in the campaign is 
the 50-cent tax rate increase 
which the district will ask vot­ 
ers to approve next week. 
Most of the board hopefuls 
interviewed indicated they op­ 
pose the tax measure at this 
tim e —for various reasons. 
Only one — Aitken —supported 
the proposal. 
Proponents argue that the 
district’s revenues, already cut 
by more than $10,000 through 
land lost to the Point Reyes 
National Seashore, will decline 
even further when the impact 
of the Golden Gate National 
Recreation Area is fully as­ 
sessed. 
They fear that SB 90, the new 
state tax shift measure, will 
freeze district revenues at their 
current, depleted level, and 
th a t existing program s will 
have to be cut as expenses 
increase and income remains 
the same. 
Opponents, for the most part, 
contend that the tax proposal is 
being presented too soon, lie- 
fore the district actually knows 
just what the effect the land 
losses and the tax shift will 
have. 
The candidates and their 
views are as follows: 


CAROL A, FLYNN, 31, is a 
Stinson Beach pediatrician who 
has lived in the district four 
years. 
A graduate of Mary wood Col­ 
lege in Pennsylvania with a 
bachelor’s degree in biology, 
she received her M.D. degree 
from Temple University in 
Philadelphia. She interned at 
Harkness Community 1 Iospita 1 
in San Francisco and completed 
her residency at Mount Zion 
Hospital. 
She and her husband, George, 
also a physician, live at 291 
Buena Vista Street. The couple 
has one child, a three-week-old 
girl. 
Dr. Flynn said she decided to 
seek election to the board ‘‘be­ 
cause my child is going to go to 
that school and I’m interested 
in how it is being run.” 
If elected, she would work “to 
provide the best possible funda­ 
mental education for the chil­ 


dren.” She thinks more school 
time should be devoted to sub­ 
jects such as reading, math and 
language arts. 
There are some people who 
have suggested replacing some 
of the teachers (at Bolinas 
School) with, teacher’s aides be­ 
cause it costs less,” Dr. Flynn 
said. “I’m opposed, to this.” 
She favors the tax increase 
“ because I think the district 
needs the money.” 


O'BRIEN YOUNG, 35, is a 
musician and photographer who 
has lived in the district since 
August of 1972, moving here 
from Santa Barbara. 
She is a graduate of Radcliffe 
College, with a bachelor’s de­ 
gree in English. 
She and her husband, Lan- 
don, director of the Community 
Music Center in San Francisco, 
reside at 275 Dogwood Road. 
The couple has two children 
both of whom attend Bolinas 
School. 
If elected, Mrs. Young would 
use her interest and experience 
in fine and creative arts to 
bring more cultural events — 
particularly music and the per­ 
forming arts — to the school. 
The candidate believes the 
district, could make better use 
of “the fantastic variety of 
skills and talents” of people in 
the community, by encouraging 
them to share their abilities 
with the children. “That way 
we could, add to the variety of 
our educational program with­ 
out. increasing the expense,” 
she said. 
Mrs. Young admits to ‘'mixed 
feelings” about the tax mea­ 
sure and. does not think its 
passage “terribly crucial” to 
the district. “ We have one of 
the highest expenditures per 
student, in, Marin County and we 
should be able to use that mon­ 
ey more effectively,” she said, 
but added: “On the other hand, 
the district hasn’t asked for a. 
tax increase in 10 years.” 
She said she decided to run 
“because this is a school I find 
exciting and I would, like to be a 
part of it.” 


MICHAEL E. AITKEN, 27, is 
a deputy sheriff and a 17-year 
resident of Bolinas, where he 
lives with his wife and four 
children. 
Aitken, a student in police 
science at the College of Marin, 
is seeking his first full term on 
the board. He was first elected 
in February of 1971 to fill a 
vacancy created by the resigna­ 
tion of Trustee Erik Lund. 
If his bid for another term is 
successful, Aitken said, he will 
try to insure th a t B olinas 
School remains a “facility for 
learning, not just one big baby­ 
sitting operation. 
“ I don’t want to see the 
school fall back to where it was 
two years ago, with all the 
conflicts” between supporters 
of trad itio n al education and 
those who prefer a more free- 
learning' atmosphere, he said. 
The candidate said he doesn’t

"go in for campaign promises, 
because most of them don’t pan 
out. 
■Til just do the best I can,” 
he added. 


MICHAEL D. SANFORD, 
who has lived in Stinson Beach 
since last September, is an 
attorney for the Constitutional 
Revisional Commission in San 
Francisco'. 
The 37-year-old candidate 
holds a law degree from the 
University of California at 
Berkeley and a bachelor’s de­ 
gree in liberal arts from St. 
John’s College in. Maryland.. In 
addition, he had done graduate 
work in sociology at UC. 
Sanford is married and the 
father of two children who at­ 
tend school in the district. 
He is chairm an of Stinson 
Beach Projects, a community 
action organization. 
Sanford does not favor the 
tax increase, saying the district, 
does not yet know enough about 
the effects of SB 90 to make a 
decision as to whether more 
money is needed. 
In addition, he said, the tax 
shift was designed to provide 
tax relief for homeowners and 
“ 1 think it is a. m istake for,local 
government to use it as an 
opportunity to .increase taxes.” 
He believes the increase would 
hurt, people on fixed incomes in 
the community. 
As a lawyer, Sanford thinks 
he could help the board “keep 
its feet on the ground in rela­ 
tion to various state and federal 
programs and requirem ents.” 
He is not committed to “any 
particular edu.ca.tion.aI philoso­ 
phy.” Rather, he would like to 
see the school offer “a broad 
range of alternative educational 
approaches,, from inform al, 
open classroom programs to 
traditional, 
high achievement 
teaching techniques.” 


DIANA L. FARNSWORTH is 
a pre-law student at University 
of California, Berkeley, who 
has worked as a teacher's aide 
at Bolinas School and has been 
active in school activities, in­ 
cluding fundraising and a par­ 
ent survey. 
She is a. Montessori-trained 
teacher who has lived in the 
district since I960 and resides 
at 170 Rosewood Road with her 
husband, Philo —an inventor 
and designer —and four chil­ 
dren. one of whom attends Boli­ 
nas School. 
If elected, she said, she would 
work to increase parent in­ 


volvement in the school. "I feel 
m any p aren ts are alienated 
from the school; 
they don’t 
know quite what's going on 
even though they need to,” she 
said. 
She would encourage parents 
to come to the school and talk 
with the teachers and staff. “ I 
think they will come if they 
know the school people are 
receptive to their ideas and 
concerned with their prob­ 
lem s.’’ 
Because of the small size of 
the district, Mrs. Farnsworth 
believes it should 'be 'possible to 
give “each child what he or she 
needs” in the way of individual 
attention and instruction. 
She thinks that gifted chil­ 
dren at the school, as well as 
those with handicaps, are not 
given sufficient attention and 
will seek to rem edy that. 
Mrs. Farnsworth would also 
work to bring “ the many talent­ 
ed people in the community” 
info the school and its pro­ 
grams. “ This town is so rich;

and they could be.” 
She would also like to see 
some type of educational m as­ 
ter plan developed for the dis­ 
trict. and opposes the proposed 
tax increase. 
“ 1 think we should do more 
with our present income than 
we have done in the past,” she 
said. “I am certain there are 
ways we can save money.” 
Mrs. Farnsworth said she 
could ■ bring to the board a love 
and concern for all children. 
“ When we see the tremendous 
possibilities in our own chil­ 
dren, we have to translate them 
to all children and I try to do 
that,” she said.

Residents of the Marin Mu­ 
nicipal Water District’s Divi­ 
sion Four will have the chance 
to decide if they want the dis­ 
trict to restrict population 
growth by limiting water sup­ 
ply when they go to the polls 
T uesday to choose a represent­ 
ative to the MMWD board. 
T here are 17,019 registered 
voters in Division Four. 
T hree candidates, with div­ 
erse views on that controversial 
question, are seeking to replace 
Director Eugene A. Miller — 
who resigned last November — 
as representative for the divi­ 
sion which includes Mill Valley, 
and parts of T amalpais Valley, 


Corte Madera and Kentfield. 
Dr. L. Martin Griffin, physi­ 
cian and conservationist, be­ 
lieves that limiting supply may 
be the only way to curb popula­ 
tion, since he thinks the pro­ 
posed county-wide plan may not 
be effective in stopping over­ 
development. 
T wo other contenders for the 
board post, Jerome C. Hauke, a 
civil engineer and former Mill 
Valley city councilman, and 
Ross S. Shade, a certified pub­ 
lic accountant, contend that 
planning and responsibility for 
limiting development should be 
left to the county’s planning 
agencies.

T HE QUEST ION of a morato­ 
rium on new connections — 
particularly for large develop­ 
ments — has also been one of 
the major campaign issues. 
T he district board has consid­ 
ered a connection ban on at 
least three occasions — always 
before large audiences —, but 
the proposal has failed to pass. 
T here has been considerable 
controversy on that subject 
among district residents, with 
one group believing that the 
district is facing a water short­ 
age and should curtail new 
connections and another which 
contends (here is enough water 
to grant all new services until 
additional supply is found. 
Since Miller’s resignation, the 
four-man MMWD board has of­ 
ten split 2-2 on the granting of 
pipeline extensions for new 
services.

voting for a moratorium.

Shade would have no qualms 
about importing water from 
outside Marin, but would prefer 
to seek sources inside the coun­ 
ty first, “ because it may cost 
less to get water locally.” 
He is opposed to the North 
Marin intertie because that 
pipeline would not meet all of 
the district's future water needs 
or solve long-term water supply 
deficiencies.

He sees his engineering back­ 
ground as a strong point in his 
campaign for the seat. “There 
are no engineers on the board 
now,” he explained. “ It would 
be valuable to have a member 
who could translate engineering 
items that come up, to provide 
a practical approach to m at­ 
ters. . 
His platform is basically one 
of concilation. “ What is needed 
is someone who can work with 
both sides,” he said. “I'm not 
tied to any narrow ideology and 
would like to tie the board 
together. It's really split now.” 
If elected, Hauke would at­ 
tempt to restore public confid­ 
ence in the MMWD board by 
“supplying the voting public 
with complete and honest data 
so that may make informed 
decisions on. . proposed solu­ 
tions to our water problems.” 
He would also work to investi­ 
gate methods of developing ad­ 
ditional water supply, and to 
provide better water pressure 
in all areas of the district and 
improved fire mains. He would 
also like to explore the feasibili­ 
ty of waste water reclamation 
of district water. 
Hauke does not believe it is 
the water district’s function to 
control population by limiting 
water supply. “ .It is the duty of 
the water district board to coor­ 


dinate and cooperate with plan­ 
ning agencies, not compete with 
them ,” he said. 
He does not think there is 
immediate danger of a district- 
wide wafer shortage and would 
not vote for a moratorium on 
new connections until the fate 
of the bond issue for new? supply 
is decided by voters, probably 
in November, 
Hauke would consider import­ 
ing water from the Russian 
River if no M arie sources can 
be found. “ Just because water 
crosses a county line it doesn't 
become tainted,” he said. 


ROSS S. SHADE,, a certified 
public accountant, lives in Mill 
Valley and has been a resident 
of the county since 1954. 
He holds

accounting firm of Shade Faisst 
and Co. and was formerly a 
partner in a large national CPA 
firm.

Urban Renewal Planning Asso­ 
ciates (SPUR), the California 
Society of Certified Public Ac­ 
countants, the Americans Insti­ 
tute of CPA’s and the Sierra 
Club. In addition, he is an 
associate m ember of the Munic­ 
ipal Finance Officers Associa­ 
tion. 
Shade, his wife and two 
daughters reside at 219 Oakdale 
Avenue. 
He believes that the MMWD 
should, leave growth control to 
the county's planning agencies, 
but thinks that district voters 
themselves will impose some 
restraints on unlimited w ater 
supply which might stim ulate 
unlim ited grow th by voting 
down bond issues. 
“ I don't think the voters want 
unlimited development and we 
(THE MMWD board) are going 
to have to give them what they 
want,” he said. 
Shade is convinced that recy­ 
cling of waste water for irriga­ 
tion and domestic use will not 
be feasible “for many years.” 
Consequently, he does not think 
the district's planning for con­ 
solidated sewer facilities should 
include recycling at this time. 
The candidate indicated he 
would oppose a ban on new 
connections — at least at this 
time. He said he might consider 
it if district voters turn down 
the next bond issue to finance 
supply, But, even then, he 
would explrore other alterna­ 
tives for obtaining w ater before

voting for a moratorium. 
The d is tric t’s top p rio rity 
goal should be to find a feasible 
solution to its water supply 
problems, he said. 
Shade would have no qualm s 
about im porting wrater from 
outside Marin, but would prefer 
to seek sources inside the coun­ 
ty first, “because it may cost 
less to get w ater locally.” 
He is opposed to the North 
M arin in te rtie because th a t 
pipeline would not meet all of 
the district’s future water needs 
or solve long-term w ater supply 
deficiencies. 
If elected, Shade said he 
could contribute a firm knowl­ 
edge of business m anagem ent 
to the MMWD board’s opera­ 


tions. “ I would be able to deter­ 
mine if the district is complying 
with good business standards 
and state regulation,” he said.

Seeing Bali

SANUR. Bali. Indonesia — 
Cycling through the lush Ba­ 
li nesi an countryside and small 
villages is worth every ounce of 
pedal power exerted. It brings 
the rider close to a pleasant 
way of life still found in Bali. 
The crowing of roosters and 
melodious tones of tropical 
birds; laughter coming from 
just over the wail of a com­ 
pound; crickets chirping their 
endless chorus; the excited 
“Hello-Hi” of countless children 
playing along the roadside: the 
friendly wave of a farmer as he 
looks up briefly from plodding 
behind a water buffalo — there 
are the rewards of the cyclist in 
Bali. 
They are much more pleasing 
than the chatter of the market­ 
place where most tourists gath­ 
er. 


IN THE WARM sunshine of 
the island it may be difficult to 
pull away from the comforts of 
beach and pool offered by an 
increasing num ber of hotels 
here in the Sanur resort area 
and the only other major resort 
area at Kuta nearer the airport. 
But there are not the places to 
find Bali at its best. 
Those wrho do take off seem 
satisfied with touring the coun­ 
tryside by taxi or microbus, 
stopping to visit temples, to 
watch a shadow show or a 
trance dance, or to bargain 
with sellers of batik, silver and 
woodcarvings.. 
The many Japanese visiting 
Bali these days usually rent 
motorcycles (made in Japan) 
and roar dowm the roads.

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tennis hat, and joined the solid 
stream of Bali cyclists w’hich 
seems reluctant to give more 
than half the road even to 
constantly honking trucks and 
tour buses. 


BEFORE I KNEW it I was 
riding in formation, in ever- 
changing patterns, sometimes 
four abreast, moving at a slow 
but steady speed. 
Sometimes I would be riding 
next to a student with a book 
bag over his shoulder. Then it 
would be a man in a coolie hat 
with large baskets crammed 
with sticks balanced on each 
side of his bike. Or it might be 
an elegantly dressed Balinese 
woman with her head held high 
as if on a royal steed. The 
stream of two-wheelers would 
part briefly for an oncoming 
pedestrian brave enough to 
buck this constant current. 
I can definitely state that this 
area of Bali is not the place for 
walkers. 


BUT FOR CYCLISTS it’s a 
different story, especially when 
swinging aw'ay from the town 
areas. The southern part of the 
island is quite flat, so 10- and 
15-speed bicycles are unneces­ 
sary. And even on the hottest 
day, the breeze created by the 
bike’s motion makes the cycler 
wish to go on and on. 
Which I did. After about two 
hours I found myself 20 miles 
away from my hotel, and dark­ 
ness was suddenly upon me. It 
was then I discovered my lights 
were not wrarking. 
But before I describe my 
nocturnal return I would like to 
describe some of the endearing 
incidents that occurred that af­ 
ternoon along these country 
roads.

“How many 
children have you” brought 
head-shaking laughter. One 19- 
year-old explained that he 
didn’t plan to marry for anoth­ 
er 10 years. 
At an intersection near the 
port of Benoa my progress was 
halted by a herd of cattle which 
filled the road ‘‘from wall to 
wall.” There were about 200 
steers with about 100 men and 


boys leading them with ropes. 
One Balinesian “cowboy” spot­ 
ted me taking pictures and 
explained that they were head­ 
ed for Hong Kong on a cattle 
boat waiting in the harbor. 
Intersections usually have an 
island in the .center with a 
statue assigned to “ward off the 
evil spirits of accidents.” As I 
sat there making notes, two 
.youngsters were leaning over 
my shoulders watching. Then 
as I changed film in the camera 
they became even more inter­ 
ested, so I asked the young boy 
and girl to pose for a picture. I 
would line them up. step back a 
little, look through the view- 
finder, and find them about a 
yard apart again. It was like 
trying to put the opposite poles 
of magnets together. 


THE LITTLE GIRL was al­ 
most in tears, but this quickly 
turned to joy when I didn’t 
insist on togetherness and of­ 
fered them a couple of ballpoint 
pens with pantomimed instruc­ 
tions on how to use them. I also 
left them some paper, and they 
imitated my note taking. 
I didn’t realize I stuck out my 
lower lip when taking notes, 
As I began to head back 
toward the hotel darkness 
closed in. My concern over the 
unworkable light on the bike 
was somehwat relieved by 
seeing other cyclists in the 
same condition. 
About this time a student 
with his younger brother sitting 


behind him started up a side- 
by-side conversation. He said 
he was studying to be a teach­ 
er. and that they w^ere orphans 
being raised by their uncle who 
was working the half acre of 
land left to them by their par­ 
ents. The boys insisted on guid­ 
ing me to Denpasar, so I sug­ 
gested we stop at a stand along 
the road and I would buy some 
refreshments.

THE ENEMY AT THE GATES: The 
Battle For Stalingrad by William 
Craig; Reader's Digest Press-Dut- 
ton, 404 pages, $10.95. Reviewed 
by John D. Yates. 


In 1944 Charles do Gaulle visited the 
battlefield of Stalingrad, and wandered 
through the acres and acres of devasta­ 
tion: 
. .un peuple formidable, un tres 
grand peuple. . .” muttered the General. 
A correspondent agreed, “ Ah. oui, Les 
Russes.” De Gaulle shook his head: “ No, 
No! I speak of the Germans — that they 
should have come so far. . .” 
We could always rely upon 1,0 Grand 
Charles to speak his mind. 
In reaching the Volga River and the 
eastern limits of European Russia, the 
German war machine had far out-paced 
the French Emperor Bonaparte of anoth­ 
er age, and had worked miracles of 
strategy and logistics; and the German 
soldier had performed with his usual 
courage and tenacity. But in the final 
drive to Stalingrad on the west bank of 
the Volga, there were dark omens of a 
disaster in store for the Germans: over­ 
extended supply lines, an overconfidence 
that denied all thoughts of decline and 
defeat, and the choice of a battleground 
between two great natural barriers — 
The Don and the V'olga — behind which 
preparations for defense and counter 


attack by the Russians could be staged. 
However, the factor that contributed 
most to the terrible German denouement 
was the takeover of strategic (and even 
tactical) direction of the campaign by a 
lunatic ex-eorporal of the German Army, 
Adolf Hitler; and by subsequent false 
assurances of airlift support by a gross, 
drug-ridden incompetent, Reichmarshal 
Herman Goering. 
That the aristocratic and dedicated 
professional, Gen. (and before the end of 
the battle, Field Marshal) Frederich Von 
Paulus, could have sacrificed his 6th 
Army to the whim of the Fuehrer, is 
incomprehensible. But in the total picture 
of the Hitler war, I suppose the destruc­ 
tion of an army was nothing compared 
with the German leader’s plans to de­ 
stroy the entire nation in one final 
Götterdämmerung, to which m ilitary 
men far senior to Von Paulus gave their 
tacit approval. 
The battle for Stalingrad will remain 
for all time the most horrendous of 
struggles in destructiopn of life, limb and 
property, between competing land armies 
in what we are pleased to call today 
‘‘conventional warfare.” The statistics 
are staggering: 
The Germans lost 400,000 men, the 
Italians 130,000 out of their 200,000 man 
army, the Hungarians 120,000, and the 
Rumanians 200,000 men. The satellites 


therefore lost more than the Germans, as 
did the subjugated nations in 1812 whose 
soldiers made up more than 50 per cent 
of Napoleon’s army. 
But the Russians lost in killed, wound­ 
ed and missing, 750,000 men; and after 
five months of fighting and bombing, 99 
per cent of the city had been reduced to 
rubble, more than 41,000 homes had been 
destroyed. The population of the city in 
September, 1942, was about 500,000, and 
by February, 1913, only 1,500 remained. 
Probably 50 per cent had been killed and 
the rest had fled to Siberia and other 
parts of Asia. 
Author William Craig has produced an 
absorbing human record of the struggle, 
based upon hundreds of interviews over a 
long period of time with survivors on 
both sides. Within the framework of the 
historical calendar of events, the move­ 
ments of armies and the plans of grand 
strategy, the book is composed of on- 
location stories from the memories of 
participants, and of fascinating vignettes. 
We learn of the presence of two famous 
sharpshooters in the street-fighting — 
Major Konings of the Germany Army 
and the Russian Vassili Zaitsev and his 
girl friend assistant, who carried out a 
personal duel; of Dr. Kohler, who despite 
a broken and wired-together jaw, worked 
20 hours a day attending friend and foe 
alike in fire and flame; the famous Soviet 


violinist who entertained Russian troops 
at Christmas time, and responded to 
German shouts from across the streets 
requesting Bach; of the Russian Girl 
prostitutes who administered to both 
sides in a cellar in the rubble. When the 
Germans were surrounded by the Rus­ 
sian counter-offensive which they had so 
long ignored, and the Goering airlift was 
bringing in only 100 tons a day rather 
than 750 tons, we see the beginning of the 
total disintegration of the German war 
machine. Cannibalism becomes common, 
as soldiers turn into animals. 
The author tells us that the physical 
evidence of this cruel struggle is now 
very sparse — there are a number of 
flamboyant monuments and plaques, all 
overshadowed by a giant statue of Moth­ 
er Russia at the top of Mamaev Hill. 
All the rubble was removed over 25 
years ago and the city is rebuilt; and I 
suspect that even in Stalingrad the battle 
for the city is largely forgotten because a 
mere handful of its inhabitants in those 
days survive. 
In all such struggles it is the common 
people and soldiers who suffer most,, but 
who are remembered or acknowledged 
least. Craig’s fascinating book, however, 
records the story from the grassroots 
level and is probably one of the most 
profound anti-war documents ever writ­ 
ten. 
Salisbury Of The Times On The New China 


TO PEKING — AND BE­ 
YOND: A Report on the 
New Asia by Harrison E. 
Salisbu ry; 
Q u a d ra n gle ; 
The New York Times; 308 
pages, $7 .95.

These days a visa to visit 
China is a passport to a publish­ 
able book. “ To Peking — And 
Beyond,” written by the experi­ 
enced Moscow correspondent of 
the New York Times, combines 
some of the best and worst 
attributes of the current reports 
on the Central Kingdom. 


It is only fair to Salisbury to 
start with the positive contribu­ 
tions that he makes. 


As a sophisticated, long-time 
observer of the Russian scene, 
he is able to contribute valuable 
insights into the changing rela­ 
tionship between China and the 
Soviet Union. Even while U.S. 
foreign policy was laboring un­ 
der the assumption that the two 
most powerful Communist pow- 
ers had been fused into a mono­ 
lith bound together with Marx­ 
ist abstractions, Salisbury was 
able to anticipate more tangible 
forces that would pull them 
apart. 
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Russian Far Eastern policy, 
under czars and commissars, 
has concentrated on the needs 
and objectives of Moscow. Long 
before the 1918 Revolution, Rus­ 
sia and China had quarreled 
over their joint boundary in 
Central Asia. Right up until the 
Nationalists under Chiang Kai- 
shek were driven off the main­ 
land, the Russians withheld any 
significant support for Mao Tse- 
tung, and concentrated their 
efforts on stabilizing a Chinese 
government which they knew to 
be badly divided and ineffectu­ 
al. 


Russia simply did not want a 
strong unified China as a neigh­ 
bor, regardless of its political 
persuasion. 
With the Chinese Communists 
in power, international pres­ 
sures forced China and Russia 
to try to build a relationship. 
Even at the height of this hon­ 
eymoon, Russian aid to China 
was no Marshall Plan. There 
were only loans of limited mag­ 
nitude, and each loan carried a 
price tag in obligations. Russia 
was not China’s brother, she 
was her usurer. 
Salisbury’s account of the 
Sino-Soviet partnership and its 
deterioration, and his compari­ 
son of Russian post-revolution­ 
ary society with China’s, are 
built on his experience as a 
critical observer of Soviet so­ 
ciety and politics and repays 
careful reading. 
China’s population — its vast

magnitude, its military poten­ 
tial, its capacity for manual 
labor, and its potential need for 
room in which to expand so that 
it can feed itself — is of great 
interest to the United States as 
well as to China’s neighbors. 
Chinese population statistics 
are unreliable, but Salisbury 
cites data that convinces him 
that the numbers of Chinese are 
still growing at a rate greater 
than those of other world pow­ 
ers. Despite the almost com­ 
plete lack of overt sexuality 
among young people, and the 
emphasis on late marriage, the 
birth rate, particularly in rural 
areas, is very high. Why? Be­ 
cause it still takes the total 
effort of 80 per cent of the 
population to provide enough 
food for everyone. 
Salisbury judges that China’s 
population will continue to grow 
rapidly until further mechani­ 
zation of agricultural produc­ 
tion reduces the need for farm 
labor. At that point he antici­ 
pates a major internal transi­ 
tion — a flood of hundreds of 
millions of peasants from the 
rural areas into the cities. 
China’s leaders will have to 
cope with an urban population 
“ bomb” that will dwarf any­ 
thing the West has known. How 
China deals with population 
growth and movement will rad­ 
ically affect her internal stabili­ 
ty as well as her relations with 
her neighbors. 


Another valuable aspect of 
“ To Peking —And Beyond” is 
the two-chapter section on 
North Korea and its dictator, 
Kim Il-Sung. Very little is 
available to the American pub­ 
lic about the Hermit Kingdom. 
Salisbury gives a clear, concise 
description of North Korea’s 
intense police state, its national 
drive for security against being 
any state’s vassal, and the un­ 
believable “ personality cult” 
that has left every leader 
nameless except Kim Il-Sung. 


Salisbury contributes very lit­ 


tle to our understanding of the 
Cultural Revolution, Mao’s un­ 
leashing of the young people 
against the New Red bureauc­ 
racy in 1966 that has clouded 
the Chinese scene for even the 
most clear-eyed China-watch­ 
ers. Edward Rice in “ Mao’s 
Way,” and Barbara Tuehman 
in “ Notes From China” give us 
much more thoughtful and ana­ 
lytical accounts of the import, 
implications and possible conse­ 
quences of Mao’s attempt to 
keep the Revolution fluid.

In 1944 Charles de Gaulle visited the 
battlefield of Stalingrad, and wandered 
through the acres and acres of devasta­ 
tion: 
. .tin people formidable, un tres 
grand peuple. . 
muttered the General. 
A correspondent agreed. “Ah. oui. Les 
Russes.” De Gaulle shook his head: “No, 
No! I speak of the Germans — that they 
should have come so fa r. . 
We could always rely upon Le Grand 
Charles to speak his mind. 
In reaching the Volga River and the 
eastern limits of European Russia, the 
German w ar machine had far out-paced 
the French Emperor Bonaparte of anoth­ 
er age, and had worked miracles of 
strategy and logistics; and the German 
soldier had performed with his usual 
courage and tenacity. But in the final 
drive to Stalingrad on the west bank of 
the Volga, there were dark omens of a 
disaster in store for the Germans: over­ 
extended supply lines, an overconfidence 
that denied all thoughts of decline and 
defeat, and the choice of a battleground 
between two great natural barriers — 
The Don and the Volga — behind which 
preparations for defense and counter 


attack by the Russians could be staged. 
However, the factor that contributed 
most to the terrible German denouement 
was the takeover of strategic (and even 
tactical) direction of the campaign by a 
lunatic ex-corporal of the German Army, 
Adolf Hitler; and by subsequent false 
assurances of airlift support by a gross, 
drug-ridden incompetent, Rcichmarshal 
Herman Goering.

But in the total picture 
of the H itler war, I suppose the destruc­ 
tion of an army was nothing compared 
with the German leader’s plans to de­ 
stroy the entire nation in one final 
Gotterdammerung, to which m ilitary 
men fa r senior to Von Paulus gave their 
tacit approval. 
The battle for Stalingrad will rem ain 
for all time the most horrendous of 
s truggles in des t rue tiopn of life, limb and 
property, between competing land armies 
in what we are pleased to call today 
* ‘ conventional war fa re. ’ ’ The st a tistics 
are staggering: 
The Germans lost 400,000 men, the 
Italians 130,000 out of their 200,000 man 
army, the Hungarians 120,000, and the 
Rumanians 200,000 men. The satellites 


therefore lost more than the Germans, as 
did the subjugated nations in 1812 whose 
soldiers made up more than 50 per cent 
of Napoleon’s army. 
But the Russians lost in killed, wound­ 
ed and missing. 750,000 men; and after 
five months of fighting and bombing, 99 
per cent of the city had been reduced to 
rubble, more than 41,000 homes had been 
destroyed. The population of the city in 
September, 1942, was about 500,000, and 
by February, 1943, only 1,500 remained. 
Probably 50 per cent had been killed and 
the rest had fled to Siberia and other 
parts of Asia. 
Author William Craig has produced an 
absorbing human record of the struggle, 
based upon hundreds of interviews over a 
long period of time with survivors on 
both sides.

We learn of the presence of two famous

Major Konings of the Germany Army 
and the Russian V assli Zaitsev and his 
girl friend assistant, who carried out a 
personal duel; of Dr. Kohler, who despite 
a broken and wired-together jaw, worked 
20 hours a day attending friend and foe 
alike in fire and flame; the famous Soviet 


violinist who entertained Russian troops 
at Christmas time, and responded to 
German shouts from across the streets 
requesting Bach; of the Russian Girl 
prostitutes who adminisfered to both 
sides in a cellar in the rubble. When the 
Germans were surrounded by the Rus­ 
sian counter-offensive which they had so 
long ignored, and the Goering airlift was 
bringing in only 100 tons a day rather 
than 750 tons, we see the beginning of the 
total disintegration of the German, war 
machine. Cannibalism becomes common, 
as soldiers turn into animals. 
The author tells us that the physical 
evidence of this cruel struggle is now 
very sparse — there are a num ber of 
flamboyant monuments and plaques, all 
overshadowed by a giant statue of Moth­ 
er Russia at the top of Mamaev Hill. 
All the rubble was removed over 25 
years ago and the city is rebuilt; and I 
suspect that even in Stalingrad the battle 
for the city is largely forgotten because a 
mere handful of its inhabitants in those 
days survive. 
In all such struggles it is the common 
people and soldiers who suffer most, but 
who are remembered or acknowledged 
least. Craig’s fascinating book, however, 
records the story from the grassroots 
level and is probably one of the most 
profound anti-war documents ever writ­ 
ten.

magnitude, its military poten­ 
tial, its capacity for manual

But, while he can criticize 
some of them and their tactics, 
Hoagland is basically himself a 
wholehearted 
conservationist: 
“ All factions have reason to 
worry if the board majority of 
citizens lose that mysterious 
sense of felicity and exuberance 
they once had in the presence 
of natural grandeur — the feel­ 
ing of having known it before, 
or being linked to it via thou­ 
sands of centuries before they 
were born — and simply stop 
earing.” 
Hoagland's mastery of lan­ 
guage is beyond question. He 
uses it sharply, accurately, effi­ 
ciently. But good rhetoric will 
not in itself suffice for the 
essayist.

Thus some of the 
essays deal with life in the city, 
others with life in the country 
or the wilds. But Hoagland nev­ 
er really brings about the con­ 
frontation the jacket blurb sug­ 
gests. Each essay stands alone, 
as it was written, sometimes 
related to one or more of the 
other pieces, even to a degree 
repetitive, but never really 
close enough for comparison or 
conflict. 
This absence of a genuine 
unifying theme is a weakness of

When 
he is writing about something 
for which he has deep feeling, 
the essay is engaging, some­ 
times even electrifying. When 
he is writing about a subject of 
less 'Consequence to himself, the 
result is far less satisfying, 
even disappointing and flat. 
Not surprisingly, the pieces 
inspired by the Vermont and 
Maine wilderness for which 
Hoagland feels such a strong 
affection are the best offerings. 
The title piece, about a long 
walk with a biologist making a 
grouse count, is splendid. The 
reader accompanies the pair 
through the unspoiled, but 
threatened, wild country, shar­ 
ing their observations, their 
c o n v e rs a tio n s and th eir 
thoughts. 
An account of a canoe trip on 
the A1 la gash is similarly grip­ 
ping. 
"The New England Wilder­ 
ness” recounts Ms contacts and 
discussions with the men en­ 
trusted with the preservation of 
the region’s forests and the 
wildlife they shelter, and offers 
a course in ecology that avoids 
the one-sidedness of most such 
presentations.

And “Tiger 
Bright,” focusing upon the 
great animal trainer Gunther 
Gebel-Willlams, is alive with 
the fascination the circus has 
held for Hoagland ever since a 
youthful stint as a roustabout. 
The shorter pieces are also 
generally the lesser — a silly 
bit on dogs; another on boxing 
that strives for realism but 
slips into the romanticisms too 
often accorded a grim,, grimy 
and gruesome sport.; a report 
on jury service that is really 
nothing more than a personal­ 
ized newspaper feature story 
and not a particularly good 
one; another on assassination 
that seems to east no real light 
upon that dark problem. 
But a Hoagland inspired is a 
Hoagland who holds your atten­ 
tion with passages well worth, 
that heeding. There’s a lot of 
unfortunate truth in “The New 
England Wilderness* conclusion 
that “despite all the fuss about 
wilderness, people nowadays 
don’t really want to be in the 
woods all alone. If they did, 
there would be less wildness in 
the woods and in the end there 
would also be more of it. Even 
faster than the woods go, peo­ 
ple are losing their taste.” 
Hoagland is one who sees the 
tourist and part-time resident 
as a greater threat to the wil­ 
derness and wildlife than the 
logger or the hunter. “The vil­ 
lain in wildlife management. . . 
was the summer people like 
me,- who come crowding in, 
buying up, chopping up the land 
after the loggers have skinned 
off the trees.” 
But, while he can criticize 
some of them and their tactics, 
Hoagland is basically Mmself a 
wholehearted 
conservationist: 
“All factions have reason to 
worry if the board majority of 
citizens lose that mysterious 
sense of felicity and exuberance 
they once had in the presence 
of natural grandeur — the feel­ 
ing of having known it before, 
or being linked to it via thou­ 
sands of centuries before they 
were born — and simply stop 
caring,” 
Hoagland's mastery of lan­ 
guage is beyond question. He 
uses it sharply, accurately, effi-" 
ciently. But good rhetoric will 
not in itself suffice for the 
essayist. One must also have 
something to say — and believe 
that it is vital. When Edward 
Hoagland 
is talking about 
something very important tc 
him, as when he deals with 
nature ■ and the menaces to it 
he is very, very effective in­ 
deed, a master of description, 
an expert at exposition.

The traditional jazz world lost 
a m ajor figure recently with 
the death at 86 of Edward 
“Kid” Ory, who wrote “Mus­ 
krat Ramble” and gave the 
young Louis Armstrong one of 
his first jobs. 
The famous jazz: trombonist 
used to own the San Francisco 
jazz club On the Levee, and 
was known for his tailgate 
trombone style. 
The tape I’m calling your 
attention to is not new at all, it 
has been buried in the catalog 
of Contemporary Records for 
many years. In fact nowhere on 
the tape does it state the tape is 
in stereo. leading one to believe 
it might be dubs of old classic 
78s. Imagine my surprise to 
discover the tape to be excel­ 
lent genuine stereo with amaz­ 
ing presence that puts Kid Ory 
and his seven-man group right 
in your lap! (GOOD-TIME 
JAZZ-AMPEX GTF-1042) is ti­ 
tled “Kid Ory Favorites, Vol­ 
umes 1 and 2” and is at three- 
and three-quarters ips speed 
though the sound is not harmed 
by the reduction in speed from 
the seven and a half speed of 
the other tapes we’ve discussed 
earlier. 
The tunes are predictable: 
“ High S o c ie ty ,” “ C areless 
Love,” “ Panam a” and other 
traditional jazz favorites deliv­ 
ered in spirited manner some­ 
where between the overly slick 
gloss of some Dixieland groups 
and the wrong-note-ridden per­ 
formances of most of the New 
Orleans bands still playing. 
Everyone — even modern’ 
jazz snobs — should have some 
good gutsy traditional jazz in 
their collection, and I strongly 
recommend this definitive Ory 
set.

Marin residents looking for 
ways to stretch their meat dol­ 
lar might consider inviting the 
Easter bunny for dinner — as 
the main course. 


Not only is rabbit meat nutri­ 
tious and delicious, according 
to Philip L. Fritchey of Bolinas, 
but it will cost the am ateur 
rabbit raiser only about 25 or 35 
cents a pound to grow his own. 


“ Rabbits are clean and quiet 
and easy to raise because they 
require a minimum of care,” 
said Fritchey, a director of the 
Sonoma-Marin Rabbit Associa­ 
tion. “ My wife and I spend 
about 15 or 20 minutes a day 
feeding our 11 animals, water­ 
ing them and cleaning their 
cages. It’s very light work, 
too.” 
Not only that, but initial in­ 
vestment for a would-be rabbit 
farm er is small — about $55 — 
and the animals can be success­ 
fully raised and bred in a very 
small area, less than 30 square 
feet. 
A trio of good “meat bred” 
rabbits may be purchased for 
as little as $15, Fritchey said, 
while all w ire, self-cleaning 
hutches for use inside garages 
or sheds will cost between $20 
and $30. 
He said feed is not terribly 
expensive and the enterprising 
grower can produce his own 
from a small backyard garden, 
stock beets for winter feed and 
green leafy vegetables and root 
crops for summer feed. 
In addition, rabbits — which 
are strictly vegetarian — will 
consume all kinds of garden 
trimmings and vegetable kitch­ 
en scraps. 
As an added bonus, a good 
breeding rabbit can produce 
more meat per year than a 
cow, up to 250 pounds in accel­ 
erated breeding programs. The 
average backyard breeker, 
though, may expect only about 
140 to 175 pounds per year. 
Rabbit meat tastes something 
like chicken, except that the 


meat is denser and has a better 
flavor and the anim al has 
sm aller bones, according to 
John O. Williams, anothem Bol­ 
inas 
resident 
who 
shares 
Fritchey’s enthusiasm for the 
activity, “ It’s better than chick­ 
en because it’s all white m eat,” 
he said. 


The F ritcheys have th eir 
home-grown meat about three 
times a week and enjoy it 
immensely. 
Marsha Fritchey has been 
collecting rabbit recipes ever 
since the family started raising 
them about a year ago. She now 
has about 280 of them, including 
ones for such intriguing-sound­ 
ing dishes as rabbit paprika, 
rabbit and sour cream, rabbit 
and dumplings, stuffed rabbit 
with cranberry glaze, sw eet 
and sour rabbit, rab b it ala 
bourguignone and arroz con eo- 
ncjo. 
“ We haven’t tried them all. 
But she hasn’t made one yet 
that wasn't great,” said Fritch­ 
ey with a grin. 


A Sharp Quake 
In Costa Rica 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (UPI) 
— A major earthquake shook 
the border area between Costa 
Rica and N icaragua before 
dawn today, killing at least one 
person and causing heavy but 
localized dam age in rural 
areas. 
The National Earthquake In­ 
formation Center in Boulder, 
Colo., registered the quake’s 
force at 6.7 on the open-ended 
Richter Seale, fractionally high­ 
er than the killer quake that 
devastated Nicaragua’s capital, 
Manaugua, Dec. 23, 1972. 
Officials said the epicenter 
was located at the city of Tilar- 
an, about 75 miles northwest of 
San Jose, the capital. The 
quake zone was located about 
120 miles southeast of Mana­ 
gua. 


And not only is the meat 
good, but it’s good for you — 
even better than beef — accord­ 
ing to a Department of Agricul­ 
ture pamphlet. It has more 
protein than more expensive 
beef (25.5 per cent, compared to 
18.3 per cent per portion*, ac­ 
cording to the booklet, and few­ 
er calories — 627 as compared 
to 1,130. 
The inevitable question aris­ 
es: How can anyone bear to kill 
and eat those delightful, gentle, 
furry little creatures? 
Fritchey has an answer for 
the tender-hearted, although he 
laughingly admits “ it may be a 
rationalization.” 
“ I 
believe 
the 
greatest 
achievement of any creature is 
fulfilling its function on the 
earth,” he said. “ An anim al's 
function is to provide food and 
we allow it to do that, then we 
are one step closer to under­ 
standing what life is all about.” 
Fritchey, on the other hand, 
is shocked that people are con­ 
sidering turning to horsemeat 
to save money, “ I can’t see 
why anybody who is contem­ 
plating eating horses should be 
squeamish about rabbits. The 
idea of that turns me off com­ 
pletely; I don’t even feed horse­ 
meat to my dog.” 
As meat prices have risen, so 
has interest in rabbit breeding 
and eating. A Southern Califor­ 
nia chain of restaurants, called 
“ Mr. Rabbit,” is becoming pop­ 
ular. 
Since rabbit meat is not that 
great a bargain in the stores 
($1.20 to $1.59), Fritchey is con­ 
vinced that raising one’s own is 
the only way to beat high 
prices. “ Prices are not going to 
be low for anything — including 
horsemeat — if it’s left in the 
hands of the commercial pro­ 
ducer.” 
Not everyone can follow his 
advice, of course, because some 
cities — like Sausalito — frown 
on rabbit growing in the city 
limits. But others, like San Ra-

Despite claims that they held 
up a Cortc Madera market only 
to bail out the financially trou­ 
bled Marin City Learning Cen­ 
ter, three radical activists were 
sentenced yesterday to one- 
year-to-life term s in state pris­ 
on before a crowd of spectators 
in Marin Superior Court. 


As more than 50 persons, 
including at least a dozen small 
children looked on. Judge E. 
Warren McGuire impassively 
handed out the terms to John 
Turner, 27, of Marin City, and 
Stephaie Catherine Kline and 
Candice Yockey, both 26-year- 
old San Franciscans. 
However, the judge granted a 
delay until Tuesday for the 
sentencing of a fourth defend­ 
ant, Claudia Vonetta Grayson, 
20, of Oakland, wfhen her attor­ 
ney said he had not had time to 
review the probation report and 
wanted time to call in a psychi­ 
atrist to testify. 
Turner. Mrs. Kline and Miss 
Yockey invaded the Co-Op Mar­ 
ket at 8 a.m. Dee. 31, bran­ 
dished guns and forced assist­ 
ant manager William Fletcher 
to open the store safe after 
binding other employees with 
tape. 
However, opening the safe set 
off a silent alarm and Corte 
Madera police arrived before 
the armed bandits, disguised by 
stockings over their heads, 
could escape with $2,700. Miss 
Grayson, standing lookout out­ 
side, exchanged shots with 
Cortc M adera officer Andre 
Horn before the four were cap­ 
tured. 
McGuire earlier had reduced 
the charge against the four 
from first degree robbery, 
which carries a sentence of five 
years to life, to second degree 
robbery when they agreed to 
plead guilty March 23. 
However, he said at the time 
he would send them to prison 
unless something extraordinary 
in their behalf appeared in the 
probation reports. The reports 
by probation officers Jesse W. 
Johnson and Virginia Di Cerbo 
recom m ended prison and 90 
minutes of arguments and testi­ 
mony by Turner and character 
witnesses for him failed to 
sway the judge. 
“ I really have not heard any­ 
thing new,” the judge said. 
“ The record shows a propensity 
to use force and violence to 
achieve justifiable social ends. 
Nobody is going to change their 
philosophy,” McGuire said. 
The judge felt they had joined 
the “so-called antisocial anties­ 
tablishment community.” 
All four had been involved in 
the Marin City Learning Center 
and the three sentenced yester­ 
day participated in radical 
m ovem ents.

BEIRUT (UPI) — A 
selfstyled guerrilla or­ 
ganization calling itself 
the Lebanese Revolu­ 
tionary Guard today 
claimed credit for the 
early morning attack on 
an American-owned oil 
tank farm 
near the 
south Lebanon port of 
Sidon and said it was 
aimed at the “dishonor­ 
able 
American-Saudi 
Arabia-Lebanese alli­ 
ance.” 


The official Palestinian news 
ag en cy 
W A FA . 
how ever, 
charged the claim was circulat­ 
ed “ by American agents to 
mislead the people." WAFA de 
nied guerrillas were involved 
and said the attack actually 
was carried out by Israeli com­ 
mandos. 


Earlier in the week, the Pa­ 
lestinian guerrillas tried to link 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy (CIA) agents and the U.S. 
Embassy in Beirut with the 
Israeli commando raid into the 
Lebanese capital in which three 
top guerrilla leaders were as­ 
sassinated. The United States 
has denounced the allegation as 
reminiscient of the “ big lie” 
tactics of Adolf Hitler’s Nazi 
Germany. 


Armed saboteurs overpow­ 
ered four guards and used time 
bombs to set fire to two oil 
storage tanks in the tank farm 
owned by the Trans-Arabian 
Pipeline Co., or Tapline. A doc­ 
tor who treated the guards said 
they identified their 11 assail­ 
ants as Palestinians but an 
American oil official said the 
identity of the attackers re­ 
mained a mystery. 


The 1:00 a.m. attack on the 
huge oil facility at Zahrani, 
about six miles south of Sidon 
and about .‘10 miles south of 
Beirut, followed repeated calls 
by Palestinian leaders for at­ 
tacks on American property in 
the Middle East as a reprisal 
for Tuesday’s Israeli raid on 
Beirut. 


WAFA emphatically denied 
any guerrilla responsibility and 
said the attack was the work of 
Israeli commandos who landed 
on the shore near the storage 
tank farm. The agency claimed 
it warned Lebanese police an

Loan To Be Sought 
For Railway Rights

Golden Gate Bridge District 
directors, rejecting objections 
from the City of Mill Valley, 
voted unanimously yesterday to 
seek a $1 milion federal loan to 
start purchase of abandoned 
railroad rights-of-wav through 
Mill Valley, Corte Madera and 
Larkspur. (Sec another bridge 
story, page 3.) 
The sentim ent of the full 
board was evident in director 
Dean N. Meyer’s warning that 
the rights-of-way “ should never 
be lost to public use.” 
Transit plans by the district 
and county long have eyed the 
rights-of-way for future transit 
use. For almost as many years, 
master planning by the City of 
Mill Valley has looked to even­ 
tual removal of the line, which 
runs through a city recreation 
area and next to a new school. 
No new testimony was taken 
yesterday, but the Mill Valley 
City Council voted only Tues­ 
day night to oppose any rapid 
transit use of the right-of-way 
through the city. 
A 1972 state law pushed quiet­ 
ly through the Legislature by 
the bridge district empowered 
it to ignore such opposition. It 
was unclear, however, whether 
the city’s objections could con­ 
vince the federal government to 
refuse the loan. 
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PETERZELL 
The district had delayed ac­ 
tion for months on seeking the 
federal loan, hoping it could 
win over the Mill Valley City 
Council. The district's staff cau­ 
tioned further delay could mean 
some of the rights-of-way will 
be sold before they can be 
bought by the district. 
Robert E 
Shields, the dis­ 
trict’s engineer, said no long- 
range transit system will work 
without the rights-of-way, espe­ 
cially the one east of Highway 
101 in Corte Madera. The dis­ 
trict hopes to use the Mill 
Valley line as a feeder to the 
main trunk. 


Even the present bus system 
could use the line east of the 
freew ay within two years, 
Shields estimated 
The $1 million loan would be 
to start appraisals and pur­ 
chase of the rights-of-way, he 
said. 
Shields said that running 
transit down the median strip 
of highways could not substitute 
for exclusive rights-of-way. The 
Division of Highways, he said, 
is far too slow to meet district 
needs, “ the loss of control of 
the district's operations unde­ 
sirable. and the outcome far too 
uncertain.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
the past four days the Senate 
has been debating whether ev­ 
ery eligible voter in America 
ought to be able to register by a 
simple postcard. 
The idea of a national regis- 
ter-by-mail program for federal 
elections isn’t new. The Senate

ca se s the com panies 
would have to submit plans for 


approval before beginning even 
exploratory drilling. 


The departm ent said public 
hearings would probably have 
to be held and environm ental 
statem ents prepared and that 
ex p lo ra to ry d rillin g probably 
could not begin until late 1974 
or 1975. 


On March 31, the departm ent 
authorized unitization of 20 oth­ 
er tracts by Gulf, Texaco and 
S tan d a rd Oil of C alifornia. 
Drilling on one tract has begun. 


In 
S anta 
B a rb a ra , Alvin 
Weingand, chairm an of Get Oil 
Out (GOO), formed after the 
1969 spill, said his organization 
does not object to exploratory 
drilling as long as there is no 
further production. 
“ We can find out what the 
resources are, and then keep 
them in reserve for a national 
crisis," he said.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - State 
welfare and disability insur­ 
ance funds were spent without 
legal authority on Gov.

“ The overall administration 
of the sheriff’s department 
leaves a great deal to be de­ 
sired,” the jury said in its 17- 
page report to the board of 
supervisors. “ The sheriff insti­ 
tuted policies that caused more 
problems than they solved.” 


But Hongisto replied: “ I am 
not at all surprised at the re­ 
port. I deplore the inaccuracies 
and biased perspective of the 
report.” 


The sheriff said he filed suit 
Thursday “ detailing the factors 
I believe lead to the bias of the 
grand jury, asking that the 
grand jury be disbanded.” 
The report charged that Hon­ 
gisto’s deputies “ believe he 
spends too little time adminis- 
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tering his office and too much 
time on political activity.” 


Poor administrative coordina­ 
tion between the sheriff and his 
staff was “ one of the main 
contributory causes” to the 
Feb. 25 riot at the main jail in 
San Bruno, the jurors charged. 


The report said that prior to 
the riot there appeared to be “ a 
complete breakdown of inmate 
discipline due to lack of positive 
direction from responsible offi­ 
cials. 


“ Lack of consistency on the 
part of some deputies, in the 
enforcement of the alleged 
rules and regulations, enforced 
the feeling among inmates that 


rule infractions would be over­ 
looked,” it said. 


The grand jury criticized 
Hongisto’s educational rehabili­ 
tation program and urged that 
it be discontinued in its present 
form. 


In their report, the jurors 
charged that Hongisto had been 
informed of a “ demonstration” 
planned for Feb. 25 and noted 
“ there is some indication that 
one or two deputies may have 
conducted themselves impro­ 
perly during the riot.” 
The jury said it wants to 
make sure Hongisto prosecutes 
those responsible for the Feb. 
25 damage.

Japan’s purchase of logs, 
amounting to- 2.7 billion board 
feet in 1972 and running at a 
rate of 1 4 billion board feet 
this year, have been blamed for 
skyrocketing prices of lumber. 
Washington State provides 82 
per cent of the logs for export

and the remainder comes from 
other Pacific Coast States. 


Harry Bridges, president of 
the International Longshore­ 
men’s and Warehousemen’s m 
e n’s and Warehousemen’s Un­ 
ion, strongly opposed the pro­ 
posed ban. His union’s mem­ 
bers held one-day strikes in 
West Coast ports to coincide 
with the subcommittee hear­ 
ings. 


The ban, Bridges told the 
senators, would mean the loss 
of 16,000 jobs in Washington and 
a lesser number in California 
and Oregon.

The judge’s comments fol­ 
lowed arguments by defense 
attorneys, each of whom echoed 
Mrs. Kline’s attorney, Paul 
Harris. “ I have a feeling no one 
is concerned with rehabilitation 
and deterrence here,” Harris 
said. *'I have a feeling what the 
judicial system is concerned 
with is retribution.” 
Deputy Public Defender Bu­ 
ford L. Toney, representing 
Turner, urged the judge to 
“ treat him as others have been 
treated” by giving him proba­ 
tion and nine months or a year 
in jail. 
However, Deputy Dist. Atty. 
Ernest C. Zunino said the four 
received a break when the 
judge reduced the charge over 
the district Attorney’s opposi­ 
tion. 
The reduction also did not sit 
well with the Citizens for Law’ 
and Order, a 1,500-member 
Oakland group, which issued a 
press release denouncing the 
reduction as "not in the best 
interest of justice.” 
The group’s president, Earl 
W. Huntting said his group is 
interested because Miss Kline 
was acquitted in Oakland last 
August in a celebrated bomb 
possession case filed after a 22- 
uear-old Black Panther was 
killed by an explosion in her 
car. 
Turner testified that they 
went to the market to take 
money ‘‘because of the frustra­ 
tion we have been going 
through for the last four to five 
months with the school.” 
The Marin City Learning Cen­ 
ter, started by parents dissatis­ 
fied with education in the Sau- 
salito School District, had 
dwindled from about 40 chil­ 
dren to about a dozen by De­ 
cember because of financial 
problems, according to Turner. 
“ I regret what we did only in 
terms of the means we used to 
achieve the ends,” Turner said. 
Turner said it was hoped 
violence could be avoided dur­ 
ing the robbery. Women were 
used, he said, because ‘‘it was 
almost impossible a police offi­ 
cer would shoot a female.” 
.Although he conceded the possi­ 
bility “ somebody could have 
gotten hurt,” he said, “ The 
whole idea was fear, not neces­ 
sarily violence.” 
Toney called four charcacter 
witnesses for Turner, who was 
married in jail Thursday to Lee 
Vella Bland, a former Mann 
City Councilman . The four, 
including Berkeley City Coun­ 
cilman D’Army Bailey, praised 
Turner’s social work, oth with 
the Black Panthers and after he 
left tin- group last year. All 
agreed he is not a violent man. 
The probation officers, how­ 
ever, concluded the three sen­ 
tenced yesterday had set them­ 
selves up as judges of the 
community and were willing to 
do anything for goals they con­ 
sidered worthy. 
“ I feel the instant offense 
represents perhaps the pinnacle 
of her confrontation with socie­ 
ty,” Mrs. De Cerbo said of Miss 
Yockey. The probation officials 
believed that no program at the 
local level would alter their 
attitudes. 
McGuire noted all four were 
outstanding students from good 
families who had rejected what 
their parents believe in. “ They 
have all become alienated,” Ik- 
said.

Inmate At 
Quentin Is 
Found Dead 


A San Quentin inmate, who 
had suffered from terminal 
cancer, was found dead in his 
cell yesterday with a red ban­ 
dana wrapped tightly around 
hi* neck. 
Prison officials said that a 
medical officer making his 
rounds discovered the body of 
Harry M. Howser, 54, in a 
locked cell on the third floor of 
the adjustment center. Howser 
had refused an operation for a 
tumor of the left lung, and the 
coroner is trying to determine 
whether the tumor or self-stran­ 
gulation caused the death. 
Prison official William Drum­ 
mond said that Howser was 
moved from the Correctional 
Institute at Tehachapi earlier 
this year for an operation but 
refused surgery. He was moved 
to the adjustment center in 
“ protective custody” after he 
complained to guards he had 
enemies in the prison and did 
not feel safe in the hospital, 
Drummond said. 
Howser, originally convicted 
in Los .Angeles for first degree 
robbery in 1951, was convicted 
again in 1957 for robbery while 
on parole. He was sentenced to 
a term of from one year to life 
after an escape from Folsom 
Prison in 1961. 
He was paroled twice more 
but was sent back each time for 
violating parole.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
coalition of consumer groups is 
threatening to organize two 
more weeks of food boycotts in 
May if Congress does not roll 
back prices to Jan. 10 levels by 
then. 
Leaders of a newly created 
National Consumer Congress, 
composed of groups which or­ 
ganized the nationwide meat 
boycott earlier this month, told 
a news conference yesterday 
another meat boycott is being 
planned for the first week in 
May and another on fish and 
poultry for the following week. 
Meanwhile, Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Earl L. Butz said in 
Paris that American house­ 
wives had succeeded by the 
April boycott in pulling down 
beef prices. 
“ But when I give the house­ 
wives credit for bringing down 
some meat prices, I give them 
credit for pushing them up,” 
Butz said. He explained that 
Americans will continue to eat 
meat and push the prices up 
again. 
Butz, attending a meeting of 
the 23-nation Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and De­ 
velopment (OECD), said Euro­ 
pean meat prices are higher 
than in this country. 
Mrs. Jan Alfaro, of Logan, 
Utah, temporary chairman of 
the consumer coalition, said the 
May boycotts wrere authorized 
at a meeting here Wednesday 
attended by representatives of 
50 boycott groups around the 
country. 
The House will act next week 
on a bill that would roll back 
food and other prices and inter­ 
est rates to March 16 levels, It 
would return rents to Jan. 10 
levels. 
Mrs. Alfaro said reverting 
food prices only to March 16 
would not be enough. 
“ Passage of this bill would 
only encourage a rise in food 
prices,” she said. “ Some of our 
key commodities are lower to­ 
day than they were March 16.”

THE BYRD MACHINE 
An Era Ends In 
Virginia Politics 


RICHMOND, Va. (UPI) - 
The Byrd Democratic machine 
is dead. 
For decades, the political ma­ 
chine built by the late Sen. 
Harry Byrd dominated Virginia 
politics from the courthouse to 
the statehouse. 
Political pundits have been 
writing obituaries for the orga­ 
nization since a Republican, 
Gov. Linwood Holton, took con­ 
trol of the statehouse in 1969 
and when Sen. Harry F. Byrd 
Jr. was re-elected in 1970 as an 
independent rather than face a 
possible loss in the Democratic 
primary. 
Some observers believed the 
machine would make a come­ 
back 
But now, in a state were the 
blessing of the Byrd machine 
once automatically meant elec­ 
tion, not a single candidate filed 
to run as governor in this 
year’s Democratic primary. 
Only two candidates filed for 
statewide posts as Democrats 
this year—neither for the gov­ 
ernorship. 
Virginia’s top-ranking Demo­ 
crat, Attorney General Andrew 
P. Miller, filed for re-election 
after turning down party efforts 
to get him to run for governor, 
and State Sen. J. Harry Mi­ 
chael of Charlottesville filed for 
lieutenant governor. Since both 
are unopposed, there will be no 
statewide primary. 
Holton is prohibited by Vir­ 
ginia's constitution from suc­ 
ceeding himself as governor. 
This year’s governor’s race 
likely will be between two form­ 
er Democrats—Lt. Gov. Henry 
Howell and former Gov. Mills 
Godwin. 
Howell made an unsuccessful 
bid for the Democratic guber­ 
natorial nomination in 1969, 
campaigning on poeketbook is­ 
sues with a pledge to “Keep the 
Big Boys Honest.” He garnered 


support from both liberals and 
supporters of Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace. 
Howell dropped out of the 
Democratic party in 1971 when 
party officials decided to aban­ 
don the primary and pick a 
candidate for lieutenant gover­ 
nor by convention. Running as 
an independent, he defeated 
both the Democratic and Re­ 
publican candidates in the race. 
Howell will run as an independ­ 
ent again this year. 
Godwin, once a lieutenant in 
the conservative Byrd organiza­ 
tion, was Virginia campaign 
manager for President Nixon in 
last year’s election. He le a 
conservative stampede out of 
the party when liherals grabbed 
control of the state organiza­ 
tion. 
Godwin has announced he 
would accept the Republican 
nomination for governor, but 
said he would run as an inde­ 
pendent if he does not get it. 
The Republicans choose their 
candidate by convention this 
summer—and Godwin is ex­ 
pected to get the nomination 
easily.

The parks and recreation 
commission approved the budg­ 
et proposal Thursday, Snyder 
said, adding that commission­ 
ers asked that a proposed parks 
ranger at $886 per month and 
relocating and refurbishing of 
the Boyd House at a cost of 
about $32,000 be studied further. 
Remodeling of the Boyd House 
would cost about $20,000 and 


relocating it to level ground 
within Boyd Park would cost an 
additional $12,000, he said. 
Proposed expenditures, with 
this year’s figures in parenthe­ 
sis, are administration, $40,211 
($39,546); parks, $191,541 ($213,- 
147) and recreation, $209,819 
($189,699), he said. Snyder at­ 
tributed the dip in proposed 
expenditures for parks to the 
shift in the utilities and commu­ 
nication account. 
The San Rafael Parks and 
Recreation Commission also: 
FENCING — Proposed that 
the city split a $1,600 fee with 
the San Rirfael American Little 
League for fencing two baseball 
diamonds at Davidson School.

steadiness. During the past six 
months, she had had attacks of 
pain and stiffness of the neck 
with headaches. In addition, 
she developed dizziness on get­ 
ting out of bed and when bend­ 
ing down or hanging up the 
laundry. Several years ago, 
part of her stomach had been 
removed because of a stubborn 
peptic ulcer. Miss A. B. blamed 
her troubles on old age. 
The family doctor sent her to 
a geriatric hospital where a 
thorough examination revealed 
several abnormalities. Her 
brain was not getting enough 
blood because of hardening and 
kinking of the arteries in the 
neck. In addition, she had ar­ 
thritis of the neck vertebrae. 
Blood tests also showed that 
she had pernicious anemia 
which was treated with vitamin 
B12 and iron. He also pre­ 
scribed an orthopedic collar to 
prevent the vertebral arteries 
from kinking. Improvement 
was dramatic. 
Meanwhile, the local doctor 
found her sister, Mrs. Y.Z., in 
bed where she was determined 
to remain “ partly to keep 
warm and partly to dream of 
the dear dead days.” Because 
of her depressed state, hospital­ 
ization in the geriatric unit was 
also advised. Her doctors found 
that her skin was dry, the pulse 
slow, and her voice croaky. 
Tests revealed a very sluggish 
thyroid gland. 
Following thyroxin, she felt 
better and was more alert. So­ 
cial workers took care of their 
financial mess and — should we 
say “ they lived happily ever 
after.”

SLOW PULSE 
H. writes: My 16-year-old 
son’s pulse is only 50. The 
doctor says the boy’s heart and 
health are good. Should we 
check further? 
R EPLY 
Not if the heart and the elec­ 
trocardiogram are normal. A 
slow pulse is an asset because 
the heart works with less effort. 
In addition, it gets more rest 
between beats. It is abnromal 
only when the heart rate cannot 
speed up to meet the demands 
of the body during exertion and 
excitement. The victim faints 
whenever he tries to walk to 
run faster. This occurs when 
the nervous mechanism is dis- 
trubed (heart block), a condition 
detected with the electrocardi­ 
ogram.

E. G. writes: Can young chil­ 
dren develop migraine head­ 
aches? 
REPLY 
They can and do. Vomiting, 
lassitude, paleness, and a fami­ 
ly history of this type of head­

Bible Will Help Koreans Learn 
To Speak The English Language 


It is not unique for the gov­ 
ernment of an Asian country to 
want to give its people the 
opportunity to learn conversa­ 
tional English. But it was defi­ 
nitely unique when Korean edu­ 
cators, under government 
approval, asked Dr. Joon Gon 
Kim, director in Korea for 
Campus Crusade for Christ In­ 
ternational, to provide English 
teachers for the country’s high 
schools, and invited them to use 
as tools the Bible and Campus 
Crusade materials. 
Dr. Kim eagerly accepted 
and now “ The Korean Project,” 
as it is called, is scheduled to 
begin in the summer of 1973. 
Initial plans call for teams— 
each with 100 teachers, 10 su­ 
pervisors and a director—to be 
based in Seoul and, as they 


become accustomed to Korean 
culture, to be transferred to 
other cities. A total staff of 
approximately 1,000 is antici­ 
pated. 
Korean Project staff mem­ 
bers will participate in the 
preparations for EXPLO ’74, an 
International Student Congress 
on Evangelism to be held in 
Seoul in August, 1974, for an 
estimated 300,000. Staff will 
also be available to follow up 
individuals who respond to the 
claims of Christ during the 1973 
Billy Graham Korea Crusade. 
The Korean Project is part of 
widespread evangelistic efforts 
by Campus Crusade and other 
Christian groups and churches 
to help Korea become the first 
country in almost 2.000 years to 
be saturated with the gospel.

To Curb Burglaries 


IT HAS BEEN more than two 
decades since that memorable 
day when an irate subscriber 
called in to complain that be­ 
cause of the I-J his home had 
been burglarized. 
“ After my house was bur­ 
glarized, I found out that a 
good many of my neighbors for 
blocks around had been bur­ 
glarized in previous weeks. You 
never printed a thing in the 
paper about it, so I didn’t 
know. Had you done your duty 
and printed the facts, I would 
have been properly warned. I 
would have taken more care to 
see that all doors were locked 
and windows secured. I would 
have put valuables in safe 
places. It’s all your fault at the 
I-J," 
said the caller rather 
heatedly. 
In a sense, he was right. One 
buys a new spaper to keep 
abreast of what goes on in 
one’s community. The I-J had 
not reported the rash of burgla­ 
ries in that subscriber’s neigh­ 
borhood. He had a right to feel 
cheated. 
Come to find out, San Ra­ 
fael’s elected police chief had 
simply seen to it that I-J re­ 
porters did NOT see the burgla­ 
ry reports on file in his office. 
Election was right around the 
corner and news of a burglary 
wave in town would not help his 
campaign for reelection. 
An I-J reporter went to work 
on the task to find out who in 
that end of town had recently 
been burglarized. In a short 
time he gathered information 
of 17 previously unreported 
burglaries. 
Unquestionably, there were 
others besides the irate subscri­ 
ber who might have saved val­ 
uables if only they had known 
what was going on. 


SINCE THAT TIiME the I-J 
has been especially sensitive to 
its responsibility to warn about 
the activities of burglars. 
Several years ago the incid­ 
ence of burglary began to 
climb sharply in Marin. Each 
was duly reported in the paper. 
They became so numerous as 
to become routine. 
They became so common­ 
place that they apparently 
were largely ignored. 
That’s when the I-J began 
collecting them and printing 
them in a weekly report, so as 
to present the full dimensions 
of the situation to our readers. 
Now anyone who looks at the 
paper even casually knows that 
in the area served by the I-J 


there are three to four dozen 
burglaries per week, on an 
average. 
A couple of years ago, a 
defendant in a burglary trial in 
Marin testified that picking tar­ 
gets was easy. If he and his 
accomplices wanted to pick up 
several new color TV sets, they 
had only to watch the I-J bur­ 
glary reports. They surmised 
that homes reported as having 
lost color TVs probably would 
have brand new replacements 
in a short time. 
The I-J responded by elimi­ 
nating lists of specific items 
taken. Now we refer only to the 
loss of “ household goods’’ or 
“personal effects.” We also dis­ 
continued the use of specific 
street addresses, indicating in­ 
stead only the neighborhood 
where the burglary has taken 
place. 
An occasional burglary vic­ 
tim objects to the I-J reporting 
anything at all about his partic­ 
ular case. He wants to be just 
an anonymous statistic. 
U nfortunately, anonymous 
statistics don’t influence the 
rest of us to take precautions 
against burglars in the way 
that a burglary in our neighbor­ 
hood does — or even the bur­ 
glary of someone we know in a 
neighboring town. 


WHAT CAN ONE do toward 
burglary prevention? 
Police will usually tell you 
that your best protection is a 
suspicious neighbor who will 
report anything out of the ordi­ 
nary around your house or 
property. 
If we want to stamp out 
burglary, then, we need to be­ 
come suspicious neighbors so 
as to protect each other. 
A burglar alarm system can 
help, especially those which 
convey a silent alarm direct to 
a police station. But such are 
expensive. 
“ Operation Identification” is 
effective in two ways. When 
you lose property with your 
social security num ber en­ 
graved on it, you have an 
infinitely better chance of re­ 
covering it. Also, a thief who 
knows articles are thus identi­ 
fied is less likely to steal them. 
Bringing burglary under con­ 
trol is not a job we can expect 
someone else to do; it will take 
an effort on the part of each of 
us. 
The sooner we get on with it, 
the better.

Arrigoni Defends 
Schenck Property Action 


This is in reply to a letter to the editor 
that appeared in your newspaper on April 
5, signed by Mr. T. R. Smith of San 
Anselmo. Part of the letter referred to a 
recent board of supervisors action on a 
rezoning and master plan, commonly 
known as the Schenck property. I would 
like to clarify the facts and set the record 
straight. 
Unquestionably, it is common knowl­ 
edge that the land is currently zoned R-l 
single family residential, allowing one 
building site per 10,000 square feet. The 
owner has the legal right to submit a 
subdivision map complying with the State 
Map Act for a single family project for 
this 15-acre parcel that can legally ac­ 
commodate 44 units, according to the 
county planning staff. This would be in 
compliance with the state and county 
subdivision laws and would not be ap­ 
pealable to the Board of Supervisors. 
Only the environmental impact report 
would be appealable. 
In my opinion, the decision of the board 
of supervisors was far-reaching and pro­ 
tected the interest of the public and the 
integrity of the Sorich Park neighbor­ 
hood, First of all, the original project, 
consisting of 44 units, rezoning from R-l 
to RMP residential was denied by the 
Board of Supervisors and referred back 
to the planning commission with the 
instructions that the 15-acre parcel not

exceed 20 units on a cluster basis. This 
works out to almost one unit per acre, 
with the units to be constructed on the 
lower two acres of the 15-acre project, 
leaving approximately 13 acres in perma­ 
nent open space.. . 
I might add that one of the additional 
advantages of RMP zoning is that it 
provides for strict architectural control,, 
as well as detailed landscaping maps, 
and a provision for other amenities 
which, under R-l single family zoning, 
are not possible under the law.

WASHINGTON — There is some mis­ 
conception of what old King Canute was 
up to when he sat on the shore and 
ordered the tide to stay back. Under no 
illustion himself, he was demonstrating 
to his foolish sycophantic courtiers that 
he could not control the forces of nature. 
A parallel may exist here with President 
Nixon’s attempt to hold back prices 
against what many of his own courtiers 
believe are the inexorable laws of supply 
and demand. 
As the battle of the beefsteak rages on, 
grumbling can be heard in the White 
House directed at Secretary of the Trea­ 
sury (and general commander of domes­ 
tic affairs) George P. Shultz. The kindest 
thing said about him is that he is an 
ideologue with his feet stuck in concrete. 
Whether Shultz was personally respon­ 
sible for the incredible folly of abandon­ 
ing the Phase 2 controls, which were 
working fairly well, for the charade of 
Phase 3, no one will say. But the onus 
falls heavily on the commander who now 
confronts the rising tide of protests, 
boycotts and a demand in Congress for a 
rollback of prices to the level of early 
January. 


OBSERVERS with close contacts with 
consumers feel that neither the boycott 
nor the freeze on food prices will substan­ 
tially lower the total the housewife pays 
at the checkout counter. The latest 2.2 
per cent jump in wholesale prices makes 
the retail climb inevitable for several 
months ahead. And the most disturbing 
aspect of that jump was the way in which 
prices of industrial commodities nearly 
kept pace with the consumer rise. 
One of the ablest consumer advisers, 
Mrs. Esther Peterson, a former assistant 
secretary of labor, in talking to house­ 
wives finds an awareness that govern­ 
ment tinkering with prices is not enough. 
As one of her audience put it recently: 
“ I’m a Republican and I don’t like to 
think that it’s Mr. Nixon’s fault that 
we’re paying $2 a pound for steak and 
$1.50 a pound for hamburger. Isn’t there 
something wrong with our food policy?” 
A great many people are asking wheth­ 
er the present food policy is not a 
completely outmoded carryover from the 
scarcity concept of the ’30s. That was 
when, under the New Deal program to 
raise the level of farm income, millions 
of acres were taken out of production and

farm ers — not a few in the large-scale 
agribusiness — were getting government 
checks to keep their land idle. 
After delaying for more than seven 
months, Sec. of Agriculture Earl Butz 
finally began to reverse this scarcity 
program. But far more must be done to 
put idle land back into production. At 
least 50 million acres can become produc­ 
tive again if government moves quickly. 
Given the great facilities of mechanized 
agriculture in this country, the problems 
of food at home and abroad could be 
manageable. 


THE BOYCOTT has served at least to 
bring into sharp perspective the urgent 
need for a new national food policy. Last 
year the chairman of the American Meat 
Institute, Clifton B. Cox, who is also 
president of Armour Food, in his annual 
report pointed to the “feast or famine” 
character of livestock production and 
marketing resulting in inefficiency and 
start-and-stop operations contributing to 
unemployment and higher prices. 
“ We need a national policy to stabilize 
the production of an ample supply of 
meat for consumers,” Cox said. 
He laid down several prescriptions for 
a new policy. Most important was the 
stabilization of food drains with a govern­ 
ment-sponsored storage and insurance 
program to level off the peaks and 
valleys in the supply of what is the raw 
material of meat production. It takes 
eight pounds of grain to produce one 
pound of beef. 


AGRICULTURE is the most vital ele­ 
ment in the American economy. If the 
full force of productivity on the farms is 
unleashed, exports of wheat, feed grains 
and soy beans can go a long way to offset 
the deteriorating trade balance in the 
next decade. The red-ink side of the trade 
ledger will be augmented by 1980 with a 
deficit in the cost of imported oil of up to 
$17 billion a year. One estimate is that 
the abundance of the farms as geared to 
full production could offset at least half 
of this. 
The hard-working American farm er 
with the superior mechanization at his 
command can do a lot to pull us out of 
the trade slump. But government must 
be an active partner if this is to come 
about.

WASHINGTON - The W atergate affair 
is stirring up a surprising amount of anti­ 
administration feeling among key Repub­ 
lican leaders in every section of the 
United States. 
A Christian Science Monitor survey of 
GOP leaders in half the states and in 
every geographical region finds th at 
some state chairmen and national com­ 
mitteemen are very upset over what they 
see as the administration’s misbehavior, 
or over what they view as the adminis­ 
tration’s failure to clear up the Water­ 
gate charges —or over a combination of 
both. 
The survey also shows that the public, 
long apathetic about Watergate, is now 
becoming aroused.

it that everything is brought out into the 
open.

“ The President ought to facilitate facts • 
coming out — and anyone who is involved 
should be nailed to the wall. 
“ Watergate is the biggest issue of all in 
this state, bigger than inflation. If the 
issue continues, it is going to hurt those 
running for office all the way down to the 
local level. Republicans here are terribly 
concerned. But they don’t think the 
President was the instigator or was 
aware of it.” 


A LARGE NUMBER of the leaders 
said that Watergate had finally become a 
major political issue and that — if it 
continued — it could be most damaging 
to Republican candidates in 1974. 
At a meeting of some 300 Republicans 
in one Midwest city a few days ago, a 
speaker asked: “ How many of you think 
that Watergate is now damaging the 
Republican p a rty ? ” Almost everyone 
raised his hand. 
In the Southwest, a state chairman put 
his distress over Watergate this way: 
“ People, including the Republicans, 
are getting concerned. They weren’t two 
weeks ago.

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JUPITER IS FIRST 


American Cameras Will 
Explore The Universe

C APE KENNEDY (UPI) — Mercury, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter and Saturn have 
one thing in common—they all will be 
visited by American space probes to be 
launched within five years in a stepped 
up effort to explore the solar system. 


Only the three outermost planets will 
escape the scrutiny of cameras and other 
reconnaissance instruments aboard robot 
spacecraft now on the drawing boards or 
in extra clean assembly buildings. Uran­ 
us, Neptune and Pluto will have to wait 
until NASA has more money. 


Jupiter, the almost star-like colossus 
480 million miles from the sun, is the first 
target of the new series of planetary 
explorers. One little spacecraft is more 
than halfway there and a twin, Pioneer 
11, was launched last week. 
The job of the two pioneers is to pave 
the way to the fifth planet out from the 
sun and give man his first closeup look at 
its brilliantly striped atmosphere and its 
deadly radiation belts. 
Pioneer 10, launched a year ago, is due 
to fly within 87,000 miles of Jupiter Dec. 
3. Pioneer 11 should reach the planet 
Dec. 5, 1974. Both will take 10 pictures of 
Jupiter and examine its atmosphere and 
environment with a dozen other experi­ 
ments. 
Jupiter stands at the gateway to the 
outer planets and will serve as a junction 
point for future spacecraft enroute to 
Saturn and the planets beyond. Pioneer 
10 improved the outlook for such flights 
when it passed safely through the debris- 
filled asteroid belt last month between 
Mars and Jupiter. None had gone that far 
before. 
“I think we re firmly convinced now 
that the asteroid belt presents little 
hazard to future spacecraft going out to 
explore the outer planets,” said Dr. 
William H Kinard, meteoroid specialist 
from the Langley Research Center, 
Hampton, Va. 


The key to the rapidly expanding inter­ 
est in the planets is the question that has 
intrigued thinking men for centuries—is 
Earth the only place to harbor life? 
Many scientists think there must be 
some kind of life somewhere else and 
they say Mars is the best place to start 
looking. This idea was buoyed recently 
when photographs taken by the Mariner 9 
showed that Mars is a dynamic, evolving 
planet with what seems to be unmistaka­ 
ble evidence it once had great volumes of 
water flowing across its surface. 


There also has been speculation that 
life might exist in Jupiter’s thick and 
colorful atmosphere. And Cornell Univer­ 
sity astronomers reported recently they 
have found that Titan, the largest of the 
10 moons of Saturn, has an atmosphere 
that might support life. 
“Our research has shown that at the 
very least,” Dr. Carl Sagan said, “Titan 
should be littered with the kind of organic 
molecule which, in the early history of 
the Earth, led to the origin of life.” 
The investigations now planned will 
concentrate on a direct search for biolog­ 
ical substances on Mars. Two large 
unmanned Viking spacecraft will be 
launched toward the Red Planet in 1975 
and land in the warmest, dampest places 
available there in July and August of 
1976. 
Each Viking will scratch, dig and probe 
the Martian surface, then swallow and 
analyze soil samples for signs of biologi­ 
cal activity. The landers also will carry 
television cameras, Marsquake detectors 
and weather observatories. 
But before the 7,500-pound Vikings 
reach Mars, the United States will have 
completed the two Jupiter missions and 
will have sent a television scout past 
Venus and Mercury, the two inner plan­ 
ets between Earth and sun. Then, in 1977, 
two Mariners will be sent on a picture- 
taking voyage to Jupiter and Saturn. 
Russia, too, is active in planetary 


exploration and the Soviets accomplished 
the first unmanned landings on both 
Mars and Venus. The Martian lander, 
however, failed seconds after touchdown 
in a raging dust storm in late 1971. 


Russian scientists are expected to take 
advantage of the next Mars launch oppor­ 
tunity next year and send two more 
spacecraft on Martian landing missions. 
The United States and Russia agreed in 
February in Moscow to exchange infor­ 
mation on potential Mars landing sites. 


The Mariner that will explore Venus 
and Mercury is set for launch Oct. 10. It 
will be the first spacecraft to visit two 
planets. 
The plan is to aim Mariner 10 so it 
passes about 3,300 miles from Venus and 
then, with an assist from the Venusian 
gravity, swings out to travel to little 
Mercury, the planet nearest the sun. The 
probe is expected to pass within 625 miles 
of unexplored Mercury and take pictures 
that should be able to show surface 
objects as small as a football field. 
Mercury is so close to the sun that it is 
hard to see with Earth telescopes and 
only general shading characteristics are 
known. The satellite’s pictures are ex­ 
pected to tell man as much about Mercu­ 
ry as the first telescopic observations 
told man about the moon. 
Venus also has never been photo­ 
graphed from up close although it has 
been explored by seven American and 
Russian spacecraft over the past 10 
years. The Mariner will take several 
thousand pictures of Venus’ dense blan­ 
ket of clouds and scientists hope the 
probe will find some openings in the 
atmospheric veil so it can see through to 
the Venusian surface. 
Mariner 10 should reach Venus in 
February, 1974, and pass by Mercury in 
late March. It will circle the sun after 
passing Mercury and will return to the 
little planet in September, 1975. 
After the Viking Mars expeditions of 


1975 and 1976, the space agency plans to 
devote more attention to Jupiter and 
Saturn. 


Two 1,600-pound M ariners will be 
launched in August and September, 1977, 
to scout Jupiter first and then fly on to 
Saturn using the cosmic billiard ball 
technique that will be tried out by the 
Mariner Venus-Mercury flight. It will 
take the probe more than 1 Vx years to 
reach Jupiter and about two more years 
to fly to Saturn, the huge nnged planet 
that is sixth out from the sun. 


One of the two Mariners’ objectives 


will be to look at the mysterious rings 
around Saturn. They are generally be­ 
lieved to consist of gas, ice and dust, 
although two astronomers at the jet 
propulsion laboratory, Pasadena, Calif., 
reported earlier this month that radar 
examination of the planet showed its 
rings are made of solid chunks of some­ 
thing. 


Dr. Richard M. Goldstein said Saturn's 
rings, girdling the planet from 57.000 to 
87.000 miles out. “ must be considered an 
extreme hazard to any spacecraft sent 
into or near the rings.” 


Saturn itself is about 72,000 miles in 
diameter, yet it is believed to be a 
gaseous body lacking a solid surface and 
with a density less than water. 
NASA’s definite planetary exploration 
plans end with the Mariner Jupiter- 
Saturn mission, but the agency hopes to 
begin work next year on another pro­ 
gram to explore Venus in 1978 with small 
Pioneer spacecraft. 
Two Pioneers would be wunched with 
one designed to orbit Venus while the 
second shoots small instrumented probes 
into its thick atmosphere. (Advance—into 
its thick atmosphere.

Wanting To Go Home

TRUNG LAP — The Vietnam peace 
agreement supposedly guarantees the 
civilian population freedom of movement. 
But m many villages such as this one in 
South Vietnam where people want to 
return to their old homes, the Saigon 
government is doing everything it can to 
stop them. 
The problem, as the government sees it 
here, is that the people’s former homes 
— or what is left of them — are located 
in old battle zones now under the influ­ 
ence of the Viet Cong. 
Several years ago, the American Army 
forced many of the poeple living here to 
move out of their native hamlets. Now 
that there is a peace agreement, these 
people say that they should be allowed to 
go back to their former lands to farm and 
to rebuild homes that were destroyed. 
At night, the Viet Cong sometimes 
come to the edges of this village with 
loudspeakers, urging the people to return 
to their old homes. Some, of course, have 
returned. But they complain that they 
are constantly being harassed by govern­ 
ment artillery fire. 
During this reporter’s visit to Trung 
Lap, 105-mm. howitzers at a government 
outpost fired regularly into the surround­ 
ing countryside. It was not clear what the 
gunners’ targets were. But there was no 
evidence of any Viet Cong military activi­ 
ty. 
Villagers also complain that govern­ 
ment troops have deliberately burned 
down houses in their old hamlets in order 
lo discourage them from settling there. 
Another widespread complaint is that 
the government has confiscated identifi­ 
cation papers as a means of keeping a 
hold on villagers. Group photographs of 
each family in this village are being 
taken, apparently as another means of 
tightening control. 
One villager showed a photograph of 
himself with his wife and two children. 
They looked rather unhappy as they 
stood stiffly under a banner which said: 
“ Down with the Communists for violating 
the cease-fire.” A placard also shown in 
the picture said: “This family does not 
accept the Communists.” 
The man said that he did not know why 
the picture had been taken 
But he 
complained that he had been foreed to 
pay 250 piasters (about 50 U S cents) for 
it 
One gets varying explanations for all 
this from government officials. 
A hamlet chief said that he did not 
want people leaving his hamlet and 
building permanent homes in areas out­ 
side the government’s control. 


He said that it was all right for them to 
build temporary shacks for farming pur­ 
poses. But he said that permanent homes 
would be burned down 


The hamlet chief said that his superiors 
had ordered him to confiscate identifica­ 
tion cards for “security reasons" and in 
order “to prepare for elections.” 


The policeman in charge of village 
security said that his task was “to hold 
on to our territory and to control the 
people effectively and not let them go 
over to the other side.” 


When asked about the freedom of 
movement and residence supposedly 
guaranteed by Article 2 of the peace 
agreement, government officials often 
replied that they had not read the text of 
the agreement 


A young Army lieutenant in charge of 
“psychological warfare” for the govern­ 
ment said that he had read a "summary" 
of the peace agreement as part of one- 
week’s training he received for his mis­ 
sion in this v illage, 35 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 
“When people ask us about the peace 
agreement, we tell them that this is 
nothing more than a cease-fire in place.” 
the lieutenant said. “And the people are 
supposed to stay in place.” 
One middle-aged woman thought at 
first that this reporter was a member of 
the International Commission of Control 
and Supervision (ICCS). She complained 
loudly about being unable to return to her 
old fields. 
"The soldiers beat us up li we go to our 
fields,” she said "But if we don’t work 
the fields, we won't have enough to eat.” 
When told that the reporter was not a 
member of the ICCS, the disappointed 
woman said: “ We'd heard the interna­ 
tional inspectors were going to come- 
here.” 
The young lieutenant in charge of the 
government’s political warfare here is up 
against some tough competitors on the 
Viet Cong side. As best one can deter 
mine they consist mostly of old women, 
who, thanks to their advanced age, have 
notiiing to fear anymore from anyone 
One such woman in her late 60 s, who 
was obviously a Viet Cong sympathizer, 
grabbed this reporter by the hand 
“We like the Americans very much,” 
she said,, loudly enough so that some of 
the Vietnamese gathered around could 
hear. “ We like them because they are 
leaving.”

In Market Trading 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Prices 
m oved higher in stepped-up 
trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange this week, buoyed to 
a great extent by investor en­ 
thusiasm over better-than ex­ 
pected first quarter earnings 
reports. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
b lu e-ch ip in d u stria l sto ck s 
gained 28.29 to 959.36, including 
an advance of 16.40 Monday. 
This marked the biggest daily 
leap by the widely followed 
indicator since it picked up 
17.01 points on March 27. 
Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index, a more broadly based 
indicator than the Dow, gained 
2.80 to 112.08, while the NYSE 
index managed a 1.42 advance 
to 59.65. Advances far outnum­ 
bered declines, 
1,155 to 604, 
among the 1,958 total issues on 
the tape. 


Turnover, which has been 
particularly m eager for the 
past month, picked up this 
week. 
Analysts said the 
in­ 
creased trading was a good 
indication the market’s rally 
had real buying support. Vol­ 
ume came to 76,173,505 shares, 
compared with 62,073,806 last 
week and with 99,533,836 during 
the same week a year ago. 
Early in the week, before 
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first quarter earnings reports 
began circulating Wall Street, 
the market got most of its 
mileage out of investor hopes 
for some form of wage and 
price controls. Inflation has 
been a chief market depressant 
ever since mid-January—when 
President Nixon announced 
Phase III. 
Investors’ worries focused on 
inflation's effect on interest 
rates. 
When interest rates 
climb, so does the cost of bor­ 
rowing money. The primary 
damage, therefore, is inflation 
can bring on a tight money 
situation that threatens eco­ 
nomic expansion.

It’s unlucky’ that 
neither of the red queens will 
serve as an entry to dummy, 
but there’s no need to rely on 
luck in this hand. 


WIN IN HAND 
The best play is to win the 
first club trick in your own 
hand. Lead the ace of spades 
and give up the queen of spades 
to the king. 
You can reach dummy with 
the jack of clubs to give up 
another spade to the jack. And 
then you can get back to dum­ 
my with the Icing of clubs to 
cash the last two spades. 
When you’re working with 
such a weak suit, count the 
number of times you must lead 
it and see if you can get to the 
correct hand often enough to do 
so. This sort of planning takes 
you a few seconds longer at the 
beginning of the hand but saves 
you minutes of helpless scram­ 
bling later on. 


SOME TROUBLE 
Incidentally, if W'est has four 
spades headed by the king-jack, 
he could give you some trouble 
by refusing to take his king 
when you lead the queen of 
spades. The effect would be 
much as though you had tried a 
spade finesse and succeeded, so 
even in this unlikely situation it

A sharp decline in kindergar­ 
ten enrollment in the Dixie 
School District has clouded 
class scheduling next year, 
Supt.

Some 323 pupils were regis­ 
tered for kindergarten classes 
last year, Campbell said, and 
389 showed up on opening day 
for classes.

Bucking along a washboard 
road climbing a grassy hill

A unique feature, Hollis point­ 
ed out, is that the pristine 
headlands are close to a large 
metropolitan center which will 
make them easily accessible to 
schools throughout the Bay 
Area.

It eventually will be acquired 
by the National Park Service as 
part of the Golden Gate Nation­ 
al Recreation Area, but the 
county schools offich has been 
assured that it will continue to 
be set aside for environmental 
education. 
According to the plan, the 
preserve could be used for na­ 
ture study at several levels, 
from simple “ discovery walks” 
by preschool children to field 
experiments and long-range, in- 
depth studies by the natural 
science departments of the Col­ 
lege of Marin and other institu­ 
tions of higher learning. 
The land is ideal for thought­ 
ful, 
close-up 
studies, 
said 
Campbell, because of its subtle 
beauty. Contrasted with the im­ 
mensity of Muir Woods or the 
compleity of Bolinas Lagoon, 
“ it tells the whole story very 
quietly,” he said. 
Four distinct ecosystems ex­ 
ist within the preserve, includ­ 
ing a broad-leaf forest, coastal 
chaparral, rolling grasslands 
and a marsh that gradually 
evolves from freshwater — 
where streams converge at the 
valley floor — to saltwater near 
Rodeo Lagoon, outside the pre­ 
serve’s western tip. 
Beyond the lagoon, teeming 
with saltwater plant life, fish 
and birds, are the tidepools, 
beaches and sea caves of Cron- 
khite Beach. 
From the hilltops, the entire 
Bay Area is visible. “ A teacher 
could spend hours discussing 
land use practices and the his­ 
tory of Mill Valley, Sausalito, 
Tiburon.. . , ” the plan sug­ 
gests. 
Hollis and others hope to ob- 
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tain the abandoned barracks 
and buildings of Fort Cronkhite 
which bound the preserve for 
use as lecture halls and class­ 
rooms, perhaps even for sleep­ 
ing quarters for students on 
overnight trips or extended 
studies. 
Other uses might be for ex­ 
perimental tree farms, animal 
husbandry, weather stations, 
astronomy, mapping and art, 
painting and photography 
classes. 
“ Our general philosophy is 
not to try to import existing 
programs,” explained Turtle. 
“ We must allow our minds to 
become as rangy as the land 
and let people create the struc­ 
ture.” 
Hollis said the first groups of 
children will be allowed on the 
preserve July 1. 
In contrast to its future as an 
educational resource for stu- 
denta snd educators are the 
crumbling Marincello gates, the 
only part of Thomas Frouge’s 
dream town that ever was built. 
Behind the Spanish-style 
gates with their tile roofs is 
what is now called “ the road to 
nowhere,” the Marincello that 
never was to be, but might 
better be renamed “ the road to 
somewhere,” for the young 
minds that are to come.

'Original Residents' 
Block Wounded Knee 


PIN E RIDGE, S D. (UPD — 
A group of Oglala Sioux Indi­ 
ans. who say they are “ original 
residents of Wounded Knee,” 
blocked the main road to the 
village yesterday to protest 
being ousted from their homes 
by other Indians occupying the 
hamlet. 
Government forces main­ 
tained a perimeter around the 
village and government nego­ 
tiators fried to get the Indians 
to remove the roadblock, estab­ 
lished outside the perimeter. 
But the Indians vowed not to 
let food or medical supplies 
pass into the hands of the Indi­ 
ans occupying the village until 
the confrontation is ended. 
Federal negotiator Stanley 
Pottinger flew by helicopter to 
the roadblock Friday and met 
with the group’s spokesmen, 
Woody Richards and John 
Hussnian. in an effort to per­ 
suade them to remove the 
blockade 
Richards said the group was 
protesting the American Indian 
Movement (AIM1 takeover that 
ousted them, from their homes 
46 days ago, and what they 
called the Justice Department’s 
inability to end the armed con­ 
frontation. 
They also said the govern­ 
ment should compensate the 
original residents of the village 
for damage to their property 
and the loss of their homes 
since the occupation began Feb. 


Most of the Indians at the 
roadblock. Pottinger said, are 
residents of Wounded Knee and 
“ some are concerned rela­ 
tives.” 
Pottinger. an assistant U.S. 
attorney general, told them the 
Justice Department wants to 
end the occupation of the vil­ 
lage “ without bloodshed or loss 
of life.” 
He said he was sympathetic 
to their reasons for establishing 
the roadblock, but warned, “ If 
you put yourself in the position 
of obstructing a federal officer, 
even if your intentions are the 
best, then you are violating a 
federal statute.” 
Richards said the roadblock 
would remain up until the 
armed occupation ended. Be­ 
fore the meeting with Pottinger 
was over, Richards and Huss­ 
nian agreed to allow U.S. mar­ 
shals, FBI agents and Commu­ 
nity Relations Service (CRS1 
workers to pass through en 
route to the government's road­ 
block closer to the village. 
However, the two Indians 
said all CRS cars would be 
searched, and food and medical 
supplies would be prevented 
from going through. 
“ If they want medical and 
food supplies,” Huaamsn said, 
“ they should come out and get 
it. They’re getting better medi­ 
cal aid down there than we are 
on the outside, and they’re get­ 
ting it free.” 


“ difficult to relate to” and

It urged 
they be replaced by “ more 
diversified and innovative 
courses.” 
The “ Student Bill of Rights” 
called for bans on short hair 
requirements for boys, corporal 
punishment and “ arbitrary 
searches and seizures.” 
It declared that students 
have, among others, the follow­ 
ing rights: 
To determine their own ap­ 
pearance, including the style of 
hair and clothing. 
To see their own school files 
and to be notified about adverse 
comments which are placed in 
them. 
To wear political buttons or 
symbols, form political organi­ 
zations and distribute political 
leaflets or newspapers. 
On the request for more sex 
education, board member 
David Hubbard said the board 
has done about all it can to 
implement sex education in 
schools. 
He noted that a new , updated 
sex education textbook, “ Hu­ 
man Sexuality,” is being pre­ 
pared by the board. 


Span Is Back 


An old proposal to erect a 
suicide barrier on the Golden 
Gate Bridge was revived yes­ 
terday, apparently with enough 
votes by bridge district direc­ 
tors to assure its construction 
this time. (See other bridge 
story, page 1.) 
The proposal, booted about 
for 23 years got as far as a 
preliminary design two years 
ago, but was shelved indefinite­ 
ly. 
The issue was revived at an 
unannounced meeting on April 
4 of the board’s special suicide 
committee, which urged the 
board to adopt a policy to 
proceed with the project “ as 
soon as possible.” 
The recommendation, backed 
by dozens of organizations and 
individuals at yesterday’s 
packed board meeting, was ap­ 
proved. 12-5. Two of Marin’s 
three representatives on the 
board split, with Supervisor Mi­ 
chael Womum voting with the 
majority and San Rafael Mayor 
C. Paul Bettini with the minori­ 
ty. Dean N. Meyer of Mill 
Valley was absent. 
The board’s action fell well 
short of agreeing to spend the 
$750,000 estimated for the ac­ 
tual construction, but it did ask 
the finance-auditing committee 
to review spending $67,500 to 
complete design and wind-tun­ 
nel testing of the barrier. The 
committee was given 30 days to 
report its recommendation 
back to the board. 
The project would replace the 
ehest-high railings with an 
eight-foot barrier made of thin 
vertial tension rods six inches 
apart. It would be topped with 
an angled rail too difficult to 
grasp long enough to climb 
over. 
According to bridge officials, 
477 persons are known to have 
jumped to their deaths from the 
span since it opened in 1937.

In Clerical Jobs 


The m ajority of employed 
women in California were con­ 
centrated in clerical work, ac­ 
cording to the U.S. Department 
of Labor. 
The report said clerical work 
accounted for 39 per cent of the 
1 women workers, 17 per cent 
were employed in professional 
and technical work and service 
outside the home accounted for 
15 per cent. Operatives (includ­ 
ing transport) and sales work­ 
ers made up the fourth and fifth 
largest groups of employed 
women with 10 per cent and 8 
per cent, respectively.

That big, sporty bow tie is 
v iking a comeback.

NEW YORK (AP) 
when women shop for new 
clothes, Nicole Ronsard does a 
thriving business at her beauty 
salon in New York. But many 
women never hear of her, she 
says. 
. “ My business is never word 
of mouth,” she observed the 
other day. “ Women do not dis­ 
cuss the beauty problem I 
treat. . .But they become more 
aware of it whenever they shop 
for a new wardrobe. . 
Mme. Ronsard is an expert in 
the treatment of cellulite — in 
France it is a well-known condi­ 
tion that affects the most sus­ 
ceptible area, the thighs, and 
other parts of the body includ­ 
ing back, upper arm s and 
knees. But the condition usually 
is not singled out for treatm ent 
in the United States, “ although 
a large percentage of women 
suffer from it” she explained. 
Cellulite — lumps, bumps, 
ridges and globs of m atter un­ 
der the skin — is accepted as 
just another indication of fat 
that they cannot control. But it 
is treated by doctors, hospitals, 
clinics and beauticians in 
France. Mme. Ronsard com­ 
mented. 
IN HER SALON she uses the 
French treatment method that 
includes automated massage, 
updating the treatm ent with 
two machines. 
But one need not go to a salon 
to have it done, she explained, 
one reason she wrote the book, 
“ c e llu lite —T hose lum ps, 
bumps and bulges you couldn’t 
lose before.” 
Hw do you recognize cellu­ 
lite? Mme. Ronsard suggests 
gripping the thighs between the 
thumb and index finger or be­ 
tween the palms of both hands, 
“ If cellulite is present the 
skin will ripple and resemble 
an orange peel or cottage 
cheese.’’ she remarked “ and 
there might be a little sensitivi­ 
ty.” 
At a more advanced stage the 
ripples are noticed just by look­ 
ing in a full length m irror at an 
affected a rea such as the 
thighs, and women in that cate­ 
gory often feel the most de­ 
spair. 
“ They cannot wears pants or 
shorts and the condition em bar­ 
rasses them . Some women 
must go to the w ater’s edge at 
the beach before they remove a 
long robe that covers their 
thighs.” 


IN FACT French women de­ 
scribe the condition as culottes 
de cheval (riding breeches* be­ 
cause one’s thighs fall into that 
shape with cellulite, but it was 
Swedish massage experts who 
first observed “ the presence of 
the lumpy node-like form a­ 
tions” which they began treat­ 
ing by massage, she says. They

have referred to it as pannicu- 
lite, myocellulite and cellulite, 
the nam e adopted by the 
French. 
She has been told by doctors 
that cellulite occurs when the 
waste removal process slows 
down in an area. Water ami 
wastes thicken forming the bul­ 
gy bumps. One client, a yoga 
teacher, insists her condition 
was the result of having had a 
baby. But many of Mme. Ron- 
sard’s clients are slim models 
who have never been married. 
In many respects the actual 
cause is a mystery and even 
after it is corrected a mainte­ 
nance program must be used to 
keep it off, she commented. 
“ Dieting doesn’t help unless 
it is combined with exercise, 
massage and drinking enough 
water to eliminate the cellulite 
that breaks down,” she ex­ 
plained. 
Although she stresses mas­ 
sage, she cautions against mas­ 
saging so hard one bruises the 
skin. Sitting in a tub is a good 
time to work on one’s legs and 
thighs. Hips and buttocks might 
be massaged when one is towel 
drying. In fact, she suggests, 
once the knack is acquired, one 
can m assage when one is 
watching television or sitting in 
a car or any other time.

KEEPING IN MIND that legs 
should always be massaged to­ 
wards the heart, she suggests 
five m assage movements to 
help break down cellulite — 
stroking (preparing the skin by 
using upw ard sliding move­ 
ments) kneading (grabbing “ a 
hunk of flesh,” lifting it away 
from the underlying structure 
and squeezing it with the fin­ 
gers or whole hand) knuckling 
(a crushing movement done in 
circular direction with fingers 
curled so that the knucides 
press the skin) “ S” formation 
(using thumb and forefinger of 
both hands to lift up a portion 
of flesh running hands back and 
forth in opposite directions to 
form an “ S” fold) and wringing 
(an “S” formation done without 
picking up the flesh —a deep 
action massage that involves 
twisting flesh back and forth 
with the hands.) Deep stroking 
ends every m assage (heavy 
pressure tow ards the heart 
which th erapists believe re ­ 
lieves congestion and speeds 
removal of waste m atter from 
tissues). 
The host* air treatment she 
gives in her salon may be done 
at home with a garden hose and 
lots of water pressure, she ad­ 
vises. 
Before coming to the United 
States six years ago, Mme. 
Ronsard lived in Paris where 
she graduated from a school 
specializing in the science of 
body shaping. But before that 
she had often helped her moth­ 
er, a well-known skin specialist.

O i Flameproof 
Fabric Needed 


Clothing m anufacturers must 
voluntarily increase their ef­ 
forts to provide the public with 
flame retardant wearing appar­ 
el if the trag ic num ber of 
deaths and injuries from cloth­ 
ing fires is to be significantly 
reduced, the National Safety 
Council advised. 
Howard Pyle, president of the 
Safety Council, said, “ An esti­ 
m ated 1,500 lives are lost and 
some 100,000 persons suffer dis­ 
abling injuries each year as a 
result of their clothes catching 
fire. Sadly, most of these vic­ 
tims are children or elderly and 
disabled persons.

knit slacks. I have a pattern 
that will require an extra half 
yard of fabric because it lacks 
about two inches of being wide 
enough. Is it possible to piece 
the inseam of slacks to avoid 
buying extra fabric?

DEAR MRS. H.H., 
With the wide variation in 
widths of fabrics, depending on 
whether they are domestic or 
imported, woven expressly for 
the m anufacturers or for the 
home sewer, it is just as diffi­ 
cult for the sales person in your 
fabric i>hop as it is for you. One 
point m ust be rem em b ered , 
knits absolutely must be cut in 
one direction. Therefore, you 
can’t fit one piece of a pattern 
into the other as you can when 
there is no direction to the 
fabric.

Inseam 


In answer to your question 
about piecing, yes, it can be 
done and won’t be noticeable, 
especially if the piecing is only 
two or three inches at the 
crotch of the inseam. 
I would advise piecing your 
fabric before you remove the 
pattern, then you will avoid 
cutting it too small because you 
might have overlooked adding 
two seam allowances. Be sure 
you piece your fabric with the 
grain running in the sam e di­ 
rection. 
DEAR EUNICE, 
You have often suggested we 
exam ine the construction on 
expensive clothes if we are in 
doubt. A good friend of mine 
has a beautiful knit dress and 
jacket that she paid almost $200 
for. The jacket has no lining or 
interfacing. However, the dress 
has a separate lining. 
I’m afraid to do the sam e 
thing, because I’ve seen some 
pretty sad results when women 
don’t line their knits. What is 
your recommendation?

DEAR MRS. C.E., 
The quality of the knit fabric 
in these expensive suits is hard 
to find at any fabric shop. They 
are usually 100 per cent wrool 
and made from a tight, twisted 
yarn that has very little stretch 
or give. This makes it possible 
to achieve a beautiful effect 
without lining or interfacing. If 
your fabric is of the sam e 
quality, why not try it? I think 
you will also notice that there is 
top stitching about one-half inch 
from all the outer edges. This 
again keeps the facings and 
hems nice and flat. You must 
do the sam e, either with m a­ 
chine stitching or hand picking. 
As to the lining in the dress, 
this usually keeps the skirt 
from stretching out of shape 
from sitting. It also keeps the 
dress, which will be fitted clos­ 
er to your body, from clinging. 
THIS WEEK’S Tailor Trix 
pressing board winner is Mrs. 


Glen H. Ericson, Salina, Kan., 
for her sewing suggestion: 
“ I have used this tip for more 
than 50 years, hope it can be 
help to others. When sewing 
darts 
in any type m aterial, 
especially knits, whether under­ 
lined or not, machine stitch in 
the exact center of the dart 
before folding the fabric and 
stitching the dart through both 
layers of fabric. You’ll have a 
perfect dart with no stretching. 
“ To prevent stretching of fab­ 
ric when stitching from the 
outer edge of garm ent, I recom ­ 
mend you begin this particular 
stitching at the point of the dart 
and continue to the outer edge 
of fabric.” 
DEAR EUNICE, 
Why don’t pattern companies 
tell you the size button you need 
in inches instead of lines. Often 
the buttons I like best aren ’t the 
sam e line the pattern suggests, 
and I find my selections are 


very limited. 
SALLY H. 
DEAR SALLY H., 
You won’t have too much 
difficulty in the future if you 
will keep this column for future 
referen ce. 
In 
“ button la n ­ 
guage,” 40 lines equal one inch, 
20 lines equal one-half inch, 10 
lines equal one-fourth inch. A 
few lines make very little dif­ 
ference. 
I would suggest you purchase 
the buttons you like when plan­ 
ning your garm ent, then you 
can add a fraction or take away 
a fraction according to the but­ 
ton you select. There doesn’t 
seem to be any standardization 
in the sizes, and the imported 
buttons tend to use the full 
gam ut of sizes. 
Hope this clears up the confu­ 
sion many of you have. You can 
overcome it all by selecting 
your buttons first, and you’ll 
find there is no visual differ-

Private Detective In 
Watergate Probe Quits 


WASHINGTON lUPI) - Har­ 
old K. Lipset, a private detec­ 
tive hired to head the Senate's 
investigation of the Watergate 
affair, has resigned after con­ 
firming that he pleaded guilty 
to a charge of illegal electronic 
eavesdropping in 1966. 
Lipset issued a prepared 
statem ent yesterday saying 
that the misdemeanor convic­ 
tion in New York was “of such 
a minor nature that I was given 
no punishment whatsoever.” 
However, he said he was 
stepping aside so that his pres­ 
ence “ in no way impedes” the 
committee’s work. 
“ Because of my belief that 
the work of this select commit­ 
tee is of the utmost importance 
to the welfare of this country, I 
am choosing to resign as a 
special investigator rather than 
cause any embarrassment to 
the committee, its chairman or 


staff,” Lipset said. 
Lipset issued his statement 
after these other developments 
yesterday: 
The Committee for the Re- 
election of the President said it 
w ill soon make public the sworn 
testimony of convicted Water­ 
gate conspirator Jam es W. 
McCord Jr. The organization’s 
law yers, according to press 
spokesman Devan L. Shumway, 
will resume taking a deposition 
from McCord next Friday in 
connection with civil actions 
growing out of the June 17 
break-in and bugging. “ Our de­ 
sire,” Shumway said, is that 
McCord’s testimony be made 
public as soon as possible so 
that we can avoid hearing 
about it through leaks, hercsay 
and innuendo.” 
McCord met again in private 
with staff investigators of the 
Watergate committee, chaired

An intensifying storm system 
rose to its highest level in 30

Thunderstorms rumbled over 
the high plains of Texas from 
the Rio Grande to the northern 
P anhandle. Tw o-inch hail 
stones pelted White Deer, Tex., 
about 30 miles northeast of 
Amarillo, last night. 
Some 45,000 head of cattle 
were evacuated and soybean 
and cotton land was inundated 
yesterday by the floodwaters of 
the Atchafalaya River in Louis­ 
iana Catahoula and Avoyelles 
parishes in central Louisiana 
were hardest hit.

Happy Warriors Ready For Next Playoff Rival 


OAKLAND (UPI) - Golden 
State guard Jim Barnett re­ 
members an elbow from Mil­ 
waukee’s Bob Dandridge as the 
turning point in the National 
Basketball Association playoff 
series between the two clubs. 
But to everyone else, Clyde 
Lee, the Warriors’ soft-spoken 
6-10 forward made the differ­ 
ence. 
Barnett scored 26 points and 
Lee snared a game-high 19 re­ 
bounds Friday night to power 
the Warriors to a 100-86 win 
over the Milwaukee Bucks be­ 
fore a sellout of 13,175 howling 
fans. That gave the Warriors 
the playoff series, four games 
to two, and vaulted them into 
the Western Conference finals 
against either the Los Angeles 


Lakers or Chicago Bulls, who 
clash Sunday in a seventh and 
deciding game. 
Barnett hit 11 of 18 shots from 
the field, topped the Warriors 
with seven assists and plucked 
seven rebounds as Golden State 
out rebounded the Bucks, 63-43. 
“When Dandridge took that 
shot (elbow) that decked me in 
the third game (won 113-93 by 
Milwaukee). What did we do 
after 
that 
... 
win 
three 
straight,” said Barnett. 
“Some people say that was 
the turning point. I'll take a 
shot like that anytime if it’ll get 
us going.” 
I^ee scored only eight points 
but was a demon on defense in 
helping to guard Kareem Ab- 
duI-Jabbar, and the Bucks' all­ 


league center, and in shutting 
off the inside drives of Milwau­ 
kee forwards. 
His 19 rebounds gave him 102 
for the six-game series, com­ 
pared to 97 for Jabbar. 
Thanks mainly to the glove­ 
like guarding of Thurmond and 
Lee, Jabbar never once hit his 
season average of 30 points in 
the playoffs. He topped the 
Bucks with 27 points, his high of 
the series. But still averaged 
only around 23 points for the six 
games. 
“ If you had to single out one 
guy in this series, it would have 
to be Lee,” said Thurmond. 
“There’s not a forward in this 
league who can stay with Lee 
on the boards. When he was 
playing Jabbar, he kept him

balance.” 
The 13,175 Warrior fans ap­ 
parently knew the value of Lee. 
They stood for 90 seconds and 
gave him an ovation when he 
was introduced before the 


game. 
"I was embarrassed by the 
cheers,” said the usually shy 
forward. “ I really appreciated 
it, but it would have been terri­ 
ble if we came out and stunk up 
the joint.”

Jabbar hit a free throw to 
open the game and that was the 
only lead Milwaukee enjoyed 
all night. 
With Cazzie Russell coming 
off the bench and hitting 10 of 
his 18 points in the first period, 
the Warriors jumped to a 54-43 
halftime lead. 
Milwaukee closed the margin 
to 69-60 on a three-point play by 
Oscar Robertson with 3:06 to go 
in the third quarter. In the 
fourth period, the closest the 
Bucks got was 79-72 on two free 
thorws by Robertson with 8:49 
remaining. 
Then Barnett hit two buckets 
and Rick Barry swished two 15- 
footers to put it away. 
“ Wre came out and played 


basketball the way it should be 
played,” said Attles. “ I never

PENSACOLA, Fla. (UPI) - 
Homero Blancas’ golf game 
heats up with the weather.

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Vote Tuesday For Your School Trustees

Voters in 15 Marin County school districts 
will select Tuesday from a large field of 
candidates vying for 43 board seats up for 
grabs this year. 
In all, some 95 candidates will be in the 
running when the polls open at 7 a.m. The 
polls will close at 8 p.m. 
The largest turnout of candidates is in the 
tiny Bolinas-Stinson Beach School District 
where eight hopefuls are competing for 
three four-year seats and three others are 
battling for the unexpired term of Trustee 
John G. Barrow'. 
Bolinas-Stinson Beach voters also will 
consider a proposal that the school district’s 
general purpose operating tax rate be in­ 
creased from its present $2.05 to a new $2.55 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


Originally, 110 persons filed for some 57 
trustee positions in 21 Marin districts, but 
the field has narrowed because of dropouts 
and “no contest” elections. There is a 
contest for one county board of education 
position. 
Six districts, including the usually volatile 
Sausalito School District, failed to draw' 
fields larger than the number of seats up for 
election. 
Other “no contest” districts include the 
Laguna, Lincoln, Nicasio, Shoreline Unified 
and Union school districts. 
In Southern Sonoma County, the Cotati- 
Rohnert Park School District and the Adobe 
School District are also without trustee 
contests. In the former, Maurice C. Freder­ 
icks, Anthony Carbone and Gloria A. Gar­ 


rett are unopposed for three positions. In the 
latter incumbents Margaret Kullberg and 
William V. Youngs, and Donald C. Bennett 
have no opposition. 


Residents of the Cotati-Rohnert Park 
School District, however, will vote on a one- 
and-a-half million dollar bond issue for 
school construction purposes. 


In other elections around Marin, voters in 
Novato will consider a four and a half 
million dollar bond measure for flood con­ 
trol, voters in Fairfax a $300,000 bond 
measure for a new fire station, among other 
things, and voters in San Anselmo a $500,000 
bond measure for open space. San Rafael 
voters will elect council men as well as 
school board members, and decide the fate 
of several city charter change proposals. 


The Special Elections: Bonds And Director 


A heated race in the Fourth 
Division of the Marin Municipal 
Water District heads the list of 
special elections set for Tues­ 
day. 
In other special elections, vot­ 
ers in Novato will consider a 
four and a half million dollar 
bond measure for flood control 
work, voters in San Anselmo 
will decide a $500,000 bond mea­ 
sure for open space, and voters 
in Fairfax will ponder a $300,- 
000 bond measure for a new fire 
station, among other things. 
A two-thirds majority of votes 
cast is needed to pass bond 
issues. 
The polls will be open from 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m. 


IN THE WATER districts 
Fourth Division (Mill Valley 
and parts of Kentfield), voters 
will choose from three candi­ 
dates — Jerome Hauke, Dr. L 
Martin Griffin and Ross Shade. 
The three are vying for the 
unexpired term of Eugene A. 
Miller and the race has broken 
down into a battle between 
those who would limit water to 


restrict population growth and 
those who wouldn’t. 


VOTERS IN THE Novato 
Hood Control Zone, where wa­ 
ters rampaged out of creeks 
and into homes this past winter, 
will vote on the bond measure 
to finance a Novato Creek 
Flood Control Project. 
The zone, 44 square miles, 
from Big Rock Ridge to Gnoss 
Field and from San Pablo Bay 
to within a mile of the Petalu­ 
ma Point Reyes Road, contains 
16,770 registered voters. 
The type of project to be 
undertaken isn’t specified in the 
measure, but the work would 
consist of enlarging Novato 
Creek channel from Highway 
101 to San Pablo Bay, control of 
Novato Creek from Diablo Ave­ 
nue to Stafford Lake, and clean­ 
ing and enlarging of Warner 
Creek and the lower portion of 
Arroyo Aviechi Creek, accord­ 
ing to Citizens for Creek Pro­ 
tection and Enhancement. 
There isn’t any written argu­ 
ment against the measure, but 
some local conservationists are 


worried about the potential for 
n concrete channel. 
The choices, according to the 
iistrict’s consultants, are a lo­ 
cal-federal (Army Corps of En­ 
gineers) project which would 
include a concrete channel 
along Warner Creek, a modifi­ 
cation of the local-federal 
project, and leaving creeks in 
their natural state.

SAN ANSELMO residents 
will vote on a $500,000 bond 
issue to preserve as open space 
portions of 226 acres of undevel­ 
oped land in the city. 
The measure at the outset 
would cost taxpayers 10.8 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation, 
with the levy gradually de­ 
creasing over a 25-year period 
as the city’s assessed valuation 
increases. The cost to the own­ 
er of a $40,000 home would be 
$11 the first year, according to 
city officials.

FAIRFAX RESIDENTS on 
Tuesday will vote on a $300,000 
bond issue for construction of a 
new firehouse and remodeling 
of police facilities on the cur­ 
rent site at Bolinas Road and 
I'ark Street. 


The measure at the outset 
would cost taxpayers 12.1 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation, 
with the levy gradually de­ 
creasing over a 25-year period 
as the city’s assessed valuation 
increases. The cost to the own­ 
er of a $30,000 home would be $6 
the first year, according to city 
estimates. 
Some 4,313 registered voters 
are eligible to cast ballots. 


VOTERS IN THE Bolinas- 
Stinson School District will be 
asked to approve a 50c increase 
in the district’s tax rate when 
they go to the polls Tuesday.

The school district board 
agreed to ask for the additional 
money in January, saying it 
was needed to make up for 
revenues lost by creation of the 
I'oint Keyes National Seashore 
and Golden Gate National Rec­ 
reation Area.

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Son Rafael's 
Council Race 
Attracts Six 


One Incumbent In Field 
With Two Seats At Stake

Six candidates arc vying for 
two scats in the San Rafael City 
Council election on Tuesday. 
The council contenders are 
Carl J. (Red) Brown, athletic 
director of Sir Francis Drake 
High School; Richard C. Fox, a 
research chemist; 
incumbent 
councilman Lawrence E. Mul- 
ryan; Jack G. Nixon, chairman 
of the county planning commis­ 
sion; Thomas R. O'Toole, chair­ 
man of the city planning com­ 
mission, and Leo Tinkler, a San 
Rafael real estate broker. 
Expiring on Tuesday are the 
terms of Mulryan and the late 
Harry A. Barbier, whose death 
last fall has left the council 
split on a number of issues. 
Though candidates have of­ 
fered varying shades of opinion, 
there has lx»en general endorse­ 
ment of the city’s redevelop­ 
ment plans, local control of 
planning, the city’s formation 
of a new general plan and open 
space acquisition. 
Questions concerning the 
city’s past performance in plan­ 
ning matters, the city’s sign 
ordinance and eight proposed 
charter amendments that will 
appear on Tuesday's ballot 
have provided a wider spec­ 
trum of opinion. 


CARL J. BROWN, athletic 
director at Sir Francis Drake 
High School in San Anselmo 
since 1958, served on the city’s 
park and recreation commis­ 
sion for six years, and was a 
member of the San Rafael 
Board of Education from 1963 
to 1971. He served as chairman 
of the board for two years. 
The 57-year-old Brown, who 
lives at 47 Longwood Drive, 
received a degree in physical 
education, as well as a teaching 
credential, from California 
State University, San Francis­ 
co. He was a member of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, 
once worked as a pipefitter and 


JOHNSON 
is the former owner of a San 
Rafael tavern. 
Brown has stressed the need 
for “ new blood on an old coun­ 
cil” and has declared that he 
has the ability to take an objec­ 
tive look at crucial issues “ un­ 
like others who follow the 
whims of their council bud­ 
dies.” 
He has pledged to “ tune my 
ear to the people of the commu­ 
nity” if elected, and has said 
the city council should work 
more closely with the San Ra­ 
fael Board of Education. “ 1 
support the idea that change 
can come from outside the 
council level,” he said, adding 
he pushed for parks when on 
the parks commission “ but the 
council wouldn’t respond.” 
He has said that the city has 
been guilty of poor planning in 
the past and has urged that the 
city’s general plan be “ open- 
ended” to “ take care of all 
concepts.” 
The three most important un­ 
met needs of the city, according 
to Brown, are support for law 
enforcement, correction of 
drainage problems and flood 
control, and free parking down- 
town. Public improvements 
needed, he believes, in order of 
priority, include a recreation 
center, expanded library and 
central firehouse, Brown said. 
Brown opposes Propositions 
H, J, and K, which would allow 
the council to set the size of the 
fire commission, parks com­ 
mission and library board. “ I 
think the citizens should de­ 
cide,” he said. Brown also op­ 
poses Proposition C, which 
would make the city treasurer 
an appointive post. 
RICHARD C. FOX, a re­ 
search chemist for Chevron 
Co., is a member of the city’s 
citizen advisory committee on 
the general plan. He is a 17- 
year resident of San Rafael and 
lives at 127 Humboldt Street.

The 45-year-old Fox received 
his Bachelor’s Degree in chem­ 
istry from Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology and won 
doctorate honors from the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
Fox, who describes himself 
as a conservative conservation­ 
ist, has stressed that there is no 
incompatibility between ecolo­ 
gy and economic health “ since 
people come to San Rafael be­ 
cause of its beauty and business 
follows them. Destroy that 
beauty and you destroy San 
Rafael.” 
Fox, claiming the city has 
been guilty of poor planning in 
the past, has urged that open 
space dedications be required 
of all developments.

peatedly violate the law be sent 
to dog obedience school. 
The three most important un­ 
met needs of the city, according 
to Fox, are “ beautification in 
its downtown, Canal and Fran­ 
cisco areas,” more citizen par­ 
ticipation, and “ less special in­ 
terest thinking and more good 
old-fashioned civic spirit and 
togetherness.” Public improve­ 
ments needed include parks 
downtown, beautification and 
trees downtown, and free park­ 
ing downtown, according to 
Fox, adding that all public im­ 
provements involving expendi­ 
tures of more than $250,000 — 
including proposals for a recre­ 
ation center, expanded library 
and central firehouse — should 
be submitted to the voters. 
Fox has been most negative 
regarding proposed amend­ 
ments to the city charter. He 
called the wording of Proposi­ 
tions H, J and K too vague, 
saying he would favor expan­ 
sion of the commissions in­ 
volved to seven members each. 
He is uncertain about Proposi­ 
tion F, or increasing city prom­ 
otion expenses ceiling from $!,- 
000 to a new $15,000 lid. And he 
opposes Proposition C, or mak­ 
ing the city treasurer appoin­ 
tive, and Proposition G, or al­ 
lowing the board of education to 
fill its own vacancies.

JACK G. NIXON, appointed

The foremost issue is land 
use planning, according to Nix­ 
on, who has said that the city 
has done a poor job of planning 
in the past. 
Nixon has listed the city's 
crime rate as another concern, 
saying police liaison officers 
should be sent into local neigh­ 
borhoods to teach methods of 
burglary prevention to resi­ 
dents. Nixon has also urged 
maintenance of the. current 
housing mix in the city, saying 
safety personnel who serve the 


community are hard pressed to 
find adequate housing. 
He has called for preserva­ 
tion of the city’s hills and 
ridges and has lauded the city’s 
sign ordinance. 
The three most important un­ 
fulfilled needs of the city, ac­ 
cording to Nixon, are recrea­ 
tion facilities, the need to 
eliminate visual pollution and 
unattractiveness of some areas 
as the entrance to San Rafael, 
and the need for a general plan 
that reflects the views of the 
majority of city residents. 
A recreation center, central 
firehouse and improved library 
— perhaps a Terra Linda 
branch — are needed public 
improvements, he said, adding 
improved parking downtown is 
also important. 
Nixon has opposed Proposi­ 
tion F, the charter measure 
which would hike the city’s lid 
on promotional spending from 
$1,000 to a $15,000 maximum. 


THOMAS R. O’TOOLE, ap 
pointed to the San Rafael Plan­ 
ning Commission in 1962 and 
recently elected as its chair­ 
man, is a member of the Senior 
Citizens Coordinating Council 
and the city’s chamber of com­ 
merce.

O’Toole, a graduate of San 
Rafael High School, has de­ 
scribed himself as a native son 
always available to discuss 
problems with citizens since he 
works downtown.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS 
ARE UP FOR DECISION 


Eight proposed amendments to the San Rafael City Charter — 
ranging from a proposal to make the post of city treasurer 
appointive rather than elective to expanding the size of three city 
boards — will appear on the San Rafael ballot Tuesday. 
The proposed amendments are: 
PROPOSITION C would make the post of city treasurer appoin­ 
tive rather than elective. 
PROPOSITION D would reduce from three years to one year the 
residency requirement which candidates for elective office must 
meet, bringing the city charter in conformity with a state Supreme 
Court ruling that residency requirements of more than one year are 
unconstitutional. 
PROPOSITION E would raise from $2,500 to $3,500 the amount of 
money the city may spend before being required to call for bids.

growth” and has stressed the 
need for moderate-priced hous­ 
ing to accompany such growth. 
O'Toole has said that while 
open space preservation is im­ 
portant, each hill and ridge will 
have to “ stand by itself” for 
acquisition consideration after 
the city’s general plan is com­ 
pleted. 
He has urged more police 
community relations work to 
stem the rising tide of burgla­ 
ries in the city and suggested 
that the city tighten its mutual 
aid agreement ith the county 
because “ our equipment is roll­ 
ing when it shouldn’t be.” He 
has also suggested creation of a 
paramedic team in the city’s 
fire department. 
O'Toole has praised city ef­ 
forts at planning, saying “ we 
really haven’t been dragging 
our heels at planning,” and has 
backed the city’s sign ordi­ 
nance, although expressing un­ 
certainty over size restrictions 
on signs allowed merchants 
with large frontages. 
The three most important un­ 
met needs of the city, according 
to O’Toole, are redevelopment 
downtown, an improved Canal 
area and more moderate priced 
housing. Public improvements 
needed, in order of priority, 
include library expansion — 
perhaps a Terra Linda branch 
— a recreation center and a 
central firehouse, O’Toole said, 
adding Canal area improve­ 
ments and city entrance im­ 
provements are also needed.

LEO TINKLER, a San Rafael 
real estate broker, is the head 
of Leo Real Estate Co. and 
Marin 
County 
Rentals 
on 
Fourth Street. He is president 
of the Tamalpais Toastmasters 
Club and has been active in the 
Little league program in Terra 
Linda. 
The 48-year-old Tinkler, who 
lives at 749 Bamboo Terrace, 
attended the University of Cali­ 
fornia at Berkeley and obtained 
an Associate of Arts Degree. He 
has taken various courses, ena­ 
bling him to receive credentials 
as a licensed real estate broker, 
a licensed real estate agent, a 
licensed general insurance bro­ 
ker and a licensed registered 
representative of the National 
Association of Security Dealers. 
Tinkler has stressed tax relief 
for property owners through 
thrift in city government, his 
independence as a result of a 
lack of any “ favors owed to 
anyone” and his concern with 
the shortage of “ decent hous­ 
ing" in San Rafael.

Tinkler, however, has also 
called for environmental bal­ 
ance and selective building af­ 
ter balanced planning — “ No 
more indiscriminate gobbling 
up of open space for anyone’s 
purely personal financial prof­ 
it.” 
Tinkler, who describes him­ 
self as a consumer advocate, 
has said that he is always 
available to discuss problems 
with citizens, since he works 
downtown. 
Tinkler has also blasted city- 
eounty squabbling and said that 
the city is plagued by dirty 
sidewalks, loose dogs and an 
“ oppressive” sign ordinance 
that is “ harmful” to mer­ 
chants. 
Tinkler did not respond to an 
I-J questionnaire that asked for 
viewpoints on city needs and 
proposed charter amendments. 
Tinkler, in a letter to the editor, 
said his views on charter 
amendments “ should not influ­ 
ence any voter one way or 
another” in the city council 
election because “ I happen to 
be just one of the voters who 
will cast his ballot, and I feel I 
have the choice of keeping it 
secret.”

A Critical Time For The College 


New Indian Valley Campus 
In Forefront In Election

This year’s trustee election 
comes at a historic time for the 
Marin Community College Dis­ 
trict as it embarks on building 
a companion campus to the -17 
year old College of Marin. 
Construction of Indian Valley 
Colleges in a wooded valley in 
Ignacio is scheduled to begin 
this summer. The cluster-style 
campus is expected to eventual­ 
ly relieve the overcrowding that 
has plagued the College of Ma­ 
rin campus in Kentfield in re­ 
cent years. 
The Kentfield campus is de­ 
signed to house 5,000 full-time 
day students — this fall enroll­ 
ment zoomed to around 7,000. 
The North Marin campus, when 
complete, will serve 5,000 stu­ 
dents. 
In common with all Califor­ 
nia’s community colleges, the 
Marin district faces increasing 
financing difficulties in the 
coming years as state funding 
is expected to decline. However 
the state tax-shift school-fi- 
nance law, Senate Bill 90, which 
has drastically affected elemen­ 
tary and high school district's 
revenues, does not apply to 
community colleges. 
There are six candidates tor 
three seats on the board, as the 
term s of office of Trustees 
Theodore C. Wellman, Robert 
K. Oliver and Donald K. Felt 
expire. Wellman and Oliver 
have decided not to seek reelec­ 
tion. 
O riginally eight candidates 
filed for election, but since fil 
mg Alvin Buckelew ami Anne 
It 
Saltonstall have withdrawn 
from the race for personal rea­ 
sons. 
Their names will still 
appear on the ballot, however 


JAMES KIMO CAMPBELL is 
a senior history major at the 
U niversity of California at 
Berkeley. He works part time 
at the College of Marin as a 
reader, and does freelance writ­ 
ing for local newspapers. 
He has been active in College 
of Marin affairs since coming 
to the mainland from Honolulu 
m 1960, He is a former student 
Ixidy president at College of 
Marin and was editor of the 
campus newspaper, The Times. 
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He has served on several col­ 
lege committees and was a 
member of the original student- 
faculty advisory committee for 
Indian Valley Colleges. 
Campbell, 26, lives with his 
wife, Nancy, at 2 Oak Ave., San 
Rafael. 
Stating that the college dis­ 
trict is facing a money crisis 
with declining federal and state 
support and increased enroll­ 
ment, Campbell said the dis­ 
trict needs trustees who care 
more about what happens in the 
classroom than about adminis­ 
trative bureaucracy. 
Instead of cutting back on 
student services and the hiring 
of new faculty, he advocates a 
moratorium on hiring adminis­ 
trators. 
Indian Valley College will Ix* 
a chance to build a “beautiful 
exciting facility that will not 
duplicate the kinds of mistakes 
that are seen on the Kentfield 
campus,” he stated, decrying 
“monolithic” 
poorly-designed 
buildings that cost millions. 
The trend in increased enroll­ 
ment at College of Marin is due 
to more women, veterans and 
olders students, he noted, and 
the college is obligated to ac­ 
cept the “incredible burden” as 
expenses force more and more 
students away from four-year 
colleges. 


ELIZABETH M. DEEDY was 
a trustee on the college board 
from 1958 to 1971, when she 
decided not to run for reelec­ 
tion. 


She is a past member of the 
Mill Valley School Board and 
has been active in many com­ 
munity organizations, including 
the League of Women Voters, 
Center Point and the Tuberculo­ 
sis and Respiratory Disease As­ 
sociation. She is a director of 
the Colleges of Marin Founda­ 
tion. 
Born in Atlanta, Ga., she 
graduated from Queen’s Col­ 
lege in North Carolina, and 
received an M.A. in psycholog\ 
from the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
She and her husband Daniel 
are the parents of six children, 
and live at 1 Garden Road, 
Ross. 
Mrs. Deedy, 59, said she de­ 
cided to seek election to the 
college board after a two year 
absence because she is “keenly 
interested in and aware of the 
problems facing College of Ma­ 
rin and the new Indian Valley 
Colleges.” She believes her 13 
years of expereince as a trustee 
will be of special value as the 
board faces challenges ahead. 
She feels the opening of the 
North Marin campus will re­ 
lieve the overcrowding at Col 
lege of Marin, and thinks seri­ 
ous study should be made on 
the idea of offering Saturday 
classes to part-time students 
seeking a degree while they’re 
working. 
She also favors offering as 
many adult non-credit classes 
as possible in locations through­ 
out Marin County which aluo 
would help congestion on the 
Kentfield campus. 


JOSEPH E. DOHERTY is a 
probation officer for the Marin 
County Probation Department 
and coordinator of the Juvenile 
Delinquency Prevention Com­ 
mission. 
He is 
a director of the 
G reater Novato Chamber of 
Commerce, president of the No­ 
vato Jaycees, past president of 
the Probation Workers’ Union 
and past chairman of Allied 
Juvenile Agencies of Marin. 
A native of New Jersey, he 
earned his Bachelor’s Degree in

Although there are three 
seats vacant on the M arin 
County Board of Education af­ 
ter June 30, there will be an 
election in only one trustee area 
on Tuesday.

DOROTHY C. BROWN has 
been a member of the Dixie 
School D istrict board since 
1957, where her present term 
expires in June.

legislation to change the sys­ 
tem. 
Saying that 70 per cent of the 
College of Marin’s teachers are 
earning $16,000 a year or more, 
he adds that their fringe bene­ 
fits are good. He docs not advo­ 
cate firing long-tenured teach­ 
ers, but advocates “ more 
conscientious effort to evaluate 
the probationary teachers.” 


GEORGE A. MAGID is a 
certified public accountant in 
San Francisco, and also a part- 
time instructor at City College 
of San Francisco and the Amer­ 
ican Institute of Banking. 
He graduated from California 
S tate U niversity (Northridge) 
and returned to Marin County 
six months ago after working in 
the Virgin Islands for a year.

tages, treated realistically so 
the three-year probationary pe­ 
riod could be used to weed out 
weak teachers.” 
She would also encourage 
greater use by local districts of 
county schools office personnel 
and services. 


PRISCILLA E. PHILLIPS is 
a state registered social worker 
and until August last year 
worked for the Marin County 
Department of Public Social 
Services. 
A native of Tennessee, she 
gained her Bachelor of Arts 
degree in sociology and psy­ 
chology at Winthrop College, 
S.C. and her Masters Degree in 
social welfare at University of 
California at Berkeley. 
She and her husband Stephen 
live at 1048D Los Gamos Road, 
San Rafael, and have two sons. 
She is a member of Alders- 
gate Methodist Church, Terra 
Linda, where she is on the 
executive board of the Women’s 
Society, and has served on the 
administrative board for three 
years.

Five Candidates Covet Three 
Openings On The School Board

In a relatively low-key cam­ 
paign, five candidates are com­ 
peting for three scats open 011 
the Fairfax School District 
Board. 
Three are incumbents — 
Chairman Dr. George C. Stone, 
a veteran of nine years on the 
board; Jane S. Durr, on the 
board since 1967, and Lawrence 
G. Hermann, who has served 12 
years. 
Challenger Joann R. Walla is 
making her third try for elec­ 


tion, and Richard K. Chinlund 
his first. 


T H E C A N D ID A T ES and 
Fairfax citizens have raised a 
number of campaign issues. 
The various candidates are 
stressing different issues as the 
most important. 
Among them are low accom­ 
plishment by Fairfax students 
on state tests, the proposal to 
close Central School and consol­ 
idate its classes with other 
plant, the need for a multipur­ 


pose building at White Hill 
School, to cost about $400,000, 
and the turfing of a playground 
at Deer Park School. 
Porteous Avenue residents 
have opposed the turfing — on 
grounds it would create too 
much traffic to and from the 
school. The incumbents defend 
ed the move, saying the com­ 
munity needs the playground. 
The student test results have 
sparked only brief, cautious de­ 
bate, over whether students 
should be graded or would be 
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discouraged by grading’s com­ 
petitive aspects. 
All the candidates have said 
the curriculum decisions should 
be made cooperatively by trust­ 
ees, administrators, faculty and 
to 
some 
extent 
students. 
They’ve also agreed that trust­ 
ees should personally visit all 
district schools each year, that 
students should not win auto­ 
matic promotion, and that 
teacher salaries in the district 
are “ about right.” 
All five candidates have been 
more or less critical of teacher 
tenure laws, but differ on the 
worth of Senate Bill 90 tax 
reform law. Chinlund favored 
its limitation of spending per 
pupil; Stone opposed it, and 
others implied “ there’s nothing 
we can do.” 


RICH ARD K EIT H CH IN ­ 
LUND, 32, of 204 Forrest Ave­ 
nue, is a first-time candidate. 
He is a certified public ac­ 
countant with a San Francisco 
firm. He and his wife Donna 
Mary have two daughters. 
Chinlund was born in Illinois 
and earned a Bachelor’s De­ 
gree from Carthage College in 
Kenosha, Wis. He has lived in 
Marin County five years and in 
Fairfax almost two years. 
He is treasurer of the Street 
M inistry of Southern Marin, 
and a member of the Sierra 
Club, American Civil Liberties 
Union, PLAN and other groups. 
In his campaign, Chinlund 
has stressed the need for “ com­ 
munication” between all in­ 
volved in school district func­ 
tions and favored construction 
of a multipurpose building use 
ful Ijoth to the students and the 
community. 
He has said the board should 
make more efforts to make the 
budget understandable to the 
citizens, and has called for in­ 
creased athletic programs and 
other efforts to give youngsters 
more pride in their school. He 
also favors “ new approaches’’ 
in the classroom, explaining 
that one of his daughters is in a 
private Montcssori school and 
“ I’ve been very impressed.” 


JA N E S. DURR, 46, has boon 
a Fairfax trustee since 1967, 


when she was appointed to fill a 
vacant seat shortly after miss­ 
ing election by only one vote. 
She has been reelected to one 
full term since. 
Mrs. Durr, her husband, Milo 
11. Durr, and their four children 
live at 470 Cascade Drive. She 
was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and earned a Bachelor’s De­ 
gree in chemistry at the Uni­ 
versity 
of Cincinnati. She 
worked as a laboratory technol­ 
ogist for four years. 
A past president of the Deer 
Park Parent-Teacher Associa­ 
tion. she holds an honorary life 
membership in the California 
P-TA. and has served on educa­ 
tional committees for the Fair­ 
fax schools and Sir Francis 
Drake High School. She is a 
member of the Commonwealth 
Club, Marin County Industry 
and Education Council, and oth­ 
er organizations. 
• i’m going to stand on my 
record," she told a recent can­ 
didates' night audience. She fa­ 
vors a variety of educational 
environments to serve the var­ 
ied needs of Fairfax young­ 
sters 
She also favors selling 
Central School, to provide 
greater efficiency. 
She ixhntcd out that she had 
voted for a 10-cent cut in the 
tax rate, after the district was 
reassessed last year.

“The education we offer is 
improving, but I’m not sure it’s 
improving fast enough,’’ he told 
a recent candidates’ night audi­ 
ence. He cited the mushroom­ 
ing total of organized knowl­ 
edge, which is rapidly making 
obsolete even the training of 
recent graduates, he said 
Dr. Stone said the way for the 
district to improve lies more in 
use of “human resources . . . 
not financial” through in serv­ 
ice training, diversity of curri­ 
cula for children with varied 
interests, and “establishing for 
every child a sense of compet­ 
ence." 


JOANN R. WALLA, 38. of 665 
Cascade Drive, campaigned un­ 
successfully in 1970 and 1971 for 
a board seat. 
She is president and owner of 
Wallabs Inc., a cytodiagnostic 
laboratory in San Rafael that 
specializes in diagnosis of can­ 
cer cells. Her husband, Joseph, 
is western division manager for 
Universal Transport Corp. in 
San Francisco. They have one 
daughter. 
Mrs. Walla was born and 
educated in Wisconsin, graduat­ 
ing from the University of Wis­ 
consin in Madison in 1958 with 
an advanced degree in technol­ 
ogy. Her mother is a long-time 
teacher, her father a retired 
clergyman. 
Mrs. Walla is chairman of the 
Fairfax Park and Recreation 
Commission and a member of 
the year-around school Commit 
tee and of the education Com­ 
mittee of the Marin Unit of the 
American Cancer Society, and 
a member of professional asso­ 
ciations. 
In her campaign, Mrs. Walla 
Is stressing “basic educational 
rudiments,” and declaring “re­ 
cent surveys show that our 
children can neither read, spell 
or solve problems." She has 
been critical of “educational 
experimentation" and “prom­ 
ises of educators' that “led us 


to falsely equate large budgets, 
class size and peripheral curri­ 
cula with better education." 
She has called for attention to 
grading and evaluation. “If you 
can’t tell what a child has 
learned, what good is it to try 
to teach new things?” she said.

A Lively Campaign In The Tam District 


Nine Seek 
3 Spots 
On Board 


Of all llu* school districts in 
Marin County, tin* Tamalpais 
High School District has experi­ 
enced the most controversy 
during the last year, thus gen­ 
erating an exciting election. 
The district, operates three 
high schools. Sir Francis Drake 
in San Ansel mo, Tamalpais in 
Mill Valley and Redwood in 
Larkspur, plus two “alterna­ 
tive” schools, San Andreas and 
Mewah Mountain. 
It has a budget ot $10,902,863 
this year, and forecasts one of 
$11,468,864 for the 1973-74 fiscal 
year. Revenue limits imposed 
under Senate Hill W promise to 
be a source of concern for the 
district in future years as it 
already has the highest admin­ 
istrative and second highest 
student costs in the entire state. 
There are three seats on the 
board up for election, with the 
expiration of terms of incum­ 
bents Jerrold M. Ladar, Robert 
W. Corlett and David I). Ring. 
Ring resigned last month and 
will not seek reelection. The 
other two incumbents are run­ 
ning in a field of nine candi­ 
dates. 
MAURINE BALLARD was 
an English teacher, department 
head and supervisor for 18 
years at Tamalpais and Red­ 
wood high schools, retiring in' 
1971. 
She graduated from the Uni­ 
versity of Kansas and received 
an M.A. in English from Colum­

bia University. She has been a 
teacher in Idaho, Washington 
and California, starting in a 
onc-room Idaho school and lat­ 
er working for seven years on 
the staffs of two West Coast 
junior colleges. 
She is currently the volunteer 
editor of the Marin County pro­ 
bation department’s newsletter, 
takes part in the county li­ 
brary’s outreach program, and 
the Redwood International Stu­ 
dent Exchange program. 
Miss Ballard, 62, lives at 122 
Marion, Mill Valley. 
She considers educational 
goals, cu rricu lar content in­ 
structional methodology and 
program m ing to be current 
concerns. A board whose focus 
is prim arily m anagerial ne­ 
glects the heart of education — 
what happens in the classroom 
—, she has stated.

The most pressing problems 
facing the district are to bridge 
distances between educators, 
students and parents, 
she 
states. It is also important to 
avoid pressures for “systems 
control” because a school is not 
a factory producing tangible 
objects. 
Miss Ballard says a board 
most needs inner harmony and 
unity to aid efficient operation 
and to avoid mistrust and anxi­ 
ety both in the school and the 
community. 
She believes her understand­ 
ing of the instructional program 
and of the com plexities in­ 
volved in creating programs 
would be an asset as a trustee. 


DAVID A. BRINKHAUS, 30, 
born in Colorado, is an account­ 
ant who attended the University 
of Colorado. He was formerly 
active in the Young Republi­ 
cans of Colorado and lived in 
I/)s Angeles for eight years 
before moving to the Bay Area 
three years ago. 
He is treasurer of the Marin 
Chapter of the National Organi­ 
zation for Women. 
Single, he resides at 10 Mil- 
land Drive, Apartm ent B13, 
Mill Valley. 
Brinkhaus says: “The boat'd 
must work together as a unit 
with an open mind, and make 
fair decisions after hearing all 
sides. The trustees must work 
with students, teachers and 
parents, with the education of 
the students foremost in their 
minds.

it for a policy decision without 
first hearing all sides.” 
“ In budgeting monies, the 
board must only make cuts in 
the field of teaching after all 
other fields have been cut to the 
bare bones,” he believes. 
And he adds: “I believe it is 
the board’s responsibility to see 
that any position that opens is 
open to all people, regardless of 
sex, race or color, and all 
should be invited to apply. The 
hiring should be based on merit 
alone.” 
He promises, if elected, to 
visit each school in the district 
at least once a month, and to 
make himself always available 
to those concerned with the 
schools.

has been involved in Redwood 
High School and Tam district 
activities since coming to Ma­ 
rin county in 1963. She is on the 
district citizens’ advisory com 
mittee where she is chairman 
of the subcommittee on alterna­ 
tive education. She has been 
active in Parent Teacher Asso­ 
ciations, the district’s discipline 
study committee and the Red­ 
wood School-Community Com­ 
mittee. 
Mrs. Brockbank was raised 
and educated in Utah, where 
she attended the state universi­ 
ty.

She considers the most press­ 
ing problems facing the district 
are the efficient use of the more 
restricted funding, and the de­

Mrs. Brockbank would like to 
see a wider variety of class 
structure to meet the diverse 
needs of parents and students, 
and the development of more 
efficient “articulation” between 
junior high schools and colleges 
so that students may move 
more effectively forw ard in 
their educational development. 
She would like to see career 
instruction for the non-college 
l)ound student expanded, and 
the wider use of volunteer per­ 
sonnel to augment the smaller 
budget. 
Mrs. Brockbank has said that 
after 10 years of working in the 
district she feels she could 
bring a widely representative 
and non partisan position to the 
board.

ernment sup|H>rtcd programs. 


FRED C. HANNAHS, a stock 
broker, has been a mem Ik*r of 
the Tiburon Fire District board 
since 1959, and served one term 
on the Tiburon City Council 
lie received his B.A. Degree 
from Maealester College, and is 
a native of Kenosha. Wis. A 
Marin County resident for 25 
years, he has been active in 
Boy Scouts and Little League.

He believes the board needs 
new members who do not have 
vested interests programs they 
have lieen personally identified 
with to protect, and who are 
able to take a fresh and more 
objective view of the issues. 
He believes that board mem 


bers must make classroom vis­ 
its to analyse existing pro­ 
grams in order to perceive 
potential problem areas, and 
feels his familiarity with educa­ 
tion would lx* an asset. 


JERROLD M. LADAR was 
elected to the Tamalpais Dis­ 
trict board in 1970 to fill out the 
term of Gloria Melbostad. An 
attorney in private practice in 
San Francisco, he was pre­ 
viously an assistant United 
States Attorney. 
Ladar. 39, is a native of San 
Francisco, and graduated from 
the University of Washington 
after receiving his law degree 
from Boa It Hall. University of 
California. 


He is a member of Temple 
Emanu-EI, and is currently on 
the advisory board to the 14th 
Parent-Teacher 
Association 
District of Marin and Sonoma 
counties. 
He and his wife Joyce and 
two sons live at 30 Keats Drive, 
Mill Valley. 
Ladar is most concerned 
alxuit the communication gaps 
in the district and feels the 
administrators are not open 
enough to constructive criti­ 
cism He lK *lieves teachers’ sal­ 
aries are about right, and 
teachers’ fringe benefits al­ 
ready excellent. 
He supports the concepts of 
“ on location” and “ alternative” 
schools when there are specific 
goals and when careful evalua­ 
tion ensues, adding that the 
Tam District is a richly diverse 
community. He is concerned 
that courses be accurately la­ 
beled so students and parents 
know what to expect from a 
course. 
He sees the Tam District as 
laced with reduced income next 
year due to Senate Bill 90, 
declining enrollment and loss of 
federal funds, while the person­ 
nel force will remain constant, 
adding that the challenge will 
be where to make budget cuts 
while trying to improve the 
quality of programs.

He adds that money 
is not the sole criteria, more 
important is better utilization of 
existing resources. He consi­ 
ders educators, for the most 
part, to be inadequately trained 
in fiscal management. 
He considers a board should 
restrict itself to broad policy, 
embracing finance, housing, 
housekeeping and educational 
decisions. 


Pace considers recent disa­ 
greements on the Tam board to 
Ik* “ literally appalling and a 
great disservice to the public 
and to the student.” 
He has repeatedly stated that 
he is not willing to commit 
himself on all issues as he 
wishes to reserve the opportune 
ty to observe, judge and decide 
when facts are made know to 
him as an incumbent. 


LOTTE SCHILLER, trained 
as a teacher and directed her 


own nursery school. She has 
been active in Tamalpais High 
School Parent-Teachcr Associa­ 
tion affairs for many years and 
served as a community repre­ 
sentative on the district curric­ 
ulum council.

She and her husband Hans 
and three children live at 22 
Madrone Park Circle, Mill Val­ 
ley. 
Mrs. Schiller considers the 
district’s most pressing prob­ 
lems in the next four years to 
be constant reevaluation of edu­ 
cational and budgetary priori 
ties, finding balance between 
student freedom and adherence 
to rules needed for the proper 
functioning of any institution, 
and restoration of trust bv the 
community in the schools, by 
the board in its personnel, and 
t>y students in their teachers 
As someone who has been 
involved in the district as a 
parent and an interested citizen 
for many years, Mrs. Schiller 
has said she is deeply disturbed 
by the increasing lack of trust 
in the school community. 


She states that “ no student 
should leave our schools with­ 
out the basic tools to grow into 
a self fulfilled adult, an aware 
citizen and useful member of 
the community of man."

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Seven Candidates 
In Dixie District: 
Three Can Win 


Only One Incumbent In Race 
Lacking In Dramatic Issues 


In the Dixie School District, 
where seven candidates includ­ 
ing one incumbent are vying for 
three seats on the board of 
trustees, there is no dram atic 
issue dividing the community. 
Rather, each candidate has a 
sligh tly different educational 
outlook and a slightly different 
answ er as to how to cope with 
decreasing enrollment and tight 
money. 
The d istric t, which serves 
T erra Linda. Marinwood and 
L ucas V alley and adjoining 
lands, has a long history of high 
parental concern and equally 
high student perform ance on 
testing. 
Thomas Neal McNamara is 
the only 
incumbent running. 
Trustees Dorothy Brown, run­ 
ning for the M arin County 
Board of Education, and John 
A. Starkweather, did not seek 
reelection. 
H ere are the backgrounds 
and some of the views of the 
candidates: 
CORAL KAY BECKMAN, 46- 
year-old 
housewife and free­ 
lance hom e econom ist, has 
lived in Marinwood 16 years 
with her husband. Bink, and 
three sons. 
Two of the sons attend ele­ 
m entary schools in the district 
and the third is in high school. 
Mrs. Beckman has been in­ 
volved in 4 H activities. Cub 
Scouts and Little League and 
has been a teacher's aide for 
years. She and her husband 
have served as Dixie District 
Coordinating Council represent­ 
atives for Mary Silveira School. 
Mrs. 
Beckman has a B.S. 
Degree in institution m anage­ 
ment from Washington State 
University and has held various 
positions in the home econom­ 
ics field. 
In addition to school and 
youth activities, Mrs. Beckman 
has worked many years on the 
Marin County Heart Fund cam ­ 
paign, serving one year as co- 
chairm an for Northern Marin 
County, and also has been a 
m em b er of the M arinwood 
Guild of Sunny Hills, American 
Association of University Worn 
en and league of Women Vot­ 
ers. She is a past president of 
M arin County Home Econo­ 
mists in Homemaking and Al­ 
pha Phi in Marin County. 
Mrs. Beckman believes that 
Dixie is ‘‘one of the outstanding 
school districts in the state,’’ 
but she also recognizes that 
school taxes have been very 
high in this district. 
“ This has been partly lie 
cause the homeowners them 
selves have carried the tax 
burden in the absence of much 
industry. . . Senate Bill 90 will 
relieve them of some of the tax 
load. Another method of tax 
relief might be if a broader 
base w ere used for school 
tax atio n .. . ,” 
Mrs. Beckman told a candi­ 
dates’ night audience that she 


believes in “ teach in g useful 
knowledge” and that she advo­ 
cates “ as much utilization as 
possible of parents” in assisting 
teachers. 
WAYNE E. CLIFF, a 39-year- 
old resident of 425 Quietwood 
Drive in the Terra Linda sec­ 
tion of San Rafael, is vice 
p re s id e n t of B a n k A m e ric a 
Realty Services Inc. in San 
Francisco. 
He holds a Bachelor’s Degree 
from Dartmouth College and a 
m aster’s in business adm inis­ 
tration from Amos Tuck School. 
He and his wife, Margot, and 
their three children moved to 
Marin County 10 years ago. 
Two of th e children attend 
schools in the Dixie District and 
the third is at Terra Linda High 
School. 
“The Dixie School District is 
the only reason we live where 
we do,” Cliff told the Independ- 
ent-Journal earlier this year. 
He said he thinks the Dixie 
District has made efficient use 
of the “ taxpayer’s dollar” dur­ 
ing past years, and “ while hav­ 
ing far from the highest ex­ 
penditure per pupil, the district 
is considered one of the best in 
the state.” 
Cliff has consistently linked 
the quality of the school district 
with the continued high value of 
homes in the area. 
"One need only look at the 
classified ads for houses for 
sale which stress the location 
within the Dixie District to see 
evidence of this value,” Cliff 
said. 
He added that “ any tax relief 
that would jeopardize this qual­ 
ity would be false economy 
which could well reduce the 
value of all homes within the 
district.” 
JO SE PH DOYLE, 41, has 
lived with his wife Sada, and 
two children in the Dixie School 
District for the past five years. 
The family home is at 552 
Appleberry Drive in Lucas Val­ 
ley. 
Doyle, a statistician for the 
U.S. Departm ent of Health. Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare in San 
Francisco, has been a m em ber 
of the Dixie D istrict's citizens 
advisory committee and Boy 
Scout Troop 64 committee. 
Doyle has said he has no 
objection to innovation in edu­ 
cation but believes that chil­ 
dren are sometimes used as 
guinea pigs in ex p erim en ts 
which exploit them for "psuedo 
science.”

No matter what the outcome 
at the polls Tuesday, the Nova­ 
to Unified School District will 
have three new trutees from a 
field of eight candidates. 
The race became wide open 
when the three incumbents, 
Carolyn M. Crabtree, Marret B. 
Boissevain and William G. 
Schneeflock decided not to seek 
reelection. 
Polling places will be open 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. the 
district covering northeast Ma­ 
rin contains 18,773 registered 
voters. 
The candidates are: 


JAMES ERNEST CASASSA, 
a head counselor and dean at 
Herbert Hoover Junior High 
School in San Francisco, first 
runnerup in 15)71, is making his 
second try at a seat on the 
seven-member board. 
Casassa. a member of the 
steering committee of the No­ 
vato Citizens Task Force for 
Education, has urged an up­ 
grading of the basic skills pro­ 
gram, continuing evaluation of 
programs and a start toward 
selecting a superintendent to 
succeed James G. Bunker, who 
will retire at the end of the 
15)74-75 school year. 
The prime responsibility of 
an educational program is the 
maximum intellectual develop­ 
ment of young people, he as­ 
serts. 
One of the major tasks facing 
the board is the allocation of 
funds provided through Senate 
Bill 90, increased revenues 
which could be allocated to 
teacher salaries, new educa­ 
tional programs or restoring 
items that have been cut such 
as janitorial services and field 
trips, he said. 
Casdssa is a member of the 
Tamalpais Conservation Club, 
the Highland Oaks Improve­ 
ment Association and several 
professional organizations. 
He is a graduate of the Uni­ 
versity of San Francisco and 
was charter president of the 
Alpha Delta Gamma fraternity 
there. 
Casassa, his wife, Catherine, 
and three children, live at 11 
Nina Drive. He has been a 
resident of Novato for about 
five years. 


THOMAS J. C LEA R Y , 40, 
manager of distribution order 
services, Del Monte Corp , is 
president of the Rancho School 
Parent-Teacher Association. 
Cleary said, "The citizens as 
a whole must ultimately decide 
the tax rate. As a school board 
member it is my duty to see, 
whatever the tax rate, that 
every dollar is spent efficiently 
to the student’s benefit.” 
Cleary has advocated that the 
school board be geographically 
balanced, containing members 
from as many neighborhoods in 
Novato as possible.

Diverse Life Styles 
Spawn Choice 
O f School Programs

Launitas School District vot­ 
ers will be confronted with a 
double-barreled ballot when 
they vote Tuesday for members 
of the district's governing 
board. 
Six candidates are competing 
for three full-term seats on the 
board. 
And four of those six candi­ 
dates are also contesting for a 
special term on the lx>ard that 
runs only until June 30 — a 
vacancy created by the resigna­ 
tion of Gary Giacomini when he 
was elected to the Marin Coun­ 
ty Board of Supervisors 


CANDIDATES IN the regular 
election are Lee DiVincenzo, 
Allan J. Kirchem. Marilyn C. 
Marioni, incumbent Richard C. 
Sloan, Harry R Smith and Pa­ 
tricia White. 
Competing for Giacomini’s 
unfinished 
term 
are 
Mrs. 
DiVincenzo, Kirchem. Smith 
and Mrs. White. 
The primary issue in the dis 
trict in the past feu years has 
been the institution of alterna­ 
tive education programs. 
Groups of patents have pressed 
for programs that they thought 
expressed their philosophies of 
education for their children and 
reflected their life styles. 
One result during the last 
year and one half has been the 
establishment of the Open 
Classroom and Advanced Basic 
Capabilities programs (ABC), 
supplementing the existing 
more traditional program of 
basic subjects plus electives. 
With that all behind it, the 
district now is faced with pro­ 
viding guidance and evaluating 
the progress of the new alterna­ 
tives. 
All candidates agree that the 
three educational 
program 
choices should remain and be 
developed. Incumbent Sloan, 
Marioni and Smith have con­ 
ducted a cooperative campaign, 
stressing the need for the 
school to carry education past 
the walls of the classroom and 
into the community, the inde­ 
pendence of children and bring­ 
ing up ecological issues in the 
San Geronimo Valley. 
The other three candidates, 
DiVincenzo, White and K ir­ 
chem, have emphasized that 
frictions resulting from differ­ 
ences in philosophies among 
residents must be eased, and 
have called for board objectivi­ 
ty. 
The 500 students in the dis­ 
trict are distributed in two 
schools: San Geronimo School, 
kindergarten through sixth 
grade, and Lagunitas School, 
first through eighth grade. The 
district has 2,01)1 registered vot­ 
ers. 


L E E DiVlNCENZO, a former 
full-time teacher in Fountain 
Valley in Southern California,

Su b sta n tia l com m unity 
growth in the San Geronimo 
Valley, she said, has brought 
with it “ a great diversification 
of interest and ideology,*’ creat­ 
ing a need for diversification in 
the school system. And with 
growth, she added, also has 
come division and polarity in 
the community 
She said the school board 
“ should not be used as a politi­ 
cal or ideological territory" to 
divide the community or pro­ 
mote individual political view­ 
points. 
She has called for a breaking 
up of the polarization in order 
to free residents to work in the 
school system as individuals 
and to put the district in a 
position "to receive a larger 
field of talent and ideas without 
a larger financial output." 
"We must create a frame­ 
work in our school for receiving 
input from the total community 
so that no one member will 
have to experience intimida­ 
tion," she said. "We must cre­ 
ate a framework for positive 
communication within the 
school so that no one instructor, 
child or staff member will feel 
boxed in and unable to share 
special talents and attitudes.”

HARRY R. SMITH, 30, a 
clerk in the Fairfax Post Office, 
has lived in the San Geronimo 
Valley for three and a half 
years with his wife, Diane, and 
two children. 
He cites a vast change in the 
Lagunitas District in the past 
few years as the outcome of a 
push by parents, in which lie 
was active, to set up new pro­ 
grams in the schools to accom­ 
modate differences in values 
and life styles among students 
and parents. 
The results of these new pro­ 
grams, he said, "have been 
spectacular.” 
He said the best aspect of 
these new programs is that 
large numbers of parents are 
now actively involved in the 
education of their children — in 
designing the programs, hiring 
the teachers and determining 
the underlying values of each.

Issue Is M oney 


New Board Must Wrestle With 


Problems O f A Finance Squeeze 


By DAVID DIETZ 
With five hopefuls vying for 
three seats, the Kentfield 
School District board race fo­ 
cuses on one issue: money. 
The district, which has 7,057 
registered voters and an enroll­ 
ment of 1,282, is faced with a 
financial squeeze because of SB 
90, the state’s new tax-shift, 
school-finanee law. and declin­ 
ing student population which 
affects state assistance. 
Most of the discussion during 
the campaign, which will end at 
the polls Tuesday, has dealt 
with wiping out a projected 
1973-74 budget deficit of $80,000 
brought about by the financial 
squeeze. 


THE CANDIDATES are in­ 
cumbent Gloria Riccardi and 
challengers Bruce Koppe, an 
attorney and bank official; Win­ 
ifred Setrakian, active in school 
affairs; Neil M. Park, an attor­ 
ney, and Joan Brownstein, 
president of the Wolfe Grade 
Parent-Teacher Association. All 
the challengers either serve or 
have served on the citizens 
advisory council to the district 
board. 
Besides Mrs. Riccardi's posi­ 
tion, seats being contested are 
those of J. Richard Ellis and 
DeWitt K. MacDonald Jr., both 
of whom are leaving the board 
after long service. 
The district’s dilemma is 
this: trustees last year dipped 
into budget reserves to keep the 


tax rate down to $2.96 per $100 
of assessed valuation, a proce­ 
dure called deficit spending. 
Then along came SB 90, which 
not only halted deficit spending 
but clamped a lid on spending 
per pupil by all school districts 
and required school boards to 
ask voter approval of certain 
overrides. 
Thus, combined with an an­ 
nual average drop of 45 in 
student population the past four 
years, the district is confronted 
next fiscal year with the pros­ 
pect that expenses will exceed 
revenues by $80,000 and with no 
way of wiping out the deficit 
except by budget cuts. 
Views on what and how much 
to cut vary among the candi­ 
dates, with all expressing a 
desire at the same time to 
maintain the best educational 
program possible. 
The situation, in the words of 
candidate Winifred Setrakian, 
has forced a “ hard look at 
reality.” 
Meanwhile, district officials 
are hoping legislation in Sacra­ 
mento will point a way out of 
the dilemma for Kentfield. 


GLORIA RICCARDI, the in­ 
cumbent trustee, has taken part 
in some cost-cutting already 
undertaken by the board in 
preparation for next fiscal 
year. Trustees have notified 
four teachers that they might

be laid off and cut six aide 
positions, among other things. 
Mrs. Riccardi hopes to avert 
the layoffs. “ We’ll be trying 
very hard to keep those teach­ 
ers,” she said. 
With the help of staff and the 
citizens advisory council, she 
said, “ the board is in the 
process of setting priorities on 
programs.” She raised the pos­ 
sibility of elimination of the 
Spanish program, which she 
described as “ fragmented.” 
“ From the list of priorities, 
we'll make some decisions,” 
said Mrs. Riccardi, 45, seeking 
her second full term on the 
board. 
The incumbent, married and 
the mother of three children, 
lives at 39 Corte Graeitas, 
Greenbrae. 


BRUCE KOPPE, 39 year old 
vice president and tax manager 
with the Bank of America in 
San Francisco, supports elimi­ 
nation of low priority programs 
as set by the citizens advisory 
council, although he adds some 
or all might be integrated with 
basic classroom instruction. 
“ At the same time, the entire 
budget must be reviewed to 
eliminate all deferable or su­ 
perfluous expenses,” said 
Koppe, who lives with his wife 
and four children at 54 Paseo 
Way, Greenbrae. 
That done, he said, the “ only 
alternative” will be to examine 
staffing cuts if a deficit still 
exists.

four children, who lives at 21 
Turnagain Road, Kent Wood- 
lands, said:' “ It is becoming 
increasingly clear that a reduc­ 
tion in teaching staff is un­ 
avoidable.” 
Mrs. Setrakian, stressing that 
long-range considerations also 
are involved in the fiscal dilem­ 
ma, saw possibly an expanded 
role for Parent-Teacher Asso­ 
ciation members in helping to 
pick up some of the district’s 
transportation costs. 


N E IL M. PARK, of 105 
McAllister Avenue, Kentfield, 
also looks to parents picking up 
costs of special programs in 
which their children are in­ 
volved, such as the $1,000 out­ 
door education project. But he 
also supports investigating cuts 
in junior high school bus trans­ 
portation and new equipment 
purchases. 
And, like most of the other 
candidates, Park raised the 


specter of personnel cuts, not­ 
ing that 85 per cent of the 
budget goes toward staff sala­ 
ries and benefits. 
The 30-year-old Park, in pri­ 
vate law practice in San Fran­ 
cisco, is the attorney represent­ 
ing the Kentfield Gardens 
Homeowners Association in its 
fight against a condominium 
project behind Marin Catholic 
High School. He is married and 
the father of two children. 


JOAN BROWNSTEIN, 40, of 
25 Wolfe Glen Way, Kentfield, 
hoped that in addition to trims 
in areas such as transportation 
and furnishing of towels to stu­ 
dents — “ all of these things add 
up” — teachers would be “ con­ 
servative” in their 1973-74 sala­ 
ry requests. • 
Mrs. Brownstein, mother of 
four who holds a teaching cre­ 
dential from the University of 
Southern California, also called 
for scrutiny of the $45,880 capi­ 
tal outlay budget. “ Special 
services which are non-instruc- 
tional or extra-curricular need 
assessment,” she said. 


BEYOND FISCAL considera­ 
tion, the new board will have to 
get acquainted with a new su­ 
perintendent, Eugene C. Peters, 
named last month to replace 
the late Anthony G. Bacich.

Reconciliation High On Lists 
O f Reed District Candidates

A rift between two camps in 
the 
Reed School 
Distirct — 
bridged for the last two years 
but not eliminated — looms 
large in the minds of four 
can d id ates for th ree board 
seats. 
Although the district has been 
relatively quiet since the last 
board election in 1971, with no 
new outbreaks of the controver­ 
sies which re g u larly rocked 
Reed during previous years, the 
potential for new hostilities still 
exists. 
All four candidates — incum­ 
bents John J. Osborn and 
Charles V. Patterson and new- 
eom ers Robert K. Ockner and 
Donald Furlong — mentioned 
reconciliation of splinter groups 
as high on his list of priorities if 
elected. 
The third of the three seats 
vacant is held by Kenneth G 
Wells, who decided not to run 
for another term . The district 
has 7,619 registered voters. 


THE D ISA G REEM EN T in 
Reed goes back several years 
before 1969. During the late 
1960s, Reed began experim ent­ 
ing with new types and methods 
of education and began deem ­ 
phasizing the traditional skills 
taught in school in favor of a 
more loosely structured pro­ 
gram — too untraditional, some 
argued. 
As costs skyrocketed — from 
$469 per pupil in 1960 to $1,019 
in 1969 — some parents began 
to complain the experim ental 
program s were not producing 
enough results for the money 
''spent. 
In 1969, three trustees were 
elected on platform s pledging 
opposition to a scheduled 50- 
cent tax rate increase. They 
also promised to fight ‘innova­ 
tion for innovation’s sake" and 
experim ental program s which 
they said were not working 
The th re e —• G ordon C. 
Wright, Jam es B. Richwagen 
and Wells — formed the board 
m ajority for a time, but Wright 
eventually was recalled in a 
bitter election in 1971 and Rich­ 
wagen resigned when he moved 
out of the district. 
The 1971 election — which not 
only involved W right's recall 
but also two other board seats 
— saw the candidates many 
considered the educational lib­ 
e ra ls reg ain control of the 
board. Osborn replaced Wright 
and joined Leo Souza, who won 
reelectio n , and M arg aret E. 
Jones to tip the balance away 
from the conservatives. 
Things have been calm er in 
th district since th.n. but it is 
safe to say the parents and 
o th ers who elected W right, 
Richwagen and Wells and who 
voted against W right’s recall 
haven’t gone away. 
It is these parents and their 
views on education that most 
concern the four can d id ates 
running for the board April 17. 
O ther con tro v ersies w hich 
could crop up again include a 
dispute over graded report 
cards versus ungraded ones; 
votes of “ no confidence" in the 
board by district teachers, and 


squabbles o v er educational 
goals and achievements, spend­ 
ing of foundation grants and 
charges that teacher morale 
and effectiveness suffered from 
board actions. 
The candidates, their back­ 
grounds and their views on 
issues in the election are: 


I)R. JOHN J. OSBORN is one 
of two incumbents running for 
reelection. A San Francisco re­ 
search physician, Osborn was 
elected to the board in 1971 and 
was its president during his 
first year in office. 
He and his wife, Anne Mary, 
live at 2960 Paradise Drive, 
Tiburon, with the last of their 
seven children. Osborn, 55, is a 
native of Detroit who has lived 
in the district 20 years. He is a 
graduate of Princeton Universi­ 
ty and Johns Hopkins Medical 
School. 
The m ajor problem facing 
Reed, he said, “ is to let the 
district settle down and get 
some w’ork done after the up­ 
heavals of two years ago." 
“The whole debate of then 
was very useful and both sides 
have contributed constructive 
components” to the district, he 
said. 
Two years ago, he explained, 
“ a group of parents, sometimes 
la b e le d th e c o n s e rv a tiv e s , 
w anted m ore acco u n tab ility 
and evaluation of program s. 
The other parents, called by 
some the liberals, wanted inno­ 
vative and flexible education." 
Both groups, he said, “ had 
very im portant and construc­ 
tive things to say and both 
should be listened to." 
One goal of the board, he 
said, should be to return much 
of the detailed day-to-day work 
in the district to the adm inistra­ 
tion. “ The board took over too 
much work two years ago. I’m 
convinced adm inistration is the 
job of adm inistrators, not of the 
board.” 
With “ all sorts of different 
ways of teaching,” Osborn said 
it is “ im portant to keep enough 
flexibility and variety in teach 
ing to m atch the child to the 
teaching m ethod.” Parents, he 
said, should have voice in 
which type of program their 
children enter. “ Educators tend 
to forget it, but often parents 
have pretty good idea which 
whqch type of education is right 
for their children.” 


CHARLES V. PATTERSON, 
41. is the other incumbent in the 
race. A native of California, 
Patterson was elected to the 
board in a special election in 
June to fill the unexpired term 
of Jam es R. Richwagen, who 
moved out of the district. 
Patterson, an attorney with 
offices in Tiburon, was a m em ­ 
ber of the Reed board in 1969, 
when he was appointed to fill 
an unexpired term , but failed in 
his bid for election to the post, 
running fourth in a field of six 


candidates and losing out to 
Richwagen by 41 votes. 
Patterson is a graduate of the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles and of Hastings College 
of Law. He and his wife and 
three children live at 20 Penin­ 
sula Road, Belvedere. 
“ The two m o st im p o rtan t 
things a board m em bers must 
address himself to are econom­ 
ics and curricula,” he said. It is 
the duty of the board to “ make 
sure the taxpayer is getting a 
fair break. The board has the 
obligation to see that district 
program s are in line with the 
money available.” 
The district “ should be will­ 
ing to explore new approaches 
in methodology In education.” 
he said. “ In a sm all district 
such as ours it’s vital to evalu­ 
ate the potential of any pro­ 
gram before it is implemented, 
and to constantly evaluate and 
follow up program s after they 
begin.” 
If they a re unsuccessful, 
there should be “ willingness to 
adm it it.” 
While board m em bers are 
“not professional educators and 
m ust rely on the professionals 
to supply inform ation,” that is 
no reason for trustees to agree 
with everything the adm inistra­ 
tion suggests, Patterson said. 
In Reed are “ a great num ber 
of varying opinions," he said, 
“ and we m ust try to understand 
them all. Each opinion proba­ 
bly has m erit and there's no 
reason we can’t exchange ideas 
and opinions as long as we 
don’t become emotional about 
them .” 
Patterson stated his philoso­ 
phy on board intervention in 
day-to-day district operations; 
“The board is not an adm inis­ 
trative body but a policy-mak­ 
ing body. There’s no way a 
board can adm inister a district 
when it is m eeting twice a 
m onth.” 
As an a tto rn e y , P a tte rso n 
said he could help the district 
by exploring the implications of 
v ario u s pieces of legislation 
that affect schools in California 


DR. ROBERT K. OCKNER. 
36, was bom in Pennsylvania 
and grew up in Los Angeles. He 
is a graduate of Pomona Col 
lege and H a rv a rd M edical 
School and is a mem ber of the 
faculty of the University of 
California 
Medical School in 
San Francisco. 
Ockner has lived in the Reed 
District four years, currently 
resid in g a t

Palos 
Verdes with his wife, Patricia, 
and three boys. Two of them 
attend Bel Aire School. 
The d istric t, said O ckner. 
needs “ a continuation of the 
unity and stability that 
has 
characterized it for the past 
two years. One of the m ajor 
responsibilities of the board is 
to foster an atm osphere that is 
conducive to good education " 
The district has a ood super 
intendent in Ralph D. Giovan- 
niello, said Ockner, and “ we 
should allow him as much au­ 
thority as is consistent with 
good education.” 
If elected. Ockner said he

would strive to “ increase the 
degree of articulation between 
our district and the (Tamalpais* 
high school district as a m eans 
of better enabling us to prepare 
our students and better ena­ 
bling the students to select their 
own program s” as they ap 
proach high school age. 
Also needed in the district, he 
said, is “ a high level of input by 
the community in the operation 
of schools. Community interest 
and involvement have been one 
of our principal assets and that 
should continue.” 


DONALD FURLONG, 56, is a 
B echtel Corp. executive. A 
graduate of the U.S. 
Naval 
Academy and holder of a Mas­ 
ter's Degree from the Massa 
chusetts Institute of Technolo­ 
gy, he has been with Bechtel 
since 1962 and is m anager of 
the firm 's research and devel­ 
opment operations. 
He is a veteran of World War 
II and the Korean War, and a 
retired U.S. Navy captain. 
He and his wife, Patricia 
who was reared in Sausalito, 
reside at 4 Eucalyptus Road, 
Belvedere. Their two children. 
Thomas and Patricia, attend

Furlong says he sees no criti­ 
cal issues confronting the Reed 
District at present, and that he 
feels “ the district is in good 
hands, with a good staff and a 
good board,” However, he be­ 
lieves, his p resence on the 
board would m ake it a better 
balanced board, and that his 
experience with business and 
technology — especially such 
m atters as environm ental pres­ 
ervation, the energy crisis, the 
effects of technology on m an­ 
kind. etc. — w'ould be particu­ 
larly beneficial to the district in 
effecting the budgeting and 
teacher evaluation changes pro­ 
vided for by new state laws.

Four candidates are contest­ 
ing for three seats on the Ross 
School District Board of Trust­ 
ees in Tuesday’s election. 
They are incumbents Sally 
Ann Rakow and Elizabeth F. 
Way, Thomas A. Guerin and 
David A. Dixon. 
The district has one school, 
Ross School, with 510 students 
in kindergarten through eighth 
grade. There are 1,835 regis­ 
tered voters in the district. 
The district faces implemen-

tation of the new state tax-shift 
school financing law, Senate 
Bill 90, which could restrict its 
tax rate. Voters, however, ap­ 
proved a higher tax ceiling in 
June, 1970, the unused portion 
of which could be added to the 
amount mandated by the new 
state law. 
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Known for quality education 
and high scores on statewide 
tests, the district also must deal 
with decisions regarding open 
classroom and other innovative 
educational programs being im­ 
plemented in other districts. 
THOMAS A. GUERIN, 45, a 
partner in a certified public 
accountant firm in San Francis­ 
co, is running for the Ross 
School District Board for the 
first time. 
He said that implementation 
of Senate Bill 90 is the most 
important task facing the dis­ 
trict. 
“ This comprehensive bill con­ 
tains new procedures concern­ 
ing taxation and school financ­ 
ing that will make careful 
budgeting of even greater con­ 
sequence in years to come,’’ he 
said. “ I feel that my business 
experience will be helpful to the 
school board in this area.” 
One of his particular goals 
would be to increase student 
awareness of career opportuni­ 
ties. 
“ I would like to call upon the 
men and women of our commu­ 
nity to explain the interesting 
aspects of their work to seventh 
and eighth grade students at 
five or 10 meetings during the 
school year. This would encour­ 
age youngsters to think about 
careers at an early age ami 
broaden their knowledge of the 
opportunities open to them.” 
Guerin said he favors select

open board sessions where par­ 
ents and students could pass 
along their views on education­ 
al needs directly to principals 
and board members. 
He also said he would seek 
through liaison representatives 
closer association with other 
organizations in the communi­ 
ty, including the PTA, Recrea­ 
tion Committee and Town Coun­ 
cil. 
Guerin said he does not en­ 
dorse the open classroom con­ 
cept, “ although I understand it 
has been tried and found effec­ 
tive in many areas.” He said he 
does not believe that alterna­ 
tive school ideas apply to the 
Ross District. 
Guerin, of 11 Ames Avenue. 
Ross, and his wife, Janice, have 
five children, aged 8 to 18, all of 
whom have attended or are 
attending Ross School. 
He received a degree in busi­ 
ness administration from the 
University of Santa Clara and 
served in the Army in Korea 
from 1946 to 1947 and from 1951 
to 1952. 
Guerin, a resident of Marin 
County for 18 years, the past 
seven in Ross, has coached 
Little League baseball and girls 
soccer at Ross School as well as 
Catholic Youth Organization 
basketball teams at St. An­ 
selm’s Church.

with trucking, race horses, 
fresh food and vegetable export 
and insurance. He is seeking 
his first term as a Ross School 
District trustee. 


“ I think that curriculum (edu­ 
cational) decisions should be 
made through the joint effort of 
board members, school admin­ 
istrators and the certified 
staff,” he said. “ This requires 
very good communication be­ 
tween the three groups, with 
neither the board nor the school 
management allowing a feeling 
of fear or intimidation to exist 
in the minds of the teaching 
staff regarding what they are 
teaching, what changes they 
would like to see, or even what 
salaries are fair.” 


Dixon said he endorses the 
new concept of school finance 
as required by last year’s Sen­ 
ate Bill 90. 


“ Something like this was long 
overdue,” he said, “ in spite of 
the U.S. Supreme Court saying 
that the right to an equal edu­ 
cation is not a right guaranteed 
by the U.S. Constitution. 
“ It just means that our 
wealthy districts are going to 
have to Ik* more critical of how 
they spend their money. And, of 
course, there remains the over­ 
ride provision whereby district 
residents can vote more money 
for their schools in the future.” 
Dixon said he does not at this 
time endorse the open class­ 
room concept. 
“ I think that changes and 
improvements in classroom 
teaching are certainly possible 
and desirable, but only after 
they have proven successful in 
other similar teaching situa­ 
tions in other schools. At the 
elementary level, we have no 
need for alternative schools, 
nor do we have much need for 
career education." 
Dixon and his wife,* Edith 
Ann. live at 1 Arroyo Drive in 
the Del Mesa section of Kent* 
field, which is part of the Ross 
School District. They have

M rs. Way w as g rad u ated 
from the University of Iowa 
and Skidmore College with a 
degree in economics. 
“ I'm interested in the finan­ 
cial end of school operations 
and in m aintaining the high 
standards of the school dis­ 
trict,” she said. 
“ With recent legislative lim­ 
its upon school spending, it 
becomes increasingly difficult 
for school boards to maintain 
and improve program s while 
meeting increasing costs of op­ 
eration. Economizing within the 
school will necessitate careful 
and thorough review of all 
areas of spending. 
“ Im aginative development of 
all available resources must be 
an im portant objective of the 
Ross School Board, so our stu­ 
dents may be given every op­ 
portunity to progress academ i­ 
cally.” 
Mrs. Way and her husband, 
Dr. W alter L. Way, live on

“ Sb 90 will eventually raise 
the expenditures of the lower 
w e a lth d is tr ic ts s ta te w id e , 
which I feel is right,” she said.

The Quality Of Education, 
Alternative School Debated 


Six candidates vying for two 
seats on the San Rafael Board 
of Education have discussed a 
number of subjects during their 
campaigns, but have offered 
the widest spectrum of views on 
two issues: proposals to cut 
school costs, and alternative 
schools. 
Candidates for the board are 
Suzanne L. Beittel, co-president 
of the T erra Linda Parent- 
Teacher Association: Gale B. 
Fisher, a member of the San 
Pedro Parent-Teacher Associa­ 
tion board; incumbent Paul K. 
McMullen, a public relations 
director for Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Co.; Lewis S. 
Pollock, a sales engineer for an 
air conditioning firm; Marie J. 
Sessi, legislative chairman of 
the Terra Linda and San Rafael 
Parent-T eacher 
Association 
councils, and Jeff I). Y ar­ 
brough, a senior at San Rafael 
High School- 
McMullen, appointed to the 
board last year, is making his 
first bid for a full term. Board 


appear on the ballot, since they 
did not drop out of the race 
early enough to eliminate their 
names from the ballot listing. 


MOST CANDIDATES gener­ 
ally agree that selection of a 
new superintendent is the ma­ 
jor task facing the school sys­ 
tem, and there has been little 
debate 
that 
the 
selection 
process should involve commu­ 
nity input. 
(Supt. John F. Plank will 
resign his post as of June 30 to 
accept a similar position with 
the Singapore-American School 
in Singapore.) 
The San Rafael School Sys­ 
tem. which has 29,926 regis­ 
tered voters and an enrollment 
of about 8,500, embraces 12 
elementary schools, two middle 
schools and two high schools. 
Like other school districts, 
the San Rafael School System is 
faced with a financial squeeze 
in the wake of declining enroll­ 
ment - especially in the elemen­ 
tary district where a current 
enrollment of 4,300 pupils is 
expected to dip by about 200 
next year. Most candidates 
have endorsed cautiously SB 90, 
the state’s new tax shift school

financing law, and have offered 
a wide range of proposals for 
belt-tightening. 
Candidates have also provid­ 
ed a wide spectrum of opinion 
on the issue of alternative 
school programs and the quali­ 
ty of education in the San Ra­ 
fael School System. 
Most candidates have agreed 
the lottery system is unfair, 
and that state tenure law needs 
revision. All oppose automatic 
promotion of students. 


SUZANNE L. BEITTEL. of 
675 Barberry Lane, is a mem­ 
ber of the education committee 
of the Marin Association for 
Mental Health, the conservation 
committee of the Marin Audu­ 
bon Society, Marin Conserva­ 
tion League, Marin Alternative 
and the San Rafael Citizens 
Advisory Com mittee on the 
General Plan. 
Mrs. Beittel, 45, a volunteer 
in outdoor education at Santa 
Margarita School, is past presi­ 
dent of the Dixie Coordinating 
Council and holds a Bachelor’s 
Degree in chemistry from Anti­ 
och College. Her three children 
are enrolled in Terra Linda 
High School. 
Throughout her campaign she 
has stressed her various activi­ 
ties in the Dixie School District, 
saying the San Rafael school 
board needs a Dixie representa­ 
tive since local children gradu­ 
ate into the San Rafael School 
System. “ I feel that I bring 
representation and input from 
the Dixie District where I have 
lived 12 years and have been 
active in schools and the com­ 
munity.” 
She has urged a ‘‘close look 
at the budget” and considera­ 
tion of the possibility of closing 
one or two of the elementary 
d istric t’s sm all neighborhood 
schools in an effort to cut costs. 
Mrs. Beittel has said she has 
“positive feelings” about the 
San Rafael School System and 
endorses “a variety of educa­ 
tional techniques,” including 
traditional and alternative pro­ 
grams. 
“ I would do almost anything” 
to spark student motivation, 
she said, adding students need 
a wide variety of educational 
programs. "I am pleased with 
the alternative schools in San 
Rafael.” 
School boards should be con­ 
tinually “tuned in” to the kinds 
of things going on in all district 
classrooms, she said. 


GALE B. FISHER, of 7 Dun 
fries Terrace, has held board 
positions with the Womens Ag­ 
ricultural league of Northern

California and the Peacock Gap 
Garden Club. She has been a 
stewardess, a union representa­ 
tive for a national airline, and a 
fashion representative for a 
number of women’s publica­ 
tions. She has acted as an “in 
class” volunteer in the San 
Rafael School System. 
She holds an agricultural de­ 
gree from the University of 
Illinois and has lived in the 
district for 9 years. Her four 
sons are enrolled in San Pedro 
School. 
Mrs. Fisher, 42, is also a 
member of the Children’s Home 
Society and a den leader for 
Cub Scout Pack 55. She is an 
area chairman for the Republi­ 
can Party and is on the board 
of the U.S. Resin and Onyx 
Corp. 
Mrs. Fisher has stressed the 
need for a “yardstick of judg­ 
ment,” or an “outline in writing 
as to the learning in a particu­ 
lar year or class. Parents will 
then be able to better judge if a 
child is getting the proper in­ 
struction to enable him to go to 
the next school level.” She has 
also proposed that all students 
be given an aptitude test in 
their sophomore year and that 
the school system “follow- up on 
what happens to students after 
they leave school.” 
She has urged improvement 
af the quality of education in 
the district high schools, saying 
that many students flunk en­ 
trance English exams at the 
College of Marin. 
Mrs. Fisher said the district’s 
spending program can be cut 
by using Golden Gate Bridge 
District buses for transporting 
students, assigning one princi­ 
pal to two schools and by 
“ being thrifty.” 
She has declared that there 
would be less call for alterna­ 
tive schools if good teachers 
were placed in the ‘‘m ain­ 
stream schools.” She advocates 
grade penalties for tardiness 
and absenteeism and more vo­ 
cational alternative programs. 


PAUL K. McMULLEN, of 248 
Knight Drive, has served on the 
board since last April when he 
was appointed to fill the vacan­ 
cy created by the resignation of 
Paul L. Jones. He is chairman

He is a member of 
the board of the Golden Gate 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross. 
He has lived in the district for 
eight years and has two chil­ 
dren, one enrolled in Davidson 
School and the other enrolled in 
San Rafael High School. 
McMullen has stressed the 
teaching of basic skills, equip­ 
ping students for the responsi­ 
bilities of citizenship and offer­ 
ing them a wide spectrum of 
career opportunities. He has 
suggested that “career explora­ 
tion opportunities” be offered to 
students at the elementary lev­ 
el and that local professional 
people be made available to 
show- students what careers are 
like. 
McMullen has proposed in­ 
structional aid cutbacks and an 
end to duplication in elementa 
ry and high school busing serv­ 
ices and consideration of the 
possibility of closing one or two 
of the elem entary d istric t’s 
small neighborhood schools in 
an effort to cut costs. 
McMullen supports alterna­ 
tive schools “ as long as they 
have c le a r-c u t ed u c atio n al 
goals” and has proposed an 
alternative program based on 
career education. “ But alterna­ 
tives should not be permitted 
where the goals are poorly de­ 
fined, or not consistent with the 
broad objectives laid down by 
the district.” 


LEWIS S. POLLOCK, of 9 
Knoll Way, is a member of the 
San Rafael School System’s ci­ 
tizen’s advisory committee and 
was the committee’s first chair­ 
man. He is a member of the 
Santa Venetia School and Terra 
Linda High School parent- 
teachers association and presi­ 
dent of the American Society of 
Heating, Refrigeration and Air 
Conditioning Engineers. 
Pollock, 43, holds a Bache­ 
lor’s Degree in mec hanical en­ 
gineering from the University 
of Pittsburgh and is past presi­ 
dent of the Nova Albion Parent- 
Teacher Association and the 
Ix>s Ranchitos Home Improve­ 
ment Association 
He has two daughters en­ 
rolled in T erra Linda High 
School and three sons enrolled 
in Santa Venetia School. He has 
lived in the district 10 years. 
Pollock has expressed con­ 
cern that the San Rafael school 
board is “gradually loosing the 
depth of experience” needed to 
evaluate school m atters. He 
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said he can provide such expe­ 
rience since he has attended 85 
per cent of all school board 
meetings over the past five 
years. 
Pollock has urged better pub­ 
lic relations between the school 
system and community, saying 
big flaps in the press some­ 
times overshadow the good 
things 
being done 
in 
the 
schools. 
Pollock has proposed consid­ 
eration of the possibility of clos­ 
ing one or two of the elementa­ 
ry district’s small neighborhood 
schools as a means of belt- 
tightening, but feels that major 
budget cuts are not needed 
because the “situation is man­ 
ageable.” 
He has expressed support of 
the alternative school concept, 
saying “we have to make sure 
our district is able to provide a 
flexible environm ent for the 
kids to learn in.” He has called 
for “improved ways to evaluate 
the end product” of both tradi­ 
tional and altern ativ e pro­ 
grams. 


MARIE J. SESSI, of 195 Cir­ 
cle Road, is co-chairman of 
Girls State for the American 
Legion Auxiliary, vice presi­ 
dent of the Blessed Sacrament 
Womens Guild, treasurer of the 
Las G allinas Valley M aster 
Plan Committee, a member of 
the Los Ranchitos Im prove­ 
ment Association and a room 
mother at Hartzell School. 


Mrs. Sessi, 45, is part presi­ 
dent of the Santa Venetia Par- 
ent-Teacher A ssociation and 
has served in various capacities 
with the Red Cross, Gallinas 
Valley Little League and Chil­ 
drens Home Society. 
She is a ‘graduate of Hadley 
Technical High School and has 
attended a number of night 
school courses. She has six 
children, enrolled in the College 
of Marin, Terra Linda High 
School, and Santa Venetia and 
Hartzell schools. She has lived 
in the district 20 years. 
Mrs. Sessi has urged that 
students be tested at the begin­ 
ning and end of each school 
year using national examina­ 
tions. She has suggested that 
teachers “ weed out” colleagues 
not doing their jobs and pro­ 
posed th at students grade 


teachers as a means of relevant 
feedback. 


She has proposed that various 
adm inistrative departm ents 
within the school system - such 
as custodial and grounds serv­ 
ices - be merged to help cut 
costs. 


Some alternative programs 
appear inadequate, according 
to Mrs. Sessi, because of loose 
scheduling and lack of discip­ 
line. She has urged that regular 
high school sites, and not off- 
campus locations, be used for 
alternative schools and has pro­ 
posed that more vocational edu­ 
cation aim ed at “ saleable 
skills” be established. 


“What I endorse is education 
results. We are continually 
trying various innovations. I 
could only endorse these when 
it is shown to me that results 
have been equal or better than 
previous methods.” 


JE F F D. YARBROUGH, of 11 
El C errito Avenue, helped 
found and is an active member 
of San Rafael High School’s 
“ new voter” program. He is an 
assistant manager of McDo­ 
nald’s restaurant in San Rafael. 
Yarbrough, 18, has attended 
schools in Sacramento, is a 
graduate of Davidson School, 
and plans to attend college and 
law school afte r graduation 
from San Rafael High School. 


He is a m em ber of the 
school’s marching band. 
Yarbrough was forced to ob­ 
tain a court order to place his 
name on the ballot since he had 
been ruled ineligible under the 
city charter to run for the 
board because he has lived in 
the c ity for only two years. The 
ch a rter requires th at candi­ 
dates for elective office meet a 
three year residency require­ 
ment, though a proposal to 
amend the requirement to a 
one-year stipulation, as re ­ 
quired by the courts, will ap­ 
pear on the April 17 ballot. 
Yarbrough has stressed the 
need for student representation 
on the board during his cam­ 
paign. “We need more young 
people in politics,” he said, 
adding he can relate to fellow 
students and businessmen. 
Yarbrough has proposed a 
program whereby high schools 
would become three-year facili­ 
ties, including grades 10,11 and

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In Mill 
Volley, It Is Tradition Vs. 


Voters in the Mill Valley 
School District will lx* faced 
with clear choices when they go 
to the polls Tuesday to elect 
three trustees. 
. Three of the candidates — 
incumbents John (1 
Eli.ot and 
John H. Cutler and newcomer 
Cate Bauer — support present 
board policies regarding the 
amount of experimentation in 
the district versus the teaching 
of the three Rs. 
Two of the remaining three 
hopefuls — Dr. Thomas D. 
Spencer and Eileen Bach-y-Rita 
— have contended the district 
fails to teach academic funda­ 
mentals and does not offer al­ 
ternatives to parents who want 
their children to learn tradition­ 
al skills. The sixth candidate, 
Harold A. Drob, falls some­ 
where in between 
Spencer and Mrs. Bach-y- 
Rita were two of about 1,300 
persons who signed a petition in 
the fall of 1971 asking the board 
for a return to emphasis on 
traditional skills. Both spoke at 
a series of board m eetings 
called to air the complaints. 


TO BE FILLED in the elec­ 
tion are seats held by Eliot and 
Cutler and a third board mem­ 
ber, William I*. Everts Jr.. who 
decided not to run again. There 
are 15,675 registered voters in 
the district. 
Facing the district 
in the 
years ahead is the considera­ 
tion of merging tin* Mill Valley 
and Sausalito school districts. A 
small step toward that end was 
taken recently when the Mill 
Valley board voted to allow up 
to 40 students from Sausalito’s 
Martin Luther King School to 
attend the Mill Valley Middle 
School next year. 
Despite the future importance 
of the proposed merger, the 
most talked about issue in the 
race is the one involving experi­ 
mentation versus tradition. 
•Candidates questioned by the 
Independent-Journal for the 
most part said it was important 
to offer a variety in education 
so that parents could place 
their children in the kinds of 
program s they wish. 
Mrs. 
Bach-y-Rita and Dr. Spencer, 
however, emphasized that point 
more strongly than did tin* oth­ 
er candidates. 
The hopefuls, their back­ 
grounds and some <>l their 
views are: 


JOHN G. ELIOT. 41. was 
born in California and has lived 
11 years in the Mill Valley 
d istrict. He was graduated 
from Yale University with a 
Bachelor’s Degree and received 
his law degree from Boalt Hall 
at the University of California. 
Eliot, an attorney, lives at 21 
Monte Vista Ave. with his wife, 
Merieo, and two children, one 
of whom attends Mill Valley 
public schools. 
He was elected to his first 
term on the board four years 
ago and chosen chairman last 
July. 
“I’m firmly committed to the 
idea that public schools exist to 
serve all children, not just par­ 
ticular types of children. Public 
education, along with parents, 
the community and |>eers. plays 
a role in the total learning 
process of the child. Hopefully, 
as a result of the total process, 
in which schools play an impor-

tant part, our schools will turn 
out people who will become 
successful human beings.” 
More than anything else, Eli­ 
ot said he would like to see 
“ reconciliation between those 
who see schools simply as fac­ 
tories for instilling proficiency 
in certain academic skills' and 
those who see the schools as 
playing a much larger role in 
the learning process.” 
Schools should do both, he 
said, “and I think our district 
does both well on the whole. 
I’m convinced that a lot of the 
apparent disagreement is more 
a m atter of not fully under­ 
standing the other point of view 
rather than being any funda­ 
m ental philosophical differ­ 
ence.** 


JOHN H. CUTLER, 38. is the 
other incumbent seeking reelec­ 
tion. He wras elected to the* 
board in 1969. 
Cutler, of 186 Corte Madera 
Avenue, was born in New York 
and was graduated from Brown 
University in Providence. R.I., 
and from Harvard Law School 
He also was a Fulbright Schol­ 
a r at the University of Edin­ 
burgh. 
He and his wife, Marge, have 
lived 10 years in the district 
and have four children, three of 
them attending district schools. 
He is a partner in u San Fran­ 
cisco law firm. 
As a board member, he said, 
“ I have worked hard to exer­ 
cise fiscal diligence and objec­ 
tive judgment and to act as 
trustee for all the children in 
the district, rather than as a 
champion of special interest 
groups.” 
“ There are many challenges 
which the next school board 
will face,” he said “The finan­ 
cial difficulties to the district 
inherent in the recently enacted 
SB 90 is certainly one of them. 
Others include the reconcilia­ 
tion of different faction^ in 
school community and our rela­ 
tions writh neighboring school 
districts.” 
“ In the past,” he said, “our 
com m unity has occasionally 
been preoccupied with educa­ 
tional jargon and ahcls, and 
arguments as to which of the 
various methods of instruction 
are preferable. I hope the en­ 
tire school com m unity has 
learned a lesson of tolerance 
from our past conflicts, and 
that different points of view 
(and leaching methods* will be 
tolerated by all.”

It has been the district’s poli­ 
cy “to encourage the indivi­ 
dualization of instruction — fo­ 
cussing on the unique strengths, 
weaknesses and motivations of 
each child — while stressing 
the basic academics,” said Cu­ 
tler. “ I believe this should con­ 
tinue to be our goal.” 


AROLD A. DROB. 50. was 
bom in New York. He received 
a bachelor’s degree in econom­ 
ics at the City College of New 
York and has done graduate 
work in business management 
and accounting there as well 
Drob is business manager of 
the Learning Resources Center 
at the University of California 
Medical Center in San Francis­ 
co. He and his wife, Pearl, an 
artist, live at 599 Marin Ave­ 
nue, T am alpais Valley, and 
have two daughters, both of 
whom attend schools in Mill 
Valley district. They have lived 
in the district 12 years. 
The school board and school 
staff W'orking with the commu­ 
nity, can bring about “ a signifi­ 
cant improvement of learning

effective instruction.” 
“ The overall system must al­ 
low for alternative approaches, 
with the relationship between 
teachers, parents and students 
of utm ost im portance.

must be w’orking together to­ 
ward common goals which can 
be identified and communicated 
if the child is to be most recep­ 
tive to learning and the teacher 
able to alter the course of 
instruction to meet the indiv idu- 
al child’s needs.” 
If this Is done, he said, “ we 
can develop programs making 
the most effective use of availa­ 
ble funds. We can make money 
work for quality, instead of 
being in a constant state of 
financial crisis and emergency. 
Such planning and coordina 
tion “can only be effective in an 
atmosphere of trust based on 
open communication and infor- 
mation,” he said. He suggested 
a weekly newspaper column 
and rotating school board meet 
ings through district schools as 
ways to “ begin Improving com­ 
munications and the exchange 
of information.” 
Drob said he has extra time 
to devote to school matters 
because he works a four-day 
week. 


DR. THOMAS I). SPENCER, 
36, is an associate professor of 
psychology at California State 
University, San Francisco, and 
director of the Child Studs Cen­ 
ter there. 
Spencer holds a Bachelor’s 
Degree from the University of 
Illinois and graduate degrees 
from Hollins College in Virginia 
and the Institute of Child Beha 
voir and Development, Univer­ 
sity of Iowa.

Drive, Tamalpais Valley. They 
have two daughters in district 
schools. 
“ With two daughters in the 
Mill Valley Schools, I have a 
strong personal as well as pro­ 
fessional commitment to educa­ 
tion,” he said. 
“ In a diverse com m unity 
such as Mill Valley, the school 
board m ust assure that all 
points of view arc heard and 
given equal consideration. Ov­ 
erburdened taxpayers have the 
right and responsibility to insist 
that schools provide the best 
educational programs possible 
with available funds.” 
“ Too much importance has 
l)een placed on the methods and 
techniques of teaching rather 
than on the ability, skill and 
enthusiasm of the teacher,” he 
said. “ The district must line 
and retain teachers who will 
challenge children academical 
ly, expect excellence in the 
basic skills and assume the 
responsibility of teaching chil­ 
dren respect for the rights and 
property of others as well as to 
be independent and socially re 
sponsive.” 
School board trustees, Spen­ 
cer said, “must guide the dis­ 
trict’s programs in directions 
that will strengthen the trust 
and support of the entire com­ 
munity.” 
He said he is a candidate 
because “I feci the present 
board has focused too much 
emphasis on ‘innovation’ and in 
the process lost sight of those 
parents and teachers who place 
higher priorities on strong aca­ 
dem ic curricula, system atic 
evaluation of program s and 
personnel and establishment of 
behavioral standards aimed at 
teaching children respect for 
the rights and property of oth­ 
ers. A m ore representative 
board could restore a balance 
in educational programs and 
gain* the trust and support of 
the entire community.” 


EILEEN BACH-y-RITA, 31, 
is a housewife who lives at 2tw 
Richardson Drive, Strawberry. 
She has lived in the school 
d istrict 10 years, and has 
worked in the school system for 
seven years as a volunteer. 
She and her husband, Paul, a 
San Francisco physician en­ 
gaged in vision research, have 
two children, both of them at­ 
tending Mill Valley Schools.

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“ of being a very healthy dis­ 
trict,” she said, “ but there are 
a few weak spots to be recog­ 
nized and improved.” 
She cited what she said was a 
“ yearly increase of students 
entering Tamalpais High who 
are poorly prepared in read­ 
ing.” These students come from 
the Mill Valley district and 
others, she said. 
Not only that, she said, but 
“ children entering the middle 
school are poorly prepared in 
the technical aspects of writing, 
spelling and grammar as well 
as in math skills. When middle 
school teachers have to concen­ 
trate on teaching these skills 
that should have been learned 
in the previous five years, then 
something is wrong.” 
Mrs. Bach-y-Rita said she 
does not believe, “ as is being 
more and more frequently im­ 
plied, that there is ‘something 
wrong’ with these children.” 
Instead, she suggested there 
may be “ something wrong” 
with the administration of the 
teaching program. 
“ One of the big problems is 
that often the responsibility of 
teaching has been shifted from 
the teacher’s shoulders to the 
child's,” she said. “ Many chil­ 
dren neither are ready or will­ 
ing or trained to take on such a 
responsibility. Furthermore, 
they need to be guided, moti­ 
vated, inspired and challenged 
to do their best by competent, 
well-trained adults.” 
As a trustee, Mrs. Bach-y- 
Rita said she would “ want us to 
use every possible means of 
evaluation <of the district pro­ 
gram' that we could get our 
hands on. 1 think that we ur­ 
gently need on the board a 
voice which will question and 
analyze the pros and cons of 
every educational plan in order 
to prevent problems in them 
and to assure that they will 
help the basic program, not 
deteriorate it.” 


CATE BAUER, 31, of 290 
Cascade Drive, is a housewife 
who has lived more than 12 
years in the district. She has 
been a volunteer worker in the 
district for seven years. 
Mrs. Bauer and her husband, 
Karel T. Bauer, have three 
chidren attending district 
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schools. She was born in New 
York. 
The major problem in the 
Mill Valley schools, she said, is 
“ howr to accommodate the di­ 
versity of the community within 
the public school system. The 
answer: to provide alternatives 
within the educational philoso­ 
phy of the district, alternatives 
that are real to the people who 
have different desires for the 
education of their children.” 
Another issue, she said, is 
that of “ trust among parents, 
educators, the board and other 
citizens of the community who 
pay school taxes. As someone 
who is here in Mill Valey daily 
and who will be able to consult 
with all the different people, 
and as someone who keeps 
trying to keep her mind open, I 
feel I can make a viable contri­ 
bution to the board.” 
Teachers, she said, “ are real­ 
ly where it’s at. We must work 
to identify effective teachers, 
attract them, keep them and 
encourage them to grow. As 
parents and educators we must 
get together and define what we 
all consider effective teachers 
and then make it a high-priority 
budget item to provide more in- 
service training for them.” 
Mrs. Bauer said she consi­ 
ders year-round schools “ an 
exciting possibility” which 
should be studied and said com­ 
munity involvement in the 
schools is “ a very helpful 
thing” and “ the more the com­ 
munity and the schools work 
together toward common goals 
the better off our kids and all of 
us will be.”

Harle has adivsed against the 
board making decisions during 
crisis situations and has sug­ 
gested a planning group of par­ 
ents, teachers and students to 
make suggestions to the board 
on directions the district should 
take. 


ROBERTA S. MICHELS. 32, 
is a dental hygienist and house­ 
wife. She lives with her hus­ 
band, Spencer, a television 
news reporter, and their three 
sons, one a pre-schooler and the 
others pupils at San Anselmo 
schools. 
Mrs. Michels has been a vol­ 
unteer in the classroom and has 
used her dental hygiene train­ 
ing in several classroom pres­ 
entations. 
She is secretary of the San 
Anselmo Human Rights Mini- 
Board and initiated and partici­ 
pated in a dental health pro­ 
gram for children enrolled in 
Head Start. 
She also served a year as San 
A nselm o’s re p re se n ta tiv e on 
the Marin County 
Economic 
Opportunity Council board, con­ 
sistently advocating for fiscal 
responsibility for the now de­ 
funct agency. 
Mrs. Michels has advocated 
using skills and talents of mem­ 
bers of the community in the 
classroom and better communi­ 
cation between parents, teach­ 
ers, administrators and board 
members. 
Mrs. Michels also has sug­ 
gested th at board m em bers 
spend more time in the schools 
and in the community and that 
parents should be encouraged 
to attend board meetings, possi­ 
bly by sending memos home 
with their children. 


MILLARD R. MORGEN, 49, 
is a professor of history at 
College of Marin. He and his 
wife, Patricia, have four chil­ 
dren, three of whom are still at 
home and the other is in col­ 
lege. 


The family home is at 39 
Hawthorne Ave. 
Morgen holds a Bachelor s 
D egree from San Francisco 
State College and a m aster’s 


from the University of Califor­ 
nia, Berkeley. 
Morgen was appointed to fill 
a vacancy on the board last fall 
and is standing election now for 
the first time. 
Morgen has said that schools 
should be concerned with men­ 
tal health as well as scholastic 
achievement and placed mental 
health as a first priority, saying 
without it there can be no 
achievement. 
Morgen also has advocated 
seeking out and utilizing talents 
of the staff as well as pinpoint­ 
ing weaknesses in the system 
and staff, when they exist, in 
order to correct them. 
The candidate acknowledged 
that “ taxes are too high." but 
blamed the situation of an "ine­ 
quitable distribution of state 
monies" and said that “ San 
Anselmo can’t reduce taxes un­ 
less it reduces services and 
these are all reasonable.” 


GARTH M. STANTON, 39, is 
also a senior research chemist 
for Chevron Research Co 
in 
Richmond. He and his wife, 
Marion and their five children 
'live at 100 Meadow'croft Drive. 
Stanton is chairman of the 
San Anselmo citizens advisory 
committee on streets and traff­ 
ic and was one of the coordinat­ 
ing c h a irm e n of Brookside 
School Association last year. He 
also served on one of six advis­ 
ory committees to the school 
board last year. 
He holds bachelor’s and m as­ 
ter’s degrees from the Universi­ 
ty of Detroit and a doctorate 
from Purdue University.

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Four O f The Five Bolinas-Stinson Trusteeships Up For Grabs 


By PAT ANGLE 
Four of five seats on the 
Bolinas-Stinson School District 
board will be up for grabs 
Tuesday when district voters go 
to the polls to choose new trust 
ees from a field of 10 candi­ 
dates. 
Two incumbents — Jessie 
Reasoner and John W. Harris 
— have announced they will not 
run for rcelection and one trust­ 
ee, John G. Barrow, has re­ 
signed. Incumbent Michael E. 
Ait ken is seeking a second 
term. 
The only board position not 
up for election is that of Presi­ 
dent Charles E. Hancock. 
Seven persons are competing 
for the seats now held by Ait- 
ken, Reasoner and Harris. The 
candidates are: Aitken, Carol 
A. Flynn, Paul Mann. O'Brien 
Young, Carolyn Brown, Michael 
I). Sanford and Diana L. Farn­ 
sworth. All are trying for a full- 
lerm on the board. 
Seeking to replace Barrow 
and complete the remainder of 
his term which expires in June 
30, 1975, arc: Susan F. Wash­ 
ington, Peter B. Weston and 
Russell Riviere. 
The only concrete issue which 
has surfaced in the campaign is 
the 50-cent tax rate increase 
which the district will ask vot­ 
ers to approve next week. 
Most of the board hopefuls 
interviewed indicated they op­ 
pose the tax measure at this 
time —for various reasons. 
Only one — Aitken —supported 
the proposal. 
Proponents argue that 
the 
district’s revenues, already cut 
by more than $10,000 through 
land lost to the Point Reyes 
National Seashore, will decline 
even further when the impact 
of the Golden Gate National 
Recreation Area is fully as­ 
sessed. 
They fear that SB 90, the n *w 
state tax shift measure, xs ill 
freeze district revenues at their 
current, depleted level, and 
that existing programs will 
have to be cut as expenses 
increase and income remains 
the same. 
Opponents, for the most part, 
contend that the tax proposal is 
being presented too soon, Ik* 
fore the district actually knows 
just what the effect the land 
losses and the tax shift will 
have. 
The candidates and their 
views are as follows: 


CAROL A. FLYNN, 31, is a 
Stinson Beach pediatrician who 
has lived in the district four 
years. 
A graduate of Mary wood Col­ 
lege in Pennsylvania with a 
bachelor’s degree in biology, 
she received her M l), degree 
from Temple University in 
Philadelphia. She interned at 
Harkness Community Hospital 
in San Francisco and completed 
her residency at Mount Zion 
Hospital. 
She and her husband, George, 
also a physician, live at 291 
Buena Vista Street. The couple 
has one child, a three-week-old 
girl. 
Dr. Flynn said she decided to 
seek election to the board “ be­ 
cause my child is going to go to 
that school and I ’m interested 
in how it is being run.” 
If elected, she would work “ to 
provide the best possible funda­ 
mental education for tin* chil­ 


dren.” She thinks more school 
time should be devoted to sub­ 
jects such as reading, math and 
language arts. 
“ There are some people who 
have suggested replacing some 
of the teachers fat Bolinas 
School) with teacher’s aides be­ 
cause it costs less,” Dr. Flynn 
said. “ I ’m opposed to this.” 
She favors the tax increase 
“ because I think the district 
needs the money.” 


O BR IEN YOUNG, 35, is a 
musician and photographer who 
has lived in the district since 
August of 1972, moving here 
from Santa Barbara. 
She is a graduate of Radcliffe 
College, with a bachelor’s de­ 
gree in English. 
She and her husband, Lon­ 
don, director of the Community 
Music Center in San Francisco, 
reside at 275 Dogwood Road. 
The couple has two children, 
both of whom attend Bolinas 
School. 
If elected, Mrs. Young would 
use her interest and experience 
in fine and creative arts to 
bring more cultural events — 
particularly music and the per­ 
forming arts — to the school. 
The candidate believes the 
district could make better use 
of “ the fantastic variety of 
skills and talents” of people in 
the community, by encouraging 
them to share their abilities 
with the children. “ That way 
we could add to the variety of 
our educational program with­ 
out increasing the expense,” 
she said. 
Mrs. Young admits to “ mixed 
feelings” about the tax mea­ 
sure and does not think its 
passage “ terribly crucial” to 
the district. “ We have one of 
the highest expenditures per 
student in Marin County and we 
should be able to use that mon­ 
ey more effectively,” she said, 
but added: “ On the other hand, 
the district hasn’t asked for a 
tax increase in 10 years.” 
She said she decided to run 
“ because this is a school I find 
exciting and I would like to bo a 
part of it.” 


MICHAEL E. AITKEN, 27, is 
a deputy sheriff and a 17-year 
resident of Bolinas, where he 
lives with his wife and four 
children. 
Aitken, a student in police 
science at the College of Marin, 
is seeking his first full term on 
the board. He was first elected 
in February of 1971 to fill a 
vacancy created by the resigna­ 
tion of Trustee Erik Lund. 
If his bid for another term is 
successful, Aitken said, he will 
try to insure that Bolinas 
School remains a “ facility for 
learning, not just one big baby­ 
sitting operation. 
“ I don’t want to see the 
school fall back to where it was 
two years ago, with all the 
conflicts” between supporters 
of traditional education and 
those who prefer a more free- 
learning atmosphere, he said. 
The candidate said he doesn’t 
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“ go in for campaign promises, 
because most of them don't pan 
out. 
“ I'll just do the best 1 can," 
he added. 


M IC H A EL I). SANFORD, 
who has lived in Stinson Beach 
since last September, is an 
attorney for the Constitutional 
Revisional Commission in San 
Francisco. 
The 37-year-old candidate 
holds a law degree from the 
University of California at 
Berkeley and a bachelor’s de­ 
gree in liberal arts from St. 
John’s College in Maryland. In 
addition, he had done graduate 
work in sociology at UC. 
Sanford is married and the 
father of two children who at­ 
tend school in the district. 
He is chairman of Stinson 
Beach Projects, a community 
action organization. 
Sanford does not favor the 
tax increase, saying the district 
does not yet know enough about 
the effects of SB 90 to make a 
decision as to whether more 
money is needed. 
In addition, he said, the tax 
shift was designed to provide 
tax relief for homeowners and 
“ I think it is a mistake for local 
government to use it as an 
opportunity to increase taxes.” 
lie believes the increase would 
hurt people on fixed incomes in 
the community. 
As a lawyer, Sanford thinks 
he could help the board “ keep 
its feet on the ground in rela­ 
tion to various state and federal 
programs and requirements.” 
He is not committed to “ any 
particular educational philoso­ 
phy.” Rather, he would like to 
see the school offer “ a broad 
range of alternative educational 
approaches, from informal, 
open classroom programs to 
traditional, high achievement 
teaching techniques.” 


DIANA I.. FARNSWORTH is 
a pre-law student at University 
of California, Berkeley, who 
has worked as a teacher’s aide 
at Bolinas Sehtxil and has been 
active in school activities, in­ 
cluding fundraising and a par­ 
ent survey. 
She is a Montessori-trained 
teacher who has lived in the 
district since 1966 and resides 
at 17H Rosewood Road with her 
husband, Philo —an inventor 
and designer —and four chil­ 
dren, one of whom attends Boli­ 
nas School, 
It elected, she said, she would 
work to increase parent in 


volvement in the school. “ I feel 
many parents are alienated 
from the school; they don't 
know quite what's going on 
even though they need to,” she 
said. 
She would encourage parents 
to come to the school and talk 
with the teachers and staff. “ I 
think they will come if they 
know the school people are 
receptive to their ideas and 
concerned with their prob­ 
lems.” 
Because of the small size of 
the district, Mrs. Farnsworth 
believes it should be possible to 
give "each child what he or she 
needs" in the way of individual 
attention and instruction. 
She thinks that gifted chil­ 
dren at the school, as well as 
those with handicaps, are not 
given sufficient attention and 
will seek to remedy that. 
Mrs. Farnsworth would also 
work to bring “ the many talent­ 
ed people in the community” 
into the school and its pro­ 
grams. “ This town is so rich; 
we have so many talented peo­ 
ple who aren’t being utilized 
and they could be.” 
She would also like to see 
some type of educational mas­ 
ter plan developed for the dis­ 
trict and opposes the proposed 
tax increase. 
"1 think we should do more 
with our present income than 
we have done in the past,” she 
said. “ I am certain there are 
ways we can save money.” 
Mrs. Farnsworth said she 
could bring to the board a love 
and concern for all children. 
“ When we see the tremendous 
possibilities in our own chil­ 
dren, we have to translate them 
to all children and I try to do 
that,” she said. 
PAUL MANN, 31, is a plumb­ 
ing contractor and a partner in 
the Bolinas firm of M and M 
Plumbing. 
Beofre moving to Bolinas, he 


studied engineering at Pennsyl­ 
vania State University and was 
in the Merchant Marine. 
He and his wife and three 
children live at 130 Evergreen 
Road. 
The 
couple’s oldest 
daughter is a student at Bolinas 
school. His wife is expecting a 
fourth child 
“ I'm going to have four of 
them going to that school, so I ’d 
like to keep an eye on what’s 
going on,” he said to explain 
his reason for seeking election. 
“ It’s a good school, headed in 
the right direction and I think 
all the people there are good 
people." 
Mann said lie is “ not on any 
one side" with regard to educa­ 
tional philosophy and would 
keep an open mind in any 
conflicts which might arise be­ 
tween those who favor tradi­ 
tional education and those who 
prefer more progressive meth­ 
ods. 
“ I will look at each issue as it 
comes along, try to see all sides 
and make my decision in an 
unbiased fashion,” he said. 
Mann is opposed to a tax 
increase at this time, believing 
that district homeowners should 
not be burdened with more 
property taxes and that it is too 
soon to tell if the district will 
need the additional funds. 
“ I think more study is need­ 
ed," he said “ If. at the end of 
the fiscal year we're in debt 
and it looks like the situation 
might be worse next year, then 
I might go for it. if that’s the 
only way the money can lie 
raised. 
He too would like to see more 
community involvement in the 
school, more persons devoting 
their “ time, energy and skills” 
to the district's educational ef­ 
forts.

Race Poses 
Key Question 


Should Supply Be Limited 
To Control Development? 


Residents of the Marin Mu­ 
nicipal W ater District’s Divi­ 
sion Four will have the chance 
to decide if they want the dis­ 
tric t to re stric t population 
growth by limiting water sup 
ply when they go to the polls 
Tuesday to choose a represent­ 
ative to the MMWD board 
There are 17.019 registered 
voters in Division Four. 
Three candidates, with div­ 
erse views on that controversial 
question, are seeking to replace 
Director Eugene A. Miller — 
who resigned last November — 
as representative for the divi­ 
sion which includes Mill Valley, 
and parts of Tam alpais Valley, 


Corte M adera and Kentfield. 
Dr. L. M artin Griffin, physi­ 
cian and conservationist, be­ 
lieves that lim iting supply m ay 
be the only way to curb popula­ 
tion, since he thinks the pro­ 
posed county-wide plan m ay not 
be effective in stopping over­ 
development. 
Two other contenders for the 
l>oard post, Jerom e C. Hauke, a 
civil engineer and form er Mill 
V alley city councilm an, and 
Ross S. Shade, a certified pub­ 
lic acco u n tan t, contend th a t 
planning and responsibility for 
limiting development should be 
left to the county’s planning 
agencies.

THE QUESTION of a m orato­ 
rium on new connections — 
particularly for large develop­ 
m ents — has also been one of 
the m ajor cam paign issues. 
The district board has consid­ 
ered a connection ban on at 
least three occasions — always 
before large audiences -—, but 
the proposal has failed to pass. 
There has been considerable 
co n tro v ersy on th a t su b ject 
among district residents, with 
one group believing that the 
district is facing a w ater short­ 
age and should curtail new 
connections and another which 
contends there is enough w ater 
to grant all new services until 
additional supply is found. 
Since Miller’s resignation, the 
four-man MMWD board has of­ 
ten split 2-2 on the granting of 
pipeline extensions for new 
services. Two directors, Jack 
R. Felson and Ronald T. Staf­ 
ford, have voted against most 
ap p licatio n s for extensions, 
while Directors Jordan L. Mar- 
tinell Jr. and John M. M acPhail 
Jr. have favored them. 
Also at issue is the fate of the 
N orth M arin in te rtie w hich 
would bring Ixdween 1,000 and 
4.000 acre feet of Russian River 
w ater into the district each 
year. 
In 1972, the board approved 
the intertie, then stalled it in­ 
definitely after Miller resigned 
by deadlocking 2-2 on a con­ 
tract to obtain the w ater. 
The cam paigners have also 
addressed them selves to waste 
water recycling, another ‘ hot 
topic” in the district. 
Some believe that the MMWD 
should im m ediately begin plan­ 
ning to recycle w ater for do­ 
mestic use. Others believe it to 
be a good idea whose tim e has 
not yet come. 
A biography of each contes­ 
tant, together with a sum m ary 
of his views: 


DR. L. MARTIN GRIFFIN, a 
Kentfield internist, is a native 
of Utah and has lived in Marin 
County since 1949. 
The 53-year-old candidate is a 
co founder of the Audubon Can­ 
yon Ranch, past president of 
the Audubon Society, a co-foun­ 
der of the Marin Environmental 
Forum, a founding director of 
the Ix>uise Boyd Museum and a 
m em ber of the Marin Conserva- 
tion L eague and the S ie rra 
Club. 
He holds a Bachelor’s Degree 
in zoology from the University 
of California at Berkeley and 
obtained his M.D. Degree and 
did post-graduate work at Stan­ 
ford Medical School 


Griffin, form er chief of m edi­ 
cine at Marin General and Ross 
Hospitals and co-founder of the 
Ross Valley Clinic, left his med­ 
ical practice in 1971 to return to 
U.C. where he obtained a Mas­ 
te r’s Degree in public health, 
specializing in environmental 
health sciences. 
He now devotes his tim e to 
working for a better environ­ 
m ent in many different ways, 
including serving as a member 
of the environm ental quality 
com m ittee of the city-county 
planning council and lobbying 
for p assag e of Sen. P e te r 
B ehr’s Wild Rivers Bill while a 
delegate to the Eel River W ater 
Council. 
Griffin is currently chairm an 
of the Tomales Bay land ac­ 
quisition 
for 
the 
Audubon 
Ranch and has been instrum en­ 
tal in establishing seven new 
wildlife sanctuaries in the area. 
He has also served as chair­ 
man for the Tomales Bay Envi­ 
ronmental study for the Conser- 
v a t i o n 
F o u n d a t i o n 
in 
Washington. D.C., an organiza 
tion formed to protect the bay. 
In addition, Griffin helped to 
establish the 600-acre Richard­ 
son Bay Sanctuary in 1969 by 
obtaining a gift of land on the 
preserve’s eastern border. 
He was one of those who 
spearheaded the drive to save 
Kent Island in Bolinas Lagoon, 
ami worked for establishm ent 
of a county park around the 
lagoon. He has been involved in 
fighting three attem pts to bring 
freeways from East to West 
Marin. 
He and his wife. Mary, a 
physician with the Marin Coun­ 
ty Health Departm ent, live at 
313 Goodhill Road. The couple 
has four grown daughters. 
Griffin believes the county 
should live within the limits of 
its own w ater resources and is 
opposed to im porting w ater 
from outside to M arin. He 
thinks the district should work 
toward obtaining w ater of the 
highest quality locally and pro­ 
viding better service for its 
custom ers. 
He said he will use his public 
health training “ to encourage 
reclam ation, reuse and even­ 
tual recycling” of MMWD wa­ 
ter if he is elected to the 
district board. 
The candidate is convinced 
that the w ater district is facing 
a serious w ater shortage and 
will continue to do so until new 
supplies are found. 
As a MMWD director, Griffin 
said he would vote against any 
new connections for large de­ 
velopments and grant w ater 


only to small projects — like 
single-family homes — until a 
new supply is developed. 
The district should use the 
legal means it now has at its 
disposal to help implement the 
goals of the county-wide plan, 
particularly the growth control 
objectives, according to Griffin. 
One of the tools he mentioned 
is a new am endm ent to the 
governm ent code which makes 
it positive for the MMWD to 
take a planning role for all 
water-related resources, such 
as m arshes, estuaries and w at­ 
ersheds. The new regulation 
could perm it the district to 
have an official voice in dealing 
with development proposed for 
these areas, he said. 
Griffin said there are current 
ly efforts to undermine the 
county-wide plan, both by some 
cities and development inter­ 
ests. Consequently, he thinks 
that refusing to expand w ater 
supply past a certain point may 
be “ the only way left to halt 
overdevelopment and unreason­ 
able growth in M arin” and in­ 
sure that the plan’s population 
goals are met. 
Griffin dot's not favor the 
N orth M arin in te rtie as a 
means of bringing water to 
serve current users and provide 
for a small amount of addition­ 
al development. He thinks the 
money for the intertie should be 
used to develop a firm supply 
from sources in tin* county. 


JEROM E U. HAUKE. form er 
Mill Valley city councilman, is 
a 15-year resident of Marin and 
the district. 
He is a planning engineer for 
the State Departm ent of Public 
Works and holds a Bachelor’s 
D egree in civil engineering 
from the University of Wiscon­ 
sin. 
The 37-year old candidate is a 
m em ber of the Marin County 
D isaster Council, the M arin 
Conservation League and the 
Sierra Club, and also serves as 
an alternate to the advisory 
com m ittee for Im provem ent 
D istrict A (D istrict A was 
formed by the MMWD board to 
plan for a consolidated waste 
disposal system for Southern 
Marin.) 
He and his wife, Mary Ellen, 
and their six children reside at 
53 Millay Place in Mill Valley. 
Hauke served on the city 
council from 1968 to 1972 and 
was on the Mill Valley Parks 
and R ecreation C om m ission 
from 1963 to 1968. He is a 
form er m em ber of the Flood 
Control Advisory Board, Zone 3.

In 19(58, he was nam ed "M an of 
the Y ear” by the Mill Valley 
Jaycees. 
He sees his engineering back­ 
ground as a strong point in his 
campaign for the seat. "There 
are no engineers on the board 
now,” he explained. "It would 
be valuable to have a m em ber 
who could translate engineering 
items that come up. to provide 
a practical approach to m at­ 
ters. 
His platform is basically one 
of concilation. "W hat is needed 
is someone who can work with 
both sides,” he said. " I ’m not 
tied to any narrow ideology and 
would like to tie the board 
together. It’s really split now.” 
If elected, Hauke would at­ 
tempt to restore public confid­ 
ence in the MMWD board by 
"supplying the voting public 
with complete and honest data 
so that may make informed 
decisions on. . .proposed solu­ 
tions to our w ater problem s.” 
He would also work to investi­ 
gate methods of developing ad­ 
ditional w ater supply, and to 
provide better w ater pressure 
in all areas of the district and 
improved fire mains. He would 
also like to explore the feasibili­ 
ty of waste w ater reclam ation 
of district water. 
Hauke does not believe it is 
the w ater district’s function to 
control population by limiting 
water supply. "It is the duty of 
the water district board to coor­ 


dinate and cooperate with plan­ 
ning agencies, not compete with 
them ,” he said. 
He does not think there is 
imm ediate danger of a district- 
wide w ater shortage and would 
not vote for a m oratorium on 
new connections until the fate 
of the bond issue for new supply 
is decided by voters, probably 
in November. 
Hauke would consider im port­ 
ing w ater from the Russian 
River if no M arin sources can 
be found. "Ju st because w ater 
crosses a county line it doesn’t 
become tainted,” he said. 


ROSS S. SHADE, a certified 
public accountant, lives in Mill 
Valley and has been a resident 
of the county since 1954. 
He holds a Bachlor's and 
M aster's Degree in business 
adm inistration from the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berke­ 
ley and a law’ degree from the 
University of San Francisco. 


The 45-year-old candidate is a 
partner in the San Francisco 
accounting firm of Shade Faisst 
and Co. and was formerly a 
partner in a large national CPA 
firm. 


He is a m em ber of the Com­ 
monwealth Club, San Francisco 


Urban Renewal Planning Asso­ 
ciates (SPUR), the California 
Society of Certified Public Ac­ 
countants, the Am ericans Insti­ 
tute of CPA’s and the Sierra 
Club. In addition, he is an 
associate m em ber of the Munic­ 
ipal Finance Officers Associa­ 
tion. 
Shade, 
his wife and two 
daughters reside at 219 Oakdale 
Avenue. 
He believes that the MMWD 
should leave growth control to 
the county's planning agencies, 
but thinks that district voters 
themselves will impose some 
restraints on unlimited water 
supply which might stim ulate 
unlim ited grow th by voting 
down bond issues. 
"I don’t think the voters want 
unlimited development and we 
(THE MMWD board) are going 
to have to give them what they 
w ant,” he said. 
Shade is convinced that recy­ 
cling of waste w ater for irriga­ 
tion and domestic use will not 
be feasible "for many years.” 
Consequently, he does not think 
the district’s planning for con­ 
solidated sewer facilities should 
include recycling at this time. 
The candidate indicated he 
would oppose a ban on new 
connec,;ons — at least at this 
time. He said he might consider 
it if district voters turn down 
the next bond issue to finance 
supply. But, even then, he 
would explrore other alterna­ 
tives for obtaining w ater before

voting for a m oratorium . 
The d is tric t’s top p rio rity 
goal should be to find a feasible 
solution to its w ater supply 
problems, he said. 
Shade would have no qualm s 
about im porting w ater from 
outside Marin, but would prefer 
to seek sources inside the coun­ 
ty first, "because it may cost 
less to get w ater locally.” 
He is opposed to the North 
M arin in te rtie because that 
pipeline would not meet all of 
the district’s future w ater needs 
or solve long-term w ater supply 
deficiencies. 
If elected, Shade said he 
could contribute a firm knowl­ 
edge of business m anagem ent 
to the MMWD board's opera­ 


tions. "1 would be able to deter­ 
mine if the district is complying 
with good business standards 
and state regulation,” he said.

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Seeing Bali 
By Bicycle

SANUR, Hali. Indonesia 
Cycling through the lush Ba­ 
li nesian countryside and small 
villages is worth every ounce of 
pedal power exerted. It brings 
the rider close to a pleasant 
way of life still found in Bali. 
The crowing of roosters and 
m elodious tones of tro p ical 
birds; 
laughter coming from 
just over the wall of a com­ 
pound; crickets chirping their 
endless chorus; the excited 
“ Hello-Hi" of countless children 
playing along the roadside; the 
friendly wave of a farm er as he 
looks up briefly from plodding 
behind a w ater buffalo — there 
are the rewards of the cyclist in 
Bali. 
They are much more pleasing 
than the chatter of the m arket­ 
place where most tourists gath­ 
er. 


IN THE WARM sunshine of 
the island it may Ix* difficult to 
pull away from the comforts of 
beach and pool offered by an 
in c re a sin g num ber of hotels 
here in the Sanur resort area 
and the only other m ajor resort 
area at Kuta nearer the airport. 
But there are not the places to 
find Bali at its best. 
Those who do take off seem 
satisfied with touring the coun­ 
tryside by taxi or microbus. 
stopping to visit tem ples, to 
watch a shadow show or a 
trance dance, or to bargain 
with sellers of batik, silver and 
woodcarvings.. 
The many Japanese visiting 
Bali these days usually rent 
motorcycles (made in Japan* 
and roar down the roads. To 
enjoy the sights and sounds of 
Bali, one must go a slower 
pace. 


IE A BICYCLE sounds too 
strenuous the visitor might like 
to try the “dokar” — Balinese 
for horse and buggy. These can 
be rented in Denpasar. 
But for me, I wanted to try 
the Bali bikew av. Although 
Jogjakarta retains gotxl claim 
to its title of “ Bicycle Capital of 
Southeast Asia,” Bali comes a 
close second 
R enting an easy-to pedal. 
G erm an-m ade Gazelle from the 
Bali Beach Hotel at which I 
was staying. I strapped on my 
flight bag, plopped on my old

tennis hat, and joined the solid 
stream of Bali cyclists which 
seem s reluctant to give more 
than half the road even to 
constantly honking trucks and 
tour buses. 


BEFORE I KNEW it I was 
riding in formation, in ever- 
changing patterns, sometimes 
four abreast, moving at a slow 
but steady speed. 
Sometimes I would be riding 
next to a student with a book 
bag over his shoulder. Then it 
would be a man in a coolie hat 
with large baskets cram m ed 
with sticks balanced on each 
side of his bike. Or it might bo 
an elegantly dressed Balinese 
woman with her head held high 
as if on a royal steed. The 
stream of two-wheelers would 
part briefly for an oncoming 
p e d e stria n b rav e enough to 
buck this constant current. 
I can definitely state that this 
area of Bali is not the place for 
walkers. 


BUT FOR CYCLISTS it’s a 
different story, especially when 
swinging away from the town 
areas. The southern part of the 
island is quite flat, so 10- and 


15-speed bicycles are unneces­ 
sary. And even on the hottest 
day, the breeze created by the 
bike’s motion makes the cycler 
wish to go on and on 


Which I did. After about two 
hours I found myself 20 miles 
away from my hotel, and d ark ­ 
ness was suddenly upon me. It 
was then I discovered my lights 
were not working 
But before 
I describe my 
nocturnal return I would like to 
describe some of the endearing 
incidents that occurred that af­ 
ternoon along these country 
roads. 


IT DOESN'T TAKE long for 
the mass of cyclists to thin out 
once you head toward rural

areas. But that doesn’t mean 
you will be alone on the road, 
slightly elevated above the pad 
dies where some of the finest 
varieties of rice in Southeast 
Asia are grown I kept finding 
teen-age riders appearing be­ 
side me. They would ride along 
for about a mile and then wave 
goodbye. After a few' minutes 
another would appear. 
It seems they jumped on their 
bicycles when they saw me go 
by. 
My tentative companions had 
one thing in common — they 
wanted to carry on a conversa­ 
tion in English. Each began by 
stating he didn’t speak English 
very well and then proceeded 
with these *stock phrases: 
“ From where are you?” 
“ How’ 
many children have 
you?” 
“ How many sons?” 
“ Do you enjoy yourself in 
Bali?” 
“ What do you like most about 
Bali?” 


WHEN I WOULD ask them 
th e 
s a m e 
q u e stio n s 
th ey 
seemed surprised. “ How many 
children have you” brought 
head-shaking laughter. One 19- 
year-old explained 
th a t he 
didn’t plan to m arry for anoth­ 
er 10 years. 
At an intersection near the 
(x»rt of Benoa my progress was 
halted by a herd of cattle which 
filled the road “ from wall to 
wall.” There were about 200 
steers with about 100 men and 


boys leading them with ropes 
One Balinesian “cowboy” spot­ 
ted 
me taking pictures and 
explained that they were head­ 
ed for Hong Kong on a cattle 
boat waiting in the harbor. 
Intersections usually have an 
island in the center with a 
statue assigned to “ ward off the 
evil spirits of accidents.” As I 
sat there making notes, two 
youngsters w’ere leaning over 
my shoulders w'atching. Then 
as I changed film in the cam era 
they becam e even more inter­ 
ested, so I asked the young boy 
and girl to pose for a picture. I 
would line them up, step back a 
little, look through the view 
finder, and find them about a 
yard apart again. It was like 
trying to put the opposite poles 
of m agnets together. 


THE LITTLE GIRL was al­ 
most in tears, but this quickly 
turned to joy when I didn’t 
insist on togetherness and of­ 
fered them a couple of ballpoint 
pens with pantomimed instruc­ 
tions on how to use them. I also 
left them some paper, and they 
im itated my note taking. 
I didn’t realize I stuck out my 
lower lip when taking notes. 
As I began to head back 
tow ard 
the 
hotel d ark n ess 
closed in. My concern over the 
unworkable light on the bike 
was som ehw at relieved by 
seeing o th er cy clists in the 
sam e condition. 
About this time a student 
with his younger brother sitting 


behind him started up a side- 
by-side conversation. He said 
he was studying to be a teach­ 
er. and that they were orphans 
being raised by their uncle who 
was working the half acre of 
land left to them by their par­ 
ents The boys insisted on guid­ 
ing me to Denpasar, so I sug­ 
gested we stop at a stand along 
the road and I would buy some 
refreshments. 


T H E D I M L Y - L I G H T E D 
counter was crowded with cans 
and bottles, stacks of native 
fruits 
and 
w rapped 
snack 
packs. We chose a Balinese 
version of popcorn to go with 
our orange drinks and found 
just about nxmi enough for us 
to fit on the inside bench. The 
shopkeeper joined us at one 
side of the counter, waving a 
fan in our direction. 
Thus, refreshed, we headed 
toward the city lights. After 
giving careful instructions on 
how to reach the hotel, the two 
boys. Djudiana and Sukadana, 
w aved 
good bye 
when 
we 
reached the m ain intersection. 
By rem embering one word — 
“dim ana” — 1 had no trouble 
getting around Bali. It means 
“ Where is?” Thus by adding 
the name of the town or hotel 
you are seeking you will get 
ready help from the Balinese. 
If you wish to thank them, 
they are delighted to hear you 
say. “Terim a kasih.”

When the revolution was won, 
folks put away their weapons 
and settled down.

Seemingly at any min­ 
ute, a stalwart lawman should 
mosey through the train cars to 
survey the riders on the slat 
benches. 


MORE LOCAL color comes 
with the people along the route. 
Whenever the train stops, Indi­ 


an vendors appear with baskets 
of food and drink. They walk 
along hawking their wares as 
travelers hand out of the win­ 
dows to buy their lunch. Every­ 
body eats each time food ap­ 
p ears. So, most p assen gers 
bring more appetite than bag­ 
gage. 
Prices are low, and the food 
is appetizing and filling. 
But food is not always the 
only reason for a rest stop. 
The engineer has been known 
to stop and chat with relatives 


who live along the way. Passen­ 
gers can get off during such a 
pause to stretch their legs, or 
even pick wild flowers in the 
fields.

THE ENEMY AT THE GATES: The 
Baffle For Sfalingrad by W illiam 
Craig; Reader's Digesf Press-Dut- 
fon, 404 pages, $10.95. Reviewed 
by John D. Yates. 


In 1941 Charles do Gaulle visited the 
battlefield of Stalingrad, and wandered 
through the acres and acres of devasta­ 
tion: “ . . un people formidable, un tres 
grand peuple. . .” m uttered the General. 
A correspondent agreed. “ Ah. oui, Les 
Russes." De Gaulle shook his head: “ No, 
No! I speak of the Germ ans — that they 
should have come so far. . ." 
We could always rely upon Ie Grand 
Charles to speak his mind. 
In reaching the V'olga River and the 
eastern limits of European Russia, the 
Germ an war machine had far out-paced 
the French Em peror Bonaparte of anoth­ 
er age, and had worked m iracles of 
strategy and logistics; and the German 
soldier had performed with his usual 
courage and tenacity. But in the final 
drive to Stalingrad on the west bank of 
the V'olga, there were dark omens of a 
disaster in store for the Germ ans: over­ 
extended supply lines, an overconfidence 
that denied all thoughts of decline and 
defeat, and the choice of a battleground 
between two great natural barriers — 
The Don and the V’olga — behind which 
preparations for defense and counter 


attack by the Russians could be staged. 
However, the factor that contributed 
most to the terrible Germ an denouement 
was the takeover of strategic (and even 
tactical) direction of the campaign by a 
lunatic ex-corpora! of the Germ an Army, 
Adolf Hitler; and by subsequent false 
assurances of airlift support by a gross, 
drug-ridden incompetent, Reichmarshal 
Herm an Goering. 
That the aristocratic and dedicated 
professional, Gen. (and before the end of 
the battle. Field Marshal) Frederich V'on 
Paulus, could have sacrificed his 6th 
Army to the whim of the Fuehrer, is 
incomprehensible. But in the total picture 
of the Hitler war, I suppose the destruc­ 
tion of an arm y was nothing compared 
with the Germ an leader’s plans to de­ 
stroy the entire nation in one final 
G o tterd am m eru n g , to which m ilitary 
men far senior to V’on Paulus gave their 
tacit approval. 
The battle for Stalingrad will rem ain 
for all tim e the most horrendous of 
struggles in destructiopn of life, limb and 
property, between competing land arm ies 
in what we are pleased to call today 
“ conventional w arfare." The statistics 
are staggering: 
The Germ ans lost 400,000 men, the 
Italians 130,000 out of their 200,000 man 
arm y, the Hungarians 120,000, and the 
Rum anians 200,000 men. The satellites 


therefore lost more than the Germans, as 
did the subjugated nations in 1812 whose 
soldiers made up more than 50 per cent 
of Napoleon’s arm y. 
But the Russians lost in killed, wound­ 
ed and missing, 750,000 men; and after 
five months of fighting and bombing, 99 
per cent of the city had been reduced to 
rubble, more than 41,000 homes had been 
destroyed. The population of the city in 
September, 1912, was about 500,000, and 
by February, 1913, only 1,500 remained. 
Probably 50 per cent had been killed and 
the rest had fled to Siberia and other 
parts of Asia. 
Author William Craig has produced an 
absorbing human record of the struggle, 
based upon hundreds of interviews over a 
long period of time with survivors on 
both sides. Within the fram ework of the 
historical calendar of events, the move­ 
m ents of arm ies and the plans of grand 
strategy, the book is composed of on- 
location stories from the memories of 
participants, and of fascinating vignettes. 
We learn of the presence of two famous 
sharpshooters in the street-fighting — 
Major Konings of the Germ any Army 
and the Russian V’assili Zaitsev and his 
girl friend assistant, who carried out a 
personal duel; of I)r. Kohler, who despite 
a broken and wired-together jaw', worked 
20 hours a day attending friend and foe 
alike in fire and flam e; the famous Soviet 


violinist who entertained Russian troops 
at Christm as time, and responded to 
German shouts from across the streets 
requesting Bach; of the Russian Girl 
prostitutes who administered 
to both 
sides in a cellar in the rubble. When the 
Germ ans were surrounded by the Rus­ 
sian counter-offensive which they had so 
long ignored, and the Goering airlift was 
bringing in only 100 tons a day rather 
than 750 tons, we see the beginning of the 
total disintegration of the Germ an war 
machine. Cannibalism becomes common, 
as soldiers turn into animals. 
The author tells us that the physical 
evidence of this cruel struggle is now 
very sparse — there are a num ber of 
flamboyant monuments and plaques, all 
overshadowed by a giant statue of Moth­ 
er Russia at the top of Mamaev Hill. 
All the rubble was removed over 25 
years ago and the city is rebuilt; and I 
suspect that even in Stalingrad the battle 
for the city is largely forgotten because a 
m ere handful of its inhabitants in those 
days survive. 
In all such struggles it is the common 
people and soldiers who suffer most, but 
who are rem em bered or acknowledged 
least. Craig’s fascinating book, however, 
records the story from the grassroots 
level and is probably one of the most 
profound anti-war documents ever w rit­ 
ten.

As a sophisticated, long-time 
observer of the Russian scene, 
he is able to contribute valuable 
insights into the changing rela­ 
tionship between China and the 
Soviet Union. Even while U.S. 
foreign policy was laboring un­ 
der the assumption that the two 
most powerful Communist pow­ 
ers had been fused into a mono­ 
lith bound together with M arx­ 
ist abstractions, Salisbury was 
able to anticipate more tangible 
forces that would pull them 
apart.

Russian F ar Eastern policy, 
under czars and com m issars, 
has concentrated on the needs 
and objectives of Moscow'. Long 
before the 1918 Revolution. Rus­ 
sia and China had quarreled 
over their joint boundary in 
Central Asia. Right up until the 
Nationalists under Chiang Kai- 
shek were driven off the m ain­ 
land, the Russians withheld any 
significant support for Mao Tse- 
tung, and concentrated their 
efforts on stabilizing a Chinese 
government which they knew to 
be badly divided and ineffectu­ 
al. 
Russia simply did not want a 
strong unified China as a neigh­ 
bor, regardless of its political 
persuasion. 
With the Chinese Communists 
in power, international pres­ 
sures forced China and Russia 
to try to build a relationship. 
Even at the height of this hon­ 
eymoon, Russian aid to China 
was no Marshall Plan. There 
were only loans of limited m ag­ 
nitude, and each loan carried a 
price tag in obligations. Russia 
was not China’s brother, she 
w as her usurer. 
S a lisb u ry ’s account of the 
Sino-Soviet partnership and its 
deterioration, and his com pari­ 
son of Russian post-revolution­ 
ary society with China’s, are 
built on his experience as a 
critical observer of Soviet so­ 
ciety and politics and repays 
careful reading.

magnitude, its m ilitary poten­ 
tial. its capacity for manual 
labor, and its potential need for 
room in which to expand so that 
it can feed itself 
is of great 
interest to the United States as 
well as to China’s neighbors. 
C hinese population sta tistic s 
are unreliable, but Salisbury 
cites data that convinces him 
that the num bers of Chinese are 
•'till growing at a rate greater 
than those of other world pow­ 
ers. Despite the almost com­ 
plete lack of overt sexuality 
among young people, and the 
em phasis on late m arriage, the 
birth rate, particularly in rural 
areas, is very high. Why? Be­ 
cause it still takes the total 
effort of SO per cent of the 
population to provide enough 
lood for everyone. 
Salisbury judges that China’s 
population will continue to grow' 
rapidly until further m echani­ 
zation of agricultural produc­ 
tion reduces the need for farm 
labor. At that point he antici­ 
pates a m ajor internal transi­ 
tion — a flood of hundreds of 
millions of peasants from the 
rural a re a s into the cities. 
China’s leaders will have to 
cope with an urban population 
“ bomb” that will dwarf any­ 
thing the West has known. How 
China deals w ith population 
growth and movement will rad­ 
ically affect her internal stabili­ 
ty as well as her relations with 
her neighbors. 
Another valuable aspect of 
“ To Peking —And Beyond” is 
the tw o-chapter section on 
North Korea and its dictator, 
Kim Il-Sung. V ery little is 
available to the American pub­ 
lic about the Herm it Kingdom. 
Salisbury gives a clear, concise 
description of North Korea’s 
intense police state, its national 
drive for security against being 
any state’s vassal, and the un­ 
b elievable “ p erso n ality c u lt’’ 
th a t has left ev ery lead er 
nam eless except Kim 11-Sung. 


Salisbury contributes very lit­ 


tle to our understanding of the 
Cultural Revolution. Mao’s un­ 
leashing of the young people 
against the New Red bureauc­ 
racy in 1966 that has clouded 
the Chinese scene for even the 
most clear-eyed China watch­ 
ers. Edward Rice in “ Mao’s 
W ay." and Barbara Tuchman 
in “ Notes From China" give us 
much more thoughtful and ana­ 
lytical accounts of the import, 
implications and possible conse­ 
quences of Mao’s attem pt to 
keep the Revolution fluid. 
When he m akes comparisons 
with the Soviet Union or dis­ 
cusses Sino-Soviet relatio n s, 
Salisbury is on fam iliar ground 
and his analysis is convincing. 
When he romanticizes about the 
“ new Chinese m an," Salisbury 
lets himself be carried away by 
the visible evidence of the 
greatly improved quality of life 
for

The wild outback of western 
Australia is the real hero of this 
new adventure novel by H am ­ 
mond Innes.

But what makes this 
novel most enjoyable is the 
verisimilitude of Innes’ presen­ 
tation of the outback. 
The heat, the draught, the 
savage desert winds, all have 
the feel of reality.

As both a novelist and essay­ 
ist, 
Edw ard H oagland has 
earned himself a reputation as 
one of the best among the 
current crop of younger Ameri­ 
can writers. 
His latest book, “ Walking the 
Dead Diamond River,” finds 
him in the latter role, demon­ 
strating anew the form that 
vvon him praise as “ a fresh 
breeze amid so many stale 
opinions” for his earlier “The 
Courage of Turtles.” 
•Walking the Dead Diamond 
River” is a collection of Hoag- 
and essays that have appeared 
•arlier in The Village Voice, 
Life, Audience, Esquire, The 
New Yorjer and The Atlantic 
Monthly. To give the collection 
some cohesion and to provide a 
theme, the dust jacket proposes 
that the pieces be treated as a 
lei i neat ion of the contrast be­ 
tween urban and rural or wil­ 
derness life. 
Hoagland does, indeed, divide 
his residence between New 
York City and a New England 
farm only miles from the Cana­ 
dian border. Thus some of the 
ssays deal with life in the city, 
others with life in the country 
or the wilds. But Hoagland nev­ 
er really brings about the con­ 
frontation the jacket blurb sug­ 
gests. Each essay stands alone, 
as it was written, sometimes 
related to one or more of the 
other pieces, even to a degree 
repetitive, but never really 
close enough for comparison or 
conflict. 
This absence of a genuine 
unifying theme is a weakness of

When 
he is writing about a subject of 
less consequence to himself, the 
result is far less satisfying, 
even disappointing and flat. 
Not surprisingly, the pieces 
inspired by the Vermont and 
Maine w ilderness for which 
Hoagland feels such a strong 
affection arc the best offerings. 
The title piece, about a long 
walk with a biologist making a 
grouse count, is splendid. The 
reader accompanies the pair 
through the unspoiled, but 
threatened, wild country, shar­ 
ing their observations, their 
c o n v e rs a tio n s an d th e ir 
thoughts. 
An account of a canoe trip on 
the Allagash is similarly grip­ 
ping.

The shorter pieces are also 
generally the lesser — a silly 
bit on dogs; another on boxing 
that strives for realism but 
slips into the romanticisms too 
often accorded a grim, grimy 
and gruesome sport; a report 
on jury service that is really 
nothing more than a personal­ 
ized newspaper feature story 
and not a particularly good 
one; another on assassination 
that seems to cast no real light 
upon that dark problem. 
But a Hoagland inspired is a 
Hoagland who holds your atten­ 
tion with passages well u’orth 
that heeding. There’s a lot of 
unfortunate truth in “The New 
England Wilderness’ conclusion 
that 
despite all the fuss about 
wilderness, people nowadays 
don't really want to be in the 
woods all alone. If they did, 
there would be less wildness in 
the woods and in the end there 
would also be more of it. Even 
faster than the woods go, peo­ 
ple are losing their taste.” 
Hoagland is one who sees the 
tourist and part-time resident 
as a greater threat to the wil­ 
derness and wildlife than the 
logger or the hunter. “The vil­ 
lain in wildlife m anagem ent. . . 
was the summer people like 
me, who come crowding in, 
buy ing up, chopping up the land 
after the loggers have skinned 
off the trees.” 
But, while lie can criticize 
some of them and their tactics, 
Hoagland is basically himself a 
wholehearted 
conservationist: 
All factions have reason to 
worry if the board majority of 
citizens lose that mysterious 
sense of felicity and exuberance 
they once had in the presence 
of natural grandeur — the feel­ 
ing of having known it before, 
or Ixdng linked to it via thou­ 
sands of centuries before they 
were born — and simply stop 
caring.” 
Hoagland'* mastery of lan­ 
guage is beyond question. He 
uses it sharply, accurately, effi­ 
ciently. But good rhetoric will 
not in itself suffice for the 
essayist. One must also have 
something to say — and believe 
that it is vital. When Edward 
Hoagland 
is talking about 
something very important tc 
him, as when he deals with 
nature and the menaces to it 
he is very, very effective in­ 
deed, a master of description 
an exjH*rt at exposition.

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Herbs Spice Up The Garden And The Dinner Table 


and flavorful leaves that make 
a tasty addition to almost any 
meat dish and will do wonders 
for leafy vegetables, beans, 
peas or squash. 
Parsley can be used with 
virtually every vegetable as 
well as with a variety of meats. 


REMEMBER, herbs can only 
be added. If too much is used 
there is no way to subtract 
them. Some herbs, like ore­ 
gano, are more pungent than 
milder types such as basil and 
can easily overpower a dish if 
overdone. 
The last chapter of “How to 
Grow Your Own Vegetables’' 
contains recipes for home 
grown produce. Herbed Sum­ 
mer Squash is a recipe that not 
only takes advantage of fresh 
produce from the garden but 
enticing home grown herbs as 
well. Here are the ingredients 
and easy directions. 
HERBED SUMMER SQUASH 
Va cup butter 
>3 cup thinly sliced scallions, 
including green tops 
1 teaspoon thyme leaves or Vz 
teaspoon dried thyme 
1 j teaspoon oregano leaves or 
V i teaspoon dried oregano 
*4 teaspoon salt 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 
1 quart summer squash (about 
1 pound), thinly sliced 
14 cup finely chopped parsley 
Melt butter in a large skillet. 
Blend in scallions, thyme, ore­ 
gano, salt and pepper. Add 
squash and mix lightly to blend. 
Cover and cook over moderate 
heat, stirring occasionally, 10-15 
minutes or until squash is ten­ 
der. Sprinkle with parsley and 
serve immediately. 
Yield: three to four servings. 


Some Easy 
To Crow 
Perennials 


IxK>king for a variety of per­ 
ennials that will grow year 
after year without too much 
care? 
Here are some suggestions: 
Pyrethrum , Painted Daisy, 
likes full or partial sun, blooms 
in spring and summer, plant 
one and a half feet apart. 
Gypsophila, Baby’s Breath, 
flowers summer and spring, 
likes full sun, plant one and a 
half feet apart. 
Hollyhocks, flowers in sum­ 
mer, full sun, plant two feet 
apart. 
Gerbera, prefers alkaline 
soil, full sun, plant one foot 
apart. Mulch heavily in north­ 
ern winters. 
Tritoma, Torch Lily, flowers 
in summer, plant one and a half 
feet apart. Mulch in winter. 
Dianthus, Carnations, Grena- 
din, Pinks, alkaline soil, flowers 
spring and summer, full sun, 
plant one foot apart. 


EVEN IF YOU don't hove space for them in the 
garden — and it takes only a nook — you can still 
grow your own herbs. Just plant them in a claypot, 


or some fancier container, and place them in a 
sunny window. They will thrive, close at hand for 
your use in the kitchen.

Seasonings must never shout; 
they should only sing softly. 
A smidgen of thyme, a flurry 
of dill, or a pinch of basil can 
elevate a recipe from mere run 
of the mill to one that becomes 
a specialty of the house. A few 
chives can transform plain sour 
cream into an inviting, flavor­ 
ful party dip. 
The lowly navy bean, laced 
with the flavor of ginger, pro­ 
duces an aroma that has given 
baked beans a national reputa­ 
tion. 


CREATIVE HOME library, 
in association with Better 
Homes and Gardens, has pub­ 
lished a new book entitled 
“How' to Grow' Your Own Vege­ 
tables” (hardbound, $8.95, Mer­ 
edith Corp.) by Michael Kressy. 
The book guides gardeners of 
any experience in selecting a 
garden plot, planting and grow’- 
ing vegetables and bush fruits, 
and also contains a chapter on 
herbs — how’ to grow', harvest, 
dry and store them. . 
Herbs are the “spice” of the 
plant world as well as the 
kitchen and deserve a corner in 
every garden. To assure an 
early herb yield “How to Grow 
Your Own Vegetables” advises 
starting the seeds indoors and 
transplanting them to the gar­ 
den as soon as the soil has 
warmed. But now' you can get 
seedlings at the nursery and 
plant them immediately. 
Some herbs are perennials 
(mint, chives, savory, and sage) 
and w'ill sprout season after 
season. 
Others, like basil and parsley, 
can be grown in clay pots and 
arranged on a sunny window 
sill for use in the kitchen. 


IF A RECIPE makes no men­ 
tion of herbs but you want to 
tinker with a dish anyway, al­ 
low: a half teaspoon fresh 
herbs for each pound of meat or 
poultry; a half teaspoon fresh 
herbs for every two cups of 
soup or sauce; three-quarters 
teaspoon fresh herbs for every 
two cups of vegetables; half 
teaspoon fresh herbs for each 
cup of salad dressing. 
Basil is delicious when sprin­ 
kled on freshly sliced tomatoes 
and can be planted as a border 
along a walk, in clumps in the 
garden or in pots on the ter­ 
race. When picked fresh, dill 
leaves add a subtle flavor to 
salads, fish and many other 
dishes as well as adding flavor 
when placed in the pickling jar 
along with cucumbers.

So will a regular 
plucking of spent flowers. 


Give lawns a spring feeding now, too. They will green-up 
quickly. 


^ Azaleas, rhodendrons, roses and cam ellias full of buds or 
full blooms make ideal E aster gifts. 


Now is the time to plant tuberous begonia and fibrous 
begonia seedlings. Give them some shade. 


^ April is a big month for planting summer-flowering annuals. 
A wide selection is available. 


Play It Safe With 
Outdoor Appl,tances 


During the gardening season 
many M arinites will be using 
electric ap pliances such as 
lawn mowers, edger-trim m ers, 
cultivators, 
grass shears, or 
hedge trim m ers to make their 
outdoor work both easier, and 
more enjoyable. 
However, along with the in­ 
creased use of these conve­ 
nience items goes an increased 
sense of responsibility for ad­ 
herence to rules of safety. Un­ 
derw riters’ Laboratories Inc , 
an 
independent, not-for-profit 
organization that tests products 
for public safety, recommends 
that you observe the following 
guidelines when working with 
outdoor appliances: 


KEEP THE work area clean 
N ever 
use 
appliances 
in 
dam p or wet locations. 
Keep all visitors, especially 
children, a safe distance away. 
Store appliances in high, dry 
places and keep them out of the 
reach of children. 
Never force an appliance to 
work faster than the rate at 
which it was designed. 
Never w ear loose clothing or 
jewelry which could get caught 
in the moving parts. Use rubber 
gloves and proper footwear. 
Never carry an appliance by 
the cord, and never yank it 
when removing from a recepta­ 
cle. Keep the cord away from 
heat, oil, and sharp edges. 
Never use an appliance in the 
rain 
Keep proper footing and bal­ 
ance at all times, don’t over­ 
reach. 
Keep appliances sharp and 


clean for best and safest per­ 
formance. Disconnect an appli­ 
ance before servicing, changing 
accessories, or lubricating. 
Look for the UL symbol in a 
circle when purchasing outdoor 
appliances. Such equipment has 
been evaluated with respect to 
hazards affecting life and prop­ 
erty, by undergoing rigid tests 
which duplicate in-service uses 
and abuses that products may 
receive. 
UL FURTHER suggests ob­ 
serving the following rules of 
satety when working with edg­ 
er-trim m ers or lawn mowers. 
Keep guards in place, and in 
working order. 
Keep blades sharp. 
Keep hands away from the 
cutting area. 
HITTING A ROCK or other 
foreign o bject with a lawn 
mower can be dangerous.

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GIVE ROOTS A BREAK 
There's Lot Going On Beneath 
The Soil Out In Your Garden 


By FRANK J. TAYLOR 
W hat this hom e g ard e n e r 
needs isn’t a five cent stogie 
but a five dollar X-ray machine 
that will take pictures of the 
roots of his trees, shrubs and 
plants down in the soil. Most 
other backyard gardeners have 
the sam e need. 
I can do some pretty good 
guessing about what ails a sick 
plant when the leaves begin to 
curl, dry up or drop, and the 
tips of the branches die back. 
First of all I look for sucking 
bugs, but if the leaves are clean 
and they still curl or drop, I 
know I have a root problem. 
How do I get a good look at the 
roots? 


“BORE A HOLE and see 
what goes on down there under 
the top soil,” a county horticul­ 
tural expert advised me. 
Whereupon I added a soil 
augur to my gardening arsenal 
in the toolshed. It’s still hang­ 
ing on the wall. 
The first dozen holes I drilled 
alongside tre e s and shrubs 
brought up subsoil all right but 
it was so churned up I learned 
next to nothing. So, putting on 
my Thomas A. Edison hat, I 
invented a home-made coring 
tube of strong, thin pipe. It 
brought up cores of earth an 
inch in diam eter which told me 
that beneath the foot or so of 
top soil the roots were trying to 
push through compacted clay 
and they were finding it hard 
going. 
“ You’ll have to break up that 
clay and let some air into it,” 
my expert said. 


IIE RECOMMENDED some 
soil conditioners in small but 
freq u en t applications. T hat 
helped solve one soil problem 
but not two others — the root 
cbewers and the PH, or alkali- 
acidity balance.

with a trowel, carefully trying 
to avoid cutting the roots I 
wanted to examine. In one place 
I found some nematodes, in 
another cutworms and nests of 
root aphids. Under the lawn I 
spotted sod web worms feasting 
on the grass roots. 
Once I had flushed out these 
underground enemies it was no 
trick to lam baste them with the 
hose turf gun loaded with the 
right pesticides from the Gar­ 
den Center — things like Nema- 
gon for nematodes, Chlordane 
and Diazinon for the bugs and 
worms, Dyrene for the root 
fungus. 


NOWADAYS I don’t waste 
time digging holes to locate the 
enemy: I know he’s down there. 
I give the roots a break and use 
the turf gun before the leaves

begin falling —as root insur­ 
ance, so to speak. 
That left me with the most 
baffling soil problem of all, the 
PH 
balance. 
Too-acid 
soil 
wouldn’t give up its nourish­ 
ment, too alkaline burned the 
roots. 
I turned chemist for a day 
with my home soil-testing kit. 
The color in the tubes gave me 
some clues, but to be sure I 
sent soil samples to college for 
more reliable tests. Once I had 
the reports back it was an easy 
trick to scatter lime or gypsum 
where the roots cried for less 
acid soil, or sulphur to counter­ 
act too alkaline nourishment. 
Sounds like w ork, but it 
wasn’t really, and it paid off 
big above ground to give the 
roots the break they deserved 
down under.

The traditional jazz world lost 
a major figure recently with 
the death at 86 of Edward 
“ Kid” Ory, who wrote “ Mus­ 
krat Ramble” and gave the 
young Louis Armstrong one of 
his first jobs. 
The famous jazz trombonist 
used to own the San Francisco 
jazz club On the Levee, and 
w*as known for his tailgate 
trombone style. 
The tape I’m calling your 
attention to is not new at all, it 
has been buried in the catalog 
of Contemporary Records for 
many years. In fact nowhere on 
the tape does it state the tape is 
in stereo, leading one to believe 
it might bo dubs of old classic 
78s. Imagine my surprise to 
discover the tape to bo excel­ 
lent genuine stereo with amaz­ 
ing presence that puts Kid Ory 
and his seven-man group right 
in vc r lap’ 
GOOD TIM E 
JAZZ-AMPEX GTF-1042) is ti­ 
tled “ Kid Ory Favorites, Vol­ 
umes 1 and 2” and is at three- 
and three-quarters ips speed 
though the sound is not harmed 
by the reduction in speed from 
the seven and a half speed of 
the other tapes we’ve discussed 
earlier. 
The tunes are predictable: 
“ High Society,” “ Careless 
Love,” “ Panama” and other 
traditional jazz favorites deliv­ 
ered in spirited manner some­ 
where between the overly slick 
gloss of some Dixieland groups 
and the wrong-note-ridden per­ 
formances of most of the New 
Orleans bands still playing. 
Everyone — even modern' 
jazz snobs — should have some 
good gutsy traditional jazz in 
their collection, and I strongly 
recommend this definitive Ory 
Mlt.
